PRINCfe Ti4tf«ify, third Soii of Sfci^ Huphy late 
Sophiof Ferjifl, having had the Happincfs- to make 
his Efbape from l/puhan in the hotteft of the Siege, under- 
a Guard of iive hundred Men, he retired into thfe Pro- 
-cinces which prafcrved, thieir Fidelity to the King hi« 
Father 5 hut wherever he came, he:- found every thing 
in the m«ft dreadful Confufton. However, he rtiifcti^ 
what Forces he could, with whom he had Encounters 
with the Georgians^ the Ofmantous^ and other Rebels, Sub**- 
jcas of the Kingdom of Ferjiai^ but for the mod pdrt' 
with Difad vantage, tho' br fought himfdf at theHead^

of bis brave Soldiers, till at lad be was reduced to the 
P rovince of MazMndiran^ Part of Chirvan^ and Part of 
CoraJJan, 

So many Rebuffs, capable of cooling the Courage of 
any one but Prince Thamasj lerved only, as it were, to 
-whet his ; and at a time when his Affairs feemed to be 
the Qiol^ defperate, Heaven raifed him up a Deliverer in 
the Perfon of Tkamds JQouUkan. This Chan was a Lord 
of about forty Years of Age, bred up from his Infancy 
in the School of Arms, brave as a Hero, a Man of excel- 
lent Parts, frank j»nd fincere, always rewarding thofe 
who behaved themfelwes like Men, and puniihing with 
I>ath thofe that fled like Cowards, when it was their 
Duty to refifl. He had always diflinguiflied himfelf by 
his Capacity, his Bravery, and fidelity ; whereby he 
had fo greatly infinuated htmfvif into Hie good Graces of 
Prince Thamas, that that young King, entirely approving 
his Advice, refoived .^o purfue it, and to ^onBde '^ItG- 
gether in him. From this Time, that is. to fay, in 
1728, that young Prince's Affairs began to take a be|ter 
turn. The Royal Army which Thami^s Koultkan had got 
together,' was not m,inierous, but it was weiil paid,^ iind 
well difcipiined. The principal 0£cera and mod of the 
Subaltejrns, were. Ment)f thegreatcft Valour, pcrfojaally 
known to, and cbf>fen by Tkjtnias KouUkan ; and it wa» 
with fuch an Army, Ipd on by fuch a Genius, that Prince 
Tkamas took tjic Field. . He firft marched againft the Af" 
dalis^ of whom he woif rhr^e pialtles in Perfon. He re*r 
took Herat and tdacb<tt^ apd^fter wards, in the Courfe of 
that Yj^^u rertUQcd all the Rebels pf Corajfan and there- 
abouts. In thefe J^xpqditjoAS, v^hich were made in the 
Year 1728, all that were found in Arms were put to the 
Sword ; but thofe wh<f laid..them down, and Pegged for 
the ywog JK-ipj's Mer^y, were (p^red, upon Condition 
that they ihould ferve in his Troops, and that their 
Cbirfs^ould Cf^nd ih/^i^ftiV$Mi^ as HoQ^gts to guaranty 
their Fid^^lity. Jhe P^ace^ being that ftttM on that 
SidiPi, it was^ refplved not to go vpon any other Enter- 
prizp fh^t Canjpaign, t^t. to put- the Troops into. Win* 
ter^Qi|?rters upon the Frontier^ ih^^ tj^y might be rea- 
dy to .a^ earjy. in f Jpe Spring igalnft t^ie 4ghuan^,. whon^ 
it wa«idfiJt»rmincd ^tteVw tp ^eClroy • 
; The 4^Ai^ai5^ arj . tijpfe fa^^ous ReW«,.>rho marching 
£tam C^jtdahar-i Pcoi|gfit under the Voke, <aud laid waOa 
the gri^tefi'l^^rt of the Kingdom of Ferf^a for ^inaoft 
•igbr Years,; ttw#i thofe Rj^bjf^:, yfhoi c^n^ufledas i( 
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were by the'H&nd of Fdrtime, took the City ot Ifpahaif^ 
^cthtoned'Skah Hujfhiny and cruelly maflacred an almoft 
infinite Numt)er of Ferjians, It Was they, who after they 
had beat' an Army cf.iiOyOdbTufh^ obliged thePoftc 
to makepeace with thetti, and to fend them an Embaiiy 
equally ftndaloui and folemn, t<y recogniaie their Chidf 
Ejfrfff fti^Q Qualityrdf KiJig. Ahd yet they wfcre ve- 
ry fatfrdm being the bt^Vc Fellows tliey were reprefcnted 
to be i their V^out did not rife to fhe Standard of ordi- 
nary NI^;^ and; alt their Pblicy went no farther than tt> 
xmiktlbr tditfibtit Mieroy all the Perftans'^ of what Rank 
ft«*w, i^^ gaverthem the Icaft U'neaHnefi: So that one 
would think their Succefs was rather owing to Miracles^ 
tHan the' Effeft of a regular ahd well ccincerted Beha- 
viotirl . : . r v . 

Th* Relbdrf wdrefo flufli'd with Aicli a Series of Sue- 
cidVy 'thftt'tff^yfajicted'themfbives the greatefl Men upon 
Barth'; ■'EfrtiP would* no more condefcend to take the 
Vield; butilived athtseafeat J^^A^n, where he a£ted as 
if JPoftune'hirtl bec/i^ uftchaliigeable 5 and all his Coufi- 
tlettK,- bj^ WrEjwfaaf le, lived- at the fame Rate. They 
Wad- aU'irtth^fciy forgot ttfcir Original, and their vile 
Condi tien wWcn they wei-e Slaves and Camfel-Drivcrf. 
The'iiiimieH'ft'Ri«hfe9, of which they had defpoiled the 
PerfiiM^^tlm B(fA\ity ofthe'Womcn and Virgins they had 
tak*n fromtthihi^ ihtti^ieVy Hoafes they dwelt in, and 
the lujrttriour Way. of' living they were got into 5 all 
thefe. compared with their primitive Condition, were tb 
them^. arpattidife of Delight in this World, like that 
^Yiith'Makdmet iwhiB Atcor'an has proml&M his FolIoWerlt 
in the ether. 

' E/?-^/*be!hfe infbrm^d of Prince thamas^s Viaorieft^ 
and' of the Nflirch of his A'rrty, gathered all his Forces 
together, and' took the Field to attack that Prince, flat- 
tering hi mffe'tT the more confidently with Vifiiory, in 
regard! he had n^ver known the' Ferjians ftan'd before him. 
Prince Thamt^ who fbr his Part languifhed withi Impa; 
tlence to 'come to Blows with the Rebels, made the ne- 
aeffary Dil^fiti<mr to give them a warm Reception. 
He advanced but ftowly, however ; afFefitihg a Kind of 
Fear, on purp^ffe to draw Efreff'as forward as he could. 
At latt the two Afmtfcs m^t at Damguan^ a little Town 
upon' the Frontiers of Chirvan,. The Rebels began the 
Attatkt TheHattte was very bloody and obflinate on 
bothSfdes^'btitat length the Rebels betook themfelvcs 
tQ thcit Htiliy and abandoning their Cannon and Bag-

gage, tl^ey fled ixrith fo much Precipitation, that in 
twenty four Houira they made ftven ordinary Dayf 
Marches, and arrived at Tairon^ where they halted a 
.Day ; after which, AiU doubling their Marches, they 
purfued their Flight towards Ifpahan. The Day after 
their Arrival, Bfreff ordcr'd his Followers to retire with 
their Families and £ffe£ts into the Cafile ^ which they 
did, after thiey had driven out the Ferfians^ plundcr'd, 
ravaged, and burnt all that belonged to them; ana as 
foon as they had thu^ fecured their Families ^ndEffe^ts^ 
they tQok the Field again, and went and pitched their 
, Camp, ten Leagues from Iffahan^ near a ViilKge called 
lAachahtT' 

Mean time the Royal Army continued ^dviincing by ' 
regular Marches. Thamas Kottllkan perceiving that Prince 
Thamas cxpofcd himfclf too muth in Fight, he begged 
him, in the Name of the whole Army, to Ihy at Tairm 
with a Corfs^ de Refevve of 9 or 10,000 Men ; which he 
did. The Chan purfued his March without any Refi- 
jRance, and upon Sunday. the 13th of iV^vrstr^er, 1729, i- 
bout Eight o'clock in the Morning, he arrived vithin 
Sight of the Rebel Army. He marched dIrcSly up to 
them, receivinig the Fire of all their Small-Arras with* 
out returning a Shot, till he arrived near their Battery, 
where he made his firft and only Fire, in a manner clofe 
to them. This bold Stroke fo frightenM the Rebels, that 
they took to their Heels, and ran to IffuHm^ where £/• 
reff arri ved the ftme Night. 

The News, of this fecond Defeat Aruck general Con- 
sternation both in Natives and Foreigners, for fear they 
ihould be all maflacred by thofe Barbarians ; but the AU 
mighty ftruck fuch a Terror into them, that they minded 
nothing hut how. to. lave themfel ves. The Calm and Si? 
lence which fince Efreff\ Arrival had fucceeded to Noife 
^d Tumult, aOonifhed all Mankind; but their Surprize 
was much greater, when they were informed early the 
next Morning, that the Rebels had taken Flight, They 
were allured by feveral Slaves who efcaped out of their 
Hands, that they made that Day ^ Retreat of fifteen 
Leagues ; that when they came to GBras^ they cut all the 
^erfians in Pieces; and that Efreffh^td ^rrl^ off with 
him three hundred Caniels loaded with Gold, Silver, and 
Jewels belonging to the Cyowj^: That Chief pf the Re- 
bels liKewife carried with him all the Princefs's of the 
Blood Royal, except Prince J^^w^j's Mother, whom he 
^id not luioy, Ihe having always performed the Office qf 

aServantj 
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! a Servant in the Seraglio at long as the Rebela ruled the . 

Roa((, without being difcovered by the other Women or 
the fiunuchs ; which was a rare InfUnce of Fidelity. It 
U confidently affirmed, that the Princefs was fo tran& , 
ported with Joy, when ihe heard of the Tyrant's Flight, 
that (he waf befide herfelf for three Days, and did not 
recover her Senfes till ih^ faw and embraced her dear 
Son. 
< No fooner were the Rebel* gone away, but the People 
I began to plunder their abandoned Houfes. This PI un- 

<*^ der grew infeniibly general, and laded three Days, till 
\ Thamas Koulikan arrived. A great Number of Aghitans 

^ and other Rebels, who were either unable or afraid to go 

off with their Companions, and skulked up and down 
; ^ > where they could, foon met the Fate they endeavoured 
to avoid $ fo that for feveral Days fucceffively the Streeta 
cf Ifpahan were as fiill of butcher^ Rebels, u they had 
^ formerly bcien of the Inhabitants of that miferable City. 

Prince r^aiiraf did not arrive at J^aik/in till the ninth 
QiDHmher. Tkmns KouUkan went to meet that Prince 
at the Head of 20,CX30 Men; and as foon as he came m. 
Sigbt of him, he ran towards his Mailer, to prevent hie 
I alighting from his Horfe $ but the Prince graciouay faid 

f to him, Hold^ holdy I hive made a Vov) to 'walk /even 

Faces to meet thee thefirft time IJhould fee thee afttr thou 
hadfi driven mine Enemies from Ifpahhn. Whereupon the 
King difmounted, and having walked a few Paces, he fat 
down upon a Cumion, and drank Coffee with his Gene* 
ral: After which they mounted again, and marched to 
Ifpahan. Their Entry was more warlike than magnifi- 
cent ; but on the other hand, Aich a tranfporting and ge<» 
neral Joy was hardly ever known upon the like Occa/ion. 
The Sophi fpent fome Days in receiving the Homage of 
the different Orders of the Kingdom. He likewife re- 
ceived the Compliments of Foreigners of Diftin^ion, 
' and was fo affable to all Degrees of People, that he im-* 
mediately gained all their Affeftion. Neverthelefs, that 
Prince, in the very midft of his Pleafurcs, always be- 
trayed aYort of Uneafmefg and Melancholy; and when 
Thamas ^oyiikan told him it was now Time to forget hit 
paft Difgraces, heanfwer'd him. That if it was pofli- 
lie to forget the Injuries which his People had fufferM, 
and the Dif^races of his Family, he could not help re* 
membring that jche Villains who butchered his Father, 
and murdcr'd his Brothers, were ftill at Chiras, The Qe.

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PrincqiTcs, weu brought back to the Kin£''« C<im|). ^ 
la(l i<he poor Wnstdies, bcic^ ^ard ^jrciTed on aiU Sides, 
began to disband themCeivcE. Efr£ff was Jefit wiith 4 or 
500 of his moft iaithful Friends ; his X>e%n wm to re- 
turn to India 1^ bi^t HuffeinCkan^ Brother to MdhfiQUf qr 
MIrl'}iiieys^ vbo coxninanded mfandahar^ beiln^ inWmed 
of his Delign, intercepted him, defeated him, lookfrpni 
him the Remainder of his Treafure, and killed him. 
Thus periihed that UXurpicr, who, a&er unheard ^f 
Cruelties, villainously embrued liis jE^nd^ in the Blood 
of ShahH^g^^in^ the laft Sophi of F^a^ Xhe b,ea, the 
nilldcft, Vnd xhe moO pacific Prince (bat ever reig^e4. 
And thus vrere deilro^^ed and difper^ed tkc ^Eooft deteiU^ 
and blood-thirty Ufurp/ers that ever ^ppeai^d upon thie 
Face of thfi Earth. 

Since t}^ laft 4^vices fr^m tbi& Coun^r^ infeffted is 
this ^lifi^r^ (N^^ LX.) the Informations comiag £ro» 
thence have univerfaKy agreed that Frii^ce Tiigmss feac 
tseen ^Iways attended with Victory an/d Qood Fortune, 
Eepprts vjere indeed 9iore than once fet on foot by the 
Turks of his having received total Defeats ^ but it fooa 
appeared that they were only raifed to 41ill their own 
jPeople» whoma longCo]urfe of ill Suci^ft ha4 rendered 
iinquiet and mutinous. Thp lail Advices that came from 
this Part of the World^ hav« broHght the News of a 
i^eace concluded between the F^r/utps ^^ r»i^ ; hyt 
which t^e Tiirizi oblige t|ieipfelves toiuvrotder to Ferfta 
all t^e CouptxijEtf which they feiaced during ^he Rebelltrai 
of Miriwys and Efreff^ the Province of Qf9rgU excepted t 
After which the two Powers are to jqin, and expd the 
Mu/c9viUs from thop; ParU of the Kingdom of FerJU 
which are in tbpir Poifeifion, each Power being to.x«> 
tain the Gonquefls they fevcrally makp. Jhis viU ope« 
a n<w Scepeof A6lion fn thofe P^rts^ and may give rUb 
to many eYtcaor4inary £ vents.

IN wtlzSiRnifier we took notice that the Empevol^ 
had frt length agreed tot;he introducing t>on dTar/of, 
feCond Son of the King of Sfain^ into the Territories oT 
Tny^^^^jitad JP^rin^^ and that the Condilkm of this/wa» 

the 
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the Agreement made by Grtat Britain to guaranty the 
Difpofal made by him of thcSacceffion tohta hereditary 
Dominions to the Female Line of his own Defcendants. 
But the Cenfent of the Empire to that Difppfition, 
(called in Gefmanj the Pragmatic SanSiion) being alfo ne- 
ceflary, he has ilfued out the following Commlflbrial 
Decree to the Diet at Ratis^n. 

FRoUnitts Ferdinand^ Prince and Landgrave of Fufften- 
hurgh^ Count o£ Hgiligenberg and Werdenberg^ Prince of 
the B.o\yRoimn £mpire,Knight of the Order of the Golden 
Fleece, aaual Privy Coimfellor to th^ Emperor, and his 
principal Commiflioner to the general Affembly of the 
Empire, notifies by thefe Prefents, in the Name of his 
Imperial Majefly, to the Counfellon and Minifters of the 
Eleaors, Princes, and States of the Diet ; That the Se- 
jries and Circumftances of Aflbirs pad, fuffieiently proved 
what his Majefty has done /ince his Acceflion to the Im* 
perial Throne, to maintain and eflabliih the Publicic 
Peace and Tranquillity, to preferve the Balance of £«- 
rope^ and to defend the Honour, Dignity, and Rights of 
the Empire, which he has always preferred to every 
other Confideration ; and the Electors, Princes and States 
of the Empire will undoubtedly call to Mind what has 
httn communicated to the Diet .upon that Subject, by 
the CommiiTonal Decrees which have been from Time 
to Time deliverM to them. 

As it has pleafed the Divine Providence fo to blefs his 
Imperial Majelly^s juft Views, that by the Treaty con- 
cluded the 1 6th of March laA with the King of Great 
Britain^ and by what has been iince done in G>nfequence 
of that Treaty., Aiff cient Provifion is made againfl the 
Dangers which feemed to threaten, and a folid Founda- 
tion is thereby laid, capable of preventing any Thing 
that might hereafter difturb the Peace and Tranquillity ^ 
of Eur^pe^ and defiroy the Balance thereof; hence it it 
reafonable, that on the other Hand the Empire ihould 
concur, by a general Refolution, to perfect that Work, 
for which fo folid a Foundation is laid. 

And to compafs fo deftrable an End, his Imperial Ma^ 
jefly has thought fit to communicate to the Diet his In- 
tention concerning the Guaranty of the Order of Succef- * 
Hon in the moft illufhiousHoufeof ^ti/Iritf, as Ibttled 
by his Declaration of the 19th oi Aprii I7i3,'and en- 
tirely depends, that as the Power of the Houfe of AuftAa 
has hitherto ferved as a Buiwark fotChriflendom. and 

will 
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jwill fcry«. to dcfead tbe Liberties of ]E.trope^ and parti- 
cularly .thbfe .of hJs.rmpfrlal.Mycfty^s^fnoft dear Coun- 
ycy^ againftAll Attacks j every State of the Empire will 
xeacLil/ ac;|&tio.wJed^e, that upon the entire and undivided 
P/eferv^if n of that Power depends not onij the Safety 
o£ Europe in general,, but alfo the Good and Profperity 
^f thp Smfi CP \n. particular. His Imperial Majelty hak 
no Intention, by the Settleoaent of that SucceiHon, to 
aggr^nd)^ W* "Archducal Houf^lj but to prcfcrvc to him- 
felf, his i9eirs and Defcendants of both Sexes, in an un- 
xlivided State., the Kingdoms and hereditary Countries 
K'hicbjfrere^^^.cn ivm by Qod^ and which he equally 
fofleiTe^..; 7ha:t this Affair ought to meet with the left 
Difficulty; bccaufc the Order of Succeffion in the iHuf- 
trious Houfe o? Auftria has been grounded for fome Ages 
upon the Privilegei; and Liberties, acquired with the 
Approbf lion^f; th^ SJaipir^ $ 4ipon the hereditary Com- 
pa£ts^ con^r^ej^ by the refpeSlive Engagements and Ac« 
ceptations h^re under-mentioned ; which are already fo 
firrngthcn!^ hy xhc Guaranty, as well of fevcrai Forelga 
Powers, as>)f the principal States of the Empire, that, 
if backM by a Kefoluiiah of the Empire, it is hardly to 
|)eruppQfea.(;))at it will. meet with Obftades from an/ 
Quatter. wh^fo^yef . Ttie,Guaranty now denoi^nded does 
not tend to prejudipe any Pprfoa, but purely to defend 
every ofie's Rlj^ht. And far from occaHoning any Incon- 
yjeniences. to fie feared in Time to come, there is no Me- 
thod more proper, or more ^ur^ than the faid Guaranty, 
to prevent tbofe which might happen, if for want df 
this Prccimtion, any Hope w Succefs were left to fuch, 
»« by contrarji Views would fain excite Troubles : And 
the E;iej9;orSj princes, and States of the Empire. ought 
not to ^e ignorant, .that thoTe Trouble^ may happen, as 
well within as jwithout the Empire ; that they are capa- 
l>le of fubverting its Confutation ; and that its Men^ 
bers cannot help taking Part in them, whether they will 
omot^ 

. As all this has be^n acknowledged by Foreign Powers, 
who are inclined to contribute on their Part to the Main* 
tenance of the Public kXranquillity, his Imperial Majefty 
Uui^inig in^theZeal of the Electors, Princes, and States of 
the Empire, doubts not biit they will readily accept the 
Guaranty of the Order of Succeffion in the Archducal 
Houfe, as the fame was fettled by his Imperial Majcfty's 
. IDeclaration of the 19th of April ^ 17 13, in the fam^ 
Manner as it was accepted by the Crown of England, pur-

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faant to theTretty of the i6th cf March of the prefenl 
Year, coxniBunlctted to the Diet ; tnd that in Confe- 
quence thereof, they will fend proper Order*, and fuch 
as will be agreeable to his Imperial Majefty, to their 
Counfellors and Minifters in the Diet of the Empire for 
thatpurpofe. 

Hit Imperial Majedy entirely reliesupon the Empire'k 
Confent in this Refped. He (hall look upon It as an Ac- 
knowledgment of the AfFe6lion which he has always had, 
and ihall always have, for the Electors, Princes, and 
States of the Empire ; and he will own with Gratitude 
the Evidences of their Zeal for his Imperial Majefty and 
fcis Archducal Houfe, ^c. Done at Kathhn the i8th of 
QStokcr^ 1 73 1.

This Pragmatick Sanftion has met with great Oppo- 
Ution ; the Electors of Bai^arh^ Saxony^ and Falatine pro- 
feffing thcrafelvcs entirely unfatisfyM with it.. The two 
former, on account of the Marriages of their Sons with 
ArchdutchelTes defcended from other Emperors, thinking 
their own Families entitled to a Share of thofe Domi- 
nions, from which by this Pragmatick Sanation they will 
be forever excluded. The Court of France alfo, being very 
much difpleafcd at the late Treaty of Vienna^ which was 
concluded without their Participation, have alfo put 
all the Obdruftions they were able in the Way of it, 
Neverthelefs, it being orderM by the Treaty ofWeftphatU:, 
"which is one of the Corner-Hones of the Conditution of 
the Germamch Rod/, that a Majority of Votes (hall rule 
in all Affairs of the Empire ; and the Emperor having 
Tuch a Majority In the Diet at Ratislnn^ thofe Powers 
will probably at laft acquiefce. 

This Affair of the Pragmatick Sanation being the moft 
important that at prefent engages the Attention of £»- 
rope^ we think it not improper to infert the following 
Piece, in which the .Objcft ions made to it by its Ene- 
mies are fct forth in their f\ill Light, and not without 
^ great deal of Artifice.

TH B EftabliMng of a RIgbt of Primogeniture and 
Succcflton without Partition, in Favour of the eld- 
eft of the A.rch-4uchefiet Daughters of the Emperor^ 
and the Demand made for the Empire to guaranty the 
fame contra quofiunqui^ U one of thofe Tranfaftioni of 
the prefent Age, which are of the greateft Importance 
for the Tranquiility of the £cnpir< at prefent, and for 
ki Quiet in Time to come. In a Country which has 
produced fo many famoua Lawyers, and in which the 
Civil Law is one of the principal Studies of thofe who 
have a Mind to qualify themfelves ibr Buiinefs,. it is 
natural that Aich a State of Affairs (hould give Occalion 
to the mod ferious Reflexions, and to the moft exaft 
Enquiries into the ancient Cuflomi, which may influ* 
cnce the Qermanlck Body in the Part they ought to take, 
with relation to an Affair which may be the £ra of their 
H^ppinefs or Mifery. In an Affair of fo great Confe- 
quence, we cannot, without being guilty of a Neglc£t 
of Duty towards our native Country, leave buried i« 
our Ciofct, the Reflexions we may have made, when 
the Publication of them m^ay be of Ufe in clearing up 
Peoples DottbU, and putting the Members of the illu- 
Urious Germanick Body in a Condition of judging for 
themfelves upon clear and certain Principles of the Ex* 
tent, and of the Confequences of the Demand which is 
made upon them. 

That Rule of Succeffion which the Emperor wants to 
have (Irengthened by the Guaranty of the whole Em^ 
pire, cannot but be liable to too many ObjeXions ; and 
it were to be.wiflied that that Prince, in place of now 
prefenting his Pragmatick Sanffion as a Law made ^rojprro 
motu^ to which the Empire has nothing to do but to lub- 
fcribe, had confiderecl that the Empire, by all the Laws 
and Conflitutions thereof, oughf to have been confuU- 
«d before any Regulation was made, in an Affair which 
concerns fome of the Principalities or Fiefs of the firil 
Ciafs^ In which no Alteration can be made, according 
to the Opinion of the beft La-wyers, without the Confent 
of all Parties concerned, either direaiy or indiredly*.

'Tia true, this is not the f^rd Example 
of the little Regard that has been fhewn to a Body which 
ought to be refpeaed \ if we take Notice of this only, 
it ii becaufe tht« if of fuch Importance and Con/idcra* 
tion, that it banUhea the reft from our Thoughts, and 
makea them become almoft inftnilble ; and becaufe 
there are ai^entick Records of them preferved in the 
LIU of Grievances, of which there are now in a Manner 
as many, as there are Articles in the Treaty of Weft'* 
fhsUa^ and in the Capitulation of the preftnt Em- 
peror. 

Germany of old Icnew but little of the Cuftom of In- 
dlviilbility with re^^ea to the great Fiefs : The Poffef. 
fors always divided them among their Children, either 
by a Deed of Partition made in their Life-time, or by 
their Laft Will and Teftament : This is attefted by En^ 
geJ^rechtuT^ Andrew Knkhsn^ FaulLangius^ Conringius^ 
and many others. HiHory furniihes us with a whole 
Series of Examples, and the prefent State oi Germany puts 
tile Matter beyond Dlfpute \ for in Place of the four 
gr#at Dutchies of which the whole was formerly compo- 
fed, we fee it divided into an Infinity of little States ; 
snoft Part of which 4>we their prefent Being to the famous 
^rtty (iSWeftfkalU. • 

Even when the Emperor Charles IV. gave, or at Icaft 
prepared a new Relief for the Germamck Body, he eOa- 
bliflied Primogeniture and Indiviiibility only in the E- 
le€torates 5 he left untouched the Order of SuccelEon, 
fuch as it had been from the remotell Antiquity, in all 
the other Principalities and EOates. 

Yet that Regulation of Charles IV. did not hinder, 
but thtitthtJPalatinate^ Saxony^ Brandenburg and Bavaria^ 
have itnce uhdergonc a Partition : In £fFe6t, our An^ 
ceflors could not eaftly accuOom themfelves to a Privi^ 
lege, which they judged to be incompatible with that 
equal Tendernefs, which Parents ought to have for all 
their Children \ and what Didacus Savedrei, and Foftnerus 
have faid of the Ufefulnefs of Indivi Ability, has not 
been much approved of. 

It is no new Thing, it is true, for the Princes of the 
the Houfe ofAuftria^ to pretend to Privileges and Pre- 
rogatives, which are not enjoyed by any other ; but by

A. Partition waa made among the three Daughtert of 
Firdhand I. When Maximilian II. married hia Daughter 
to Fhlllf II. King of Sfaln^ (he made a Renunciation in 
Favour of hia three Brothera, Rudolph^ Matthiat, and 
Al^ertj without any Mention of a Right of Primogeni*- 
Cure aa to them. 

The Family CompaS made between Fkliif III. King 
of S fain J and Ferdinand Arch- Duke of Stir la ; In /hort, 
the Partition flnce made between Ferdinand and hie 
Brother Leo fold, are fo mnny recent Proofs, that Che 
EHatea of the Houfe of Auftria have not enjoyed the 
Benefit or Right of IndiviAbllity \ and that aa to thft 
Matter, the mol^ partial Authora in Favour of that 
Houfe, have no Pretence for oppofing the firO Pofltion 
laid down in thia DlffertatI6n. Let ua add yet one othcf 
Argument to which no Reply can be made. 

If thefe pretended Privilegea had been well fov>nded^ 
what NeceiTity would there have been for thofe Kenun- 
ciationa, which among others were made by the Arch- 
dutcheffea Daughters of the Emperor ^V^/A ? A Renun- 
ciation always Aippofes a Title according to Law: 
Kenuneiatio hakei taeitam Juris fuccedendi agnitionim. So 
much Precaution would have been (\iperfluous. And the 
Ceremony with which the Renunciations of the fore- 
faid two ArchducheflTes were made^ is it not, upon the 
other Hand, « tacit Acknowledgment that they were ta- 
king a Step contrary to the Order of Succeflton e(bi- 
bliOifd in the Houfe of Aujlria^ vl%, the Right of 
Partition ? 

But Aippofe thia Pofttion could be attacked by any 
f\ibtiic Diflinaion, can the TeOlmony of the Treaties 
of Raftadt and Bavitrla be withAood ? By thefe TreatLie 
the Netherlands are yielded to the Emperor, to he 
foffejfed according to the Order of Suceejpon efiablljhed tn 
the Houfe of AufltJa, and the Statea of Nafos and Milm 
io h fojjejjed as in the Time of Charlte II. of Spalnf.

8 reft Enfigement contained In the Imperial Capitula* 
on 1 Seiidef, It muft be acknowledge that we are moft 
Arangely and monftrouAy in the Dark with reiVe€t to 
the true Slate of the Fief of Mihu. We are ignorant 
vhelher tho Emperor haa taken the InveAiture to hlm-^ 
fbif, or given it to hia Daughter : If we ftippol)^ tho 
left Catbi it would be another great 4bftirdlty, becaulb 
there la no one Example In the Empire of ftieh a Fief'e 
having been given or promlM to one under Age 1 It 
would be even contrary to the Cuftoma of the Dutchy 
of JM^i^N> which do not admit that a Stranger Ihould 
1)ecome the Sovereign of that Dutchy, fo that in Aich 
a Caft they would have a Rl^l to demand of the Em* 
foror, whom he propoM to take for hU Son-ln«iaw, 
to the End that they might be In a Condition of form- 
ing a Judgment: NumMMfUusfit fmudi e^fMitl How 
many tawyera are there who lay it down ae a Maxim, 
and prove it by a great many Examplea, that a Princefb

So that with Regard 
to the Dutchy of MiUn^ the er^im^ilek SaniHon ie an 
A6I of Violence, the Irregularity of which ia no waye 
amended by the Stepe taken for having the Gonftnt of 
the Empire, becauie the Law having been flra made 
I^rofrh JtfafM, there could be no other Deflgn In it, but 
to iorce and compel the GarmAnick Body, and even thek 
.acqulefcing would corre6^ but imperfeaiy thia funda- 
mental DefeA in the tf^imitkk San^ion. Regularly 
then,, and according to the Curolinf Capitulation, the 
Dutchy of Mlhn ought to go to him, who, after the 
Smperor'a Death, without Uetra Malr, (hall be crown- 
ed Emperor of Q$rm^in. Would the Emperor by thia 
•^ C a Settle- 
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Settltoient inflrktate, that the Husband of hU Daugh* 
ter ibould have a Right to that Crown ? No, one eannot 
believe, that that Prince Vould (bew to the Enpire^ 
beforehand, the Chalna which he was preparing for 
them. We muO here tfke Notice of a Story rel«ted by 
Qoldaftus. It is the Anfwer which Mtximtlian m^At to 
LouU Klli who was endeavouring to make good the 
Right he had to the Mihnefe, vItl. Louis eamioi^ ac* 
forking to the Laijos and Cuftoms of the Empire^ hi the 
Heir to thi Milanefe, fir the Fiefs of the Em fire never 
^0 to Femahiw 

There will alfo be more thin one Ob- 
Ndfles and jeftion to be made with Regard to the 
Sicily. twoSiciHef. There is no doubt but that 

the Em{)eror has failed in his Duty to- 
wards the Pope in Tome eflentiel Points, and in a Man- 
Tier, which ftriaiy fpeaking, would annul the Imperial 
Settlement, iince it mult be difobfiging th the Court 
ofRomey. which has a Kight to inHft upon being ad- 
vifed with before any Dtfpdlltion ibould be made of a 
Fief h^ den of the Hoiy Sw. ^ So that tho* the GermanUk 
Body may not direfitly have any Convplaint to make, 
yet fu rely a falfe Step, which may fome Day or ano- 
ther be fo juflly refcnted by tht Holy See^At a flrong 
Kcfafbn for them not to charge themfel»e« with a<?««- 
tcnky vontya quofcunque. And this Referitment would 

{ro^iably- have broke out before now, if the Imperial 
bwct in Italy^ as well ^« in other Places, did not flop 
.the K9t>uth of every one that has Reafon to open againft 
thoft Im^oiicions, to which only that Power owes its 
Support, and not to the Jufticc of its Pretcnfions. 

It would be eafy to make it ts clear m 
HuniKty. Sun-fhine, that the Hungarians have al- 
ways had a Right of Eleftlng their Kings 
and that there has been no Artifice left unemployed, 
from Time to Time, icsr effacing the Jeaft Mark of this 
Privilege. But thefe Efforts have all been in vain ; 
Hiftory is full of Fafits which prevoit our forgetting a 
Truth that has always been troublefome to the Houfe 
^Aufiria. 

The Regulaticm that was made by King Arfdre^w in 
the Year 1222, is one of the moH authentick Docu- 
ments of the Privileges of the States of Hungary, Be 
fhercby declared. That the States fbould for ever have 
fhc Privilege of a free Eleftion ; he added thereto on 1/ 
c^^c Clai^ip W^ich is of Importgince enough to be in- 
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fcrtcd here, Quoi ft iftro mt vel aliauls Succeffhrum A^o- 
fircrum aliquo unquam tempore hulc di/pofithnl nojifa con* 
traire voluerity hkeram haheant harum Autoritate^ fine 
mta alicujuf'JttfideUfafh^ tarn Rptfcof I , quant alsi Johaii' 
•nes AC NcHles unherfi (3 finguU prajetttes (3 futuripofie* 
rique, refiftendiH eontradicendi Nohit (i Noftris fucceffb* 
rthus^ In perpitutim Faeultatem. As this Declaration Is 
the moft folid Support of the Huyt^drhn Privileges, the 
AufirUns in Support of, or at lead to give Cqiour to 
their Pretenfions, adduce the Decree of the States of 
iPrf^^r^ in the YeaM687. The tumultuous and ille- 
gal Manner in which that Decree was obtained, may 
furnifh fulRcierit R^fons for defeating the Validity 
therieof : > But without utidertakfng A> tedious an En* 
quiry, it is Aifficient to malce it Appear that the Au* 
'fifians Vite ill founded, when they pretend, that the 
^Decree of 1687, entirely deftroys what is eflablifhed 
by that of 1 222, relating to a free Election. In £ffe6t| 
4he Decree of 1687 does not really deAroy any Thing, 
but the Claufe, Quodfi vero vos^ bteaufe it appeared 
xiontrary to the Dignity of a Sovereign, and was liable 
to- many Inomveniencies. Imthe third Article of this 
'Jaft Decree, the Eitiperor Leopold promifes \n his own 
(Kiime, and in the' Name J of the King of Spaln^ and 
^11' Che Heivs M^le of the Houfe of ^H/?W4r, That the 
■Order of SucctfftOn In the Terms 0/ Art. 31.0/ the D^- 
cree of-^iiii^'j/ha^ '^e obferved in Cafe of Failure tf 
Heirs Male. 

i i The Emperor Jofefh himfelf, when he took the Oaths 
^as King of Htf;»^<tr^, promifed in the moft formal Man- 
ner, to obferve the faid Decree of King Andre*w^ cjc- 
ceptonly that Ciaufe in the 51ft Article, which begins 
.with the Words, Quod fi vera no's^ and ends with thofe 
•Words, in perpetuum facultatem, 

'. Is not thit Part of the Emperor 7o/r;pA's Oath a 
.Gonfequence of Leopoid^s Declaration before mentioned ? 
•nd can any one better defcribc the ttue E3(tent of 
the Engagement! which the Kings of Hungary are Aibjefit 
to and ought to ^erfbrm ? So that in all this there 
is nothing contrary to the Freedom of Elc£tion, at 
lead upon the Failure of Heirs Male in the Houfe of 
AuKria,

What ^n be more clear than thb ReguIatioAy whick 
proviUea for every Cafe that coiiid be foretea bjr hx^ 
man Prudence. Could thry imagine that any of the 
Succeiforf woulU undertake to mahe a eontnry Re8» 
iHtion ? If that had been poiEbla^ would the A&mUy 
of the Stales of frei^Hr^ of 16S7, ever have coofenteA 
to the Sapprefion of the Claufe QumI jL vno ms ? They 
depended upon the Faith of the Houfc of Aufiria^ hmat 
whom they at that Time received fi> many reiterated 
Aflurances of Sincerity. 

. It cannot be did that thefe Ptopte have ferfHted aU 
their Priviiegca by the Revolu and Civil Broila whif* 
have been in Hungary. Let ut ibppofe for once, that 
t&efe Malcontent! were in the Fault. Ia there any 
Kule in the Law of Nationa, or any Opinion of Lawyera, 
which can give any Foundation for maintaining that m 
whole Nation ought to be puniflied for the Crime of 
« Few ? Thia would be too monfiroua a fort of Law. 
Beiidea, did not the Emperor LMfofd himftl^ in the 
Year i6€7, grant a fall Pardon to Tekeliy and all hk 
Party ? Did not the Emperor now upon the Throne, 
after the Troublea which happened in Hungaryj even 
in this Age, grant a general' Amnefiy to the Malcontrnia 
of that Country, dated May 27, 1711; and did he not, 
at the fame Time, confirm the Privikgea of that lo- 
tion on the following Terms :

In this Cafe there does not. remain fo much as that 
tinjttft Pretext which wicked Counfellors may have 
fbmetlmes fitggefted td their Makers, That no Prince 
can he bound by the Engagements of his Predeceflfor. 
It is the Emperor now reigning that bound himfelf, 
or that has taken upon him all the Engagements of his 
Pi«deceflors. WhatfooTor perfonal Intereti the Empe^* 
ror may have for making fo new a Settlement, can there 
be any lietfon for the States of Hungary to deprive them- 
ftlves of a Privilege fo ancient and <b authentick ? 
And the Emperor, if he be rightly advifed, can htf 
expert that thefe ancient Privileges will not fomtf 
Time or another be powerfully fet up againii the Exe- 
cution of ft Fragmatitk SanSlion,. which reduces that 
great Kingdom to the Form, of a ftmple AnJhiaH 
Province ? 

This SubfeCk is fnexhaufllble, but we are reiblved to 
confine theft our firft Reflexions within narrow Bounds.' 
We rouft therefore here content ourfelves with fbewing, 
by a ihort Sketch, the true State of the Cafe. 

We fhall not even enter into any of 
the Particulars relating to the Netker- Netkerlandf. 
lands^ but only take Notice how lingu- 
lar it is to fee^the Order of Succefion, which was efta- 
bliflicd by Charles V. which has been obferved for fo 
many Years, which the Emperor now reigning has 
bimurlf acknowledged ; and according to which, the Air- 
tkerlands were yielded to him by the Treaties of Raftadt 
and Baden. It is Angular, we fay, to fee this Order of 
Sucoei£on quite altered on a Hidden. For It cannot b9'' 
fuppoiftd, that any of the Articles of the(^ Treaties re- 
lating to the Refignation of thofe Countries, can imply 
a tacit Acknowledgment of the Fragmafick Sartiii^n^ be- 
cauft it was made a few Months before the Conclufion 
of thofe Treaties. The Fragmatick Sanifton was a Pri-' 
vate Family Compaft, unknown at that Time, and of 
which they did not fo much as dare to fpeak ; and it 
cannot well be conceived, how the Emperor coiild pre* 

tend- 
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tend, or hope to reconcile two Things io ouUnry the 
one to the other. 

By this (hort Account it may Aificieiitly appear^ that 
thif new Pragmatick SMi3iQH if cooCrary to^ aB4 uicon« 
liBent with the Laws, the Cuftoms, the U&gea and the 
Privileges of almofi every one of thofe Eilatcs, whkla 
are in the Pofleffion of the Emperor. 

One of the neceflary Conditions far rcndriag the 
Fagmatick SanGion of any Force is, the Coo&nt of ail 
Parties that may have any Intercil thcicin. We do not 
propofe fo much as to touch upon the Validity of tfiofc 
Renunciations that are known^ foch as thole of the 
Archdutchefs's Daughters of the Emperor Jo/efk. We 
mufk have a Veneration for fuch, in order noc to over* 
turn the prefent Sy (iematical State idEmnfe. 

But can any fuch Renunciation he of any Force n* 
gainft the Right of a third Party ? Even the moA ezaft 
Obfervance of them does not at all inTuie the Snocelh 
of the Emperor's Deligns. 

It is not enough to have the Conlcnt of fome of the 
Parties ; the Confcnt of all is necefiary. The Coofent, 
even of the prefent Emperor's youQ|^ I>uighter., in 
neceilary ; but that Princefs is under Age, and there 
are innumerable Examples, where the AaUck Council^ • 
under the Authority of the Emperors, have rcfufisd t«^ 
confirm Settlements of Primogeniture, when there were 
Perfons concerned who were not of Age to give their 
Confent ; there are even few or no Examples of any 
Settlements of Primogeniture that have taken Place 
while there were any Infants concerned ; or at leaH, in 
fuch Cafe the Rule has been to name Guardians, who 
might engage for the Infants ; and promife, upon Oath^ 
an A6t of 'Confirmation as foon as the In^ts came of^ 
Ag^. Yet it does not appear, that in this prefent Cafe, 
they have obferved any of thofe Formalities. 

Any Renunciation that may have been made by ttkt 
Queen of Fortugal^ who was married before the Pr^i^- 
matick SanBton was made, cannot be fufficient for an<^ 
fwering all that is neceflary upon her Part to be done 
for confirming the Fragmmiick SanSHon^ fince no Rennn* 
elation can ever be interpreted to be a dired Confent to. 
what does not then exift. Then the Confent of all the 
Children born of that Marriage is in this Cafe indifpen- 
fably neceflary 5 and we may venture to iky, that the- 
Empire cannot, without a very ^reatRisk^ nor .without 

autho- 
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■uthorlSKlng, in fbmt Manner, « Breach of tKe Connita- 
tloni Guirinty the PrtumntUk Sunilhii ii long u there 
winti «ny neceflary Step fbr mNkInt it lege). 

After the Confbnt of all the principal Parties intere(!el 
f I obtained, it ia neceiftry to have that of the Subjefte 
end Provincial Afftmbtes of every Part of the Aufirlan 
Domlnioni, which if the third Condition we have laid 
down at neeelfkry and Indll^nfable. 

Among otheri, the Exumple of Ruiotfkl. and Mtf- 
fUitf, (hewe what we fay to be true. The laih partiou« 
larly, when he rcftgned i^t(^r/« to hli Uncle Pffri<M4iij^y 
would he h«ve aiked or fought after the ConAnt of tht 
ProviAcltl AiftrabUea of ^^W«, if there had been no 
real Obligation upon him (o do (b ^ 

And thlf la ftlll more necelfary in a Country where 
there It aii Aflbmbly of States poifeflM of a LeglAatlve 
Power, and of a Part of the Supreme Authority. Such 
are BokmU and Mny^ery. 

We muft however acknowledge, that thia if one of 
the Points of thIa Dlflhrtatlon In which the Ai^firhnt 
have the greateft Appearance of Advantage, becaufb 
thev will maintain that to be a free Confbnt, which hae 
notntrtg ellb but the outward Appearance of Liberty^ 
being it the Bottom only the Bffeft of an abfblute Au* 
thority, wklch none of the Parties concerned durft open* 
ly oppolk. But even as to the Contbnt, after what has 
been fatd as to the Point of Law, can it be believed^ 
that the Parties interefled have neglefited the only Re- 
medy which they can have, and are in Equity intltled 
to agalnft Oppreffion and Power I We mean that of Pro* 
teftlng. We icnow that there have been a great man/ 
Protefts made in Mutfery, and it can. hardly be doubted 
but that the ftme Remedy haa been made u(b of in 
other Places. Though there is not noir any publlck 
Proof thereof, yet it may in Time become manlflaft i 
but then it may unluckily happen to be too late fbr 
thoft who have had the Complauknce and Weaknelk. to 
huddle Things up in the Dark. 

But is the Emperor in a Condition to produce before 
the Dyet a ConOent, let it be of what Kind it will, from 
every one of the different Parts of his Dominions t Can 
the Dyet dlf\)enfli with the Requiring to (be the Docu* 
ments of Aicn Confbnte, or if in this any Thing be neg* 
leAed by the Dyet, will it not be a new Proof of tht 
Influence of Authority, and at the flime Time a Dsfb(l 
which may afterwarda be tAken hold of by thofli who 
P eti

£mplre. Was not the EmperDr frtdtthk UL ofaligeii 
to ask of the Empire, a CooEnnatiui of te^ Priviieses 
in Favoar of lirveral Princes of his own Faauly ? It 
Slay here eren be asked, if the Enperarcan bea Jndgn 
in hisovn Caole, and if his Vote in any Gale of tfdc 
Nature be of any Sipiificincy ? There has been a Tine 
when one miglit have vcntmcd to brin^ this Point inte 
Poiibt, and there are even Examples, where the fis« 
himlm Voe has been excluded, when any Perfosal Affdr 
of the Emperor's nvas in Q^^*<"^ Now-a-dsys one 
can hardly exped to fee any true and lulid Principles 
prevail in fuch an Affair ; but before the Empire has 
decided and given their AQ of Confirmation, we muft 
lay before thm a Queflion in Law, which Lmdoifkj one 
of the mod famous German Lawycn^ propoies to him- 
felf in bis Treatife of PrfiDOgeniture, Of tnm Bw^tJkrs^ 
fdyg he, who are fojjejfed »f different Eftaies^ one dits 
ng>ithout Children 5 his Eflate goes to the mthtr 5 wiht fiuk 
fftates^ afttf the Death of the laft Brother^ to lo to the 
Eldeft of the Children^ or ought they to he divided amoK^ 
tlum ? 

This Learned Lawyer decides. That if thefi united-^ 
fjlates have heen before feparately fojftjfed^ and the Union 
1ft not made with all the Forms necejfary in the Rigour of^ 
Lai/o for making them one Inheritance^ they muft of nevi he* 
divided among^ all thofe voko have an equal Right y and the: 
Eldefl cannot yufily pretend to exclude the younger Children,. 
So (hat an accidental Union ought not to alter the Nature, 
of Fiefii, it would be doing an Injury to them, becnufe 
it would be putting them under a Sort of Rec^proqil 

Servitude, 
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Servitude, which would alFeft the Independency of each 
of them, (srotitts is of the fame Opinion, in hit Trea- 
tife of the Law of Nature and Nations, Book XII. Chaf. 
JK. SeSl. 9. 

' Let us now come to the Applicatton. The Edates 0^ 
Aufiria have been pall Memory of Man, as we have' 
made appear, fubjeS to a Partition, and even in our 
Days we have feen a Partition made of the moft of thofe 
Eftates, which are now re*united in the Perfon of 
Charles VI. This then is exaftiy the fame with thef 
State of the Cafe in the Deciflon which we have now 
related. 

If there now remained any great Men^ fuch as Lw 
dolfk and Qrotius^ thty would make no Doubt of deci- 
ding in Favour of the Right of Partition, as being more 
conform to the Purity of the Law, and more agreeable 
to the Maxims of Equity. In fhort, it is not to be 
doubted, but that the Empire, of whom fo dangerous* 
an Engagement is required, is ignorant who is to be the 
Son-in-Law whom the Emperor is to chufe for the 
eldelt of the ArchdutchelTcs his Daughters, and confe- 
quently, whether that Son-in-Law be capable of pofTef- 
fing a Fief of the Empire : Niim fit Fmudorum Gapas^ as 
we have before faid. This, then^ is not an equal De- 
mand. To endeavour to obtain a Guaranty, when the 
Confequences thereof depend fo much upon the Choice 
of a Prince for whom a Determination is foliciting to 
the Prejudice of the Ufages, the Laws and Cufloms of 
Germany^ feems to be puihing the Imperial Authority 
a little too far. 

The Emperor^s Demand does, indeed, fcem to require 
the moft ferious Attention. The Guaranty contra quofiun-f 
que is of a prodigious Extent. It is a DemantJ that the 
JEmpire ihould determine againft the Right of a third 
Party, a Thing contrary to that Rule of Law which 
even the Emperor has taken fo much Care to obferve, 
that in all the Decrees made by him, by virtue of his 
own Authority lingly, or by virtue of his Authority 
Joined with that of the Empire, there is a formal Pro^ 
vifton always made by a faving Claufe in favour of the 
Right of all third Parties : A Claufe, however, which 
the Emperor does not now incline to admit of in the 
Refolution of the Empire, Glekhs Guta^httn^ becauPe, 
though it is generally a Menace againft fuch third Par-'* 
tics, yet it would contain a Sort of Referve, which is'

What Right hu the Empire by their Declfion to 
take away the Privileset cf Slates, which, tho* they 
now belong to a Qtrwum Prince, and lo the Head of the 
Empire, may one Day, by an EffsS of thoir natwii 
Liberty, have nothing farther to do with Gtrwuu^f 
And have not thofe States good Reaibn to complam, 
when they fee the GermanUk Body arrogate to itfelf a 
chimerical Right, and let itfelf up as Judge in Matters 
which are no way under its Jurifdidion. 

i^he fragmgthk SmnEHon^ as to fome of its Confequen* 
^et, is as much contrary to the id, as to the i ith Arti* 
cle of the prefent Empcror*a Capitulation. . 

The Treaties which the Emperor has made with fo^ 
reign Powers for guarantying the tragmtttiA Smi&mn^ 
are contrary to the fijcth Article of his faid CapittUMmi^ 
wz*. That the Emperwr JkM wuih m Tre^Oy to the Fnjm- 
dice of fkeEmfir$ ; what can be more to the Prejudice 
of tbe Empire, than to Ice an Order of SuccdEon efla* 
bliihed by foreign Treaties, before the Empire itfelf ha« 
dctermiiiM any Way therein, nay, before it has been fo 
much as confiilted upon the Head ? 

The fame Guaranty may embroil the Empire with 
fome of the Great Powers of Eurofe j for the Tranquil- 
lity of the Empire, is founded upon the Obfervance of 
the Treaty of Badm. The exad Obfervance of Trea* 
tics is in a great Meafure, and in iiioft Cafes, to be de- 
termined by the Manner in which People conform them* 
felves to that Spirit which is the Balis of the Treaty^ 
But it is certain, that the Spirit which appears to have 
been the Ba(xs of the Treaty of Badin^ does not fuppofe 
fuch a general Order of Succe/Eon as b now about to be. 
enabJiili'd, fii^ee there are two Orders of Sacceffion im« 
plyM in that Treaty. This is then a |>el]g|i to change 
the Sytlem of E^rofc^ for the eftabliihing of which, 
that Treaty was negotiated and concJuded. We were 
by our Ratification, contracting Parties therefn. How 
can we give any Countenance to fo evident and confide* 
rable an Alteration of the Treaty, without ezpoiing 
ourlelvea to the Refentment of the French^ who in fuch 
^afe would MvcR^afes (o4;^aAd S|ti|faaion i Would 
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not Ally Alteration upon our Part be the fame Thing, at 
If Ffmttci or Sfdn (hould take any Meafuret for changing 
that S/flem of Succcffions, which hu been thought ne- 
ceflar/, and which paved the Way for re-eftabliimng Che 
Peace of Europe j and for putting an End to a bloody and 
deftruaiveWar? 

* The Emperor, upon the like Occafion, would not fail 
to repieCbnt to ut, tlMt the Syftem of Europe waa over- 
tumM, and to excite ua againft an Alteration made con- 
trary to the Spirit of Tceatiea : If it proper for tts to 
give fo dangeroua an Example ? In Place of giving out 
Affiflance, ought we not to make our humble Remon« 
firancet to hfa Imperial Majefty, and can he difpenre 
with giving an Eir to our Juft Apprehen/iont ? 

I' Ought not the Experience of what is paft, make us 

coniider well our own Intereft i Have we not feen the 
Emperor CharlesV. prepare the Way towards getting his 
Brother Ferdinand crowned King of the Romans, by re- 
signing to him the German Eftates belonging to the Houfe 
otAufria ? Could the MeaAires taken, or the Oppoil- 
tloA made by our Anceflors, prevent the Succefs of 
tkarles the FiftVg Deflgns ? Ought we not to be afraid 
left our Ouaranty may open the Way to a fecond Exam- 
ple of the like rature ? and can we expert to be heard, 
when we claim a Compliance with that Article of this 
Empcror^s Capitulation, by which it is faid. That veith* 

^ mit Necejfiti no Kini of the Romans Jhall be made ? More* 

over, iharies V. had a Pretence which the prefent Em* 
peror has not, that is to fay, the Care he then had of the 
Government of 5/«/ii, which might divert that which he 
ovght to have had for the Government of the Empire. 

Are we ignorant of the Fate of Teftaments or Settle- 
snents relating to Matters of flich Confequence ? The 
cKhaufiing almoft all the States of Europe affords ue 
every Day a melancholy Reflexion thereupon. Will 
our AcceiTioi^ put any Stop to thofe, who when the Cafe 

(^ happens, may refolve to fet up PretenHons which they 

ftall look upon to be well founded ? Why (hould we 
snake ourfelves Parties in an Affair whofb Confequen- 
ces we do not know, or rather, whol^ Coi^fequencea 
appear to be too conflderabJe ? Let us put up our moft 
fincere Prayers to God for the Prefer vation of the pre- 
fent Emperor, but Jet us leave to Providence the Care 
of A) great Events. All our Fore/ight is of no Ufe 
with refpea to the Immutability of his Deflgns. Let 
^g therefore 4cUy determining ourfclvea, 'tUl the Clr^i 

cvmftai^cca 
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curaftance* of Affalrt will admit of our determining, 
that what we do it donefor the Welfiire, the Tranquilli-* 
ty^ the Uappinefc, and tjie Glory of our dear natire 

Country. 

Another material Occurrence in the Empire is the 
Perfecution of the poor ProteOants in the Dominions of 
the Arohbilkopof SaltTLburgh ; concerning which it will- 
be proper to lay before the Reader the two following 
original Papers ; which give the bed Account of what 
is faid by both Parties thereupon. 

I The Archbopf of Saltibui^gVi DECREE for ex* 
plUni his Frotepant SubjeHs. 

WE Leopold^ by the Grace of God ArchbiAop of 
Saltx^burih^ Legate of the Holy See, ApoHollcai 
and Primate of Germany^ (3c. to all our Vice-Deans, 
Bailiffs, Provofls, Governours, their Subftitutes, Judges, 
and to all our Officers and Subjects, greethg. Know ye, 
that having heard, contrary to all £xpe£lation,''that a 
great Part of our Subjefts, living in the Mountains, bad 
rebelled againil us, their lawful Prince, under Pretence 
of Perfecution in Matters of Religion, and other Op- 
prcflSons on the Part of our Officers, and had of their 
own Motion flirred up a Sedition, fo much the more cri- 
minal, becaufc it is directly contrary to the natural Laws 
and ConlVitutions of the Empire ; and being defirous, in 
order to prevent the Confequences of fo great a Misfor- 
tune, to make ufe of our paternal Clemency, before wc 
inflift upon them the Puniibment they have fo juflly de- 
lervcd, by rcdreffing their Grievances in a proper manner, 
according to Juftice ; we did, without Lofs of Time, on 
the 9th of July laft, appoint Commiffioners, and ordered 
them to repair to the Mountains forthwith, to enquire 
into the Grievances of our Subjects, and give us an ex- 
a6t Account of the fame. The Commiffioners ^we fent 
thither were not wanting in theDifcharge of their Du- 
ty ; they went from Diftrift to Didridl ; they took an 
Account of the rerpc6tive Grievances, both Civil and 
Religious ; and after they had enquired into them, they 
eafc'd fome, and entirely redrelTed others, to the Satili 
fftfition of the Mutineers; who, efpecially thofe who 
had declared to the Commiffioners, that they made Pro- 
£effion of the Evangelical Religion, or the Confeffion of 
^^sbur^y un^iipouHy ^nd voluntarily declared and 

promiftd^ 
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promifed, that they would inviolably preferve the Fi- 
delity which was due to ua aa their Lord and Prince \ 
that they would pay all the Obedience and Refpefl due 
to the Spiritual and Temporal Regencies } that the/ 
would avoid all unlawful ^iTembliea ; that they would 
raife no Commotion! ; that they would not moled the 
.Catholicka with Threats, with preaching in Publick, or 
otherwife, and that they would not undertake anything 
that waa contrary to the Oath and Duty of faithful Sub* 
jeas) or that might diilurbthe publick Safety andTran* 
4|uillity; in Return for which, the Commi/Tioners pro* 
mifed them, with our Approbation, and until we ihould 
publiih* our Refolution upon that Subject, agreeably to 
the Conflitiona of the Empire, that every one of them 
anight exercife hia Religion in fecret at hit own Houfe^ 
provided they forbore Preaching and AiTembling in an 
juniawJul Manner. . Nevertheicft, we have ftnce heard, 
to our Sorrow, thai the Rebels, immediately after th« 
Departure of the Commii&oners^ without any Regard 
to their own Pro'mifes, or to the wholefome Admonitioit 
that was given them, began again toaflemble themfelves 
in a tumultuous Manner in feveral Places, both pubiick- 
ly and privately, to make feditious Sermons to the Peo*. 
pie alfembkdy to threaten to exterminate the CathoHcks 
with Fire and Sword, to abufe the Spiritual and Tempo* 
ral Regencies, yea, even our own Perfony both in Word 
and in Deed ;. and In ihort, to commit feveral other 
AAipns worthy of the moli fevere Puniihment. 

Whereupon, and in Order 'to convince our rebellious 
^nd difloyai Subjects more and more of our fmcere In- 
tentions, which mean nothing but our Prefervation, 
we order'd our faid CommifTioners to exhort once more 
our refpe£tive Jurifdiaions Rtuate in the Mountains, by 
way of circular Letters, dated the 30th of Ju'y^ not to 
flop the Courfe of our paternal Love, nor interrupt by 
criminal Enterprizci, Violences, and tumultuous Af*^ 
lembljes, our De%ns, which tend only to the Publick 
Welfare, but to keep thcmfclves quiet at Home, and 
wait with Peace and Unity the Decifion of their Grie- 
vances both Civil and Religious; with AfTurances that 
we would caufe them to be examined with the utmod. 
Care ; and that we would redrefs the fame in fuch ,a 
Manner as we fkall be able to anfwer before God and the* 
World. To put thefe AiTurances in Execution, we Ap-- 
pointed Deputies the 6th of Augufi^ confiOing of Mem-« 
bers of the Confiftory, of the AuUc^i Council, and the.- 

Chamber, 
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Chamber, and orderM them to Meet ianKdiaeel^, tm 
ezamine with all poftble Cafe the Grievances that ikattM 
be coiBmunlcated, and to caafider hav they vi^ be 
entirely terminat^ or at kat aaaAr cafier. B«t o«r 
Subjeat , inteid of maknig ftiitaMe RetonH lor our ft* 
t^nal Care, turned it Into Ridicnie, and caftioK off the 
Refpea and Fidelity which they owe to m, th^ bcgm 
openly and wantonly to ab«le ov Clemency, by can- 
mitting all Soru of Difordera^ and having foandhifeana 
to gain over fome of oar Subfedi by PiooiiftBt aaA 
others by ArtiiSce, they IVuinioaed a general Conlinrcnoe 
at Sekw^rtxjuk^ upon the 5th of At^Jt^ and called It 
the Qrtit Cutncih In this Conference PrepofiSa wtie 
made the moft prejudicial to ua, to the ArcfabilhOpricky 
and the Country. Heie they deliberated, and took Ro- 
foiutiont, which they togaged to execate by a fblenm- 
Oath, which they took kneeihig, and witti Handa llfled 
up. They afterwards repeated their tnmaltnoua Aflem* 
bliea and Deliberatioaa both pitblickly and privately. 
They continued to make feditiotts Sermona, to threateti 
more than ever, to exterminate the fiiithliil Sabfeaa 
with Fire and Sword, and to (hew their Contempt even 
of our Perfon, by injurious Difcourfta. 

Thefe Eirceffea, and others fo contrary to the Laws of 
Qod and Mature, gave ua the greater Concern, becaufe 
we were in Hopes our Rebellious Subjeds, being con* 
vinced of our Paternal Love, and of our favourable DiC^ 
pofitions, would no longer have abufiDd our Patience. We 
might, with a good Qrace enough, have exerted our 
Power and Authority ag^lnft thena, by puniihing them 
as Rebellious Subjeas % but our Love and Clemency ha** 
^ing again prevailed over us, we contented ourfelf wfth 
publifhing and affixing up, in all the Places of the Moun- 
tains, dilTuaflve Letterti dated the 30th of Av^. wherein 
we exhorted the Mutineers that were riftn againft us and 
their- Country, to render us the Obedience and Submif- 
flon that is due to us, and to preferve inviokbly the Fl* 
dellty they had fworn to ua $ forbidding them to conti* 
nue the aforefaid Enterprixes, AiTembliea, Preachings, 
Threats, Injuries, or other the like Things, upon Pain 
of forfeiting their Eftates, and even their Lives, to all 
and every one that fliould be found to aa contrary there* 
to. And the better to fecure the Publick Tranquillity, 
wt did moreover forbid them to aifemble themfelves, 
either in private, or in By-places, to the Number of more 
than three s or to undertake any Thing whatftever that 

could 
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could prejudice our Power and Authorit>r^ occafion th^ 
Spiritiul or Temporal Regencfet to be^bufed or usal- 
created, or diflurb the Publick Tranquillity. But atf 
the Mutineers, far from giving Attention thereto, have 
bad the BoldneiSi to go on with their Dlfordcrs at oefore^ 
dpfpifed thofe dlifuafive Letters, and told the Officers of 
Juiltce, and other Perfona, to their Faces, that we had 
nothing to do to ,co|nmand them ; this ihewa, that th« 
Redreff qF Civil'or Re)ig?QU8 Grievances, of which 
they coQo plained fa the Beginning of their Mutiny, wa« 
not the Point theyaimMat; but that they wanted ta 
introduce a boundlefs Liberty, to ere£t a new State among 
thcmfelvea, ^nd to make themCelvea an independent 
people. In fhort, forae of them continuing their abo- 
minable Cxc^flea^ and their AlTeinbiies fo often forbid^ 
did of their own Authority forbid the frequenting of out 
Churches; i>^ty went from Houfe to Houfh to give 
Nptice of their Seditious Preachments, to begin on « 
certain Signal, either by beat of Drum, or the Firing 
pf fome Mtiskets : So that we were at laft obliged, 
tho* againft our Will, to make ufe of the Power which 
Ood has put into our Handt ; and on the 28th of.Sep^ 
temper we caufed the principal Author of the Seditioa 
to be fei2ed and imrprifoned, not upon Account of Re« 
ligion, but for disturbing the publick Tranquillity, 
^nd for rifing againll us his lawful Lord and Prince. 
iThe next Morning ftveral of his Adherents had tlM 
Boldnefs 10 get together and endeavour to fet him at ■ 
Liberty, and to attack our faithful Subjeas ;. but ttio* 
they durA not execute their Enterprise, feeing the 
goQd Dlfpofitions that were made to give them a 
v^arm Reception, they neverthelefs gave freih Proofs 
of their feditious Spirits, by fummoning new AiTem* 
blies in feveral Places, repeating their injurious and 
menacing DKbourfe^ agai/ifl our Perfon, ahd dlfobey- 
Ing our Command^, and thofe of our Oficefs : They 
have fet up a new Head,' to whom they have promi* 
fed Fidelity, and have not been unmindful of demand- 
ijig Succours of the iKvangelical proteftants, under Pre- 
tence of being perfecuted for the Sake of Religion ; and 
falAy alledging that it was our Intent to refufe them 
the Right of going awa)f, and by fuch and other fallb 
Reports, thev have endeavoured not only to (Hr up -a 
Sedition in the neighbouring Countries, but alfo tf 
kindle the Flames of a Religious War tbrouj^hout the 
Rqman Empire*

to onr laid Sabjcds, and to tboTe of tbe bordering Pro- 
vinces of the Emperor and BavarU. It will not be 
Ibvnd tlut ever we refafcd tbat Liberty of Departure $ 
but It appears on the contrary, by divers publick Ads, 
agieeabk to the Conilitutions of tbe Empire, tbat we 
b^ve always granted it without any Limitadon : So 
that In order to reflore a fettled Tranquility in our 
ArchbiQ^oprick, and to prevent yet greater Troubles, 
there now remains no other Method to be taken than to 
extirpate, entirely to the Root, tbofe turbulent and 
leditfous Fellows, who in Times paft have fo often 
diAurbed this Archbilhoprick ; and tbat with the greater 
Reaibn, becaufe nothing is to be expe^ed in this Arch* 
biflioprick but freih Troubles ; and that notwithfland- 
ing the ^holefome Advice given them by the Paftor, 
notwitbftonding all the Methods we have tried, in 
Performance of our Pafloral Duty, to prevail with them 
to deftft from their Criminal Enterprizes, and to bring 
them back into the Way of the Faithful, they will, in 
l^ite of all thefe Admonitions and Exortationt, perllfl

S. As for thott ^^ho'have not Bftherto declared 
ih^mftlves, citlier in piiblick or in private, ai 
ttiktiig PrcSMfeoii of iincjther Religion, but have never- 
thelef^ rendcf'd ttiemftlvcs fufpicious, by their Conduct 
dnd Mailner of Living ; as we caii fix upon nothinjj; 
iertihi wrth R^ard totWiil, tho' we are very deflrous 
to' rdot out Ihii ntJkfolis Weed, becaufe 'till this is donei 
^k can ftfev^f e^f^fcft to fee a iafting tranquillity in 
bdr Archbtlhbtntk; Vrc will jind ordain, that all thb 

• Geniird Mandates fbi^txlcrly jjublrflied upon the Subj<ia 
of Religion; be hetfeby rdheWcd ; arid that when thfc 
Spiritual and Tsmporal Regencies vifA their refpefifiyc 
Jtirffdifttons, they ftkll eximine fixth Subjeas as the^ 
Rif^ia on Accotlht 6t Religion, or at whofe Houfes 
they fllill find pbhlhlted Bobkk, and fliall ask* them 
civilly, without fihftg 6)t ihfliStlhg any other Punifli- 
iftent upon theiri,' whether thfcy be Ciatholicks, and will 
JibfeVfcre in that RfeHgion, br whbtter they will d<- 
clatc themftlvcS t6 be of t\\t Lutheran or Reformed 
Religioii. As for thofe in the flfft Clrcumaancc, thi 
Iftegertcie^s ihall give them the neceflary Inftruaions 
with i*egArd to the Condua thby are to obfferve fot 
the future 5 and they fhall take atvay the prohibited 
Books ^hich may be found at their Houfts, and forbid 
them to have any ftiore fuch, at their Peril.

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acd to perpetual Ba9ifliment, «nd even, if the Cafe 
icquifcs it, fluli fuffer Death, and forfeit hit Ellate. 

9. We have already declared, that it is not our In* 
tention, that thofe who profefa one of the faid two 
Religions tolerated in the Empire, and are not in 
other Refpeas chargeable with Sedition, Rebellion, or 
Herefy, (hould be looked upon by ui with an Eye of 
Indignation, at contrary to the Conftitutiona of thd 
Empire ; but we are defiroua to procure them, to ^he 
bed of our Power, the Liberty of Departure above fpo« 
cified. Wherefore we enjoin all, our Resenciea , and 
command them by thefe Prefentf, that all neod!tar)r 
AiEftance be given to JTuch as (hall go out of the Counr 
try within the Time above allowed them : Certificates 
be granted them, if they deflr^ it, of their BirtiK Fa- 
nily, Profefllon, and honeft Behaviour. We forbid 
any other Tax to be impofed upon, or reauiced . of 
jthem, than that which U in our Arcbbiiboprick ; . and 
it is our Pleafure, that after they have entred themftl vea 
in a judicial Manner, they be conducted from DlArift 
to Diftria, 'till they be out of the Country.. 
. 10. We enjoin all fuch of our' Subjects, as are in* 
jcluded in this our Ordinance, and are obliged to leave 
the Country in the Manner above-mentioned, upon 
^aia of.fuffering without Mercy, the Penaltiet men* 
tioned in the Beginning of our ihid Ordinance, to ap- 
l^ar before the Regencies of their refpedive Places, 
before the Expiration of the Terms allowed, them ^ to 
pay the ufual Tax honeftly ; and to demand .a fafe 
Condufil for. their Departure out of the Country. 

XI. All;the Regencies appointed by us, (hall tak^ 
the utmoA Care, th}t this our Ordinance, and every 
Claufe or A-rticle thereof, be firiCtly put in Execution : 
And after the refpeftive Terms, which we have gra- 
cioudy granted to fhofe who are obliged to go away, 
iiiall b« expired, they ihall make Enquiry after 'fudi 
as have not obeyed our Commands ; they (hall commit 
them to Prifon, and proceed againfl them in cafe of 
Need, by Military Force, without fuffering thcmfelves 
to be led away fron> their Duty by Prefents, or a»y 
other Motives of Friendfliip or Enmity, Love or Ha<- 
treid ; but ihall behave themfelves in that Affair with- 
Dut refpeft of Perfons, and in fuch wife as they can 
always anfwer to God and us, if they have not a 
lidind to be deprived of their Places, and incur ou^ 
PiQplpafure, apd (0 be ft? verily ^unifHed, ^ . 
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Finally, that none may plead Ignorance, arid to the 
End that this our Ordinance and Licence of Departure 
may be the more ftri6tly and diligently eitecuted and 
obfexved \ \Xs\t our Pieafure that it be printed, publiih* 
ed in the ufual Places, publickly read and affixed : For 
fuch is our Will and Intention, In wltnefs whereof, we 
liave ligned it with our own Hand, and have fealed ie 
with the Seal of our Arms. Done in our Rejidence of 
Saltzburg, the ^ift of O&ober^ 1731.

A Letter from the Frotefiant Minijiert in the Diet of 
Ratisbon, to the Emferor, in Behalf of the Frotejiants 
of Saltzbourg. 

Mofl Illudrious, Mod Potent and Invincible Emperor 
of the Romans^ King of Germany^ Spain^ Hungary 
and Bohemia^ &c. 

Moft Gracious Emperor, King and Lord, 

WE cannot forbear reprefenting to your Imperial 
Majelly, in the Name of our Principals, and 
with the rood profound Refpe£t, what (we are inform- 
ed) is already come to your Imperial Majedy^s Know- 
ledge, but of which you have doubtlefs had only par- 
tial Accounts $ to wit. That during the Courib of this 
Year, and particularly la(t Summer, feveral Subje6t8 
of the Archbilhoprick of SaltxJurg, which at lirft con- 
fided only of a few Perfons and Families, but whofe 
Numbers, in Proportion as they were abufed by the Re- 
gencies and the Clergy, has conilderably increaij^d, Aavc 
been perfecuted and oppreiTed in a particular Manner, 
and moleded by different Methods in the Liberty of 
departing quietly out of the > Country : Thar above 
20,000 Souls, who had left the CathoHck' Religion, 
and embraced the Evangelical, having begun openly 
to p/ofefs it, and not having been able tojobtain Leave 
of their Prince to cxercife it in fccret, far from being 
allowed the pubiick Excrcilb thereof, had de&red Leave 

t9 
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to go out of the Dtoccfc, af they mi^ Ice Occaikm r 
And laHiy, that thefe Things may caufe unhappy 
Troubles, which may be attended with dang^'oiu uon- 
fequences. 

We readily agree, that this Affair of ReJigfoft Is onp 
of the mofl important, and .the moft ticklifli, that haf 
happened a long while ; perhaps ever iince the Treaty 
of Weftphalia : And for that very Reafon it requires 
the greater Prudence, and that no Step be taken thetcin 
by any Party, but what is agreeable to the G>nf)itu- 
tions of the Empire : As, on our Part, we do not pre- 
tend, by an indifcreet Zeal for Religion, or with any 
other unlawful Views, to intercede in favour of Subje£U 
that are turbulent and fcditiouf, and difobedlent to 
their Sovereign, or to the Officers appointed over them ; 
nor under Pretence of R,eligion, to concern ouHelvet 
with the political Affairs of State ; fo neither pan our 
Principals fee without Concern, or permit a State of the 
Empire, out of a religious Zeal that exceeds the Bounds 
of the Lawi of that Empire, to exterminate thofe ^ho 
profefs their Religion ; or under (Irange Pretences, y^y 
fufpicious, or fuch as do not yet, at leait, appear to 
have any Foundation, to deprive them of, and refufc 
them the moft facred Privileges granted by the Treaty 
of Peace; and thereby give Offence direaiy or indi- 
re31y, to the other States of the Empire, with Im- 
punity* 

There is not any one Thing in the Treaty of Pcaoe 
of Weftphalia, ^ plainly fet forth, as that which r^ards 
the Condu^ to be obferved towards Subjects, not only 
with Refpe£t to thofe and their Poderity, who before^ 
and at the Time of the faid Peace, profefTed a different 
Religion from that of their Sovereign ; but alfo tpi^chr 
ing thofe that ihould change their Religioa after the 
Concluiion of the faid Peace, which ought always tQ 
he looked upon as a fundamental Law of the Empire. 
Here follows what is faid upon that Subject in the 
5th Article, Parag. 34. 

^ It is moreover ftipulated, that the Subje£ts of the 
^ Catholick States, profe/Ting the Confeffion of /iyigS' 

* imr£, . and the Catholicks, Subjects of the States of 

* the Confcflion of jfu^shuri^ who in the Year 1624 

* enjoyed the Exercife of their Religion, whetl^er iijL 

* publick or in private ; and ajfo thofe, who after 

* the Publication of the Peace, or in Time to come, 
^ fliall embrace a Religion contrary to th^it whjch their 

^ Sove- 
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^ Sovereighs profefs, (hall be tolerated, and may with 
^ an entire Liberty of Confcience exercife their Hcli* 
^ gion at their ownHoufes in private, without being 
^ dyiflurbed therein, and without fearing any InquiH* 
^ tion. They ihali be likewife permitted to go into 
' the Neighbourhood to al£(l at the Pubiick Exercife 
^ of their Religion, as often, and in Tuch Places ai 
^ they (kali think fit : They may fend their Children 

* to the Foreign Schools of their Religion, or appoint 

* them private Tutors to teach them at home. 

, In the 35thParagraphof the fame Article, itisfaid^ 
^ But if a Subject, who in 1624 ^did not enjoy the £x«- 
^ ercife of his Religion either in pubiick or in private, 
^ or did not change his Religion ^till after the Public 
^ cation of the Peace^ has a Mind to retire of his own 
^ accord, or is obliged fo to do by his Sovereign^ Order^ 
^ fuch a Subject fhall be permitted, before he retires^ 
^ to ftW .his £ffe£ts, or to keep them : If he keeps them,- 
^ he may have them adminiftred by Proxy, and return 
^ into the Country, without having Occa/ion for afafe. 
^ Conduct for that Purpofe, to fee his Eftate^ folicite 
y his Caufe; and gather in his Debts. 

And in the 37th Paragraph it is faid, ^ It is agreed : 
^ to grant unto fuch Subjects, who within the &id Year 
' did npt enjby the Exercife of their Religion^ eithee 

* in pubiick or in private, a Term of five Years at the 
^ leaft, and three Years for fuch as ihali have changed 

* their Religion after the Publication of the Peace : 
^ Attefiations concerning their Birth, Fanatly) and ho- 
^ nt^ Behaviour, ihall not be refufed to thofe, who ei* 

* ther of their own Accord, or by Conftraint, (hall leavo 

* the Country : No greater Tax ihall be required of 

* them, than that which is in Ufe ; and in particular, 
^ thofe who ihall depart voluntarily, ihall not be fiop- 

* ped, under Pretence of Servitude, or under any other 

* Pretence whatfoeVer. 

Grounded upon PafTages thuf clear and evident, and 
becaufe in the Dyet their principal Attention ought to 
be, to preferv^ the Fundamental Laws of the Empire, 
and Peace, Tranquillity, Union, and Confidence \ we 
applied oui'felves to the Mihifier of SaltxJfurg refiding; 
liere, both by Word of Mouth and by Writing^ either 
by Reprefentations, or by interceding in Favour of the 
Proteiiants of thatDloqefe, aithe Affairs in QueOion.. 
fv^re more or lefs important. We Uft Year received 

l? Infor- ' 
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Informttion, that not only feveral SuMeAs of the 
Diocefc of SaltxJburi^ who had left the Catholick Re- 
ligion tiHl embraced the Evangelical, were refufed 
the Exercife of the fafd Religion, and Liberty to re- 
tire ; but alfo that they were profecuted with the 
utnioft Rigour, either by calling them into Prifon, 
or by depriving them of their Eftatea and Effeaa ; 
the Officers making the Charges of the Prifon and 
the Profecution the unjud Pretence for fo doing ; or 
laftly, by depriving them of their Children which 
were under the Father's Power, and not having 
attained to Years of Difcretion, are not capable c$ 
chooiing their Religion. Though feveral of them, who 
having to do with Officers of Humanity, had theHappi- 
ne(s to make their Efcape ; and tho* others, defticute 

. of every Thing, and almoli naked, having much ado 
to conceal themfelves, offer to make Oath of all thefe 
Violences, it may nevertheleft be prefumed that they 

. will not be believed. There were found In the Handir 
of fome of the faid Subjects, the Originals of what they 
call the Suk'Schiine of SaltzJfuri ; and upon this Ac- 
count, as they were Lutherans^ th^y were carried by 
Force from Diflri£t to Dillria, and banlihed theCoun* 
. try. Thefe Proceedings alone, which are dire€tly con- 

' trary to the Tenor of the 36th and 37th Paragraphf of 
the 5th Article^ Par. I. make all the others look very 
nifpicious, which we (hall pafs over In SilencQ, for the 
Sake of Brevity $ and particularly for what regards 
the rigorous Search for Bibles and other Evangelical 
Books, which is ownM on the Part of SaltxMri^ which 
Books cannot be looked upon as prohibited, becaufe, as 
has been proved, If the Subjects of the Empire be per- 
mitted to change their Religion, and to embrace one of 
thofe admitted therein, they cannot be deprived of the 
Means of exercifmg it, by depriving them of the Book* 
proper for that Purpofc, as the Holy Scriptures, and 
other Evangelical Books are. 

Inftead of taking in good Part the Reprefentatlons by 
us made, and giving us a friendly Anfwer, It was chofb 
rather to rejeCt them ail at once : This was our Treat- 
ment by the Minider of SaltrJ^urg at the Dyct, when 
tikcSaicon Miniftcr's Secretary prefented a Memorial to 
him An Fihruary 1730, which he fent back without 
reading It, under Pretence that he was forbid fo to do 
by the Archbifliop his Mafler^ becaufe the Evangelical 

States 
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States had a Mind t6 affame a JuriAlj6tion over the C^- 
tholick States, whereby he broke off all Correfpoadence 
with us, as far as lay in his Power. 

Hereupon we applied ourfelves, in the Name, and 
by the exprefs Order of our Principals, to the Archr 
biihop of SalfiLburi himfelf, agreeably to the Letter 
hereunto fub joined, wherein. we reprefented to him, 
with equal Moderation and Decency, the urgent Ne* 
celEtyof AflFairs ; as alfo the little Ground there was 
for the Accufation, as if the ProteHant Body had a 
Mfnd to aflume any Jurifdiaion : But his Highnefs did 
not think fit to anfwer it, or to redrefs th^ Grievances, 
as if our Principals could not decently correspond, as 
to Political Affairs, with a State of the Empire, which 
in Matters of Religion will have no Connexion or Cor- 
r'efpondence, with them. The prefent Archbtfhop*s Pre* 
deceifors behaved in thfs.Kefpeft, in a different Man* 
ner, us the great Number of Letters written by them to 
the Evangelick Body do bear Witnefs. 

Mean while the violent Proceedings of the Officers 
and Clergy of the ArchbifbopricK of SaltiLhuri^ againft 
the Subjects of that Diocefe, out of Hatred to their Reli- 
gion, produced a quite contrary Effc6^ ; for, in Pro- 
portion as thofe Violences increafed, the Number of 
People who declared themfelves openly for the Evange- 
lical Religion, likewife increafed ; and among thefe 
lall, there are feveral, who, if thefe Violences had not 
been committed, morally fpeaking, would not fo fopn 
have entirely abandoned the Catholick Religion ; and it 
it computed, according to very credible Advices, thai 
that Number, fmce the Appointment of the Commi/Tion, 
is increafed to twenty thoufand People, fome of whom 
have had the good Fortune to get away, though without 
being able to carry with them any Part of their Effects, 
while the others are expofed to great Dangers, with 
CircumHances which it is impoifible for us Jto rejcd, 
and which cannot be denied on the Part of SaltT^Hrg^ ofr 
at lead have not hitherto been fufficiently refuted. 

Wherefore^ our Principals had doubtleis great Reafon, 
upon this extraordinary Event, fo contrary to the Treaty 
otlVeftphaUa, and which may be attended with AicK 
fatal Confequcnces, to addrefs themfelves to your Im- 
perial Majefty by a refpeftful Letter, agreeable to tha 
Laws of the Empire, deiiringyou to apply a fpeedy Re- 
medy in the Cafe, In Effcft,. we received proper In- 
ft^\|£tionf upon that Subjea j but to ftew tjv^t we wouH 
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not importune your Imperial MajeOy without an ur- 
gent Neccflity, nor oblige thp Offenders to do any 
Thipg contrary to Juflice, we deferred to do it ; w)ieii 
f owardf the latter find of July, and the Beginning of 
Aupifl^ of the current Year, the Minifter of S§lt%Jfur^ 
to the Dyct declared to thia Effed, repeating it over 
find over. That the SuhjeEfs of Salt^burg, vtho change - 
their Religion^ Jhould infallibly enjoy the Benefit of leaving 
. the Comity in its full Extent^ arid as it is Jtifulated Tn 
the Treaty of Vit&^YLzXU. 

Who would ha^e thought, after Aich a Declaration, 
l^hfch had it been executed, would have givep p^r 
Principals an entire S^tisfaftion, that at the very (n* 
|!ant when it was ifiade, all the Paflages wer^ i^ut up 
in fuch a Manner, that it wai impolEble for any Man^ 
though he would have abandoned Wife, Children, and 
and a}l that he had in the World, to pafs the Borders 
and go into any other Country ; or to give his Friendt, 
^ho were gone before, an Account how Matters fiood 
^ith them I So far were they from being able to write 
to the Evangelick Body upon this SqbjeQ, that twenty 
iPerfons vftxt ffnt bacfc:, who were aQually got as fac 
z% Aufiria, on purpofe to be caft into Prifqn, where in 
all likelihood they will miferably ^rifli : And laftly^ 
that a great many others were taken from their Houfes, 
nay, fome out of their Beds, by Soldiery, and p^t under . 
a rigorous Gu^rd. 

This, however, Mojt Gracious Emferbr and'Lord^ is 
In few Words the melancholy Cafe, and dangerous Situ^ 
ation, lb far as we have been able to learn, of the 
Affair of 5«/fx^«r^, which makes fo great a Noifc in 
Jp.urope, 

It appears, that on the part of Salfx^urgy they pre- 
tend to juflify this Procedure, by allcdging, 

1. That thefc People have Sentiments, i^ Matters of 
Religion, which are not agreeable to the Confeffion of 
Augsburg : That moft of them do not know what they 
Relieve, and therefore are to be looked upon only as 
iPanaticks, and confequently ought not to partake of th« 
benefits of the Treaty of irj^;>A^//<i. 

2. That they have rebelled agajnH their Sovetclgn 
and his OiScers, by holding forbidden Aflemblics, rcfti- 
fing to pay their Taxes, threatning to make ufe of Fire 
f lid Sword, tearing down Proclamations affixed up, Br. 
^nd'that confequently before any fac^ are'pcrmitled 
f^dejjart, thiai^ir ought thoroughly to be examined, 



't^ 
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^d the Ringleaders of them punifhed in an exemplar/ 
Manner. 

3. That in |>articuiar they did not ask to go away ; 
their only De/lgn being to oblige their Sovereign, by 
their Rebellion, to grant them the publick ExeVcife of 
their Religion, even within the Diocefe, contrary to 
the Tenour of the Decreforial Year* 

4* That Liberty might have been granted them, at 
a proper Seafon, to leave the Country ; but that the 
fame cannot be now, 'till the Ringleaders are punifhed, 
and the others have made their Subn^iiHon ; then they 
-will fee what may be done in relation to the Point of 
leaving the Country. 

At for the firft of thefe, it is furpri^ing that fimple 
Men, poor Peafants, that have not hitherto had any 
Minifter or Schoolma^er to io(lru6t them, nor can have 
any Notion of Religion, but what was inflilled into 
them by their Parents, or formed from the Reading of 
Books, ihould be fo ignorant of the Evangelical Reli-' 
gion, which perhaps took Root in the Country ofSaltz,' 
^urg ever iince the Time of the Reformation ? If Prote- 
ftant Minift^rs ihould queftion the common People a- 
inong the Catholicks, tho* inftru^ed from their Youth 
by Priefts, in the fame Mannei^ as thefe examine the. 
Proteftants oiSalt'zJburg^ would the Former be able to 
g}ve a pertinent Anfwer to any one Queflion that was 
asked them ? 'Tis however, very certain, that it is 
purely out of a Motive of Confcience, that the Subjects 
dSaltxMri leave the Catholick Religion, and embrace 
the Evangelical, bccaufe they thereby expofe themfelves 
to the Danger of loitng their Temporal Eflates ; and if 
they be permitted to depart freely oijt of the Country, 
there is no doubt but they will foon be able to give ai^ 
Account of their Faith ; as was found by Experience 
fome Years ago, with regard to feveral other Pcrfons 
who went from that Diocefe, One may gucfs, by this 
lirft ObjcSion, how great the Danger is, to which thofc 
poor People are expofed, if Men pcriift any longer in 
depriving theiti of the neceifary ^^ans of Inftruftion 5 
and 'tis a very nice Point of ConiTcicnce, to fuff^r fo 
niany People to live and die in their Ignora^ice, 
' As for the fecond Point, we fhall repeat here what 
we have already declared in the Beginning of thi^ Letter, 
to wit, that it never was our Intention to intercede in 
favour of Rebels, even tho' there had been no facb 
jtiDHJ^tion ^s this, in the Treaty o{WefykaU0,y Art. 5, 
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live m Ousfom fir TrmMes^ Hi J^l fiUam tkeir C^ 
litis vdtk Mil dmt SuBmiffion, ThoQgh this Psilace oas^ 
to be uiidtdlood only of fuch SubjcOs, as pioidbig a 
Rellsum diflEncnt from their SovercignX aie allowed 
the free Exercile of their Religion within his Domini* 
ons ; we are willing, neverthelels, to extend it to thofe 
who are to go oat of the Country. They ought not t» 
confinind, is the I>iocere QiSdtx,harg^ a great Number 
of innocent People widi a Cmall Namber of guilty : A. 
Sovereign ought, in the firfi Pkce, to follow the Rules 
of Reafon and JulKce, and afterwards thofe of Prudence^ 
left he flbonld drive his Subjeds to Defpair by too ri- 
gorous Proceedings ; '*Tis true, thtt does not juftify 
thole who carry Things too ikr ; but thofe who were 
the Occafbn of it, by their Violences, will be equally 
anfwerable before God and the World. May it not 
eafily happen, that theSubjeAs of &//x^:ir;(, feeing all 
the Pafles (hut up, as they were at prefent, and think- 
ing they fliall be for ever ddiirred of the Liberty of 
going away, may in their Simplicity be driven to thefe 
fatal Extremities ? 

As for the third Point, it cannot be looked upon as 
a great Crime, much left a Rebellion, when a Subject 
of SaltzJniri eamefily defires a Thing, which in itfidf 
is not punlihable, though the Sovereign is not obliged 
to confimt to it ; as it has happen'd in the preient Cafe, 
with r^rd to the Eaercife of the Evangeliol Religion ; 
provided, neverthelefs, that thofe Subject do not.ufe 
Threats or Violence. Belidef, they have no ne^i to 
make preffing Inflances, either for the particular Exer- 
cife of their Religion, or for free Liberty to depart, be- 
caufe they have a Right to both, 'till they are abfo* 
lutely forbid them by their Sovereign: There is no 
Mention made of any fuch Prohibition *ttli the Patent 
of the 30th of Augufi lafi : The Subjeds are therein 
order'd to fubmit themfelves, not only to the Temporal 
Regency, but allb to the Spiritual Regency ; that is to 
lay, to the Clergy $ confequently, this is in Effed, to 
order them to embrace the Catholick Religion. 

As for the fourth Point, it is apparent enough, that 
according to the Principles of the Regency oi SaltTikurg^ 
fhc Liberty of departing would not be convenient 'till 
very late, or never, perhaps, iince the Submiffion re- 
quired of the SubjeQs conltfts in a Return to the Ca- 
Ihojiick Religion* 'Ti« true^ the Lofa of fo many thou- 
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iknd Subjects, who will lea^e their Country, mud give 
a great deal of Concern to the Regency of SaltrJiurg i 
but 'tis their own Fault if they do not keep them, 
t>y granting them the free Exercife of their Religion ; 
and fo they may even choofe which of thefe two Expe- 
dients they think fit. 

With regard to the three firft Articles of Accufation 
againlt the Subjects of SaltxMrg^ it mull be obferved^ 
that they have not been hitherto fuificiently proved ; 
but that on the contrary, according to the few Advices 
we have from Time to Time received from that Coun» 
try, they have been fully refuted. The Pamphlet en- 
titled, Tht Malice of fame Froteftants of Saltzburg, couck'd 
under the Cloak of Ferjicutiou for Reliiion, \ difcoverecL 
arid ixfofid^ for the Saie of the Lovers of Truth^ ky un» 
4ouhted Froofs^ taken from the Records^ and from tht 
ionfronttng ofWitneJfes j which was pubilflicd laft Sum- 
mer, could not give the Evangelick Body any Satis- 
fa£Hon, becaufe it does not difprove any one Grievance 
of thcf faid SaltzJmrgers. But who are they that pub. 
lift thefe JProo/f ? They arc the Offenders; they are 
the Spiritual and Temporal States, who have conceived 
the firongell Prejudices againfl them^ and who, as 
Judges in their own Caufe, a£t with fuch Precaution, 
that it is not poffible to get Intelirgence (out of the 
Country) of their Proceedings, farther than they Have 
a Mind ftould be known. The other States of the Em* 
pire ought not certainly to trouble themfelves, when 
nothing but Affairs of State are concerned ; but where 
Religion is alfo interel^ed, and the melancholly Privi* 
lege of leaving their Country, the Treaty of WeftfhalU 
gives them an undoubted Right to prevent their being 
fubvcrted. 

The Bitternefs with which the Affair of Saltz.hur^ 
was reprefented to your Imperial Majefty, appears 
plainly enough fr6m your Imperial Majefty's Letter 
to the Magidrates of RatUhon^ dated the 5th of Septem- 
jber lad, wherein the faid Affair of the Subjects of 
SaltxJhwrg^ who had never been heard, is treated as & 
Crime which owed its Rife chiefly to this City of Ra* 
tiihon^ which your Imperial Majefty has forbid to hold 
any Correfpondence with the Subje£ts of the Country 
of Siiltz^hurg^ upon pain of being looked upon asDif- 
turbersof thepublick Peace; ifor that in the Peace of 
Keligion, Fdfag, 23, and in the Treaty of Wefifhalia^

^ Empire lhall, in MMen ai RtHpm^ feiuce tbe Sab*

fintes of RMtishm fcdnced or fpirilcd up the Ci t h oli c k 
Sttbjeas of the Country of &/fxiw2.- It it foha pcned, 
that a MrzJtTtrier^ who htd quitted his Ccontty, wicte 
to hfs FricDds tha are Hill there, and praleft the PrtH 
teOant Rdt'sioo ; or that even one of oar MiniAen of 
the H0I7 Gofpel likewife wrote any thii^ to them by 
way of Omfol&tion, cither wiih rc^id to the Word of 
God, or in relation to the Confiitotions of the Empifc^ 
exhortins them neverthelcfs to Patience, Pence and. 
Obrdtence ; can this be looiccd npon as a S«bomatioii» 
6ra forbidden Procedure? If ft were fo regarded, would 
not this be to contradia what was iKpuiated in the faid 
igd and 50th Parssraphs, concerning Liberty of Coa- 
fcicnce and Deportare f We conld h^rtily wifli, that 
fhe CathoHcks, as well Clei^ as Laiety, Grandees and 
perfS>ns cf Mean Condition, Convent^ Diooefcs, and 
Regencies, would execute the Tenour of the faid Para- 
graphs as punauaJly as the Proteilants do according to 
the Principles of their Religion. Bat we fee the con- 
trary, every Diy prodncii^ fome new Complaint frona 
one Qoarter or other : In this Angle City ii Rmthhrny 
before the Face of the Aflembly of the Empire, we 
fmre Icen three in the Space of a lew Months, and one 
eiren this Week. When Children of 10, 12, or 14 Years 
of Age, iednced by Catholicks, or being minded to 
throw off the Authority of their Parents, ihew the leaft 
Inclination for the Catholick Religion, they are taken 
fflom their Parents or Guardians, and are no more per« 
mitted to fee them, or fpeak to them. What was done 
to the Children of Seniffr^tj Ertkaly and Aufsefs^ are • 
In0ances equally forprizing and notorious ; and the 
Mother of thefelaft, who is a Widow, has lately made 
frefii Application to the Evangelical Body, for a Letter 
cf InterceAon. What will become of the i^d and 30th 
Paragraphs above-mentioned, and many other Sacred 
Rights, If Parents or Guardians dare not chafiife the 
Children committed to their Care, of 10, 12, 13 or 
tjL Years old, without running the Rifque of fuch 
Cnildren abandoning them, not out of any Motive of 
Confclence or Choice of another Religion, but purely .' 
Pitt of a Criminal Difbbcdiencej Obftinacy, or pretemled * 

Revenue 
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Reve nge upon their Parents or Guardians, and retiring 
into Convents, wliertf they are fecrotly prot^^d ibi; t 
while, and afterwatds publtcKly ? 

Ifhe Affair of Saltx^uri^ 6f ^hfclt we have given 
fuch a particular Account, is the principal Subjeft of 
oixr prefcnt Letter ; without Prejudice, however, to 
many other Grievances, which ftre not yet remedied^ 
but which may be attended in a little while, with fiital 
Confequences and irreparable Loll^, either with Re^ 
gard to Body and Soal, or io the phbiick Pcsice an4 
Tranquillity 5 and yet might be prevcrtted, by taking 
impartial Meafures for that Purpofe. Some i^peedy Re- 
mciy fliould be applyM In this Cafe, agreoable to th« 
CohAitutions of the Empire, whereby one might dif« 
cover the real Ground of the Matter, and terminate ijt 
in a fare and efifefhiai Manner, by yout Imperial Ma* 
jeffy> Authority, and ticcoi^ing to Juflice. It is to 
this Qitat Juftice that we apply ourfelves in Relation til 
Hhe Entrance of the Dtoceli otJ^alHMfg by your Im- 
perial Majefty's Troop, |n the firm Confidence that 
they are not defignM, direaiy or indire^Ij^, agaihfl thofc 
Protedahts, who, without being guilty of any capital " 
Crime, de/ire to go 1>ut of the Country, and who, for 
that Rcafon, are perfecuted by the Sovereign, or at 
leaff, by his Clergy and Officers. 

The Archbifhop has already made very heavy Com- 
plaints to your Infiperial Majefty againft his Subjects $ 
he cannot therefore be their Judge any longer* Shall his 
Subjects go to Vienna^ to open their Grievances there ? 
They cannot do it ; ^ot a Man is fuffefed to go out of 
the Country ; and even if they could, where would 
thofe poor Ample Wretches find able Lawyers and Advof> 
cates to plead a Caufe of ib tender a Nature ? Tholb that 
apply themfelves to the Evahgelical Body, and ought 
to be fupported by them, have but one Grievance tb 
produce, which admits of no Difpute \ they have no 
Mind to proceed ; they only dclire Leave to retir*', in 
Cafe they arc rcfufed the free Exertife df their Religi a. 
The Proceedings at Law have been fo far/rom redrel^ng 
the Grievances of Religion, that they do but fncreafe • 
them/ A local Commiftion condiiling of Members of 
the Empire of both Religions, is, Moft gracious Empe^ 
ror and Lord^ the only Expedient that caii put an End 
to this Affair. We have already ^0 often and to plainly 
rcprefentevl to your Imperial Majifly, the Neceflity of 
t^U $ort of Commiflion, that we think itneedlefsto

I4en are not agreed ahout the Matter of Faa ; but i^ 
will fboo appear, before the Si|bdekgfitcd States «f the 
Empire of both Religioos, what is the Katarc oif the 
CcvopUinti I whedier Relision'has fcrvM as a P i e t ea cc 
jhf the pirefcnt Rebellion, or not i whether all thofe that 
profeff the Evangelical Religion, and deniand Lcs^r^ to 
retire, are Criminals, or onl/ part of them ; and» hk 
fliort, whether in Sdn^wrg Regard be had to the Trea- 
ty of WtfitkalU^ or whether it be defpifed. The Ardi- 
bifliop will find Means to reimburfe himftlf the Char- 
ges of t\k\% CommiiEon at the Ezpence of his SaljeQs, If 
they are condemned | and whatever thofe Charges nuy 
be, they will not certainly run fo high, as the Mainte- 
nance of the Auxiliary Troops ^ s Month os two, 
which he has thopght fit to introduce into his Coun« 
try. • 

We therefore, in thf Nsms of oar Prlndpals, befeech 
your Imperial Majefly, as fupreme Judge of the Em- 
pire, fo to order Affairs, that the Archbiihop of Ssta^ 
^iirg, conforming himfelf to the Treaties, may imme- 
diately open the Paflages, and grant hif Subi^^ the 
benefit of retiring, according to the Tenor of tbit Trea- 
ty of Wifijhalia ^ or confent to the Local Commifioo 
propofed. . 

This Prote^ion and Affidance of your Imperial M^- 
jefiy, in fucb an urgept Neceftty, will be an unfpeaka- 
l^le Confolation to pur Principals, who cannot help be- 
ing very inuch concerned at fo many InfraQxons of the 
Treaty of WeftfkatU^ which ferves for the Guaranty of 
the Union between the Heads apd the Member^ of the 
Empire* " ■ •

But there Reprefentaf lone, aa weil aa . feveral others 
made by the Proteftant Membera of the Empire, had no 
Effect. The Archblfliop caird In the Forcea of the 
Emperor to hia Afliftance 1 which foon brought the poor 
People to hia Mercy, which waa found cruel enough* 
All the Vexatlona that could be given them by Men in« 
fenfible of Pity or Humanity, thofe unhappy ProteOaati 
underwent ; and at laft, according 10. the Decree of the 
Archblfliop, were obliged to leave their Country, bare 
and ftrippM of all they had, in the Middle of a rlgo- 
roua Winter; Their £om«» Cathollck Netghboura ihew'4 
them aa little Compaflion aa their Prince, had done be- 
fore \ but the Proteflanta received them with e true 
brotherly Tendernefa, aa foon ae th^ arrived amongft 
them I relieving them with all the Comforta and Aflir 
Aance that were ftilted to their unhappy State.

Ing them convenient Settlementa there.

and that Lctiert had been fent into SalixJ^uriy promlflng 
(3 1 the 
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the AfliAaitcc of the Evangellck Body towards recovering 
their Libcrtici j and whereas by the Treaty of W^pha- 
ha^ no Perfbn ought to endeavour to periuade another 
Into hit Belief, hit Imserial Ma*jcfiy moft gradoully 
recommends it to the Mfigiflracy, to take Care, that 
neither Ecclefiafticks, nor others, ptaftife the like for 
the future, that he may not he oDliged to a6t according 
to the Rigour of the Conftitutions of the Empire againft 
the tranfgrelTuxs, at Pifturbfn^of the pubUck P^ce.

N* LXI.) his TruffiM Majefly has marryM hie 
Daughter, the Princeft Royal, to the' Hereditary Prince 
nf Bareitlu The Marriage had be^n puhlicklv declared 
Upon the 3d of May laft,^and tfa^ Nuptial S>ings were 
cxdian«d in Finrm. llit Marriage heing d^fprred for 
feverti Months afterwards, made it l^e thou^tat firft^ 
that his Frujfimi Majeftv had fome how alter'U his Dc*- 
lign ; but at la!(,'the Ceremony of Marriage was per- 
formed, Nov. 10, in Manner following : M. NolteniuT^ 
the Court Chaplain, who gave the Nuptial Biefing, 
snade a fine IMfeeurfe on the Occafion, wherein, aroon)^ 
other Things, he took Notice of the happy Re-union 
ef the Houfes Of Anffach and Sareith with the Royal 
Family, from whence they have ^n feparated fo mfiny 
Years. During the BenediSHon, a triple Difcharge was 
tnade of 100 Pieces of Cannon. Then beean the Ball, 
which lafted 'till Nine o^Clock, when the iilulVrious 
Company Withdrew to Supper: At the King's Table,

Aft^r Supper, 
lihey began the- Dance ufed o^ thofe Iblemn Occasions, 
caird, FachlTanfe^ or the Dance i)y the Light of Flam- 
beaux, which were held by 32 General Officers and Co« 
ionelst The Princefs Royal dancM with every Prince, 
-and the Htoditary Prince of Borrlf^ with the C^een, and 
allthePrinceires; after wWch, the Princefs Royal and 
•HeredltaryPrince of BareHh were undreft, and put to Bed, 
^here the wHoIeCourt beheld them for near a Quarter of 
«n Hour, during wfaith Time the King divided the Gar« 

tet 
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ter of the Princcft Royal amongft tbofc of the hleb^ft 
DIftinaion, and then the whole Compiny retired. 

The next Night was a magnificent ' Ball in the great 
Gallery^ which laftci 'till Two in -the Morning, com- 
pofed of 102 Couples, who were treated during the Bali 
at differi^nt T^ble^ in awol^nimptuous Nfanner. About 
an Hour before Supp|?r,- <he Prince Royal canre 'in, and 
placed' himfeif at the Play-Table before ^er Maje- 
Ay, without being known at firft Sight, the King ha- 
ving privately fent for his Royal Hi^h«cls from K^rin^ 
•tiJi throwing hlmfclf ^t the Queen'fc'Fect, her Majcfty 
^mbraped him wid) a)l the Tei^d^rnefs imaginable, and 
immediately the reft of the Royal Family 'ftrove ia 
Che moft i^ndea^ring Manner, who ihoUld embrace hiin 
firft. • . . * '^ 

On thF aStb of fJbvemtir^ all the Gfcnerajs and Colo- 
hels 6f nie Army, who were ^tSerltn^ having at theijr 
pe^ the Prince of Ank^lt^ went to the, King'^s Apart- 
ment ina Bodj^,'ai)4 befeeched his Kfajrftv to permit 
the Prince Royal to re-enter Into the MJh^ai^y Service. 
Dyeing hUt Royal Highntfs had givpi A^ch evident Mark^ 
of his Cgncern for h^y^ig difjpleafed his Kf sjeSy : The 
i^ing ^eregpon made a very pathetick Biitourfe, and 
havingfent for th? Prince Royal, his M"jtflfy pardon "ijl 
him ail that was pail, reftorV to l\!m h|s $word, (jc. 
and embraced him with n\ach Tendernefs and Afife6tion. 
The PtU^ce then fell on ^is Knees and.fril^ired the King 
his Father, of his profbnnd Subnxiffion and Obedience. 
Since thi^, the P^-ince Royal h&$ I'^cn ^contracted to the 
Princefs * of Beveren^ li^ith great Solemnity ; but th^ 
Particulars muft be referred to our next Rii^jifr.

IN our lad Regiftcr we gave an Account of the Pro- 
ceedings of the parliament of Faris 5 and of the 
Spirit of Liberty they exert againft (he Arbitr^y Go- 
vernment they are fubjefted to. We fliall now go on 
with the fame Relation. 

About the 1 ith ofDecemher^ the ftrfl Prefident of the 
Paliament went again to VerfailUs to make new Remon- 
ilrances to the King in the Name of that high Tribunal, 
Hii Majefty heard him with Attention, and anfwered 

him 
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him in thefe Words : ' I have fuAcientl/ declared my. 
^ Intention to my Parliament : I will be obey'd ; and I 

< forbid all RemoAftrancea for the future. * The firft 
Prefident having thereupon ur^ed fome Rcafons, which 
he had in Commi^on, the King faid to him, y I periift 
^ in all the Ordera which I have given to my Parlia- 
^ ment : I repeat it to you, and will be obeyed : This 

< ia the only Meana they have left of meritfng m/ 

* Favour. * Afterwards the purdinal de Fleury and the 
Chancellor DaiueffiMi^ who were, prefent, faid, ^ That 
*• hia Majefty would not fuffer the Maxima of the King* 
^ dom to be any. ways infringed : That hit MajeQ/ 
^ would very fooo publiih a Declaration that would put 
' an End to all the Troubles ; and that his Miyefty, in 
^ t:on/ideration for his Parliament, would caufe that De« 
^ claration to be communicated to them befo^^ it was 
^ publifbed, to g^ve the Parliament an Opportunity to 
^ make proper Reprefentations upon i$. * Thiereupoii the 
King repeated, *'- This is my Intention ; and my Will 
*' is contained in what they have told you : Mean while 
'^ I forbid all Aflcmblies, Deliberations and DepuUtions 

* upon that Subjca..' 

The firft Prelident returned hither the isth In(lane^ 
whereupon the Chambers weve aifembled the Day fol- 
lowing; and that firft Magiftrate having acquaintccl • 
them with his Majefty's Commands, an Arret was 
drawn up to this Effea : .^ Refolved^ That the firft 
^ Pre/ident ihall.make f reik Inftances to the King that 
^ the Parliament juay be heard ; and that he fluU re« 
*' monftrate to his Majefty,* in the Name of all the 
^ Members , that the Duty of their Office will not fuffer 
^ them to fubmit to what his Majefty requires of them/ 

On the 17th, notwithftanding the King's Prohibition^ 
there was another long Deliberation upon this Affair ^ 
and the following ^^teration was made in the Arret 
agreed upon the Day before, <r/fx. * The Parliament 

* have charged Monfieur, the firft Prefident, to reprefent 
^ to the King the utter Impofllbiiity his Parliament lie 

* under, of continuing in the Condition they now ar^; 

* and that they cannot reconcile the moft effential Part 

* of their Duty with the Obedience which the King 

* requires of them in the prcfent Cafe. The Parliament 

* have likewife charged the firft Prefident to reprefent 
« to the King^s Minifters, that it is neceffary that the 

* Declaration, whereby they propofe to put an End to 
^ all the prefent DIfputes, ihould contain the five Pro- 

pofitioiia 
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^ portions agreed upon by thpParliame.o^ as being no- 
^ thing biiit a ihort Abflrafit of the Ordinances and Max- 
^ Ims of the Kingdom in relation to the Matters in 

* G)ntroverfy : Moreover, . That his Maiefty did npt 
^ appear to difapprove thofe live Propomions by hit 

* jirret of the 8th of September laft, the Motive for 
^ caihiering and eraSng the Arret of the Parliament, 

* having Reference only to theAtterapt they were charged 
^ with, to encroach upon the Legijlative Fov)er : Ari 

* Attempt, that is very far from the Parliament's 
^ Thoughts 5 who have always acknowledged, and (hall 
' always efteem it their Glory to acknowledge, that the 
^ faid Power belongs to none but the King alone; and 
^ that the Supreme Authority is veiled only in the Per« 
^ fon of the Sovereign. The Parliament farther charges 

* Moniieur, the firfi Prefident, to alTure the King, ial 
^ the Name of ail the Members, that their moft profound 
^ Refpea for hisMajelly will not yet bear them out in 

* difpenfing with the Execution of the Laws of the 
^ Kingdom, the Maintenance whereof is infeparably 

* united with their Duty, even by the Conftitution of 
^ the Parliament. 

The Abbot PucelJe took OccaQon from thefe Expref- 
lions to fay. That in the Place where he dood, he could 
not forgetthe Oath he had taken, and had never broken ; 
That it was a cruel Thing to fee a Fire fpreading all 
^he Kingdom over, and even to the Throne it felf, and 
not to have the Liberty to fpeak to the King about pro- 
per Means to quell the Fury of the Flames : That the/ 
faw, as it' were, at the Foot of their Tribunal, injured 
Communities, as well as diflrelTed Perfons of all Ranks 
and Conditions, feeking Redrefs and Protefition pf the 
Parliament, wholiave it not in tl^eir Power to give it 
them. 

On the 7th I|iflant, the Parliament being aiiicmbled 
in the Great Chamber, at Ten o'clock in the Morning, 
the firfl Preiident acquainted them. That inPurfuance 
of the laft Re^oI^tion taken by t^e Company, he bad 
written to the Cardinal 4e Fleury^ to know the Efay and 
Hour when they might fee the King: That the Cardi- 
nal had anfwerM him, that the Chancellor^ who was 
going to Paris, was charged with the King's Orders : 
That thereupon he went to the Chancellor's, thinking 
to receive them ; but the Chancellor told him, the 
King had commanded him to aflure him, That ke 'woulif 
Aj Ttothing^ and har nothing^ Ht' vihat he had already

ThU he the FM Prefidcnt had mly'd, duit beins

The Firft 
Prefidcnt added. That being.at Verfidttes upon S.C^e- 
nnevt'o Day, to jfky his Penonal Duty to the King, he 
repeated his Infiances, and receiv'*d the fiime Anfver* 
This ViitY^n being finiih'd, ieveral Members of the 
Court declar*d their different Sentiments ; all which 
centered at lad in the following Reftilution.

The Deputies of tde Parliament having been fent 
for Yefterday to Verfiilles^ by a Letter de Cachet^ which 
the firft Prefident received the Day before, and being 
introduced into the King's Chamber, who was iitting 
in an Eafy Chair, furrounded with the Princes of the 
Blood and Great Officers of the Crown ; the Chancellor 
made them a Speech of a Qjiarter of an Hour, tcndingj- 
to blame their Conduft, to cenfure their Refolution^ and 
to forbid them any ways to intermeddle in the prefent 
Difputes. The Chambers will not fail to meet this 
Day, to deliberate thereupon, and to infert in their 
Journals all that has paBed. 

And as the Spirit of the Parliament of tarts will 
ilill appear in a more clear and beautiful Light fVom 
their own Remonftances to their Sovereign, 'wc ihall 
therefore give the following Extrads of them.

AFTER having heard your Majefty's Anfwcr to 
our former RemonAaiice concerning the Arret of 
the 6th of July, 17JI, your Parliament thought the/ 
could not negle£t to make new EjQForts, and to appeal 
for the fecond Time to your Juliicc and your Sovereign 
Authority. Two Obje6ts, of equal Importance, have 
again awakened their Zeal ; to wit, the new and un- 
ufual Manner in which your Majefty was pleafed to 
make known your Will to them ; and the endiefs Con- 
fequences of the Arret, againft which they have been 
already forced to make their Complaints to you. 

The Kings your PredecefTors were almott always 
pleafed to inform themfclves of the Motives, which 
animated the Zeal of their Parliaments for the Good 
of their Service, and to hearken to their dutiful Re- 
monfirances ^ and after they had thoroughly Afted the 
Gfound thereof^ they were pleafed to give their An- 
fwers to the Deputies of the Parliament with their own 
Months, or by their Chancellors, in their Prefence, and 
before their Eyes, 

Repeated Remonflrances, commanded by Ordinances 
themCelves in fome Cafes, and of which our Regifters 
furnifh us with many Examples, teach us, that our 
Kings have always holden that Practice in Eftecm, be- 
caufe the outward Splendor which encompaifes the Ma« 
jefiy of Kings, and the Dignity of the higheft Tribu- 
nal in the Kingdom, are equally concerned in it. 

This Ufage, fo cuftomary with, and fo agreeable to 
your Parliament, is that which has at all Times opened 
to them a free Acccfs to the Foot of your Throne : It ia 
that, which has put it in their Power, to carrv their 
IVifhes, their RequeHs, and the mod important Truths, 
even to the Perfon of the Sovereign, and to impart to 
him, with equal Refpea and Confidence, their Thoughts 
fQi: t^ (iQmnpioa Welfare. 

Ha At 
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Atprefent, Stre^ that ancient Cullom feems to be' 
tbolslhe4 : The Anfwer to their Remonltrances U fent 
to your Parliament, without any of the Members of 
that Affeipbly^f having the Hpnoif r to waft U|)on you, 
to receive it* 

It if that old and excellent Ufage, for whick youc 
Parliament vUi alwaya fo juftly lab«ur, which we now 
make bold to reclaim : And your Majefty having it al« 
ways in your Power to make what Anfwer you pleafe, 
we hope ypur Majefty will not r^fufe them the glorious 
Happinefs <^ receiving the Declaration of your Majefiy's 
Sentiments from your own Hands, in the fame Manner 
as has been always cufiomary. 

But that which gives us the moft poignant Grief, Sire^ 
if the Ground of the Matter, to wit, your Majefty's De- 
claration, that having exaihined tiie Remonllrances of 
your Parliament in yo)ir Council, you found nothing in 
fhem, that ftiould induce you to make any Alteration in 
what was regulated by your >frret of the Council. 

Ought the cautious Expreffions we thought it our 
puty to make ufe of in fo tender a Point, or the re* 
jpe€tful Termf and Sentiments in which your Pariia- 
inent always think themfelves obliged tq fpeak to their 
Sovereign, to be pleaded in Abatement of the Force 
and Energy of oulr RemonArancei ? Or muft we re- 
proach ourfelves, thajt we did not place before your 
Majcfty's Eyes the propercft Objects to move you in 
an Affair, wherein the Tranquillity qf your People, and 
the common Good of the Realm, are equally cpn- 
pcrncd? 

Without troubling your Majcfty with the powerfi|l

to take for a Rule of their Behavionr, the fcandalous 
Refolutiona of that Prieft, to let her die without Sacra- 
ments, unlefs (he would declare that fte accepted the 
Conpifution. 

While thofe, who are tranfported by a blind Zeal for 
the Bull Vnlgmtui^ to ercft it, of their own Authority ' 
into a Rule of Faith ; to affert that it is a Spiritual Con* 
cern, with which the Royal Authority has nothing to 
do 5 and thereby Jo attack the moft cffentiai Rights of 
your Sovereignty 5 fcem in the Eyc» of the Vulgar to 
triumph in that /Crre* 5 muft the Principal Judges 
yrho have laboured only in their Defence, be expofed 
%o the Anguifh of feeing the Motives, which have 
awakened their Zeal, rejeftcd by your Majefty ? Tliofc 
Clergymen, who would then have nothing to retrain 
them, would immediately fancy themfelves at Liberty 
to do as they pleafe ; and would look upon the Autho- 
rity, which' your Parliament exercifcs in your Name 
according to the Letter of that fame Arret^ to be growij 
altogetherufeieff and impotent in their Hands. 

To fuffer any Eccle/iafticks of their own Authority 
to attribute to the Conftltuttqn the Charafter of a Rule 
of Faith, which the Church nev^r ^ave it 5 to treat all 
th3>t arc not in their Way of Thinking, as Hereticks ; 
to cut them oflF from the Communion of the Faithful • 
and to deprive t hero, even when dying, of any Share 
intheSacramentsof the Church : This would neceffaf 
rily occafion an open and entire Schifm in France^ which 
would be the greateft Misfortune that CQijld befal the 
Church and State. 

Laftly, Ought not a Prince, fo religious as your Ma- 
jcfty, and fq full of Sentiments of the mofl folid and

leaft to unite in one Point of Sight, and to sketch out 
to you only apart of the Mifchiefs, which the intem- 
perate Zeal of iome of the Clergy has occaftoned in the 
Bowels of your Kingdom. From this Source fpring 
all thofe Frights, Alarms and Inquietudes, which fpread 
among your People, and to which they fee themfelvea 
expofed every Day. 

. How many wealcened or dif^rfed Communities are 
there which could not ^nd the leaft Remedy in the 
jfuftice and Zeal of your Parliament, which is firlpped 
of every thing by continual Evocations ? {An Evocation 
is^ ijohen the King takes the Cvgniz^nce of a G^ufe from the 
parliament or other Court^ to htmfelf and Councih) And 
lipw many Pallors, faithful in their Oftce, beloved ia 
their Folds , and exemplary in their Morals ; who 
merited Refpe6t and Confidence by their unwearied 
Labours; who knew no other Ufe of the Revenues of 
their Cures, than that of beftowing liberally upon the 
Poor, as their true Inheritance ; have been torn away 
from their Flocks, which in vain are fighing and Ian*? 
guifhing for their Return ? 

How many old beneficed Clei*gy are there, who never 
attacked the Confiitution $ who never asked, never 
deiired any thing but to live in Peace, amidft the Soli- 
tude and Obfcurity of their Retirement ? Some fa€^ 
fended, others banifhed ; fome even fent out of the 
Kingdom ; deprived of the leaft Maintenance and Sup- 
port for their Families ; far removed from their 
Country and their King ; without fo much as the Sha- 
dow of any Charge againil them ; no legal Proof, nor 
Sentence pronounced ; fome being deprived even of 
the Titles of their Benefices and Cures, which were 
declared void, and immediately filled by Strangers, 
becaufe they would not fubmit to Declarations or Sub- 
Ibriptions, which .the Laws of the Kingdom do not 
authorise the Asking of them^ ' 

Ufcful Subjfefils, bred up in the true Maxims of the 
JCingdora, fit to inftrua Youth, and to qualify Men in 
due Timt for your Majefty's Service, are deprived of 
their Funaions, and fent remote from the Offices in 
which they might have been fo beneficial to the Pub- 
lick 1 

Nay farther, it is notorious, that in fome Diqcefes, 
fhere are Spiritual Houfes and Cloyiner^ of Ni^ns, which 
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liave been feveral Years deprived of any Participation 
of the Sacraments, and of our mod Holy Myfleries. 

Such, S/re, is the faint Portraiture of the true Condi- 
tion of your People ; fuch is the Difcontent that beginc 
to {hew itfeif, and daily increafes in the Bowels of youf 
Kingdom ; fuch is the iJl \JT^^ which fome of the 
Clergy make of the Conditution Vnigenttusy under the 
very Nofe and Countenance of fome of the Bifhops ! It 
is thisapen Abufe of theBull, which they look upon 
& a Point of Doctrine, that your Parliament could have 
fiifled in its Birth, bad your Majefiy been pjieafcd te» 
hearken to them and given free Scope to their Zeal, as 
ofte^ as the Progrefs of the Evil required it : It is this 
fame Abufe, which they defigned to reform, by their 
Arret of the 8th of Apriij 1751. And how many 
greater BSyils are yet to be feared in Procefs of Time, 
unlefs your Majefly, On your part, backs with your 
Sovereign Authority the Endeavours of your Parlia- 
ment to prevent them i ' 

Before we leave this Subjed, we Ihall likewife pre- 
fent our Readers with the following Letter from the an- 
cient Biihop of Sent^^ who is now in Prifon for oppofing 
the famous ConJHiution^ to the celebrated Abbot de FuceUe^ 
who is mentioned' above» The Letteris as follows :

The Court has at laft interpofed in the Affair of 
Abbot Paris^ and feveral Phy/icians and Surgeons have 
been appointed to examine fome Perfons who pretended 
to have been cured, who declared in Writing, that in 
their Opinion, there was nothing Supernatural in thefe 
pretended Cure^.

delicate Management to obviate many Inconveniencies 
that natiirally prefent thcmfelvcs to Mena Con/lderation 
upon fuch an Occaiion, it will not be unpleafing to 
fhe Reader fp perufe the following Pieces upon that 
Subjea. 

Articles cf the Treaty ar Family Convention^ ht'uoeen Spaia

Committee accordingly brought in their Report, which

fiooers, or any four of them, arc impowered to fell tlfe 
raid Ei!ates ; the Sale being made by way of Cant or 
Auftion, and- publick Notice being, given of foch Sale 
at the leaR fifteen Pays before. . . ^ 

Accordingly, publick Notice was given intheGsx^ffr, 
of a Sale to be made (among others) of the Eftate of the 
latejvmes Earl of^J9fr'j«w/w<ffer,: valued at 5012/. per 
Anfi, to be fold during the Continuance of an Eftate lii 
Tail Male, vefted in Charles Raddiffe^ younger Brother 
of James Earl of Derwentvoater^ in Remainder, Er- 
, pcftanton the. Dcdiihjof John kaddife^ oply Son of the

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flid late Earl, under Age, and without IfTue Male ; the 
i^id Eftate, among other Incumbrances^ being fubje^ 
to an Annuity of 200 /. payable to Charles RadcUffe^ 
during his Life, which Annuity waa forfeited by his 
Rebellion, 

Hereupon, !nfpe£ting the Minute Book,! wherein the 
Proceedings of the faid Proceedings of the fald Com- 
Utiiiioners were every Day entered, the Committee found 
that Oil July (i, 1723^ the before-mentioned Annuity 
is there declared to be fold to Rohert Hackett^ Efq; for 
1205/. without the Arrears, purfuant to an Order of 
the Board the Day before. 

But in the Book, in which the Contraas of the re- 
fpe£tive Purchaferf of the Forfeited Ei^ates are entered^ 
on the Days fuch Contrails were made, no Contraft 
' for the Sale of the faid Annuity appeared to be entered $ 
and the Committee obferve that among the ContraS^i

Upon which theCopimittee infpe^ed the Minuter 
' of the Proceedings of the 30th of July^ and found only 
the Names of two of the Commiffioners, Mr. Serjeant 
Birch^ and Mr. Bond^ entered, as prefent that Day 5 
and no Notice taken, that the faid Annuity was either 
put up to Sale by Cant or Auftion, or fold 5 though in 
the aforcfaidX3ontra£t White is declared to be the btfft 
Bidder: Nor did it appear to the, Committee by any of 
the Books or Minutes, that the Commlflioners ever dc- 
mandfed from Hachtt the Forfeitures, directed to bfc 
paid by the k&^ for not performing hia Contrasts

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In the Minute Book, among the Proceedings of thtf 
iith of July 1723, the Committee found, that th.e 
EClates of the late Earl o£ Dervfentinater^ in the Gaun- 
tlet of Northumherland and CumkerUnd, .were fold to 
William Smithy Efq; of B Hitter -Square, London^ for 1060 /• 
But upon infpcQing the Book of Contrtfti, where thofe 
dated the i ith of the fame July tire entered, the Com- 
nittee found no fuch Contract entered there ^ but two 
Leaves appeared to be torn out : And after feveraJ Con- 
tra£t8 dated between the nth and the 30th of the fame 
Month, a Contract is entered, figned William Smith, and 
dated as on the nth $ by which the Eftate Tail vcded 
in Sharks Radcliffa in Remainder expe^ant on tlie 
Death of John RadcUJfe without liTue Male, and alfb

of the late Earl of Derv)entv)at€r, in the Counties of 
Northumberland zn^ Cumberland, 

Upon examining the Books, where Copies of the fe- 
yeral Conveyances are entred ; the Committee found, 
that in Purfuance of the laft mentioned Contra6i^, a 
Conveyance was executed by the faid CommiiConers, 
dated the iZih of September 1723, whereby the faid late 
Earfs Eftates in the Counties of Northumberland and 
Cumberland, and the County Palatine of Durham^ are 
conveyed to the faid 5wi7A. , 

It appearing to the Committee in the Courie of 
their Examination, that Leaves ha,ve been torn or cut 
out, Erafements made, and Interlineations inferted in * 
the Minute Book and Book of Contrails : They firft exa- 
mined in the moft foleran Manner, Mr. George Tur- 
bill ; who faid, that he was formerly Rcgifter to the 
Commiflioners for the Sale of the Forfeited Efta tes, and 
is. now Keeper of the Records and Papers bejonging to 
the . faid Com miflion^ that^ /Ince the faid Records and 
Papers were delivered to him by Mr. Allen, the then 
Secretary, to the faid Cpmmiflioncrs, they have never 
been out of his Cuflodv, nor have any Alterations been 
niide in the m, to his Knowledge, fincc that Time. 

That 
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Thit the flrft Tine he obrerved Leaves to be torn 
out of the Book of ContraCtf, wai, when Mr. Smith 
Ittel/ applied to him for Copiei of ftme Clalma, and 
the Cohtra£t for Sale of the late Lord Dir^»^ntvuiUr^% 
Eftate. Upon the Exain!nant*a ftarching for the bid 
Contraft (which la dated the nth of >/y, 1723) !( 
was not entered among the Contracts of thkt Date, but 
Leavea hud been there torn out, and he found it entred 
Hib'tbouent to another Contra£t, dated the 30th of thi 
fame July. 

Being ihewn a loofe Leaf, on which U entered tht 
Contraft for the Sale of Mr. EadcUjgTt Annuity to 
Hacht^ and aiked, where he found that Leaf, he an- 
fwer'd, he found it at the End of the Contrafit Book, 
but pinned it into the Place, where he thought it "be- 
longed, and the firrt Time he faw it, wai, when th* 
before-mentioned Application wai made to him by 
Smith. 

Mr. Samuii AlUn^ being alfo examined In the moft 
fblemn Manner, fald, That he was appointed by the 
faid Commiinoners, Hrft to be their Soliicitor, and after- 
wards, upon the Removal of the late Mr. Martin^ to bt 
their Secretary \ that he always locked up the Book of 
Contra6ta in the Commlffioners Room ; and upon his 
making Enquiry lately among Martin's Clerks, how 
Leaves came to be torn out of the faid Book, they could 
give Mm no Account of that Matter, 

The Book being Ihewn him, where Smitk^i Contra£f, 
dated the nth of July^ is entered, Aibfequent to one 
dated the 30th ) and he asked the Reafon of it, he an^ 
fwered, it was wrote by one Cooki, a Clerk at that Time 
in the Oiiice \ and the Examinant belieyed the iirft Con^ 
tra£t was torn out, and another was afterwards made, 
and antedated ; and he faid, he believed that feveral 
Leaves had been torn out before he entered upon the 
Office of Secretary, and might afterwards, but he never 
fore out any himfelf, nor did he remember he gave any 
Orders for (b doing ; if he did, it was when Contra8s 
entered* wrong by the Clerks have been torn o\it by 
the Commiflioners Order \ for he ihould never hav^ 
given fuch Orders himfelf without their Direction. 

He further faid. That he believed feveral Leaves,

Mr. William Cooke^ being examined m the mott folcma 
Manner, faid. That he was Regiftrine Clerk to the 
Commiffioners, and Engroffing Clerk of the Decrees. 

Upon his being (hewn the loofe Leaf, whereon is 
ehtred Hackttfn Contrad mentioned before, and exar 
mined in Relation thereto, he faid. That Contraft .wa« 
pf his Hand>writing, he fometimes entering Contnai^ 
when the Clerk, whofls Bufinefs it was to. do it, wa« 
otherwife employM ; but being fo long Unce, lie could 
not remember whether he wrote it in « Book, qr on m 
looib Sheet of Paper $ but he did not remember that he 
ever wrote any Contrad on a loofe Leaf. 

He Ifkewife (kid. That Mr. Whitt'n Contraft for the 
Purchafeof Mr. Koi^/i^'s Annuity, dated the 30th of 
July 1723, and Mr. iS«M*s Contiad, dated the iidi of 
the fame Month, were of his Hand-writing ; but h6 
tould not remember the Days of the Month on which 
lie wrote the fame \ yet he believed by the Order i^ 
which they are entered in the Book, that SmtV%. Con- 
fraa, dated the nth, was wrote after IF%i7e*s, date4 
the 30th. And he faid he had his Directions concern- 
ing this Contraft of Smtth\ froqi one Mr. fiMrri^ 
pnly. 

Mr. yohn Harris^ being examined in the moft Iblcmii 
Manner, faid. That he was Clerk under the Secretary 
to the faid.Commiffioners, and being asl^ed from whom 
be had the Draught of Mr. Smith't Contrad, dated the 
3 ith of JtiJy, and entered fubfequent to White^$ of the 
30th, he anfwer^d. He had it from Mr. Alleti, but re- 
snembered no Orders he gave to Coi^e relating thereto, 
though Cooie fometimes aflified him. 

Being asked. If he never obferved any Leaves to be 
torn out of the Book of ContrSds, he faid, th^ firQ . 
^inie he did was at his former Examination before the 
Committee ; but h'e believed it had been a Pradice i^ 
the Office to tear theni out when Mlflakef have hap- 
pened in the Writing, or the Particular of an Eflatc 
nas been defc£live, or a better Title has been made apr 
pear ; but then it wai never doi^e without Or4cr from 
^he Board of Commiflioners. 

He further faid, That hf always attended the Sales 
^f the Forfeited Eftates, and particularly remcmbred he 
liras prefent the ifth of July 1723, when the Iat« 
|.ord Dervoentv^aUr^^ Efla^e was fct up to ^alip } aA4 
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lie believed it was then fold to Mr. Smith ; that the 
Contra^ vaa entered that Day in the Book ; and he 
believed he was Witncfs to it, becaufe he was Witnefs 
lo the other Contrafta entered the fame Day. 

Then he was ihewn the Book of Contracts ; ^nd nod 
finding it entered among the other Contrads of that 
Date withered by him, the Examinant faid, he believed 
it was torn or cut out, but by whom, or at what Time 
this was done, he could not remember. 

Whereupon he ,was directed to declare what he kHew^ 
or had heard relating to this Matter ; and be informed 
the Committee, That Mr. Alhn and hiinfelf went to \ 

Mr. Smithy to Know of him the Particulars of his Con« \ 

tra£t, being cut out, and at what Time it was done. ^ 

hit. Smith told them, he believed it was done upoil his 
Application to the Board of Commiflioners, when hb » 
^ade it appear to them, that they had a better Eftate or 
Xnterelt left in them, than wh^rt they had fold to him $ 
iind therefore he had got an Order for a new Contra£l, 
the Draught of which Smith (upon the £xaminant*« 
asking hypi) faid, he believed was made out by the iate 
Mr. ^oor, who was then Mailer of the References. The 
Examinant then asking SmltH^ who tore out the firO: 
ContraQ ; his Anfwer was. He did not fee it torn out, 
nor did he know who idid it^ but he believed it wa« 
Hone the 30th of July \ the Examinant faid, Mr. Smith 
^id not mention the Names of the Commiflioners prc- 
fent the Day this Order was made ; but upon Allen's 
nsking him from whom he had this Intelligence of the 
additional Eftate, Smith anfwered, from Mr. Moor. 

Mr. Allen^ in his Examination, confirmed what Mr, 
Harris faid in Relation to that which Smith told Harris 
and him *, and added likewife, That Smith faid the new 
Contraa was made for the fame Con^dsration as the 
former. 

Mr. Turhill alfo in his Examination, gave Informa« 
tion to the Coipmittee, That Mr. Smith had, iince this 
Enquiry began, given him ^he fame Recount in Rela^- 
f ion to the vacating his ^r& Contra^ ; and that Smith 
told him, thsit upon his Application to the Commiffio- 
ners, another Contract was n^ade about twenty Days 
fifter, but dated as on the i| th of July. 

And Mr. Turydl in another Part of his Examination 
faid, That fome Time after the Death of Mr. RadcUjfk^ 
ion to the late Earl of Dervjefttvutter, the Examinant . 
iJien being i^ thp (?9Wt<^y> Mr, Smith wrote him a 
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Letter, acquAinting him, that now Mr. Radcliffe was 
dead they ihould want Copies of feveral Claims aQ<S 
X)ccrce6. 

Hereupon Mr. TurViU was asked if he knew what 
Mr. Smitk meant when he made ufe of the Word They^ 
and he anfwcr'd, he fuppofed he mea^t other Perfons 
that were linked with him in the Purchafe. 

The Examinant being asked if he knew who thofb 
Pcrfons were ; he faid, he had often heard Mr. Smith 
fay that Mr. John Bond^ Sir Jofepk Eylei, and Mr. White 
(the Parchiifer of Mr. RadcUff's Annuity) were concern- 
ed in the Purchafe of the faid late Earfs Land Eftate | 
«nd the Examinant faid, he, remembered Mr. Smith io\^ 
liim, that on the nth of July ^ the Day of the Sale of 
this Edate, he the faid Smithy upon feeing the printed 
particular of the Eftate hang up in the Office, asked 
one or more of the Perfons abovenamed, if they would 
te concerned in a Lottery, and the Examfnant thought 
he mentioned Jt^hite ; That /ince this Enquiry the Exa- 
minant has alfo heard Smith fay.

Annuity being put up to Sale after that Mr. Hackett 
went off from his Bargain, as mentioned before. 

And Mr. Allen faid, That he believed no Notice was. 
given of a fccond Sale of the faid Annuity, nor did he 
remember that he ever had any Orders for fuch Notice. 

Mr. Turbill faid likcwife. That he never had any 
Orders for Notice of that Sale himfelf , nor knew of 
any given to others, neither had he any Notes of Bid- 
ijing at fuch fecond Sale. 

By the Minute Book of the Proceedings of the faid 
Comrai^oners, and h^ thft Book of Contrasts it* ap- 
peared to the Committee, That feveral Gontraas for 
• Sales bear Date refpeftivcly on the Days, on which 
the Names pf two of the Comnaiflioners only are enter- 
ed as prefent, in the Minutes^ of thofe Days Proceed- 
ings. 

And Mr. -/4//^» being examined. Whether any Eftates 
fiad been fojd 3whcn four Commiffioners were no^ 
prefent 5 ^ 

He faid, that oi> the 30th of July^ the impropriate

mtffioners had been prefent, he ihould have entered 
their Names in the Minutes ; for he believed he never 
forgot at any Time to cfnter therein the Names of the 
Conuniffioners that were prefent. 

Mr^ Harris Hkewifc faidin his Examination^ That 

lie happening to come into the Board Room the faid 

30th of July upon BuAnef^, Mr. Serjeant Eirlck and 

Mr. hand were there, and he does not rem^nber that 

' on that Day any other CommiiSoners were prefent. 

Then Mr. Allen was askM by the Committee, whether 
to fupply the DefeSt of a fufficient Number of C<»m- 
miifioners at the Board, fuch Commif&oners as were 
abfent have not afterwards fet their Names to Papers or 
Indruments, or ordered others to do it for them : And 

He anfwered. That he had fet Sir John Eyles's Name 
to G)ntra£ts, as if he had been prefent ; and that he 
had a general Dire6tion from Sir John Eyles and Sir Ha- 
mas HaliSj to fet their Names to Warrants, Precepts, 
Contrads, or any Thing done at the Board,;, that they 
knew he did it, and approved of it ; otherwife he 
fhould not have ventured to have done it ; and he faid 
he had thofe Ordersjbon after he officiated as Secretary ; 
but he had no fuch Orders from any of the other Com- 
miifioners, nor did he know of any fuch Orders given 
to others. 

Mr. Choch laid before the G>mmittee, purfuant to 
their Order, two original Precepts from the faid Com- 
iniflioners, the one dated the iith«of j^t'/y, 1725, and 
direaed to Williani Smithy Efq; to pajr into the £x- 
xhc4uer 1060 /. for the Purchafe of part of Lord Der'^ 
^wentixater^s Eflate, and the other dated the 30th of the 
lame Month, and directed to Matthew White^ Efq; to pay 
Jikewife 1201 /. is. for the Purchafe of Mr. RadcVff's 
Annuity payable thereout : Both which Precepts are 
fealed, and are figned with the Names of Dennis Bond^ 
John Eirch^ John Eyles ^ and Thomas Hales. 

Upon Notice being taken by the Committee of fome 
Words, or Memorandum wrote 00 the Precept dated the 
iJlhofXy, 

Mr 
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Mr. ^Aocfc^ fiiM, that a Perfbn came to pay Moneys 
purfuant tQ that Precepc, on the 29th of the fame 
J^jj but went back, and came as^in, and paid it en 
the 31ft. 

Mr. AXUn wai firft called in, and being (hewed the 
ftid Preceptt, and examined, he faid at firfl. That he 
wrote the Names of Sir J^n Eyles and Sir Tkomu Hides 
to both of them ; afterwards he owned himfelf niftaken 
at to Sir John EyUi*% Name l>eing figned by the Ezamf*' 
nant to that oi the i ith of July ; b«t faid he fipied 
Sir Thomas Hales^s Name to it, and both tlieir Namet ~ 
to that of the 30th. 

Being asked where he Hgned them, he faid. In the 
Board-Room, when only Mr. Serjeant Birch and Mr. 
Boni were prefent ; that they never made any Obje€d>* 
on to his ng^ing, but upon feverai^ Oocallons have 
called upon him to do it. 

He was then asked if Sir Thomas Hales never left 
Orders for the Examinant to Sign after he has been 
gone ; and he anfwer^d, he believed he had feveral 
Times ; but whether Sir Thomas Hales was prefent that 
Day or not, he could not tell. 

Being asked, whether he had not entered the Namet 
of Commiffionersin the Minute-Book, as prefent, the* 
they were abfent ; and being ihewn the Minute of the 
I Ith of July 1723, where the Names of four Commiffio* 
ncrs are entered, as prefent, vix^ Mr. Serjeant Birch^ , 
Mr. Bond, Sir John Eyles, and Sir Thomas Hales, l)e faid, 
he believed he entered the Names of Sir 7^11 Eyles and 
Sir Thomas Hales as prefent, though abfent,- to tally 
wkh their Names, which he had put to the Warrants 
or Contrafiks of the Day. 

Then he was ihewn the Minute of the 30th of the 
fame July, where (he Names of Mr. Serjeant Birch and 
Mr. Bond only are entered as prefent ; and beteg asked 
why he did not. then enter the Names of Sir John EyUf * 
and Sir Thomas Hales, he faid he could not recoUeSt the 
Rcafoa of that Particular. 

He was then examined upon what Occafion Sir John 
Eyles and Sir Thomas Hales gave him Orders to lign 
their Names when abfent ; and he anfwer'd, it was 
lor want of a fufficieiit Number of Commiffioners pre- 
fent at the Board to difpatch Bufinefs ; but when any 
Bufincfsof Confequence was to be tranfafted. Sir J^hn 
Eyles has been fent for, and has often attended upon 
fucb Notice \ and at other Times the ^fi^^minant haa 

waited 
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waited on him at hia Houfe, with Contrafta for him to 
flgn. 

Being further examinM, he fald, That he never eaf* 
tended tl)ia Power to an/ Deeds of Conveyance, or to 
any Thing, but what he then apprehended to be Mat- 
tera of t^orm s and that, when thia Power waa given 
Iifm, the LImltaticy waa to Matters of Form. 

He waa thereupon aik'd, What he apprehended to be 
Matters of Form ; and hla Anfwer waa, A great man/ 
Things, Aich as. Orders for Perfons to attend to give 
tl\eir Teflimony } for Perlbns to appear and give in their 
Ciairas ; and Precepts for paying Money into the Ex- 
chequer \ and wW the ASt direfled to be flgn*d by 
four pf the Commiflioners, he then did take to be Mat- 
ters of Form \ but he could not U^^ he took the Atteii* 
dance of four of the CommifTioners, as required by the 
A£^, to be a Matter of Form. 

Being asked. Whether he thought Contrafis for Salti 
of Ejftates were Matters of Form, he faid, he did at 
that Time take them to be fo ^ and faid, that the Con)- 
miifioners itgn*d and feai'd the Contrafita they gave to 
the PUrchafer (when demanded) at the fame Time that 
the Purchafer fignM his, but the iXmb was not feaiM ok^ 
delivered \xi the Manner that Deeds are when executed 1 
and that which the Purchaftr flgn'd, was always wlt- 
nefled ( and that he lookM upon thefe Contracts to bind 
the CommifTioners to execute the Bargaina of Sale to the 
Purchafer, according as the^Afik direfits. 

Upon which he waa askM, if he ever put hia band 
and Seal to any of thofe Contracts, he faid, he had flgn'fJl 
the Names of Sir 70^^ £y/#f and Sir Thmat Halts to Con- 
traQs, and J^alM them with a Sfea], that was in the Of^ 
lice, but that he never had Sir John tyUs^i or Sir Hs- 
mds Haks^B Seal } and he never remembered any Contradts 
' to be IlgnM out of the Board Room, either hy the Com* 
miiSoners, or Purchafers. 

Being aak'd, whether Smith and miiU^ at the Time 
their ContraQs were fign'd, made any ObjeStioh to there 
being but two Commiflloners prefent, or to his /Igning 
thereto the Names of Sir John Eyjes and Sir Tho. Haks, 
ht anfwer'd, they made no Objection, nor could he fay 
they faw him flgn, any othprwife than as they were at 
the Board the Time the Examinant flgnM them. 

Mr. Harris (aa being Witnefs to all the Contra^s da» 
ted the nth oT July) was. asked, whether Mr. Smith 
made any ObjeAion to Mr.^//^n*s ftgning Sir Thom^fg 

N HaIuU 
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HaUs*% Name to hu Cantn€t nude the iiib ; and he 
Ikid he remcmbred no Objeaion made by Smith: 

But in another Part of his Examination, he.informed 
the Committee, that having Occafien to go into the 
Board Room on the 30th of July^ he law Mn Allen 
jggn Sir John EjUs'% N«mc to SmltVt Contrad made that 
Day, and dated the nth ; and he more particularly re- 
members this, becaufe it is die laB Contraa entered 

in the Book. . . , 

Mr. VFilliam Maraooodj being examined m the moft 
folemn Manner, faid, he was formerly Clerk to the 
Maftcr of the References, and to the bed of his Re- 
membrance he attended at the Sale of the late Lord 
Derwent'waterU Eftate on the nth of 7»/y, and carried 
in the Notes of Bidding at that Sale, when Mr. Smith 
was then declared the beft Bidder. 

Being asked, who were the CommilEoners then prc- 
fcnt he ahfwered there were four, but could not name 
any^befides Mr. Serjeant Btrch^ who was then in the 
Chair; and tbat he never faw a Sale without four. 

He was asked, feveral Times, if he could be poiitivc 
tthere were four prcfent on' the nth of yuly 5 and he 
faid, he could not be politive, but to the beft of his 
Remembrance and Belief he thought there were foiit 
prefent. 

The Committee obferving, that in the printed Par- 
ticular of the Lord Der'uoent'water*% Eftate, the Value is 
there computed to be 5013 ^ per jinn, and the Timber 
Taluted at 4500'. they examined in the moft fblemn 
Manner, 

Mr. Henry Rodhommz^ who faid^ that about three 
Vears ago he was upon the Eftate ; that the fame ia 
Improveablc 5 and there arc feveral Lead Mines ugon 
it ; and that he computed the Value of the Eftate, with 
\ the Profits of the Mines, which are worked, to ht about - 
6300/. or 6/fioL fer.Ann. and the Eftate ns increafed 
fince the time of Sale about 2, 3, or 400/. fer Ann. 
He alfo faid. That ftnce the late Earl's Death, his Son 
had only a Power to grant Leafes during the Term of 
his Minority, and for that Reafon the Mines have been 
negleftcd ; but if the faid Eftate and Mines were to be 
Jet out upon Leafes for the Term of Twenty-one, and 
Thirty-one Years, the Whole might, according to his 
judgment, be made worth about ^000 /. per Ann. 

Mr. Jofeph StudeUy^ being examined in the moft fa* 
Jemn Manner, faid. That he was prcfent the nth. of 
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5F»/y, 1723, when the late Lord Dermntvjater^s Eftate 
-was put up to Sale at 2000 /. ^at the Examinant came 
to bid for it at the Defire of one Mr. Penfon^ but no 
Pcrfon bidding for it while he ftaid, and other Eilatet 
being fctup to Sale before he came awa^, he thought 
ft would not be fold that Da/, and therefore he went ' 
end told Mr. Fenfon (whtf waited for him) that he bc- 

. lieved the Eftate would not be fold that Day, and had 
the. Examinant thought it would, he fliould have flaid, 
for he came on Purpofe to bid for it by Mr. Pen/brCs 
Orders, but was not to bid 'till others had bid before ; 
and further faid. That when an Edate had been fet up, 
and no Body bid, it was ufual to* put it up at a lower 
price the fame Day. 

Being asked what one Tooke had told him !n Retafion 
to this Affair ; he anfwer'd. That about a Week after 
Toole told him, it was a huddled up clandedine Sale : 
And Tooh then belonged to the Office 5 whereupon, 

Mr. Nicholas Toql^j being examined in the moh fo- 
lemn Manner, faid. That he did not remember he had 
any fuch Converfation with Studeley^ but had converfed 
withStuieleyfeverzl'Timts* 

B\Lt he faid. That he was at the Sale of the late Lord 
Defwentviater^s Eftate, and having Occaiioh to fpeak 
vrith Sir Thomas I^ales, he.fent his Servant from an 
outward Room into theOHice, to know if he was th^re; 
and' he brought him Word, that he was not there; 
but the Examinant did not know whether Sir Thomas 
Hales might not come after he went away $ for that he 
flayed not above an Hour in the Forenoon, but went 
away before the Edate was fold ; and when it was firft 
put up,, the Examinant was hot there. . 

Mt. Smithy the Purchafer of this Efiate, was Aimmon* 
ed to attend the Committee ; but they did not think 
it proper to oblige him to be examined : And therefore, 
upon the Queftion being asked Ijim, whether he was 
willing to be exayiined touching the SubjeSt Matter 

' of their Enquiry 5 the next Day he acquainted the 
Committee, That he hoped they would not take it 

. ^mifs if he declined fuch Examination. 

Upon this, Dennis Bond^ Efq; and Mr. Serjeant 5/V^if, 
■were expell'd the Houfe ; and Sir John Eyles being voted 
guilty of a gre?it Irregularity, was reprimanded in hi* 
Place by Mr. Speaker 5 befides which, a Bill pafsM the. 
Howfc to make void the Sale. " •:-.: 
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The kMomhi% has been pnbliflied as tbe Rcprimaiifl 

fWen to Sir John Ejie§ by tbe Speaker, and Sir Jokm 
\jUs\ hsSmtt.

TH E Houfe bave come to a Reiblntioii, that yon 
are SpUty of a great Irres»]arity, as a CominiSimer 
and Tmflee lor Sale oi the Forfeited Edates lor the 
Ufe of the Pablick, by impowering Mr. Sontfl AlUn^ 
Secretary of tbe Commiffioneri and Truflccs lor tbe Sale 
of the laid Efiates, to lijga yoar Name, when abfent, 
in Order to make vp tbe Number of Commilioiiers and 
ifrullecs required by ASt of Parlisment, to Blatters of 
l^orm, in Proceedings under the Cud Aa : 

And have impofed a Command upon me, vbicb is 
the only one, I can truly Uy, that I ever reeved with 
any Uneaiineis in the Place I now fit ; not from any 
I>oubt of tbe Juflice of tbe Gmmiand, nor from any 
Vnwillingnels in me to obey an Order of the Houfe ; 
but becau& you. Sir, are unfortunately the Sabjed of 
it, for whoin I have always bad ttte greateil Perfixnai 
Jlegard. 

The Offence you are guilty of, having come within 
the Notice of ^^e HoUfc, it was impoffible it fliould 
^fcape thar Ccnfure, as it bad a Reference to a Truft 
repofed in you ; repos'd by Parliament ! the higheQ 
and mod facred Authority any Subjeft of this Kin^om 
(ran ^£1 under ! and with a particular Confidence in you, 
and the others join'd with you, becaufe of the Relation 
yovL l>ore to the Parliament : A Trufl of great Impor- 
tance, and which required great Pains and Attention tp 
it, and for ^h^t a very coniiderable Recompence was 
affigned to you out of tbe publick Treafure, The Re- ' 
foropcnce.

T AM very much afhamed of an Offence that has 
J|. drawn upon me the Animadverffons and Cenfure of 
fhis Houfe $ an Offence which at the Time of commit* 
ting it, I had fcarce any Idea of being fubjea to Blame 
for, lam now made truly fenliUe of it, and the fhx>ng 
and lively Colours in which you, Sir, have drawn it, 
will be to me a lading Memento of future Caution. 

The Judgment the Houfe has paflbd upon me I en- 
dure with a dutiful Submiflion ; and you. Sir, having 
Ihewn that Tendernefs and Humanity which is agree- 
able to your Nature, in pronouncing i(, and thereby, in 
fome Degree, abated its Rigour $ | cannot but exprefs 
xny grateful and fincere Acknowledgement to yonrtelT^ 
and alfo to the Houfe, for their Favour in not carrying 
thia Cenfure to any fi^ther Confequence. 

In the SeiEon 'of Parliament of the laft Year, an 
Enquiry was began into the State of the Courts in 
Weftmlnfter-Hall^ with RefpeA to the OiEcers belonging 
to them, and the Fees demanded by them ; the great 
Nutnber of the one, and the Exorbitance of the other 
having long been among many Perfons a iitanding Tq- 

{)ick of Complaint, Accordingly, the Commons ordered 
hat Lifts of thofe Officers, and Accounts of their Fees 
Aiould be delivered to the Houfe, to be there examin- 
ed ; which was done during the laft and prefent Veal's. 
A Committee was hereupon appointed, to whom the 
flbovefaid.Lifls, (3c. were referred ; who having began 
fheir Examinatioi> with the Court of Chancery, brought 
' in a Report concerning the faid Cpuit, of which wt 
^all give the ftllowin| E;(tra£t ; 

E^tra0 
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t^traQ of the Re fort of the Committee to vohom the fiver al - 
Lifts of Officers and their Deputies heloniinw to the fi* 
vera! Courts in Wefiminfter-HAll, 4ni eljevihere^ &c, 
'Were referred* 

TH E Committee taking into Confideration the great 
Namber of Officers and Clerks, who havrprefented 
to this Houfe Lilli of Fees, thought i^ neccflary to ex- 
amine into the Fees of the Officert of each Court fepa- 
Tateiy ; and to begin with the Court of Chancery j which 
h a Court always open, and which exercifes the moft 
extenfive }urifdidion, and abounds with Clerks and 
Officers. 

The Committee enquired, of what Officers the Cou^rC 
4>f Chancery did anciently confifl ; and what Regulation 
of their Fees had been made ; and what Methods ufed to 
prevent the Increafe of unneceFary Officers, and the 
Exaftipnof illegal Fees. , , 

It appeared to the Committee, .that Commiffions ^o en- 
iquire into the Behaviour of Officers in Courts of Jullice, 
£ccleita(tical and Civil, were frequently ilTued in for- 
mer Times to feveral great Officers of the Kingdom, and 
others, with Power to correft Abufes, and^ with Di- 
TcStion to certify their Proceedings either to the King in 
Council, or jnto the Court of Chancery. 

The Inrollment of two fuch Commi/fions in the Reign 
of yamei the Firft, and pf four in the Reign of Charles 
the Firft, were produced to the Committee from the 
Kecords in the Chapel of the Rolls : But no fuch Com- 
miffion has iifued fince the Reftoration of Charlesrth^ 
Second: 

Another Method of reforming Abufes in the Courts - 
of Juftice was, by the Prcfcntment of experienced 
Prafticers upon Oath, appointed by the Judges of the 
feveral Courts to enquire what Fees had been exacted, 
! other than the ancient, and ufual Fees. 

A Prefentmcnt upon Oath of fifteen Peribns in the 
40th orEliZsaMh, for the better Reformation of fundry 
Exaftions and Abufes fuppofcd to be committed by 
Officers, Clerks, and Minifters in tlie High Court c£ 
Chancery^ was ihpwcd to the Commmittee; by which 
Brefentmcnt it plainly appeared, who were the Officers 
of the Court ^t that Time, and what were their legal 
Fcei. 

But 
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But as the OlEcers of the Court of Chancery arc ex- 
ceedingly increafcd fince that Time by Patents and - 
Grants, and many Secretaries and Clerks, and other 
Honorary Attendants upon the Judges of that Court^ 
appear now to claim large Fees, whofc Services were 
unlcnown to t^^e ancieht Prafticers in the 40th of £/i- 
T^aheth^ the Committee thought it proper toma&e a lilt 
6f fuch Offices, 88 appear to be ancient, and neceiTary 
to the Juftice of the Court, and a Lift of fuch as have 
fincc grown up infenftbly into Offices of great Profit, 
and much increafed the Expente of thethe Proceed* 
ing« of the Court : Which Lifts are hereunto annexed^ 
jtiffendi^ N** I. and II. 1 

Ey the Prefentmcnt of Fees in the 40th of EUx^hth^ 
and by the Lifts of Fees lately prefcnted to this Houfe, 
it appears, that many Fees of fevera^ ancient Officers 
then allowed continue the fame to this Time, partfcu* 
larly of the Examiner^, the Curfitors, the Clerk of the 
Subpoena's, the flcrk of the Chape^ of the Rolls, the 
Clerks of the Petty Bag, the Six Clerks, and others ; 
which the Committee think very obfervable, and con- 
fider as the Effea of a good Regulation once cftablilhcd, 
•which has been able to prefervc itfclf for above igo 
Yekrs, againft the Incroachments of Officers oh all Sides 
in'fhe fame Court. 

The Abolition of the Court of Star-Chamber, and of 
the Court of Wards and Liveries, together with all the 
Writs and Proceedings of thofe Courts, has extinguiffaed 
fome Offices, and reduced the Profit of fome ancient 
Officers of the Court of Gh^tncery \ and the Alteration, 
which Time has introduced into the Pra^ice of the 
Court, has greatly raifed the Profit of other Officers, ^ 
who are concerned in the Proceedings in Equity, by 
the multiplying of Petitions, Bills, Anfwers, Plead- 
ings, Examinations, Decrees, and other Forms and Co* 
pies of them, and extending them frequently to an un- 
neceflary Length. 

It appeared to the Committee, that ,the Charge of 
Drawing and Entering an Order in the Court of Chancery 
anciently was but one or two Shillings, and never ex- 
ceeded 3^. iintil the Time that the Office of Re- 
gifter was ereCled, and a <zrant made of it ^ and that all 
Orders, Dffmiffions, and Decrees were endorfed upou 
the Pleadings. The Fee of three Shillings and fix Pence 
for each Side in all Caufts, and of fcven Shillings a Side 
in Caufes by Confent, now claimed by the Regifter and 

hia 
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his Deputies, appear to the Committee to be a heavy 
Burthen upon the Client, efpecially conftdering the long 
Recitals in Decrcies and Orders of late Times, which 
the Deputy -Rcgifters did acknowledge to confift fre- 
quently of 20, 30, 40, or more Sides ; and con/idering 
that other Forms in the fame Court, are charged 8 d. or 
at moft I 5. a Side^^ 

• The Charge of Eight Pence a Side for Copies receiv'd 
by the Mafters, and by the Six Clerks is an ancient Fee, 
where Copies are necelTary ; but the Committee were 
informed, that Copies are frequently forc'd upon the 
Client contrary to his Defire, and claimed by Officers 
9s due to them, or charged by Solicitors, tho* neithec 
claimM or paid ; which, conAdering the prodigious 
. Length of fome Forms, an4 that the whole Proceedings 
in Caufes coniift often of feveral Thoufand Sheets, is a 
grievous Abufe, that ought to be reformed. 

The Matters in Chancery claim is, for every Sum- 
mons, wjhich the Committee admit to be realbnable $ 
but are informed, that Abufes have been often committed 
by a great Number of Summons iffuing without any 
Attendance of the Clerks or Solicitors, who neverthelefs 
may charge their Clients for fuch Summons and their 
Attendance, becaufe few Bills are regularly taxed be- 
fore the Matters, which Mr. Holford and Mr.Elde^ Ma* 
iiers in Ckancery^ did affirm to be a' principal Occalion of 
the Increafe of Expence In Caufes, the Solicitors gene-* 
rally taking upon themfelves to tax one anothers Bills, 
and making what Allowances they think fit. 

The Committee apprehend^ that the Fees of the Se^^ 
cretaries. Clerks, and other Officers, who do not appear 
to have been known formerly to the Court, have never 
undergone any publick Examination i that many diffe- 
rent Offices render the Buttnefs of the Court very incon- 
venient to the Suitor, and greatly encourage the De** 
mand of new Fees. 

It appeared to the Committee, that Orders had fome" 
times been madefor the Officers to hang up publlckly 
Litts of their Fees, mott of which Litts are /Ince with< 
drawn, or have been fuffer*d to decay, and become fo 
Ufelefs, that the Officers themfelves feeroed often doubt- 
ful what Fees to claim ; and mott of them relyM upon 
no better Evidence, than fome Information from their 
Predeceffors, or the Deputies of their PredeccflTors, that 
foch Fees had been demanded and received. 

Among 
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Among die various (Claims of thoFe, who now caljl 
themfelves Officers of the Court of Chancery^ none ap- 
pear'd more extraordinary to the Committee, than the 
Fee of the Secretary and Clerk of the Briefi, who, up- 
on Grants to enable Pcrfons to beg and collefil Almi, 
claim and frequently receive a Fee of 40, 50^ or 60/. 
. And the Regifter talces befidcs, 12 or 13 1., for ftamping 
and telling the Briefs) which Fees, with other "great 
Charges vt^n the Colkflion, devour three JParts in four 
of what is given for the Relief of Perfons teducM to 
extreme Poverty by Fire, or other Accidents. 

The Clerk of the Lunaticks and Ideots informed the 
Committee, that he had never (een any Account of his 
Fees 'till lately 5 he believes, not *lill a Lift of theni 
was order'd to be hid brforc thisHoufe ; tjiat lAv^Le'mis^ 
who had been Deputy in his Office for 34 Years, had 
conftantl/ refufed to fhew ^nyf Lift to Mr. Sennet his 
Predeceflbr ; and that he had no other Rule in the De- 
mand of his Fees, for three or four Years, but Receipts 
and loofe Papers, which he ^ownd in his, Office ; but 
that the Fpes which he took, appear to agree eza£lly 
with the Fees contain*d in the Lift, which he has fo 
lately difcovcirM. 

Such were the Accounts of Fees, which the Officers 
gave the Committee, who took into Confideration the 
great Difficulty they had even to difcover of what Offi- 
cers, Clerks, and Miniliers the Court of Chancery docs at 
prefent confiif, or in what Terms to defcribe their Offi- 
ces and Employments, fo as to make them difcover 
themfelves; and obferving how little able or willing: 
many Officers were> to give any Satisfactory Account of 
the Fees they claim and receive^ came to the' following 
Refolutions. •

That it is the Opinion of this Committee, That the 
1ong,Difufe of publick Enquiries into the Behaviour of 
the Officers, Clerks, and Miniflers of the Courts of Ju« 
nice, has been an Occaiion of the Increafe of unnecefTa- 
ry Officers, «nd given Encouragement t&the taki^ig ille« 
gal Fees.

That it Is the Opinion of this Committee, Th»t the 
Intereft which a great Number of Officers and Ckrks '

Theii* Capital was at firft limited to 30,000/, 
afterwards the Crown gave Licence to them >o increafo 
the fame to 106,000/. and again, in the Reign of his 
prefent Majefty, they received Licejice for a Capital of 
600,000/*, This Charter being grafted to the Corpora^ 
^on, they made Application to have the fame confirmed 
by Aa of Parliament in the laft Seffion 5 and a BUI fof 
that Purpofe paired the Houfe of Commons; but there 
^as fuch vigorous Oppofition made to it, that it was 
dropt in the JEJoufe of Lords. However, upon the Sup- 
port of the Royal Charter, the Corporation went on | 
HiiJ, on a fuddcn, about the Beginning of O&oker k(t, 
^^Q of the chief ^Officers difappc^r'd on the ftme D^ty, 
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namely, Heorgt RoHnfin, Efq^ their Cajfaire, and John 
Tkmffin^ the Warehoufe-keeper. This gava the Pro* 
prietors ^ very great Alarm ) and th^ State of the Cor* 

^loratioiCs AiFain, that allcrwardi appeared, gave them 
ut too much Realbn for it. Three General Courte 
wcit held OSfQ^cr 19, Nov. 18, and Dec. 21, in which a 
Committee waa appointed from among the chtef Pro- 
pHetora, to infpea the State of their Affairt. The Ro> 
port brought in by'the Committee dlfcloi^d a very caia^ 
ittitous Scene to the Perfone coneernM ; it being found^ 
that for a Capital of above 500^000 1, no EqukralenC 
- was found to the Value of 30,000 /• the Remainder ha- 
ving been difpofed of by Ways that no one was able to 
give Account of. The Particulars of this furprizing 
Affair are found in the following Repoit made by the 
Committee to the General Court.

The Account fianding ihus^ n»e heg Leave to make out 
Obfervattons, 
The Principal Money here charged,. as lent on Pledget, 
is 397,780/. \s.2\d. and the Intereft due thereupon it 
faid to be 44,730/. 13^. ^d. yet upon Infpcaing the 
Vouchers in your Caihier's OfRce on Laurence- Fountney 
Hill, we do not find Certificates and Receipts for above 
159,276/. iw. and a great Number of thefe Rccciptt, 
dated in or about April lafi, amounting to no Icfs than 
44,874 /, 10 s. were never fign'd by the Borrowers. It 
farther appears by your Ledgers, that a Sum of 5528/. 
•*5r. 3|.<i. aaually lent, has been repaid by the Bor- 
rowers^ 
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Towert. This therefore, with the faid 44,874/. 10 t. 
being dcduded fronf 159,276/. i f 1. reduces the Number 
jof Certificates fignM by the Warehoufe-keeper, to the 
Amount of 108,873 h,%t. Z\d. 

And even thefe we have Reafon to believe are many of 
them fi£^itious, fince there are no Goods found to anfwer 
them ; and the real Pled^ in the laid Office, for which 
there are Pledge-Numbers, as appears at prefent by com- 
paring the Books with the Inventory, amount only to 
the principal Sum of 11,747/. 185. ezdufive of a 
Pledge of Tobacco, and *fome others of Wines, lodged 
in Out-Warehoufes^ amounting to about as much more. 
We mud farther obferve to you, that in the Pledge- 
Ledger, the Loans are 5069/. iix. St^- ^^9 ^^^ 
what they are Hated to you in this Account.* This, 
we apprehend, muft have been done with Defign to fup- 
port the Dividend declared at Michaelmas laO, and there- 
by keep up the Price of Shares, 'till the Accomplices in- 
thefe Tranfa6lions Hiould havjefold out their Properties. 

The next conliderable Article in yoUr Account, is 
fhatof 145,770/. 115. iii. for Notes and Bonds, and 
Intered due upon them, befldes 4000/. more in Bonds, 
advanced to George Robinfon the .9th of Ocloher. And 
here we beg Leave t» lay before you one of thofe perni- 
cious Practices, that has greathy contributed towards 
the Ruin of the Corporation % and that \s^ the ijjuing cf 
fie*m Notes upan th$ Renenaal of old Fledges, In this the 
Fraud has been but too evident ; for when the old 
Votes became due, which the ,Caihier was not able te 
difcharge, the fictitious Pledgers, and perhaps fome 
real ones, went to his Office, and paid off what was 
due for Intereft and Charges f , at the fame Time renew-

Yonr Cafli-Bookf do not feem for fome Yean, if ever, 
to have been duly examined or compared with tht 
Voucherf ; which, in common Jnftice, ought to have 
been done at leall aa often as any Dividends were to be 
declared y finoe otherwife fuch Dividends mnfl be made 
without any real Foundation. By this unpardonable 
Negled, Room was left for all ibrts of Vilhny ; Figures 
night be alterM ; Figures might be added ; and we have 
difcovered Entries adually made of coniiderable Sums at 
lent, for which no Pledges were ever depofited ; for when, 
purfuantto the Dates of fuch Entries, we have demanded 
Certificates and Receipts as Vouchers, either none at all, 
or very infufficient (not iign'd) ones luve been produced. 

Your Pledge- Journals are in the fame G>ndition ; for 
befides that, none of thofe, which after the moft dili- 
gent Search have come to our Hands, are later than the 
Year 1729, fo thefe contain an Account of vaft Suma 
lent, for which no Pledges are fpeciited. 

Some Pcrfons, who appear in your Books to be ver/ 
large Borrowers, have declared they arc wholly ignorant 
of any Money received, or Pledges depoHted by them^;

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Francis Thompfon^ John Thompfon^ Thomas Thomffon^ George 
Rohinfon^ Thomas Hodgson^ Thomas Leafe^ Natkamtl 
Lovell, David Avery^ Thomas Jones^ Jamts Graham^ and 
George Croohjhanks^ one half of them Perfons belonging to 
the Corporation, and mod of the reft wholly unknown, are 
the Borrower* of no Icfs, in Principal and Intereft, than 
^S/y^S^L .5*. 6d. We cannot ^therefore queftion but 
^our Loft, 4ipon fiflitious Pledges, muft be extremely

In the late Warehoufc-k^eper (Thompfon*i) Office, we 
iound a Cheque-Book, wjth blank Bills of Sale, Dei^ 
feazanccs, and Receipts, ilgn'd by Francis Thompfon^ a 
Servant to Meffieurs WboUey and Warren^ fome in his 
own, and fome in the Name of his Mafters ; by the 
filling up of thefe, and the making out of falfe Certi* 
£cates, it was continually in the Warehoufe-keeper*s 
Power to draw from your Cafhier what Sums he pleafed. 
And doubtlefs, this has been one of the principal Mc« 
thods, whereby your Capital has been embezzled. 

Nor have thefe pernicious Praj^ices been only carried 
on of late : No, they feem to have been the Work o£ 
fome Years ; fince, notwithflanding the Pretence of 
great Dealings, yet have Faikney and heafe^ two of 
Thompfon'B Clerks, fworn, that during the three Years 
they fervcd in his Office, they never faw or heard of 
any confiderable Pledge made, or lodged in any Out*

Ing ctery Thins ^ tHclr own Difcrcftion. Had tbcy, 
Itethcy ougbtto have done, in common JuRice to the 
proprietors, and in Difcharge of the Tnift they had ac- 
jcepted, eithei from Time to Time infpeCted your Books, 
or examined your^Warehoufes ; nay, had they not moft 
unwarrgntably tatenaway thofe prudent Chccques upon 
your OIBcers, which, upon the firft Outfet of the Com^ 
pany, in the Year 1726, were wifely inftituted, thefe 
palpable Frauds and Abufts could not have been com- 
mittrd. 

Of thtffe we fliall lay before you fome remarkable 
Inilances. The ^jji of March 1726, your Committee 
appointed, that the Cafhier, every Tuefday^ ihoUld give 
}n a weekly Account of all the Ca(k received and iffued, 
and produce the Ballance then in his Hands : This wa« 
declarM a Standing Order ; yet was never duly * db« 
fcrv'd. On the 6th of May 1726, a Surveyor was ap- 
pointed to infpc€t the Warehouses, and give in a weekly 
Report to the Committee of all the Pled^s tiiens, 
with his Obfervations upon them : In the Septemhfr 
following this necelfary Officer was laid a/|de. As a 
further Controul upon the Warehoufe-keeper, theCaihiev 
Jir(t, arui tlf^n the Accomptant, kept a diftina Key from 
him oir the Warehoufej ; but by an Order of the 13th 
o£ May 1726, upon Thorn ffanU own Motion, thefe Keyf 
-were taken away from the Accomptant, and it was di* 
reaed, that they fhould be left with Lovell the Me(^ 
fenger. ' Yet even this Shadow of a Checque was never 
put in Execution, but all the Keys remained in Thomp^ 
fin^s own Hands, 'till the Day of his Departure. By 
an Order of Jitne the 28th, 1726, the Accomptant was 
requir'd to lay before the Committee, every Week, an 
Account of all Pledges that became forfeited : This too 
■was never complied withal. The 29th of Ju^y 1726,' 
it was ordered, that the Accomptant or Cafhier ihouM 
give in a weekly Account to the Regifler, of all No^ei 
liTucd on Pledges, with their Numbers, Sums, and 
I>i^es ; fo that here was a proper Officer appointed for 
regiflring Notes, yet dq we not find that,' in Reality, 
there ever was fuch an Officer, or AicH an Account 
given ii^, as is here prefcribed. On the i rth of Afri!^ 
1727, it was appointed, that an Account of all Pledges 
^ade to the Corporation, fliould be entred in a Book, 
p be laid upon the Table, as often as the Committee 
fTf Ajxompts, or the Gentlef^ioa of the I^ty, who .at« 

tpnde^ 
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tended in the Hoa^ ihould meet ; and that the Datet 
of the Times, when each Pledge wai taken in, and the 
Fidce where it was depofited; as alfo of the Redemfftion 
«r Renewal of the fame, ihonld be fet forth in that 
Account. This important Order was no more regarded 
than the fovfgoing. And. the fame Fate attended kno* 
ther Refolution of the 26th oiStftmber 1727, whereby 
it was • ftriaiy enjoined, that tttry Certificate ihould 
fpecify, where every reflpcfilive Pledge was lodged. 
* Had thefe. juft, thefe necefiary Checques been obftnred, 
had not fome of them (by exprefsQrder) been taken away^ 
dnd all of them rendred ineffectual, by a Negleft fo 
grofs, as carries in it the ftrongeft Sufpicion of fame* 
thing worfe, your Affairs- could never have been reduced 
to the unhappy Situation they are now in. 

But left this Report ihould fwell to a Bulk too large, 
we btfg Leave to add only in geiteral, that we have 
Iktade many more Obfervations upon the Methodf, 
whereby thefe Frauds hiive been carried on ; and that 
we are Mafters of many other Fa€ts by which we can 
A<it only fupport what has been here advanced, but 
alfo much more, in proper Time and Place. 

After havihg thus laid before you the Condua of 
others, it may he neceifary to give you fome Account 
^ our own. For, though Enquiries of the hfature of 
thofe, which we have already given you a Detail of^ 
are both very tedious and expenfive, yet we have not 
befiow'd all our Time on them ; No, we have likewife 
attended'to other Matters as neceifary to the Welfare of 
the Corporation. We have advifed and alfifled in ma* 
king Inventories, before a Notary Publick, of all the 
Pledges or EfFefts found within or without Doors, as 
well as of all the Books and Papers in the refpeaivt 
Ofiices, examining and comparing them with olch other, 
Ab far as our Time would jpermit, and then fecuring 
them from further Imbe^^lement. We have attended 
• ourfelves, |^d appointed fuch Clerks and Oilicers as we 
could confide in, to attend with us upon the Com- 
miflioners of Bankrupt, and other neceifary Services of 
the Corporation. We haveufed our bed Endeavours to 
lecure all Effects belonging to the Bankrupts, Rohlnfan 
and Thmffon^ and for that Purpofe have advifed the fend* 
Ing down a Comraiifion to examine the Relations of. the 
latter in Scotland : We have alfo taken other proper 
Meafures to difcover and fei2e his Effects in foreigi^ 
Jp4rtf. Wc l^e cts^nSm^y «ttcnd?4 at the Office in 

fJ^^cq^ijinj 
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t:hecquing of Notes, in order to diflij|guifli thofe which 
have beenfrauduleiitiy ifliied or negotiated, from thofe 
ibr which a valuable ConAde ration has bipen paid ; the 
Knowledge of which, we hope, will coniiderably ieffen 
the Debts of the Corporation. We b«ve examined the 
Security Bonds of all fuch Officers as w< have Reafon 
(o belie v.e have been giuilty of a Breach of their Truft, 
j(.nd have advifed that they may be iihmediatelv fued. 
We have taken particular Care that . your E£fe£ts ftill 
remaining Ihould be preferv'd and appraised by intelii* 
gent Perfonsin, order, for a Sale. We have attended daily 
9t the Board, according to your Appointment, in order 
to give the Directors our Advice and Aififlance upon 
all Emergencies, This hts been the Work of our Morn- 
ings, whild our Evenings have been employed for fome 
Time, in attending the Commi/fioners of Bankrupt againft 
Thomffin and Robtnfon^ often, even till Midnight 5 and 
In confulting the ^ropereft Meafures that might be 
taken for the Bencnt of the Corporation. Upon this 
fiead. we (hall only further take Notice, That, belides 
o^jr Lofs of Time (almoft to a total Negleft of private 
Affairs) we have defrayed our own Charges, and carriH 
on all'thefe Affairs, excepting what relates to the Com- 
, mi/fions of Bankrupt, at our own Expence. 

We farther beg Leave to acquaint you with lome 
Particulars relating to Mr. Rohinfott\yoixv late Banker's, 
Behaviour. Your Infpe^ors were always, of Opinion,, 
that the fupcrfcding the Statute of Bankrupt againft 
him was the mod effe£tual Method of difling any Dif- 
coveries he might have made : Yet, when he volun- 
tarily came in, they defirM the Commiffioners to fuf- 
pend all Proceedings againft him, and defer the Ap'^ 
pointmcnt ofAflignecs till the 17th of Decemh^ ^ byi 
which Time he had undertaken to give in his Accompts, 
to fubmit freely to be examined upon Oath before 
the Commiffioners, and to give ail fuch further "Satis- 
fafilion to your Coi^imittce, as could be cxffSted, from 
himi. On the other Hand, we gave him tne ftrongeil 
AiTurances, that, if this was done fairly, he ihould meet 
with the utmoft Indulgence, and his Affairs ihould be 
made eafy to hirta, in Proportion to the Benefit the 
Corporation might reap from his Difcoveries. But, 
Upon the Day fixM for receiving his Accompts and 
Propofals, inflead of attending either on the Committee, 
or on the Commiflioners of Brankrupt, Mr. Goqftry 
(.l^i§ Attorney) inform'd them, that Mr, Rohinfon hadj 

^ ' t^ioughj 
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^ thought fit once more to abfcnt himfelf from the King- 
Tiom. From whence it may be cafily conjeftured, hovr , 
great a Preju'dice the Company maft have received, 5/ ■ 
fuperfcding the Statute taken out againft him. . ' 

In fine, we muft affure you, that as nothing in our 
Power ha3 been neglcfited, which might be for your In- 
tpreft and Advantage ; fo we are extremely forry to teir 
you, that, in the bad Circumftance* to which your 
Affairs are brought, you can expc6t no Relief, no Re- 
drefs for your paft Wrongs, no Security for your re- 
maining Properties, but by a fteady and unanimous 
Purfuit of thofe, who have fo manifeflly abufcd your 
Confidence. 

N. B.'No Notice is taken of the reft of the Account, 
nor of the Houfe in Spring-Garden^ at tl&is Time, 

In Purfuancc of this Report, the Corporation agreed 
to petition the Houfe of Commons for Redrefs, whi^ 
iiras accordingly done on the third of February. The 
Petition was favourably received, and a Committee ap- 
pointed to enquire into the State of the Corporation. 
Upon hearing the Report made by the Committee, 
Sir Robert Sutton and Sir Archibald Grant^ Members of 
of the Houfe, were expellM ; and a Bill was brought 
into the Houfe of Commons, which afterwards pafTed 
into an A€t, to reflrain Sir Robert Sutton^ Sir Archibald 
Grant, Dennis Bond^ znA William Burroughs, Efqrs. Mr. 
Gtorge 'Jaclnfon, Mr. Benjamin Robin/on, Richard Wbolley^ 
and Thomas Warren (who had been found Delinquent in 
this Affair by Refolutions of the Houfe) from going out 
of the Kingdom, or alienating their Effe6l8 % and to 
crbiige William Squire (who was withdrawn) to furrendec 
himfelf. 

While this Bill was going through the Houfe of 
Commons, on the loth of May, a Letter was delxver'4 
to them, written by Signor John Angela Belloni, an emi- 

'' jient Banker Sit Rome, and directed to the Committee ap- 
pointed to confidcr the Petition of the Charitable Cor- 
poration, or in their Abfence to Sir Robert Sutton, Sir 
' JohnShadn»ell, Walter Molefworth, Efq; Dr. John Mow 

' bray, or any one of them 5 which Gentlemen were ver/ 
deeply interefted in the Affairs of that Corporation ; 
Igiving an Account that John Thompfon was arreted at 
Rome, and Books, and Papers of his were feized, and 
kimfelf confined in the Cadle St. Angela there. Upon . 
this, that Committee which had left Sitting fome Time 

before. 
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before, was revived, tnd die Letter communicated t* 
them ; but wu brousfct aciin by tbem liefore tfae 
Mouttj aa being tbought by the Committee of too dark 
and dang^ouf a Nature for tbem to give their Opinion 
about it. Upon thia, the Letter being tranflated by & 
Committee oi their own Members, the whole Hovlh 
tmtk it into Confidemtion ; but it being diere looked oa 
as 'an Artifice of the Enemiea to the Government, caiot* 
lated to infinuate a £ivourable Opinion of die Pietcn- 
der*a Psrty, under a Pretext of great Zeal for Jufiice and 
ASeSiion for the Enil/fi Nation, the fame was rejedcd 
with great Ind^atioh ; and the two Houies concurred 
in an Order that the lame fhould be publickly burnt 
by the Hands of the common Hangman on th^ 26th of 
that Inftant, at the RoyalE^chan^e^ which was accord* 
sngly done. 

The Letter it felf is here inferf ed in Frenck^ the Lan-. 
ullage it was written in, with a very literal Tranflatioa 
publilhM in the Paper calPd, The Free Britan ; to which 
we (hall add ThompforCg Propofais therein mentioned, 
with the Refolution of the Houfe of Commons upon 
the whole.

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2. Bcomfe the fettled Sutc of A&irs at borne, and 
die fi^eat Duty and AiEeaion hia Majefly'a SubjeQaluve 
4ewn to him upon all Occafiona , Ihould, in oar Opi« 
nion, be a lull Anfwer to all Argumenta that can be 
drawn to jv^ify the keeping up £6 (rcat a Nomber of 
Troops, from any Appreheniiona of a Pretender to the 
Throne. For, if the prefent Cijcumftances of this Nation 
be compared with the Situation of Affairs after the Tre^- 
Hy of Kyfwuk, or that of Utrecht^ thcfe Kingdoms will 
lie fottnd infinitely more fecure in that Particular. In 
the firft Period of Time, the late King James was living, 
who had an Irifi Army in his Pay" in France 5 many of 
liis old Servants and Soldiers were, then alive, and a^ive 
in Er.giand and Scotland ; t potent Prince and Nation al- 
*ways Ihpporting him, and ready, at any Time, to ariji 
in his Caufe. Ai to the fecond Period of Time, the 
Pretender was Jn the Neighbourhood of France^ That 
^French King who had maintain'd him and his Family, 
was ilill living, and the Proteftant Succeffion had ndt 
then taken Place % ytt^ in both thefe Points of Tihie, 
faalf the Number of Troops allowed by the prefent Bill 
was not only thought; by Parliament, but, by Ezperi- 
J^pi^^ found fuficient for our Security : Hov little 
foundation then does there ieem to be for continuing 
fuch a Number of Forces at this Junfiture, when the 
Pretender has been long remov'd beyond the Alfs^ and 
« Prince on the Throne of France^ , who feems moi^e 
intent to make his own Dominions Qourifh by Tradi, 
'than, out of a reflief^ Ambition, to diflurb his Neigh- 
tours ? . 

SuStient Reafons may be drawn from the prefent 
3>lfp0lition of Affairs, in that Kihgdom, as well Us 
» thofe of Spain, to increate our Naval Force ; but none, 
in our Opinion, for maintaining fuch an Army at 
Land. The prefen^ Royal Family is now (God be 
prailcd) firmly ftated 6n the Throne, and nothing can 
fhake it but an Adminifiration which (hall venture to 
depart frpra the Principles on which the Aa of Scttl^' 
iticnt was founded. That Settlement was founded on 
Liberty, and, by the Nature of Things, muft be coaeval 
with Liberty. 

3. Becaufe it has hitherto been thought the Happi- 
jicfs of ouf Situation, as an Ifland, that 'we have not 
fcad the fame Occafion for a Number of Troops to de- 
fend us, as thofe on. the Continent. To prevent thcf 
]^roa^ of their Neighbours, they have been obli$<^d to 
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keep up Standing Armies, iwhich haire generally becn^ 
the Caltfe of the Lofs' of their Liberties, and always 
proved the fure Means of fixing their Chains upon 
Chem. 

• 4. Bccaufc we are fully convinced, that his Majeft/ 
^iil retgit the more firmly in the Hearts of all his Peo- 
ple, the more he places his Cbnfidence in them ; and 
we conceive it to be an Indignity to him,' to fuggeft, 
that he cannot now be fecure on the Throne, without 
the Aflifhince of a greater Handing Force, than even hit 
Royal Father was Contented with, in the^Time of lefs 
Tranquillity. Altho* it feem'd to be the Tendency of 
fome Argume;nt8 ufed againft the Queftion, yet we caa 
never be brought to believe that this Nation Is in Danger 
ofi being over-run by any foreign Force. Our Appre-* 
heniions are, that it can only be ruined and iniiaved' 
by a Standing Arniy at home ; and we are juftly jealous, 
iProm Experience pf former Times, that the Crown it 
€t\T, as well. as the Liberties of the People, majr be 
found, at length, to be at theii- Difpofal.

I. Becaufe the Officers employM in the CuHoms, in 
the Exclfe, in other Branches of the Revenues, and in 
other Pofls of the publick Service, arc already vaftly 
numerotis; they compofe, in Efie&l^, a fecond Standing 
Army, and arc, perhaps, in fome RefpeCts, more dait- 
gerous than that Body of Men properly fo called : The 
Influence which they have in Ele^ions of Members to 
fcrve in Parliament has been too often felt to be denied ; 
and we prefume, that Examples are not hard to find, 
-where the Military Forces have been withdrawn to 
create the Appearance of a free Election, and the llanrf- 
ing Civil Forces of this Kind have been fent to takfc' 
that Freedom away. Should we fuffeir this Evafion oh 
the Freedom of Eleftions to continue, much more to 
increafc, it will be eafy, in our Opinion, to demon- 
flratc, that one vital Principle of our prefcnt Conftttu- 
tion, and the Freedom of the Br/f//)^ Government muft 
be lofl, flnce the Houfe of Commons might, indeed, 
after iv^ards be a Reprefentative of an Admlniflration, 
or of one iinglc Minifler, but could nolohger be a true 
Reprefentative of the People. • We think ourfelves there- 
fore obli|^ed to oppofe the Growth of fo great an Evil, .

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upon every 0<!ca/ion ; and we apprehend, that cvfery 
fuch Increafe of Officers of the Revenue as this Bill 
imports, is, flrlftJy, fuch an Occafion, and therefore wc 
think the Innru£tion (hould have been agreed to, that 
we might not add to that Evil, which, we conceive, is 
already too^reat. 

2. Becaufe the very Inflitution of Parliaments, at 
Icaft, from the Time when they began to be compofed 
and held in the Manner, and for all the Purpofes, they 
how are, the principal Aim of the Enemies of publick 
Liberty has been io enable the Crown to govern with- 
out them, oi* to corrupt their Members, or to deftroy 
the Freedom of their Elections. From the fame Time 
we may date the conftant Care; which has been taken, 
by the Fricnda of publick Lil^erty, to ward off thofe 
feveral Dangers : And Che Laws which appear in our 
Statute Books, for regulating Elections for Members to 
ferve in Parliament,' as well as the Qualifications of 
the Electors and the Ele£ted, arre Handing Monuments 
which ihew how early thofe Dangers began ; and the. 
Oppoiition to them began as early. The Form of our 
Government, as it has been fettled Hnce the Revo- 
lution, leaves us no longer Ropm to apprehend the 
fird of the Attempts mentioned. The Wifdom of this 
Houfe has feemM, by rejecting the Penfion Bill three 
Times ibcceffively, to think the Laws already in 
Force fufficient to prevent the fecond ; but the third 
muft^ in our Opinion, be looked upon to be a grow- 
ing Danger, and to require extream Watchful neHi 
agai;iCl the Confequences of it, as long as the many 
heavy Taxes, and the prefent Management of the pub* 
lick Revenues, keep up, in all Parts of the Nation, 
Aicb an exorbitant. Number of Receivers^ Supervi- 
forSf Colle£|ors, and other Tax-gatherers, who are 
maintained by the People, but are folely directed by 
thcTreafury.^ The State of Property, and the Nature 
bf tenures antiently, the real, as well as the pretended 
Prerogative, in Times more modern, gave to theCrown, 
among other Influences, a very great one in Election of 
Members to ferve in Parliament. Thanks be to God, 
and to the Virtue of our Fore-fathers, this State of 
Property is altered^ thefe Tenures are abolt/hed, and thefe 
Prerogatives are either taken away or limited, defined 
or fixed, by Law s there will remain, therefore, no 
Means of deftroy tng the Freedom of Elections, except 
tjigfc of Corruption, which, we hope, may be rendered 
' R 2 incffeaudl 
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ipcffeaual by ^hc Laur to which this Houfe conrcntei 
two Seflions a^o, and to tV\c entirt Satisfaaion of the 
whole Nation, unlcfs the Dangers w« apprehend ihould 
arife by eftablilhing fuch Augmentationis of the Number 
of Officers employed in the Revenue, without Reliriai- 
Qiis to prevent them from being returning Officers, or 
-voting, or influencing any Ele^or to vote in future 
Elcftions, , 

1. Becaufe we apprehend, that if fuch Augmenta- 
tions, without the afqrcfaid Caution, are fuffered to be 
^adc, greater Danger will arife from this new Influ- 
ence, to the Freedom of Elcalonf, and, by Confequence, 
to the Conftitution of our Government, ths^n ever did 
arifc when Prerogative was parried to the utmoft 
Height 5. and the lafluence of the Crown was the moft 
fe'vereJy ftlt and complained of. We apprehend, that 
thii exorbitant Number of Officers ipay, one Time or 
other, effca the Dettruftion of thofc Liberties, for the 
Prcfervation of which ihe Taxes were given, which 
thefe Officers are employed to collca.^ We apprehend^ 
that, by CQpftnting to the Increafe of tliefc Officerf^ 
without Reftriftion, we (hall contribute to fuch an In- 
fluence as may prove more fatal to Liberty than thofe 
which were formerly acquired; becaufe ft will be the 
Effea oif a Parliamentary Eflablifhmcnt, and will make 
Its Way the more furcly, by making Jt indircajy, fcr 
petly, apd iilentiy.

I. Bectufe i1ii« Tax hath been found, by long Esrpe* 
rience, to be moft grievous to the ^iibje^t 5 for which 
Reafon the Parliament, upon the Recommendation, of 
his Majefty from the Throne, cbofe to repeal this, as 
the moft oppreffive Part of the Sinking Fund, for the 
Eafe and Relief of the Subjcft. It may therefore ftem 
very extraordinary, that in fo fliort a Time, before the 
People have received much Benefit from it, in a Time 
of Peace, and without any Neceffity (that appearg to us) 
an(jl when the Supply might be raifed with lefs Charge 
dnd Inconvenience within the Year, we fliould have Re? * 
courfe to a Tax too odious and opprelTive to be continued, 
even for the Payment of the National D^bt. 

> 2, Becaufe we have Reafon to believe the Parliament 
would not have cut off fUch a Branch of the Sinking 
Fund (which ha^ been efleemed fo facred and necelfary) 
if it couJd have been thought, that it could ever have 
))een applied to any other Ufe ; and it may give Caufb 
to apprehend, that the reft of the Sinking Fund may, 
by the fame Means, and to the fame Purpofes, be 
occafionally diminifhcd, *n!l it Is too low to fatisfy, 
the publick Creditors, and difcharge the^immenfb Debtii 
of the Nation ; which Opinion (if it (hould once pre- 
vail) would cffe6lually deitroy the Publick Credit, an^ 
involve the K-ing and Kingdom in inextricable Dif« 
<iculties. 

3. Becaufe this Tax, inflead of beirfg applied to thfe 
Payment of our Debts, occafions the Increafe of them ; 
«nd, inftcad of ralfing the Supply within the Year, 
which is always moft eligible, even in Time of War, if 
it can be done, and which Method (if it had been taken 
at drft and purfued) had left the Nation free and unin-

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4. Becaufe it is liable to Frauds and great Dedu€tionff, 
vhich make the real Produce into the Exchequer litfje, 
though it raifea. much uppn the People, and is a great 
Difcouragement to the Fiihery, a Burthen, upon the 
Trade and Navigation of fhe Kingdom. . 

5. Bfcaufe it is not only a great Burthen to the Land 
Edates, particularly to the Grazing Farms, but even a 
Prahibition to all Improvements of Land in thofe Parts 
where it is ufcd,in Manure. 

6. Becaufe as this Excife is propofed without any 
apparent Neceifity or Convenience to the Publick, or 
tny real Advantage (as is fuggeded) to the landed In« 
tcreil, it nuift neceffariiy create a Jealoufy in the Peo- 
ple, that it is a Step and Introduction to a moreXieneral 
one ; ihan which nothing can be more odious and 
dreaded, but a Standing Army ! that mud neceflarily 
attend the Execution of it. 

7. Becaufe Scotland being charged only with one Shil* 
Jing fer Bufliel on Salt, which is not a third Part of 
the Duty, introduceth an Inequality iri Trade, contra^ 
ry to that which feems eRabliHied by the Articles of the 
Union, and tends to the keeping up individious Di- 
Hindlions between the two Parts of the united King* 
dom : It may juAly be doubted if the Exen^ption from 
this Duty, at the Time of the Union, is a fufficient 
Heafon for the like now, lince the Duty was appropri- 
ated to the Debts of England contracted before, and is 
jiow revived foi;the current Service of this Year : Yet, 
under the Appearance of Favour, the People of Scotland 
will, at leaft, pay, in three Years, the full Sum of 
24672/. for the faving the one Shilling in the Land- 
Tax in the current Year, amounting to lefs than iiooo/.

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9. Becaufe ^\i Taxes which require a Multitude of 
OAceiy to be employed in collecting them, and which 
gives thereby an Occafion and I^retencc to quarter a 
Number of ufelefs Subjects on the Labour and Induflr/ 
of otheri, become fo chargeable' and opprefEve, that 
they are hardly borne ill the raoft arbitrary Govern- 
ments, und that they feera repugnan^ to the very Na- 
ture of a Qovernment conftituted like^ours. The folc 
Expence of levying this Tax added to the Intercft which 
znuil be paid for Loans made on the Credit of it^ 
"Will appear, on a fair Calculation, fufiicient to dif-* 
charge, in acompctent Number of Years, the Principal 
and Intereft of the whole Sum for which the Supply it 
given. In pojnt of good HusbandTry, therefore, we ' 
think that a Tax of this Nature fliould be rejected in any 
Country where Eeafon i* not fubducd by Force, and 
vfhcre private Will has not been yet received for Lanff', 
But in a limited Monarchy, like Mb of Great Britain^ 
where the Powers of the Constitution are divided and 
balanced, and yet the whole executive Power is intrud- 
ed to the Prince, we apprehend, that thefe frequent 
and great Augmentations of the Number of Officers ap- 
pointed, directed and paid by the Atithority of the 
Crbwn,\ though employed in coUfefiting and managing 
Revenues, which are no Part of the Revenue of the 
Crown, ought to be cfteeroed dangerous to publick Li- 
b^ty, and for that fuperior Rcafon, to bc.ctcrnali/ 
avoided.

their Commodities to fbrelgn Marked, without firft 
Introducing them Into any or the Portf of Fr$nfi % and 
from the Lowneft of their Dutict, And being upder iio 
KeccCty of double Voyages, they can affiyrd^ to under- 
liell US : And likewife by the pernicious Tmde that is 
carried on irom bnUmi^ and yoar Ma)efiy*s Northern 
Colonies to the fremh Sugar lUands. 

It is well known, that Sugar and other Comlmoditfes 
produced in the Sirinck and Dutch Cotoniet, are fre- 
quently impofted into JM4fi4, wUhou^t iotroducipg 
them into the Ports of Grtat Britain^ and paying tl|e 
puties, as your Majeliy's SubjeQs of your Sugar Colo* 
nicA are obllg^'d to do$ and con(\;qu<?ntly thofi? Po* 
rcigners are fupplyM with Provilioos ft eaSer Rates 
than we ; and we are in a Manner depri vM of a very 
conndeiable Market in that Part of your Majefi>*s Do- 
minions. 

Your Majefty*s Northern Colonies import into thiv 
Ifland great Quantities of Provifions, and other Goods, 
for which they take no Part of our Produce in Ex- 
change (a foMl} Quantity of MololTes excepted) but are 
paid in Bullion, which they carry to Hiffanhla^ and 
buy Sugar, Rum, and MoloiTes for their own Ufe: 
. 7his Trade is not only unequd and injurious to uo, 
but prejudicial even to therafelves, and highly fo to 
pur Mother Country, and drains us of fo much BuJi ion 
in favour of France^ wl^icl^ o|herwife mi^ft have center'4 
In <^reat Bfitair\. 
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Wc futthcr beg L«avc to obfer ve to your Majefty, 
that Cocoa was formerly one of the principal Commo- 
ditiet of this Ifland, and a great Encouragement to the 
Settling it ; but that it ft now loft, which is in a 
great Meafure owing to the Reftridions and heavy 
Duties laid on it in Great Britain % and poffibly our 
Sugar, Rum, Ginger, and other Produce, may be at- 
tended with the fame ill Confequemces, if not timely 
remedy'd, 

' As Che indulirious Planters of this liland have lately 
Introduced Co£Pee, and begun to make Plantations there- 
of, wc humbly beg Leave to reprefent it ; ' and to ad- 
drefs.your Majefty for fome Encouragement, either by 
ft Bounty on Importation, or otherwife, that IVich Set' 
dements may be carried on with the greater Chearful- 
nefs. 

Vfe have already taken up too much of yqur Ma^ 
jeiiy^ Time and Patience in this Reprefentation ; but 
our Zeal for your Majefty^s Service in the Prefer vation 
of this Colony, and the natural Love we owe to our 
felves, knd to our G)untry, in which is our Ail, has 
encouraged us to lay thefe Particulars before your ]S4a- 
jefiy . We humbly fubmit them to your Royal Conli- 
deration, and hope for fuch Relief as in your Maje(iy*s 
great Wlfdom (hall be moft advifable ; that we, with 
the reft of your Majefty^s Subje^s, may enjoy the 
BlelTirrgs of a Reign fo Glorious in itfeif, and fo capable 
of making us, and our Pofterity, a Happy and Flourilh- 
irig People.

With Grief and Concern we have heard of the Mono- 
poly aimed at by the Sugar Colonics^ which, if ob- 
.tained, will, we conceive, tend to the Ruin of thi« 
Colony, and be pr4ju4icial to the Trade and Navigation 
of Great Britain. For 

There is imported yearly into, and confumed la 
this Colony, a very large Quantity of the Woollen Ma- 
nuf3i6ture of Great Britain^ for our Cloathing and Prc- 
ftrvation from the excefllivc Cold of ourWinteri ; and 
fo great is our Confumption of thbfe Commodities, that 
we have Reafon to believe the whole Sugar Colonies 
(excepting yamaica^ on account of the Spanijh Trade) 
dp not confume the like Quantity j and ihould we be 
difabled to pay for that Manufacture, we muft be reduced 
to Nakedncf5, or to make our own Cloathing. 

The Product of this, and the Neighbouring Colonies 
0f Ne^'Jerfey and Fenfilyania^ is Provifions, Horfes, 
and Lumber, which arc exported to the Britijk and 
Foreign Sugar Colonies, and in Exchange for them, are 
liad Monies, Rum, Sugars, Moloffes, Cocoa, Indigo, 
Cotton, Wooll, (3c. whereof the Rum and Moloffes are 
chiefly confumed in . this Colony, and the Monies and

confume, than the Rum, MoloiTea, and Sugar which 
we want to confume among ourfelver, feeing the Glut 
of our Produft, with them, muft greatly lower the 
Price thereof; and the great Demand of Rum and Mo- 
loflfes, mult vafily enhance the Price of them, and dif- 
j|ble us to pay for the Eritljh Manufactures we have 
already had and owe for, and to pay for any more | 
fiuft diminifh the Confumption of the Britijh Woollen

We implore your moft Sacred MajeSy, the Father o^ 
tU your Subjects, who has the Care. uul Profperity of 
all of them equally at Heart, and who will be far from 
countenancing any Eiideavours to make one Part of thjeoa 
the Slaves and Bondmen of another, (with whatever fpe^ 
clous Pretences it may be aimed at) to have Pity and 
and Compaifion upon us, your poor, but mod loyal 
i|nd dutiful Subjects of thefe Bread Colonies ; upon the 
Merchants of Grtat Britain^ to whom we are greatly in* 
debted'; upon them, and the many Tradefmen and Sea* 
men of Great Britain^ who get their Living by the ^ 
Britijh Trade with us; and |o grant us your mod graci* 
ous Proteftion againft, this Attempt, which in its Con* 
Ibquences^ would tend, we humbly conceive, to deprive 
them of their juH Debts and future Support, and to cut us 
off from being of any other Ufe to our Mother Country^

Ruih imported from our own Plantations, pays the 
fame Duty of 4 f . a Gallon, as French Brandy from 
J>unkirky Moiafifes Spirits pay about 12 2. a Gallon, 
if pure, and a further Duty of 5 s, if compounded : So 
that thefe high Duties prevent the Confumption of 
hritijh and Plantation Spirits, and promote that of 
FriwrA ^Brandy ; for there has been imported from jDtfw- 
Idrk into England^ no lefs than 5594 Tons, or iy(^o8,688 
' Gallons of Brandy within three Years , viz.. from 
Ckrjftmas 1728, to Shrijimas 1731. 

I (hall be very Ihort on my fecond Head, fo much 
liaving been wrote about it already^ and fhall only obr 
ferve, that the French purchafe from our Ndfethern Co- 
lonies, Horfes, Lumber, Provifions, Live Stock, and 
all Requifitcs for their Tlantations, with their Molaffes, 
a Commodity they had no Vend for till the Y«ar 171^ 
and it would mil be of little Ufe to them if the Britifii 
Subjects were prohibited from taking it cff their Hands. 
By this Trade the French have been enabled to encrealb 
their Plantations, to under-fell us in foreign^Markett, 
and to beat us out oPalmod all our Exports; for by 
the Cuftom-houfe Accounts it plainly appears, that we 
exported more Sugar for the firft feven Years after the 
Peace of Utrecht^ than any feven Years iince. We ex- 
ported from Chriflmas 1 7 1 2, to Ckriftmas 1 7 1 9, 1 20,620 
Hogiheads of Sugar (computing 1000 Weight to the 
Hogfhead) and we imported in the fame Ti^e but 
418,913 Hogfhcads. But we exported from Ckriftmas 
1723, to Ckriftmas 1730, no more than 165,633 Hog- 
iheads, although we then imported 584,545 Hogiheads: 
Nor had we exported fo much, but for the Earthquake 
at Martimco^ and the fevcre Drought in Hifpaniola^ ia 
. the Years 1726, 1727, and 1728. So that in the firft 
Ifcven Years after the Peace', we exported 14,937 Hog- 
flieads in the Whole, or 2 141 Hogfheads one Year with 
another, more than' in the lad itvtn Years \ and we 
impor^d lefs at that Time by 165,632 Hogiheads in 
the whole, or 23,661 Hogiheads a Year, than we have

A]Sr A.dvocate for the Sugar Colonies having 'puli&'d 
Klft Thoughts iconcerning' our Pitntatione,. witk 
Reiatioo to the Sugar Bill y«t depending in Pariitment^ 
put me allb upon communicating to the Publick fo^ic* 
thing further on the fame Silbje€i. 

As ibr the Legillature's giving Bpcouragcment to our 
Sugar lilands, I would be far from endeavouring to ob- 
fixiiB. it, or indeed any thing elfe that may tend to their 
Advantage, fb as it be net at the Ezpenc^ of a vad In* 
Jury to their Fellow Subjects on the Britifii Continent 
of America. 

But this Advocate feeiBf to be of fo bitter and invefe* 
rate a Spirit againft the Northern Colonies, that if lie 
fcan't have his unreafonable Purpofe brought about, and 
compafa the End fo earneiilly foUclted for, he would 
point out Ways and Methods for the Qovernmeht here, 
yet further to cramp our piefent Trade, and, in a Man* 
lie// to load us with Fetters and Shacides, as if the Lawa 
at pre&nt in being, (relating to Trade and Navigation) 
were very'infufficient to keep ua in Subjeaion : And to 
fuch a Degree is he tranfported with Prejudice, that he 
maltes a Propofition againfi the Trade of the Northern 
Coloniea, entirely foreign to the 'Sugar lilands, and 
which, if eiFe£ted, would not in the lead be beneficial 
to th^n. . But fucjh is the Nature and reftlefs Temper or 
fome, who, envying others Happinefs, would injure 
themielvea, rather than no^ ruin their Neighbours.

That I have fecn the faid Report, as well as this Gen- 
demui, in which the Lords of Trkdc fty, by Infomla- 
tion from the prefcnt Governor of the Maffachulbts Ray 
in Nenn Ejigland^ ' That the Cpuntry People, who ufisd 
^ to make moft of their Cloathing out of their own* 

* Wooll, don*t now make a Third Part of what they 
^ wear, ^nt are moflly cloathed with Britijk Manufac- 
^ tares : And their Lordihips do indeed intimate, 
^ (among other Thingp;) that by Information of a certain 
^ Pcrfon here, great Quantities of Hats made in that 

* Province, arc exported to S^mu and Fortugdlj and to 
^ our Weft-India laasds. 

But then, is it not poffible the Board of Trade might 
be mifinformM by this certain Perfon, as to this Parti* 
cular i (for it is very probable the Information was not 
upon Oath) as the Cafe happenMin a flagrant Inftance 
not long llnce, where a ceruin Gentleman was ezaminM . 
without being fwom. , Bat the Truth is, that on En- 
quire made of divers Gentlemen, who can^e lately from • 
Am» EttgUttd, there fcarce ever were any coniiderable 
C^antities of Hats (hipp'd off from thence, or very lit- 
tle (if any) other of their own Manufadurei, fuch as 
are made in Great Britain. And this, did I not give 
entire Credit to, J would be far from publifhing. 

This Advocate further fets forth, that it does appear 
. by Accounts laid before the Parliament, that more 
Goods have becnl exported to our Sugar^ Plantations in 
T 2 Years, from Great Britain, than were in that Time • 
to all our Northern Colonies. 

In Anfwer to which, let it be conlider^d, that great *^ 
Part of the Goods entcr'd out at the Cuftom-houfe for 
the Weft'lndies^ are carry*d to the Northern Colonies, 
and fome ufed in the Guinea Trade, which yet are added^ 
to fwell the Account of the Exports to tlie Sugar lAands, 
for it is impoi&ble in the Nature df the Thing, to fup- 
pofe, that all the Qpods faid to be fhippM off to our 
Sugar Plantations, can be confumed there, which Goods • 
very much con/id in India and other foreign Commodi- 
ties, as Silk, Linnent, and thin light Cloathing, fuita- 
|)|e for hot Countries ; whenas, if ye look into thofe 
y^y (ame Accounts h? mentions, we fhall find, that in 
-. .the 
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the faid 12 Years, there wat exported in Britijh Manu« 
faaurc* to the Northern Colonlef,the Value of 3,476,697 !• 
141. And for the fami Time to the Sugar Colonics in 
the liice Manufactures, ho more than the' Value of 
^,263,3961. 15 s. which ii tnore of the faid Manu« 
afitttres to the Northern Colonies by 213,300/. 191. 
than to all the Britijh Sugar Iflands put together. ' 

It muft alfo be coniider'd,, that fdr 16 or 17 Yean 
paft, the Trade to the Northern Colonies is vaftly im- 
provM, and keeps Oil 1 increaTing, as for Inflance, ia 
the Year 1716, the Total amount of Goods exported ^o 
Ne'Vti England only^ was but 121,156/. 191, lod. And 
in the Year 1726, there was exported 201,882 /. 9 f. 5 d. 
and we may juHly conclude, if we had but a further 
Account from the Cuftom-houfe, it would appear, the 
Exports thither now, are very confiderably larger thaa 
in 1726. 

An Accident has happened iince our lafl, which, tho* 
relating to a Pcrfon of very mean Figure of Life, wa* 
attended with fuch furprizing Circuradahces as defervea 
to be ri;corded in this our Regijier. 

Qn Tuefday the i8th of April^ one Richard Smithy t 
Bookbinder, and Prifoner for Debt within the Liberties 
of the King's Bench, and Bridget his Wife, were found 
dead in their Houfe in Blaciman Street^ Southtjoark, about 
Eight o'clock in the Morning, hanging near their Bed,

Pidol by the Man, and a Cafe Knife by the Woman $ 
and in another Room their little Child about two Yean 
old, was found in a Cradle, (hot thro' the Head.

for our Living as bUr Neighbours, altho* not attended 
with the fame Succbft. We apprehend, the taking our 
Child's Life away, to be a Circumliance for which we 
(hall be generally condcmn'd ; but for our own Parts, we 
ire perfe^ly eafy upon that Head. We are fatisfy'd it 
Is lefs Cruelty to take the Child with us, even fuppo*

Conilnuathn of the Diffute ^etvteen the Kini and the Par ^^ 
Hament of Pari*. 

OM the ^3tli of Atrily the Parliament of ParU^ by 
Ordetf, waited Upon their Monarch at VerfaWes, 
at >;trhich Time they received his Majefty*s abfolutc 
Commands not to meddle in any EccJenadical Affairs, 
en tain of.Dirobedicnce, On the 12th of M<iy, the 
Chambers of the Parliainent m^t again, purfuant to the 
King's Order, and th*n again they were forbid in his 
Majcfty'S Name, to take Cognizance of any Ecclc/iafticai . 
Affair. Hereupon great Debates arofe, and many hard 
tVords wtre beflo^M by fcveral Members upon the firft 
trcfident, for his (hewing more Compl^ifance to tiie 
Court Orders than they thought was confident with the 
Dignity of their Body. . The famous Abbot Pucelle 
fpoke an Hour and half, and his Difcourfe was fo mo- 
. ving and pathetick, that it drew Tears from moft of the 
Audience. He told them^ among other Things, that 
tit would willingly lofe his Head in Support of the 
Honour and Prerogatives of that illuflrious Body. At 
laft the Parliament in a Manner unanimoufly declared 
^to the firft Prefident, that they would adjourn all their 
Courts,, and go on with no Buflnefs, 'till they had, well 
confide'rM every Thing, and come to a Refblution, for 
which End they woufd meet again next Day ; which 
they did accordingly about Five in the Morning, and 
rcfolved to addrefs the King^ either to indulge them the 
Enjoyment of all the Rights and Privileges with which 
the Parliament of Paris had always been honour'd, and 
particularly the Cognizance of Appeals and Writs of 
ErroV, it being an effential Part of the Laws of France^ 
■which they could not in Confclence give up ; or if his 
Majefly fhould n6t think fit to continue this Favour to 
them, they befeeched him to difpenfe with their pro- 
ceeding in any other Bufinefs relating to their Courts. 
While they we^e forming thefe Refolutions, the King's 
Advocate and Solicitor- General came in and acquninted 
them, thatf they had received a Letter from the King^ 
commanding them to return to Compeign with the Depu- 
ties of the Parliament, to receive his Majcftv^s Orders.

Refolutiona which were contrary to the Welfare of

fccr^lions. The Clergy paying no Regard to this Arret, 
the Parliament ma^e a iecond, the Purport whereof' 
was. That unlefa tl^c Clergy obcyM, and conformed 
thcmfpUca to their firft Arret, they (houU be obligc4 
to proceed againft ihcm in an extraqr4ii^ary Manner,' 
JHercupbn the Clergy applyM themftlvcs to the King, 
VFho gave 4 favqurable Ear to thfir Complaints, and 
fo/biU the Parliament to take C<*gni|;ancc of that Affair ; 
But tbc Parliament diaaifd to th^^ Firft Preftdent de 
yerdun^ thif Refolqtion : It fliall be; reprefcntcd to the 
King, *• That in Regar^ tjie Jntcrefls of his Rcligion. 
^ the Safety of his Perfon and of his Statis are concern'd 
^ herein, hi|> Majefty will be pjeafed not to attribute i^ 
^ to any DiP^beiUence in them, if the Parliament can't 
i comply with art/. Evpf^tion, or Probibition whipl^ 
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^ may be made them not to tajke Cognizance thereof; of 

* which RemonAruice the Chancellor ihall procure the 
*. King's Approbation, according to the Examples of his 
« Predeceffors inthatOfecc, who were not afraid of in* 

* curring the King's DJfplcafure, to do him ttfeful 

* Service in Affairs of fo great Importance' : For which 
ihty were afterwards commended by his Majefty, (Jr. 

When the Peputies of the Parliament were upon 
their Return from pompieipe to F^rh^ the Abbot Fuceile 
'T.cce\v*d a Lettre d€ cachti^ by which he was baniihed 
to the Abbey oiCorhk in the l^ivfrwis ; and the fame 
Kight Moniieur Titon^ Counfellor of the Chamber dis 
finqueteSj who was the P^yfon that prefented to the Par* 
Hatnent in their faid AiTembly of the 13th, the ExtraCt 
^bove-pentioned, was taken out of his Bed, and carried 
Iprifoner to the Cafllc of Vincennes^ but' that being too 
^icar Farhj he was foon after removed to the Tower of 
Hant near iJvyon in Ftcardie. 

Upon the i6th the Parliament was again alTembled^ 
^hen the firft Preltdent gave them a full Account of 
what had happened at Cmftegne^ and of the Exile of the 
Abbot FuceUe^ and the Imprifonment of Moniieur Titon* 
^hen he acquainted them with the Steps that were 
taken in the 4^ear 171 8, tp obtain the Liberty of 
MefHeurs feydeaux and Blamont^ to the End .that the 
fame Means might be ufed in Behalf Bf MeiHeurs Fucelie 
apd ri7o;2; but all the Pre/^ents and Counfellors ik 
the Chambers des Enquetes apd Requetes went away 
witfiout fi^ying one Word, and thofe of the Great Cham- 
ber brqke up a few Minutes after, whereby all Bu^ineftr 
Uras put to a Stand. 

The Court being informM of this, the Chancellor 
wrpte the followifig Letter ^o the Firft Preddent • oit 
the 19th, v/z*. 

TH E King could not help being greatly furprized^ 
when he heard, Sir^ that all the Officers of the 
Chambers des Enquetes and Requetes had entirely quitted 
the Exercife of their Fun£tions ever iince Friday laft \ 
Slid his Majedy cannot comprehend why the Great 
Chamber itfelf, which in former Times was always fa- 
inous for their Firmncfs in afiling up to every Punctilio 
pf Duty^ do net meet and hold thc;r ufual Sittings. 

I cannot, in (hort, diflcmble to you, 5;r, that his . 
Majedy expels from your Zeal, that you appear this 
l^orning ii^ the Qrej^t CJhapibcr } J^nd hi^ Majefty, who' 
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If very fenfibte of the Fidelity and Attachment of all 
the PreJWents, and of a great Kurabet of Gentlemen of 
fhe Great Chamber, is perfuaded that they will not 
abandon you tipt)/! this Oceafion. 

The King cannot bear the Continuance of a State 
equaily contrary t6 the Refpc€t that la due to him, to 
the inoft Eflentlal Duty of the Magiflrat^s, and fo the 
Interclt of hU SubjcQa ! And therefore his Majefty has 
commanded me to write to you, that it fa his Pleafur^ 
that all the Olficcra of Ws Parliament do refume the 
OTdinary BxercHe •f thehr Functions, without farthet 
Delay. ' 

The King drdita y6u to make hiif Intention Icnown to 
theiix as (oon as this Letter comes to Hand ; to the "Arid 
th^y mafy behave with that SubfhilTiQn which is du6 to 
fiis Ordei's ) and l^is Majefty chat-gcs you pcrfonally to 
perfeverc hi yoUr Office, not doubting but that you and 
all thePrcfidents will be the /tfft to fet an Example td 
the I'eft of the Mcmhers. It is only by a faithful Exe- 
cution of the Kivig's Orders, that the Parliament can 
svoid the rigorous Refolutions which his Majedy cannot 
help taking with Regard to them. Prevent them, Sir^ 
by fpecdily giving thieKing an Account^ that his Orders, 
are executed actofdiiig to his £xpe6ta(loh. 

' On the a6'th they received the King's Letters Patents^ 
ordering them to refum^ the Fun£tions of their 0£ce ; 
\mt thcfe Lcttera could riot be regiflercd without a nevr 
Xlcfeting, becaufe that in their Aflembly of the 13th, 
they had ordered Monfieur Yfabeau^ their Regiffer, not 
to reglftcr, or fuffer any Thing to be regiflercd, nor 
takvn off of the Regiiler, na, not e^^en on the Part of the 
King, without their exprefs Orders; with a Certification 
that if he did, they would immediately make his Prox. 
cefs, agreeable to former Precedents ; which is one of the 
tnoft concifc and fpecdieft Ways imaginable of admrui- 
firing Juftice ; for in fuch Cafes the Giiilty Member 19 
immediately called to anfwef, the Proof brought. Sen- 
tence pronounced, and he hanged up within the Walln 
of the Falai$ or PaTliamertt Houfe; fo that the Criminal 
may be arraigned, fentenccd and hanged in lefs thai^ 
two Hours Time. This being the Situation of Affairs, 
they refolvM to meet nexl Day, and then they agreed 
to regifter the King's Letters Patents, but at the f^me

* Functions, wilJ upon all Occifions give Proofs of the

^ the Crown, to (Xippreft all Enterpri^ei capable «f 
^ [Keeping up Diviflons in the Church or Sttte, and to 
f difchargp all the Duties that are x^refcrfbed them by 
f the Ordinances of their faid Lord the King, and the 
^ Kings his Predeoefibrs. ^ 

Notwithflanding of thefe Letters Patents, the Parlia- 
ment did not begin to rffUme any of the Pun^iona of 
their Office, but ordered the Gens M Roy to carry a 
new CommifTion from them, to his Majefty, with rcla- 
, tion to Mcflieurs FucelU and Titon. The Gtns du Rof 
* Accordingly carried their Commimon to the King, and 
tipon the f th Indant, the Parliament being aiTcmbled to 
receive their Report, Monfieur Gilhert de Voffins^ in 
Name of the reH, fpoke to this Effe6t, vix^, 

WE hutnbly Intrent the Court to l)eHeve, that 
we have executed the CommiiTion with which 
3^ou did us the Honour to charge us, with all the Zeal 
that was in our Power. 

We had the Honour to l^eak to the King on Saturday 
being WMt/uti'Eve^ deflring to know the Day and Hou^ 
w]>ich he would be pleafed to appoint, for hearing the 
Req^onflrances of his Parliament concemin| the Abience 
of our Brethren. (Pardon the Exprefllon, GintUmev^ 
and give us Leave to look upon them as our Brethren, at 
leaft with Regard to the Edeem which we have for theiu, 
•nd which we (hire with you.) The King himftff an- 
fwered ui, ThU U wof a Time : My Parliament mujl firji 
defirve my Goodne/s H a CmduEf Mon agrteahU to my 
trill and Intension. This,i Genflemtn^ was the Anfwe^ 
Which the King gave us \ and we cannot report It to yoxi 
without a great deal of Concern. We beg you to l^elfeve^ 
that we are as impatient as you can be^ to fVe among us 
Again, Counfcllors for whom our Veneration and Efteem 
are far from falling fhort of the General Voice. Dp us 
Hie Favour alfo to be perAiadcd, that we ihall ufe our 
utmoft Endeavours to give you Proofs of the ilncere Inr 
clination we have, and /hall always ihew with the (lime 
Z«al, to make any InHances, with which the Parlif ment 
ftall think fit to charge us. 

The 
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ThtGens du Roy being withdrawn, the' Parliament 
. took their Report into ConAderation : The Refuit 
whereof wa»^ That they ihouJd be opdered, in the 
Name ef the Aflembly, to return to Osmpiegwf^ to oaake 
frefh Inftances to hia.Majefty concerning the Cammiifioii 
with which they were charged. Heretipon they were 
fcnt for in, and Manfieurtf* ForUii^ the Firft Prefidcnt, 
acquainted thens with the Refolution that had been 
taken; adding, that the Parliament left it to them td 
think of the moft proper Time for making thefe Infiances 
to his Majefty. And they fet out for Compi^ne the next 
Morning, (loth) to execute their CommifTion. 

The Chambers met again the 1 3th : The Firft Preli- 
dent opened the SeflTion with telling them there were 
. two Reafont 6f equal Importance for calling them to^ 
gether : One was, to hear what Anfwer the King had 
given to the Gens du Rov^ with Relation to the Abfence 
of the two illuftrioua Members, for whoft Return the 
Parliament was fo folicitous : The other Reafon was, 
to hear what they had to fay in Purfuance of the Refo« 
Jution of the 28th of May laft, whereby they wereoi;* 
dered to bring their Conclulions touching the Mandate 
of the Archbi^fhop of Taris^ which was put into their 
Hands for that Purpofe. The Gens du Roy be called in^ 
the Firfl Preildent told them, the Court had fent for 
them to hear what Anfvirer they had receivM from th« 
King in Relation to the two abfent Counfeliors % and 
alfoto hear them upon the Affair of the Archbifhop of 
Farts's Mandate. Monfieur Gilhert de Voifins anfwerM^ 
^ Xhdit they ircnt to Compieinfi the loth Inft. and baa 
^ the Honour to fee the King the next Morning : That 

* Ills Majefty having heard their Inflances, made Anfwer 
^ in thcfe very Words t / have notkini to add to v)hat 

* I [aid to you before^ except that my Farliaptent had keft 
^ behave wfely : That, iiotwithftanding they thought 

* they faw in the King's Cotiatenance fome Rays of 

* Goodnefs and Benevolence* That for what concerned 
^ the Mandate, it was an Affair which tliey forefaw 
^ would be attended with abundance of Difficulties ^ 
^ efpecially as it was depending before the King's Coun* 
^ cil : That for the reft, it was contrary to the Maxims 
^ of the Parliament to take Cognisance of Affairs, where* 

* in fu'ch Circumiiances concurred ; and thatin a Word, 
^ their Zeal for the Parliament obliged them to reprefenC 

* to them^ that what appeared to them the moid advifable 

* in this Cafe was, to leave the Affair undecided. 

The 
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The Gens du Roy being withdrawn, after a fiiort De* 
bate they were ordered to come In again, to receive Or- 
ders to make an abfolute Concluilon of the Affair of 
the Mandate, which they did accordingly. Hereupon 
they deflred Leave to confuit together ; which being 
granted them, they retired for a while, and coming in 
•gain, Monticur de Volfihs faid in the Name of the 
Gens du Ro% That they found themfelves obliged to 
declare^ themfelves more explicitly than they had done ' 
before \ and to fet forth the Reafons which induced 
them to advife the leaving this Affair undecided : That 
they had already mentioned one of them, to w/. That 
the Mandate was an Affair depending before a Higlier 
Tribunal ; and as for the Appeal, it belonged only to 
the^ Great Chamber to. take Cognisance of it, and not 
to the other Chambers : That they took the Liberty to ^ 
intreat the iirft Prelident, the other Prelidents, and all 
the Counfellors of the Great Chamber, to give fome At: 
tention to what they had now urged. 

Having faid this, the Gens du i^oy. withdrew ; but 
were called in a fourth Time to give their Concluiions. 
The Firil Prefident declarM to them, that with Regard 
to* the firft Point of their Difcourfe, he was ordered to 
acquaint them. That the Parliament could not ac* 
qiiiefe with the Exceptions to their Jurifdifition ; an4 
that it would be their beft Way to itlake their Conclu- 
fiont forthwith^ or to deliver back the Copy of the 
Mandate which had been put into their Hands for that 
PuYpoft.* Monfieur GHIfert Volfins anfwer'd. That he 
made no Exceptions to the Parliaments Jurifdi£tion : 
That for his Part he knfcw of none, much lefs in Affairs 
wherein the Interefts of the Affembly were concerned ; 
That what they had faid was to difcharge what was 
due to their Honour and their Confcience ; and that 
they infifled upgn the Anfwer they had already given. 
^ The King's Attorney-General and Advocate being 
withdrawn for the fourth Time, the Firft Prcftdent or- 
dered the Regider to go to the Bar, and receive from 
the Hands of the Gens du Roy the Copy of the Mandate 
which had been delivered to them. This being done^ 
the fame was read by MonHcxxr Delpeche, inflcadofthe 
Attorney-General, whofe Bufinefs it properly was. 

After a long and warm Debate, it was at length re- 
fblved to make an Arret with relation to the AVchbifhop 
of Parh*8 Mandate againft the Nouvelles Ecckftaftiques^ 
ii^hjch Arret is as follows, viz*,

In the Night between the i sth and i6th^ Mfonf. Oshr^ 
trciident of the jd. Chamber of RequeUs^ received ft 
Lettre de,Cachet^ baniihing him to the IfUncts of S. M^r^ 

far€t\ Mon r.i^e Vrevins^ Counfellor in the (5test Cham* 
er, received another, banifhing him to JPoW^r 5.^ Mmitf. 
J^obert^ liketvife a Counfellor in the G*reat Chamber, a 
iThtrd, baniHiing him to EeUiJli% and Mt>nf. deU FaM- 
trierej Counfellor in the 3d Chamber d€$ Enquetts^ « 
JFourth, ordering him to' Salins in Franch^- 6omt. At 
the fame Time iilfo, the Parliament received a Lrttn rf» 
Cachet^ ordering them to fend to Compeipe a Deputatioii 
gi 32 of their Members, wha fet out the i6th^ and had' 
an Audience of the King the next Day 5 when his Msr 
jefty had nothing more to fty to them^ but only to de- 
clare his Concern for their having tranfgrcffcd his Ot^ 
?lers. 

In the mean Time, (on the 1 6th) an Arret was made 
by the King's Council of State againft the ^fc^ve-mert- 
f ion'd Arret of the Parliament, declaring the fame to 
|)e void and of no Efffcfil, as bein^ made againii his Ma» 
jefty's known Intention ; the printed Copies of the faid 
^Vrret of ParliamqAt arc thereby ordered to fac.fvtert(«^*'d';

and it is ocder'd that this A.rret of the KingV Council 
ihall be immediatpjy tranfcribed into the Regiftcrs of 
Parliament, at the Foot of the Parliament's Arret of 
tjie 15th Inffant ; his Majcfty thereby enjoins the Firft 
Prefidentof the Parliament, perfonally, and in his own 
(private Name, to fee this done, and to fend an Account 

, liiereof to his Majedj ; and forbids all the Officers of 
the faid Parliament to propofe any Thing contrary to 
ihie preftnt Arret, on Pain of incurring his Meietty^s 
iDifpieafare, and being deprived of their Places, &. 

On the 20th in the MorHing, the Chambers of thfe 
Parliament being met, the Firft Prefident acquainted 
them with the Orders which the King had given hiib % 
whereupon moft of the Members of the Chambers des 
^qaetes and Reqttetes ttMrc^ not to wait 'till they were 
sLeprived of their .Offices, but immediately offerM tb 
refign them into tlie Hands of the iirfl Prefident, and 
retired without doing any Bufinefs. Immediately after, 
they drew up a formal A& of Refignation, which was 
iigned by the Prefidents and other* Members, to.thb 
IQumber of 166, which they carry M to the Firft PrcH- 
4ent, who t«fu(bd to accept of it ; upon which they 
went to the Chancellor's ; but not finding him at home, 
they left their Afct at his Houfe, with a Letter fignify- 
ing the Purport of it. They have iince been comman- 
ded in very fcvere Terms by the King to refume their 
Fun6lions ; but they have as conftantly refufed to do fo, 
but upon Condition, that their exiled and imprifenM 
Brethren be reftorM ; the Parliament have at all Times 
Liberty to addrefs the King ; and fome other Grievan* 
IMS compkin'd-of^ be redrefsM. And here the Difpute 
at prefeht refts $ but 'tis thought fome Accommodation 
will fpeedily be found. 

At the fame Time this late Mandate of the Archbi* 
ihop of P«m^ occalions as much Confufion in the Church, 
as it does in the Parliament ^ moft of the Curates or 
Parifh Priefls have refufed to read it in their Chtirches, 
according to the Archbilhop^s Injunctions. The Vicar 
of St. yaques de la Bouckerie^ having read it to his Pa* 
rifhionefs at Seven o'Clgck Mail, hQ no fooner got out 
of the Pulpit, but the Curate went in, and declared 
openly againft it. In the Church of S. Benoit^ the Cu- 
rate being about to read it, the Churchwardens quitted 
their Pew, and went out of the Church, being follow'4 
by moft of the Congregation, which was alfo done at 

moft other Chur9he^ in the QiU^ 
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TH E vaft Preparations for War made In Mb King« 
dom for feme Months paft, have kept all Eurvpe in 
Sufpence and Expeftation where the Storm was to light ; 
and every one looked that iipon its breaking out, it 
would kindle the Flames of War once more throughout 
Chridendom. ,But thefe Fears have been agreeably dif* 
appointed ;' it appearing at laft, that the real Defign 
was againfl Barkary* Ac^rdingly, the whole Fleet of 
Men of War and Tranfports, with 30,000 Soldiers on 
Board, with a prodigious Qjiantity of Warlike Stores of 
•all Kinds, weighM from the Road of Alicant on the 4th 
of June^ and getting out to Sea with a fair Wind the 
j\ext Day, arriv'd on the 8th at Cape Ferro^ two Miles 
from Uic City of Oran^ on the Barbary Coall, where 
Ihey fafciy landed their Troops, This was what the 
iaH Advices brought us; and as the Moorx are like to 
make a fierce OppoAtion, and the Spaniards are fo nume- 
rous and well preparM for an Attack, it feems probable 
that this Enterprize will afford fom.e entertaining Pair- 
ticuUrsibr our next Reilfter.

Mti Majedy having dvlivfer'd f^om the Throne hl« 
niOlV gracious Speech there infetted^ ahd: the Commonip 
twin® rfemmM to thevr Hbtrft*, Mr. Sfseaker reported hts 
Ma^j/^y^s Speech to the Moufe, and thereupon the Lord 
iff— 'jf 'rofeup, and' after having in a very cltoquent 
Spdedi enumerated, the many DilEcultles this Nation 
was blronght under by the Intrigu^a of our EneHiiei^ 
abroad, and the many* Dangers and groat Bsrpehce we 
would have been inevitabfy involved in, if the War 
v^Mt v^hich Europe was threaten:*d, had not. been preven- 
ted by his Majefty's great Fofefight md wife Mfeafures ;

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vours for the Happinefs of his People, and his Goodnefs 
in purfuing with Steadinefs and Conflancjr fuch Mea- 
furcs as bcft conduced to the prcferving the Rights and 
Pofleflions of thcCe Ringdoms : To cxprcfs our juft Scnfe 
of his Majcft^^'s great Wifdom, in being able to fur- 
mount the various Difficulties that fo long embarafs'd 
the Affairs of Europe^ and particularly affected the In- 
terefts of Great Britain ; and by pacifick Meafures and 
Ncgotiattens, to bring to a happy Conclufion the Dif- 
ptttcs that for many Years had been fub/ifling and de- 
pending, and by juft and honourable Treaties, to fettle 
dnd rc-eftablifli the Publicic Tranquillity, without the 
Ha£anl and Expence of a general Rupture, or kindling

curity depends upon the Prefervation of the BaJknce of 
Power in Europe^ we could not in common Prudence 
have fat unconcern'd, and fcen any one of .the Powers 
of Europe fwallow'd up by another. If any War had 
broke out, we muft ncceffarily have been concerned, and 
every Man was fcnfible of the fatal Effeas fuch a War 
might have been attended with ; that we were now free 
from all fuch Apprehenfions ; and as the prefent Happi- 
nt^s and Tranquillity not qnly of this Nation, but of 
Europe in general, was owing to the prudent and paci- 
-iick Meafures purfuM by his Majefty, he could not but 
approve of the Terms of addreifing propofed, and there- 
fore he feconded the Motion. 

Sir? r d L ■ n fpoke to the Efftft as fol-

of Opinion, that notwithftanding the great Things we " 

have done for the Crown of Sfain^ and the Favoura we 

have procured for the Royal Family of that Kingdom, 

we have as yet received very little Satisfa6tion for the 

Iniuries done by them to this Nation : I have ?cen pub- 

Jirii'd in our News-Papers, an Order of Inftru6tions from 

his Catholick M^jefty to the Governors of his Ports in 

the Indies^ relating to the Depredations committed by 

the Sfaniards^ upon our Merchants trading in thofe 

Seas. But I cannot look upon this Order as any Satis* 

faction for the Depredations already committed 5 neither 

can I look upon it as a fufficient Check againil the com« 

mittingof any in Time to come: There are fo many 

Conditions in this Order, fo many If 5 and Ands^ that it 

affords a large Scope to the Spaniards in that Part of the 

World, to go oa in the taking or plundering of our 

Merchants Ships, under the Pretence of their being 

concerned in fomc illicit Commerce, or of their being 

found navigating in thofe Latitudes where the Spaniards 

may fay they ought not to navigate : Thefe Orders are 

fo general, that the\Captains of the SpaniJhGuarda Coftas^ 

and the Governors, who are generally Partners with the 

Captains, may put any Conflrufition they pieafe upon 

them, and we may expeft that the Conflru6lion to be 

put upon them, will be moft unfavourable for the Sub- 

jefits of this Nation. I (hall not, Sir, at prcfent make 

any Motijn, but as a Member of this Houfc, I thought 

it incumbent upon me to declare my Sentiments in an 

Affair, in which the Honour of thi« Houfe, and the 

Intereft of the Nation are fo much concern'd.

throne. I confeff. Sir, that I am fo little of a Cour* 
tier, that I cannot return Thanks for what I know no«

Houfe ; ' befides, ^ir, when fuch Addreifes h^ve befit 
propofcd, it has been promifed, and we have been affu- 
red, .that no Advantage (hould afterwards be taken of 
anv Words contalnM in the complimenting Part of fucb 
Addrefs ; but every Men^ber in this Houfe knows, th|t 
vt^hen the I^oufe had an Opportunity of examiningThing^ 
more particularly, and Pebates enfucd thereupon, thej? 
have then been told that they could not cenfure any of 
ihe paft Tranfaftions, becaufe they had approvM of theni 
all by their Addrefs of Thanks to his MajeQy for hif 
moft gracious Speech from the Throne.

Mr. ,P— y fpotee tp thp Eflfeft following : Sir, I am 
very M'illing tb*t an Afldreft of Thanks be prcfented to 
Ms Majeily for his vsto^ gracious Speech from' the Throne ; 
but i canno^t ^gree to an Addreft in the Terms propo&d 
hy th(B hono«,rable Gentleman who made the Motion^ 
becaufe |hcy feem to imply an Approbation of all that 
Ihas boen tranfa^tad or negotiated by his Majefty's Mini- 
fler^ ; I am the more obliged vpon this Occaiion to 6e* 
dare my Opinion, becaufe of the Motion's having beeit

I a]i\ jfor the Motion in its full Extent. We ought to

will be much againft the Intcreft of this Nation, to en- 
gage itfeU in a War upon any Foreign Account; and if 
they ihould acquire many more Territories, it may be 
for the Intereft of the Nation even to join in the Attack, 
ia Order to preferve the Ballanceof Europe^ the Efta- 
blifhing of which has already cod us fuch imraenfe 
Sums of Money. Thus wc may be obliged either to 
engage in a War contrary to the Intereft and Well-being 
of our Country, or othcrwife be -guilty of a Breach of 
Faith, to the eternal Dirtionour of the Nation : Thefe, 
Sir, arc the Circumflances which this Nation may be 
brought into by entring into this Guaranty fo early ; 
and thefe,Sir, are Circumftances which every Wife Man 
ought, by all Means, to avoid : Be/ides, Sir, I do not 
know, but we may be accufed of fome fort of Breach of 
Faith on Account of our late Negotiations with the Em- 
peror \ the Frettch may, perhaps, fay, that by the Trea^- 
ty of Hanover we were obliged not to treat with any 
of the Powers againft whom that Treaty feemed to be 
made, without the'Concurrpncc of our Allies; and yet, 
iPLOtwithflanding thereof, we not only negotiated, but 
jconcluded a Treaty with the Emperor without commu- 
nicating the fame to them 5 what Reafon the Freneh may 
have for fuch an Accufation I cannot at prefent properly 
fpcak to ; Frujfta^ it is true, had before fet us an Ex- 
ample, and had drawn off from that Treaty long before 
we had ; b^t France and Holland had adhered firmly to 
Jt to the very laft. 

According to the View I have of our late Negotiattenf, 
I canriot fay, that either the Honour or the Intereft of 
the Nation has been much conftdered ; it is true, Don 
Carlos may be now eftabliflicd in the Succeffion to the 
Diitchy of Tufcany and in the Poffc/fion of the Dutchies 
of Far ma and Fiacer.tia ; the SpaniJIi Troops may be 
introduced into Italy^ and I wifli their Tntroduftion do 
not prove to be the Origine of new Troubles, but in 
thcfe Things we have no particular Intereft ; nor can I 
fay, that much Regard has been had to the particular 
Jntcreft of this Nation in our Conduct at home; our 
Pcbts have been in crcafcd, at leaft not diminifhed, and 
ifit the fame Time Luxury has been fo much encouraged, 
thai piiny have run o|it a gr^at Part of their Fortune?, 
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andiire thereby obliged to depend upon the Court ; in* 
fomuch that I muft fay, Happy it is for the Naflon, 
that the Kring is fo good and fo juft, as not to hav4 any 
De/igns againft our Liberties. Our Trade is decaying 
every Day, and Publick Credit is like to be entirefy 
deftroyed by the many Publick Frauds that are. com- 
mitted ; for Credit depends upon that Faith and Confi* 
dence which one Man puts in another, for the Preferva- 
tion of that which is committed to his Care ; but by 
thefe Publick Frauds all mutual Faith and Confidence 
will be taken away 5 no Man will think his Money fafe 
but when it is locked up in his own CofiPcrs ; he will 
not for the future truft the Management or keeping 
thereof to any one Man, or to any Set of Men. How- 
ever, I hope, Sir, that all our Affairs abroad are now 
fct to Rights, and that our domeliick Grievances arc 
in a fair Way of being redreffcd 5 but if they are fo, I 
muft fay, it is fonoething like a Pijot, who, though he 
has a clear, a fafe, and a ftreight Paffage for going into 
Port, yet takes it in his Head to carry the Ship a great 
Way about, through Sands, Rocks and Shallows, and 
thereby lofes a great many of the Seamen, deflroys a 
great deal of the Tackle and Rigging, and puts the 
Owners to a vaft Expence, however, at lad, by Chance he 
hits the Port, and' then triumphs in his good Conduct. 

Mr.D- rj faid. That when he returned to the 

Country, he fliould be glad to have fomething to tell 
his Country Neighbours that would pleafc them ; they 
did not undcrftand Treaties, nor did they trouble their 
Heads much about diftant Profpefits of Wealth and Hap- 
plnefs-^ he wiflied hecould tell them, that Part of our 
Debts were paid off, or that fomc of our Taxes were 
abolifhed, or the Standing Armv disbanded. Thefe were 
^Effects they would immediately feel, but he was afraid 
they would be of Opinion, that a Peace attended with a 
Continuation of all the Taxes, and a keeping on foot 
the Standing Army, did not dcferve any Thanks from 
the Nation. 

Sir JT—— ^w IT— — w fpokc in Manner following : Sir, 
I cannot agree to the Terms for addreflfng his Majefly, 
propofed by the honourable Gentleman who fpoke firft, 
becaufe though every Thing may now be well fettled 
upon a folid and lafling Foundation, yet I canAot think 
that our Conduft has in every Refpeft been right, or 
that the Intcreft of this Nation has been by his Majeftyls 
Minifters, principally and fteadily 'purfued. At one 
. . , Time 
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Tim£ we were frightncd oat •£ our, Wits wkk Appre-^ 
fienfons that the Pretender was to be put upon U8, and! 
that without ^ny Reafi>n, for aJl that 1 hav« yet fktn or 
beard upon the Subjff6^. Then Don Carlos was madtf 
. fuch a Giant of, that he, that Inftint, was to fwaUow 
up and defiroy all the Powers of Eu¥^p» y at tl%t Time, 
we fned to Franct for an AUiance, and bcA>ught their 
AiTiilance, by which we put it in their Power to com"* 
mence a War whenever they pleafed ; and if they hacik 
not been more taken urp wit*h Whims and DirpuCes abouift 
Religion than any wife Nation ought to be, they would 
certainly have involved us^ in a War in Conjiun^i^rt 
with them, and thereby wouid have made us a^ft them 
in recovering all that they had loO by tlie kit twti 
Wars, the taking of wiitch from them, had cofl us P» 
much Blood and Treafurr: Some Time after we (faoek off 
adl Fears of the Pretender, Don Carlos was agflin diml- 
nlAied to an ordjnai^y 9i%c, snd then we beg^n to bull^ 
France as much as we had courted it before ; this Con-' 
dnSt cannot appear to me to be right, at lead It does not 
appear to be Iteady and uniform. Upon the other hanif, 
it muft be faid of the Imperial Court, thait tkey h*v& 
a^d with Steadinefs and IPrudence ; they have irml^^r 
adhered to the proper Intweft of their native Country / 
and have (teadily pui^fued the Aim they had In View^ 
through all the different Shapes in whijoK the ASaWs of 
Eurofe have been put within thelefew Vea«i y and by 
this Fixnmefis and Refolution they have at kft broughC 
us to their own Terms, and have' accompHiked .their 
Deltgns, notwithltanding the.Conjunft'ion and Aliianed 
of fo many foymidable Pofwers a^inU them ; whttrelM 
we have been obliged, in fome Manner, to- comply- wrilh 
the Demands of almoft evecy Power we have tneatetl 
with, and if by fuch Means we have at laftgot off upotf 
any tolerable Conditions, it rauft be faid, that we Kav<(9 
been like a Man in 9 Room^ who wants to get out, and 
though the Door be open, and a clear W«y to it, y^ to 
i^alks round the Room, breaks his Shins over » Stool^ 
tumbles over a Chair, and^ atlafl, rumbling over every 
Thing in his Way, by chance finds the Door and get# 
oat, after abundance of need lefs Trouble and unnecefiVry 
Danger. 

Mr, 0— — j)^ fpoke to the Effcft as follows : I do no* 
think^ Sir, that the Guaranty of the Pragwatich SanRim 
is much to be taken Notice of in the prefent Csfe: 
There are many other Things which at prefent relata 

more 
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iiMrc.iMtirly to the Honouir and Intereft of thi« Nation ; 
I wifh I could Imvc heard that the late new Works «t 
Dimkhk itkl be^ entirely fa^ed and deftroyed ; tiiat we 
had received a full and compleat Sathfa^ion for tke 
numy Depred^tiona cqmmttted by the Sfuniards ; and J 
Aould be glad to fee more Care talcen in arming tile 
Country, and difciplining our MtHtta. I thinkit was 
Scandal to the Nation to appear fo much frSghtned 9^ 
we lately appeared to be at the marching of a few Frenck 
Troops down to tlkofe Coaftaof France which lie next tb 
41S. We have, it is true, a Standing Army of good 
Regula^^ Forces ) but I hope this Nation will never i>e 
brought fo low, as to have nothing to trufl to for their 
J>efence, but their Standing Army. Our Army bears but 
a ftnalt Pvoportiim to the whole Body of the People, they 
can cover but a fmall Part of our Coaft from an Invafion, 
ftn# therefore Care ihouid be taken to keep up military 
Difcipline and a warlike Spirit among our Militia thro^ 
all Parts of the Kingdom. Whenever we are threatned 
with an Invafion, our Safety and our Barrier next to our 
Fleet muft def^end upon them; it muft be to them 
chiefly that we muft truO our Defence againft the Land^- 
Utg of a Foreign Enemy, and if they co^ae once to lofb 
•ntirely the Ufeof Arms, or the Knowledge of military 
Difinpiline, an Enemy that can, either by Cunning or 
Accident, e(bape our Fleet, may land with little Danger, 
Md m»y do a great deal of Mifchief befove a ^ficient 
Itfumber of our Regular Forces can be broug^ together 
to oppofe them. 

As to our Foreign AiSftirs, I muil fay. Sir, that eon- 
^deri.n^ how much the Proteftants in Girma^y have beea 
oppreffrM by the prefent Imperial Family, I could have 
wiflied with all my Heart, .to have he^rd that fome Care 
had been taken of them in the Treaty we havo lately 
made with the Emperor \ but as the Dutch have not ail 
yet acceded to that Treaty, I hope fome Care may as yet 
be taken of thofe poor People : I look upon it as a Gene*^ 
r»l BeneBt, that the Dutch have not as yet acceded, be* 
cauOt we mskyt make an Advantage of it, by getting theia 
to Infiftupon all (\ich Add it ions. Explanations or Amend* 
jnents, ae VMiy be judgM neceifary for the cpmtxion Qpod 
of £«rof fin general, and of the Proteliant Religion in 
particular. • In the mean Time I am pleafed to ^nd, that 
we aire Dot now fo cloibly united with ffance^ets we for« 
merly -Were ; I have gerlerally obferved, that when tw-^ 
Btga m^ iA-a Letfli tosether, 4he Stronger general/. 

Z runs 
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runt awsy with the Weaker^ and I am afiraid thia wat 
fomething of the Cafe between FrMna and us. 

Thefe were the principal Speakers ag^nft the Motion 
made by the L— 4 H— y, and feconded by Mr. C^ek. 

The Honourable Mr. P-« — m fpoke for it, and Ihewed, 
That It was no way incofifient with the Honour or 
Dignity of that Houfe to thank his Majefty in. the moll 
particular Terms for every Thing which he had been 
mod gradoufly pleaCed to acc)uaint them with in hi« 
Speech from the Throne ^ that in common Decency they 
were.upoa thatOccafion to look upon every Thing to be 
as it had been reprefented to them by his Majefiy, but 
that no Compliments (as fome of the Honourable Gen- 
tlemen who had fpoke before were pleafed to call them) 
that could be put into the Addrefs, could be any way 
.made ufe of to prevent that Houfe*s enquiring afterwards 
into the Meafures that had been purfued, after the 
Treaties that hsd.becn entered into fhould be laid before 
them : Upon the contrary, if upon fuch an Enquiry it 
ibould be found, that any of the Negotiations had been 
jcarried on, or any of the Treaties concluded contrary to 
the Honour or Intereft of the Nation, they were then 
f o prefume, that his Majelty had been impofed oh, and 
thereby induced to make fuch a Speech, to them $ and 
by fuch an Impofition, thofe who had advifed the carry* 
ing on of fuch Negotiations^ or the concluding of fuch 
Treaties, would accumulate Guilt upon themfelves, and 
would heap Coals of Fire upon their own. Heads ; for in 
fuch a Cafe, that Houfe was not only to punifli fuch 
eviiCounfelior&for Meaftires fo weak, or fo wicked, 
but alfo to punilh them for impofing upon his Majefly, 
and ad viling him to make fuch a Speech from the Throne. 
That generally upon the Opening of a Sei£on of Parlia- 
ment, the Eyes ot all Europe were turned towards Gresa 
Britain^ and from their iirft Refolves, all the Neighbour'^ 
ing Powers were to judge of the Unanimity that was to 
enfue between his Majefty and his Parliament $ tluit if 
they at firft appeared to be in the lead Diffident or jea* 
lous of his Majedy's Condu^, it would weaken his In* 
dence upon the Councils of Foreign Courts, and tho^jr 
they might put it out of his Power to rectify any falfe 
Step (if any had been) made by his Miniders ; this he 
was perfuaded no Man would incline to do, that was a 
Plriend either to his King or his Country, for the Sake 
of any private Pjque he might have to any <^ his Ma- 
jedy's MinUiet8« . F^t thcfo and ntny other.Rcafons he

ThenMr. y ■ /gfpoke to the Effeft aj.foUowt; 
Mr. Spvcftker, the honourable. Gentleman upon the Floor ' 
faid, thfit.he waa afraid leic the QentLeman who iirft • 
xQOvefl for an Addrefs, might have feme Weight with 
fevei'al of his Friends ; I do not know, 5/r, but that it 
may be fo, I do not junon t)ut he may have Weight with 
fome of thofe whom that Gentleman now looks upon^^aa 
hU Friends,; but I am perfuaded that nothing that he 
has faid in Oppofition to the Motion made by the other, 
will tend to diminini that Weight which he is afraid of.: 
Alt to the Houfe's agreeing to the Motion for pre(bnting 
an -Addrefs to his Majelly, and in the Terms propofed* 
hy the Gentleman who made the Motion, I need not. 
Sir, fay any Thing to it, that Affair has been fo fully 
curplainM, and the Reafonablenefs of it fo clearly demon* 
itrated by the Gentlemen who haye fpoke upon that - 
Side of the Queftion, that I have nothing to add. But 
Unce the Gentlemen who have fpoke upon the other 
Side have entered into an Examination of the Meafures 
that have been purfued, I hope the Houfe will pardon 
me if I depart a little from the Subject of the prefent 
Debate, in order to anfwer fome of the Objections that 
Have t}een nude to our late Conduct. 

It has been faid. Sir, that there was a Time, fome 
Years ago, when the fame Thing might have been done 
that is now done, by which a great deal of Money 
might have been faved to the Nation.

Sir, the 
Gentleman who fitid fohad told us what particular Time 
he meant ; J know-that the entering into the Guaranty * 
of the Fragm^fkk SanSim was propofed to us Ibme Yeara . 
ago: But Sir, iJicnow that it was then propo&d In (\ich . 
dogmatick and poiRtive Terms, that it waa inconflftent 
with the Honour of his MajeCiy, or of this Nation to « 
give the lead Ear to a Propofal^. which was made rather 
in the Terma of a peremptory Demand, and without 
offering the ieaft Confideration to this Nation, for our 
agreeing' to enter into fuch a Guaranty } Bciides, Siir^ 
there Iras at that Time good Reafon ta fear that Don 
^«W0i was the Perfon upon whom the Imperial Court i 
had fixed their Eye, as a SuccelTor ta his Imperial Ma^ < 
ie(iy ^ and I «m fi^ire it was againft the Intereft of this . 
Nation, to contribute to the eftabllfking of a Perfon ii| > 
the full and fole PoiTefion of all tha Auftrian Dominfons, 
who : wae ^^y the Quadruple AUiaACt to hate fueh large t 
Z 2 DonvU 
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DoniinioBs oi kis own in It*ly^ tnd hid by his EMtk lb 
near a Profpea to the Crown cf Spain, and at that Time 
alft a tery- near Profpeft to the Crown of Frdfie^, This 
Giufanty was again offered at the Time when th6 Treaty 
fx£Stoille was in Agitation ; but then again ft wis re> 
joaed, becaufe it was well known that the PropoTal wttft 
made at that Time only with a View to difiorb the Ife^ 
gotiations then carrying on, and which were fo happily 
ended by the Conchifion of the Treaty of Seville ; fo tkat 
at that Time no Treaty could be entered into by us 
with the Imperial Court, either about the Guaranty of 
the Fragmatick Sak&hn or any Thing eife ; nor at ahy 
Xime till they came to be a little mora reafonabit in 
their Propofals, and as foon as that Time came, we em- 
braced the Opportttnity, and our Negotiations had then 
all wiihed for Succefs. 

Nor can it be Hiid, Sir, that we hav^ entered into 
that Guaranty too foon, it was our own tnteieil to enter 
into it as foon as pofiUe, becaufe the prefttving of the 
Imperial Dominions entire is neceiTary for Jwcftrving the 
fiallance of Power in Europe: If we had delayed ent^rMt; 
into that Guaranty till his Imperial Majtfty*^ Death, it 
would then have been too late, Europe would haVe hetfi 
in Flames, arid the y«a/?rifii» Dominions divided befbfe 
we could have done any Thing. Thefe may be Civil 
Broils in Qermany upon the Em|^ror*s Death without 
Male Heirs, happen when it will, but fnrely the «beft 
Way of preventing it, is to hate the AfRiir fully ftttM^ 
and that Settlement itrongly guaranty^ befbre th^ Ac- 
Cfdeht happens ; thoCe who pretend to any ^are #iil 
then be cautious, and will not be ready fo enter Into 
any violent MeaAires : : And I mud fay. Sir, that if th^ 
idrperial Family werfc in any danger of b^ing mined dir 
fwallotrvd up by any nei^bonrhtg Powi^r, wfe mufl 
engage in the i^i^nie, let our Circumftanees be at diat 
Time wlutthey will ; for if fiich a Ruin (hc(u1d h^p- 
. pen, bttr own w6«ld not be a great Way off. This Gua* 
ranty we ought, perhaps, to haVe gone intoib^ner, h^ 
c^uTt of the fatal Confluences that might ha^ lenllfed^ 
if his Imperial hiajefty had dropt off in the inean Timt % 
but w^ could not agree to it till the IihpcVlal Court 
agr^td to give Satisfkaion to Spain with tt^Gt to th« 
3i>o^iiiions provided for Dan €ierJbs in Italy by tjie Qua- 
druple Alliance ; to the Dutch with refpeft to the pltr« 
tjenlar Difputes between the Empire and th^m ; knd to

fltre, the PubHck Faith has been violated, nor hat* any 
90wcr or Potentate any ground for fuch a Complaint; 
Hay, there is not one that does fo much zm pretend to it. ^ 
Tht only View that France had, or at leaf! owned, was- 
tb preierve the Publick Tranquility, and to fee the 
Terms of the Quadruple Alliance c6anplied with : If - 
diefe two Points were brought to a happy Iffue, it was 
all that the French had to demand ; and as both are fully 
«coi|ipliihed by the Treaty di Vienna^ the Fraick Court ^ 
have no Reafon to complain, foiar other ways, that they i 
have declared they are fully fiitisfied : And as for our 
taking an Alarm at the March of feme of theirTroops to^' 
Uraidathe Coalls oi France which He oppofite to England' 
it did not proceed firom any Jealoufy that fubfilts between 
the two Nations, but only from that prudent Jealoufy 
which every Nation ought to have of all its Neighbours,' 
fa far as to be always upon its Guard againiV every 
one of them ; upon that Ocxaiion the French were as- 
anuch alarmed upon our marching Troops down towards 
our CoaAs next to them, as we were upon the March of- 

dielrs.

Motion by a ihort Speech, in which he ihewed, that 
though the pubiick Tranquility was happily and fully 
efiablifhed, ytt it was neceffary for us to keep up at 
leaf! the Number of Troops he had propofed, till we 
ihould fee how thofe Meafures by which the Pubiick 
TranquUity had been eftablifhed, ihould be approved of 
by the other Powers of Europe^ who had not then de- 
clared ihcir Sentiments upon* that Subject. 

After him W ns W ms JF—— »»tf flood up^ 

and having ihewed how dangerous it was to the Liberties 
of this Nation, to keep yp a numerous Handing Army 
in Time of Peace 5 he moved that the Number (houid be 
reduced to 12,000 effefitive Men. 

Then the Lord H y fpoke as follows, Sir, though 

the Peace and Tranquility of this Nation both abroad 
and at home, be now by his Majcfty's wife Condud 
•Aablifhed, in all Probability, upon a firm and Jading 
Foundation, yet a wife People ought always to be upon 
their Guard againft the worft that may happen. The 
Pubiick Quiet both abroad and at home depends upon 
the Views and Inclinations of Men ; and we know by 
Experience, that nothing is more fickle and variable; 
we ought not therefore to do any thing that may turi| 
tfie Inclinations of our Enemies towards difturbing us, 
or that may give them any Views of Succefs in any 
fuch Attempts 5 the only Method to prevent their ha- 
ving any fuch Inclinations, or conceiving any iUch 
Hopes, is to keep up a good Army of Regular Forces. 
jTht number moved for, is, ta my Opinion, the leaft 

tha( 
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that can be thought of by any Man who has a true Re* 
gard for the Quiet and Profpcrity of this Nation, and 
for the Preftrvatipn of the Protcflant Succeffion in hi^ 
Majcfty's mod illuftrious Family. 
. Every Man knowa. Sir, and every Man ought t« re- 
Heft upon it with Concern, that we never did yet re- 
duce our Army, but that that Reduetion was the Oc- 
cafion of fome Plot or Machination againd us : Did not 
the fmall Number of our Forces in the Beginning of his 
late Majefty's Reign fpirit up and encourage that wicked 
and unnatural Rebellion that ' was raifed againft him ?- 
' After that Infurre£tion was happily quelled^ we made 
a Reduftion of our Army, what were the Confequences I 
The Army was no fooner reduced, but our Enemies be* 
gan to think of taking Advantage of it ; we were not 
only threatned with a new Jnfurreftion at home, but 
likewife with an Inva/ion from ^patn. By good Manage- 
ment and good Luck, their Attenipts were fruftrated, 
their Hopes were rendered Abortive ; avd when wc 
found ourfelves quiet slid eafy, we again reduced our 
Army. This Reduction revived again ^the Hopes of our 
Enemies, they began again to Plot and 'to Cabal againfl 
us, under the Management, and by the Advice of the 
late Bifkop of Rochyier ; but their Schemes were de- 
feated by a timely and feafonable Difcovery, and the 
wicked Authors fuffered the moft moderate Punifhment 
^that the Juftice of the Nation could infli£t. 

Though every thing be at prefent quiet and eafy, yet 
we mud not Imagine that we have no Enemies, or that 
they have loft their former Watchfalnefs ; as long as we 
have a good and brave Army for our Support, they 
know they dare not break out into any open A&i of Vio-^ 
lence : But the many fcandalous and feditious Libels that 
are every Day publiflied againft the Government, and 
the many Scribblers that are employed to vilify and afperft 
his Majelly and his Adminiftration, and to (bw Difaf- 
fe^ion and Difcontent among the People, is an evident 
Sign that we have as yet many Enemies, even within 
our Bofom, who would probably think of making uft 
of other Weapons than the Pen, if we ihould be fo un* 
wife as to afford them the leaft Hopes of Succeft, by 
making a great Reduftion in our Army ; and therefore 
I am for continuing the Army, for this Year at leail, 
upon the footing that was firft propofed.

If Scrib- 
bling gave the Government any Uneafinefs^ or made 
them dream of Danger, he thought the beft Way would 
be to employ an Army of Scribblers to defend them, for 
be did not doubt but a fufficient Number of fuch might 
be found, who would lift upon that Side where they ex? 
pe^ed they could make the moft Advantage. 

Sir W — ^« Y g e then fpoke to the Effeft as 

follows, Mr. Speaker, The Queftion now before us is not 
any way relating to ihe Prcfervation or the Lofs of our Li- 
berties \ we are not to fuppofe, we cannot fuppofe, that^ 
his Majefty is to employ the Forces we are to keep o|i 
Foot in any illegal Way, or that he Is tb make ufe of 
them, or of any other Means to encroach upon the Liber- 
tics of our Country. We have had fuflScient Experiencfe 
of his Majefty's Wilclom and Goodnefs not to entertain 
the lead Sufpicion of any fuch Defign^ ^11 that his 
Majefty wants is, that we will take a Care to keep np 
H Parliamentary Force, fufficient for enabling him to repel 
any Attack that may be made upon our Country, or upoii' 
our ConHitiition. His Majefly deiires nothing but what 
may be necelfary for preferving us i|i the happy and 
quiet State In which we are at prefent, and for continuing 
and prqteding the free Enjoyment of thofe Liberties and 
Priylleges for which he has always fliewn fo great a Re- 
gard: Whilp this is the Ufe that is to be made of our 
Standing Army, I cannot think that the number pro- 
pofed if at aU too large, and if any other Ufe were to 
ie made of them, I hope, I (hould be as ready as any 
Man*in this Houfe to oppofe any fuch Mea/ures 5 bUt 
as long as the Continuance of the Army depends >ipon 
the Refo^utions oi^ Parliament from Year to Year, there 
is, I think, no Danger of any fuch Meafures being en- 
tered upon, or eVer fo much as thought of 5 the Parlia- 
jnent will always havp it In their Power to put a Stop 
Xo fuch Meafures in their Infa?icy, and Jong before they 
^an be made effeflual, or fo much as brought to any 
Maturity ; and I ^ope it never will be imagined, that

Jowtri: If they fliouM happen hot to a^prave of the 
leafnreir we hate taken for elublilhin| the generail Go<id 
ind Trartquillity.of Europe^ out kte|^ing up of oar Stand- 
ing SLrmyj will prevent them from taking any Kkufbres 
ftr dfRurblngthat Peace andTranqnrtHty fo lately fettled

It is well known, Sit^ how fetal- it wat td ^r6f^^ 
how fatal it wai to thi^ Nation hi parficuliir^ the dif* 
banding of oUr Army after tKe peace of Rjfmit^x KWtg 
WtUiam had tofo initch Wifdotn and Penetratltin n6t to 
forefee the Confeduences of lb wrong a Step, anii' there- 
fore he oppoJTed it ^ijth all his Mighty but his- well 
founded Reafbns could notipreviiii againfi the Spirit of 
that'Faaion and Party, Which wat lb troubfefome to 
him during his whole keigii, and prevented this Nk* 
tion*s reaping all thofe Advantages It might have -done 
from his prudent Adminiflration. After this thifbhie- 
vous Refolution was carried againfi him, and the brave 
Army which he had been at fo much Painai to difcijpline 
and train up, was in purfuance thereof disbanded, he 
faw himfelf in no Coifdition to oppofe or prevent the 
French King's taking PolfefliDn of the whole Kingdom of 
Spain^ upoi) the Demife of the then King, who ^i$ evei> 
at that Time in fo lingering a Condition, that hif Death 
was every day expected, which made the Refolution for 
disbanding our Army at fo critical a }un£lure the more; 
ridiculous \ therefore King WilUtm found himfelf under . 
fi Sort of Neceflity of eptrihg into the Partition Treaty, 
which wa^ afterwardf fo i|ii|ch cenfured fn Ihit Houft, 
and was certainly a Treaty that he nev^ir would have 
agreed to, but only that he thought It w«s neceiBiry 
io give the French a foiall Part St the Sp^niji Domi* 
nions, in qr^er tp preyent their titling h^ld of th$ 
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Wc have feen. Sir, the good Effea* of agreeins ^^ 
Ilia Majefty In the Meafures he propofed for bringing 
abottt the Re-efiabii/hinent of the Peace and'Tranqui* 
lity of Europ€'i I am perfoaded diat the continuing of 
the HeJJUn Troopa in our Pay was one of the princifai 
' Caufes of the Succefs of his Majefiy*s N^otiations^ and 
I think the Event has juftified me and every one who 
agreed wi(h his Majeily In that Mcafure ; as I was then 
of Opinion, that the continuing of the BeJUn Troops in 
our Pay was abfointoly neceflary for bringing about thofe 
good Ends which haye been thereby effeduated, fo now 
I am ol Opinion, that the keeping up the Number of 
our own Forces propofed. Is a Meafure that is abfo- 
lutely neceflary for pre&rving that Tranquility which 
is but juft ieftabliflied. 

But if there were no Fears from abroad, if there were 
no Danger of any Foreign Power^s attempting to diflurb 
the Tranquility of Europe^ yet the Prefervation even of 
oar own Liberties, and of the Proteflant Succeflion make 
St neceflary to continue the whole Number propofed of 
our own Troops In our Pay ; for though t am very far 
from thinking, that the Generality, or that the greateft 
Part of the People are difafleded, becaufe I always 
reckon that the Affedion of the People is to be mea- 
fured by the Afiisaion of their Reprefentatives in Par- 
liament ; yet I am forry to fay, that there is flill a Spirit 
of JacoHtifm in the Country; though it be at prefenC 
Dormant, it is not quite extinguifhed, as may appear 
from the Treatment lately given to a Petition for ere^- 
ang the Statue of King William^ that Great King, who 
had delivered us from fo many Evils, and who had pre- 
vented our falling into the mod abje£l Slavery that ever 
a People were brought into ; yet a Petition for erefting 
a Sutue in Memory of this Glorious King met with 
fuch Contempt, as could not be given by any but thofe 
who are moft Enthufiaftically led by that Evil Spirit; 
and while there are any great Remains of that Spirit 
%Xi the Country, the Government never can be fafe, nor 
can the Peace or Quiet of the Nation be fccured, 
without keeping up fuch a Number of Regular Forces 
9M maV deprive fuch People of all Hopes of Succefs. For 
vhicnileafons, Sir, I fhall give my Vote for keeping 
up the Number of Forces propofed. 

Sir JF m W m fpoke as follows. Sir, It 

has always been looked on as contrary to the Conflitu* 
t4on, and inconfiflcnt with the.Liberties of this Country, 

to 
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to keep up a Standing Army in Time of Peace. Thia 
ii a Maxim that hat been handed down to ui from' our 
For^theri, and it certainly as true a Maxim as any 
that ever waa, or ever can be laid down for the Prefer* 
vation of our happy Confiitution, Hit Majefly haa been 
moft gracioufty pleafed to alTure ua from the Throne^ 
That the Expcfitationa he had given ua from Time to 
Time of feeing the General Ti'anquUlity of Imtou re- 
fiored and eAabiiflied are now fully anfwerM. What 
have we more to expeSl ? do wc hope ever to fee a Time 
when all the Powers of Eurofe will be even to outward 
Appearance ib fully fatiaiied and pleafed, that no Jea* 
louflft nor private Animofitiet do feem to remain ? 
The Hope la vain, the Thing if impoffible, for thofc 
very Meafurea which make one eafy will always give 
fome Appearance of Difquiet to another \ beiidea, the 
Ambition of Princes is fUch, that no general Satia faction 
can be expeded, nor can a profound Tranquillity be 
hoped for to remain for any Time without (bme Diflur« 
bance. Either now is a proper Time for us to reduce 
a Part of our Army, or Aich a Time will never happen, 
and this Nation muft always be obliged to be at the 
Expence of maintaing a numerous Regular Army, and 
lie expofed to have its Liberties and Privileges tramDled 
upon by the Means of that Army, whenever we ihali 
have a King weak or ambitious enough, or a Miniftry 
wicked enough to engage in f\ich Meafures. 

A much lefs Nujnber than we have at present, have 
been found fulficient to guard us both againft InvaHons 
from abroad, and Infurreftions at home, even in the 
Time of open' War ; during the whole Courfe of the 
long Wars we had in the Reigns both of King William 
and Queen Anne^ a Body of 6 or 7000 Men was thought 
all that was requiitte to be kept in this Nation for 
guarding us againft all the Attempts of our Enemies 
Foreign or Domeftick; and this ftnall Body of Men, 
with the Affe6lions of the People, appeared to be fo fuf- 
ficient for the Purpofe defigned, that the United Powers 
of France and Spain never durft venture to make an In- 
"vanon upon us ; nay, they never fo much as attempted 
It but once, and then they did it in fuch a faint Manner 
as (hewed they were afraid of the Succefs of what they 
were going about : Yet every one knows what an Advaa- 
fage it would have then been to the Fnnch Caufe, If 
they could have made a Diversion by Isnding a Body of 
TrooDf in this Ifl«nd« 

After 
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Apcr the Peace of Ryfwick the Parlitment wat Iheii 
fo jealous of their 'Liberties, and lb m^h Mflraid of in-i 
til'oducing the dangerous Cuftom of keeping (ipa Stand* 
ing Arrny in time of Peace, that they got the Arm/ 
disbanded immediately aifter the Peace was cotidad/rdj 
tnd they certainly did Right in doing fo* There werif 
no fatal Confequericef froth thehce enfUed, hor could thcf 
l>i8baJidiDg of otir Army 'give the Jeaft Occafton to the 
Partition Treaty : Sjfah Was then in a Manner our own, 
they .were upon otir Side, and were heartiJy engaged, or 
would have engSgcd in any tolerable Meahlrcs for pre* 
Renting the French King's taking Poflc/fion of all, or *of 
^ny Pdrt of their Territories ; but by that pernicious 
Treaty, Which was even before the Concluflon of it, 
aild before the fatal EfFcfi's it produced were fieit, flre^ 
huoully jc^ppofcd by fode of oiir own Minifters, and 
was afterwards fo juftly fccnfured in Parliament, the 
Spaniards ^ere fdrccd to thfow thcnifelves into the Arms 
of France i^ they Were obliged to accept of the Protec- 
tion of Fhance^ in order to prevent their Monarchy from 
being rent and torh td Pieces^ in purfuance of that rij 
diculous Scheme agreed upon by the Treaty of Pa^k- 
tion. Yet noti^ithtfandinjg this fa I fe Step, by whiA 
we loft the whole Monarchy of Spdin^ we loft nothing by 
having disbanded our Array, for immediately upon the 
War's breaking oilt afrefh^ We^ in Cotijunftioh with our 
Allies, not only raifed fuch an Army aS wqiild have been * 
fufliciei?t to have defended Spain^ but wsi' fottnd to be 
an Overmatch for the joint Powers of France and Spain^ 
affifted by their new Ally the Duke bf Bavaria^ whoni 
we had likewife difobl^cd, and thrown into the Scale 
againft us by the Second Partition Treaty; And confi- 
dering the great Succefs of our Arms in tliis latt War, 
and the fnjall Number of Regular Forces we had in Pay 
before it broke out j I think we may from thence moft 
certa'nly conclude, that there never caii be any Nccef- 
fity, jpr really fo much as a Pretence for keeping up fuch 
a numerous Standing Mmy in time of Peace, as we have 
at pYcfent in the III and of Great- HrtUin alone. 

iS/r, The brave and bold Spirit which the Brttljh Sub- 
jects naturalJy have, is welj known ; our Enemies have 
(bftcn felt it to their Coft-; 1 hope ttie fame Spirit i\ill 
j^emains, I hope we have Men enow in Britain who have 
^efcvllition to ^efend thcrtifelvei Sgainft any InvalTort 
* hajey^ f, though tjiere were not (o m'ucli as one Rci 

oa( in the whole Kingdom, it is iipon tht BraVcfy^ 
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of our Subject*, upon the natural Courage of our Men, - 
that we ought princigalJy to depend for the Protection 
)and Safety of cur Country againift a Foreign Enemy : 
By trufting to this we have continued for many Years to 
\}t*% happy and free People, afid as foon as we begin lo 
put our Truft in any thing elfe, bur Happinefs and our 
Liberty will be at an End, and a State of Mifery and 
Slavery mud Ibon aftci: enfuc. 

As to the Diraffe£tion that i£ pretended to be in the 
Country, it is nothing but a Pretence, ancl it will al- 
ways be a Pretence : I hope, S'/r, it is fo inconiiderable, 
that our ordinary Civil OiEccrs are fufficient to feize, 
and our common jails capable to hold all the Difafie£led 
in the Kingdom : But I muft fay that the continuing of 
a Standing Army even from Year to Year will certainly 
make the DH|ffe6tion increafe, and will make it fpread 
through all Parts of the Kingdom 5 the People never caii 
be eafy under the Load of Taxes, and the many Op* 
preifions which always are, and always muft be the 
Confequences of keeping up a numerous Standing Army 
in any Country. Our People are naturally jealous of 
their Liberties ; the continuing of the Army thus from 
Year to Year, will make them conclude, that they %tt 
never to be relieved therefrom by Parliament ^ this may 
make them defpair of preferving their Liberty b^ any 
peaceable Method, and may make them engage againd 
one another in a cruel Civil War for the Prefervation 
of thofe Liberties which they judge to be in immi- 
nent Danger ; Thefe may be the Conftfquences, but Wo 
to thofe Men who advife fiich Meafure« as may produce 
fuch fatal Effeas! I wifli that neither God nor Man 
may ever pardon the Authors of fo much Mifery ! 

We have heard much, ^/r, of the Di{lin6tion between 
a Standing Army and a Parliamentary Army ; for my 
part, I can fee no Difference ; a Standing Army is a 
Standing Array, let it be authorized by Parlianlent or 
no ; the People may meet with the fame Opprcifions 
from both, and both muft be maintained at the People*! 
Expence. I join with the worthy Member who fpokc 
laft in Opinion, that the Affeftions of the People ought 
to be meafurcd by the Afi^e61ions of their Reprefenta- 
tives in Parliament 5 'it has always been fo hitherto j 
the SubjeQs, when they fufpcacd that the Crown wis 
making any Incroachments upon their Liberties, always 
pleafed themfdves with the Thougbts that they would 
find a fure Redrefs from their Reprefentatives aflTcn^bled

lAParli^riifcnt; upoh thfetn tV>; al^irays del^end for a 
certain Rcmcd)^ for «il tbeiir real br even imaghiary 
Wrongs 5 but if Ais Houfe fliail thus frofti Year to Year 
agree to the Continuance of a Standing Army, I am 
afraid this <^ill no longer continue to be a Rule for 
naeafuring the Peoples Affeaiohs: The People wiil 
begin to look upon us, tlot as their Reprefcntativcs, or 
as the Guardians of their Liberties, but as the infigni- 
iicant Tools of a Court, and thb hiretirig 'Supporters of 
an Adminifl^riation. 

Mr.fi Iff (kfd^ tbtt as laiTg as tlife Army was 

regularly paid, knU 'ftrift Difb'plihe kept iip, he did 
not believe that the Peo'ple could nieet with any Ihjuftice 
from them ; and as long is they were fUbjefit to be ie* 
duced or disbanded by the Parliam'd'nt, ^hfencVer It was 
thought convenient, they nc'v^r pouid .l>e employed 
againft the Liberties and Privilege^of t^eSubjeft'; there- 
fere he did not believe thafihfe fmafi humbdr now prb- 
^ofed could ever 'raife'^3r^©ifc(m't'erit br*j6aloufy in the 
'Minds of the People : But Ite joinH hteartily Wifh the 
honourable Kferiiber Whb Ypc*e Hft fn \ir!fliW tiat 
neither God nor Man itii^h't ever forgive \ii6fe. Who were 
or fliould be the Occi/fon of our hUh^ oWi^ed 'to fight 
for o\ir Liberties 5 )^t tMc'Ca'fc he faitl Wadliappencd 
we had been obliged to fight fbr ouV Libfertfes, arid 
every thing that was dear to Ifs ; and yet notwith- 
ftanding many of thofe v^^o had. been ^rjricipal'ly the 
Occa/ion thereof, had been forgiven at I^aft 'by Itfan. 

Mr.B^ — : d faid, T^at he could hoc a'gi^fee to the 

continuing of the Array upon the FoOtfng propofed, 
becaufeVehad been a flu red by his "Majel^y, that there 
was a profound Traitquillity abro&d 5 and if there was 
any Party at hohre iagajnft the Frotejiant "SucceiTxpn, 
he was convinced it was fo infigniflCant, that it was not 
worth taking Notice of. That the Tettfi^ lip, 6r nbt 
felting up Kirtg >r////^?Ws -Statue, coufd be no Argument 
for proving, that there "w^s a Spirit of yacohitifin in 
*the Country 5 for hfs'part, hewifhcd that the'P'rdpoGl 
had been agreed to, and that the Statue had been fet 
up; but he was fure that the late'Opj)ofltion that was 
made to it, and the refufing to fet it up in the Place pro- 
•pofed, did not proceed from any Difaffeftion to the 
Government, or from any Diflike of the Revolution ; 
there were many other Reafons to be affigned for that 
Refufal, which by the Generality of the People, who 
were concerned in thatMattcr/^erc thought to be of

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ly eight enoH^h to make tliem give their Negative' at 
that Time. 

Mr. -^«^— r- Q r— /. Sir, It is cer^inly the 

IntereH of this N^ion to render itfelf as coniiderabie af 
poflible a^noiJgft »*» Neighbours 5 for the greater Opinion 
they hav« of our Strength and Power, the iefs apt they 
^ili be to Mndert^ke any Expeditions or Invafions 
ag^inft 114, ^d.t)\e moreeafy it will be for us to obtain 
fFom them any AdvanM{(^s or Immunities which wf 
rft^y \\i\n\i ncceffary for improving the Trade and in- 
cre^Ung th^ Ricf^cs of tl^e Kingdom. There is nothing 
contributes more tp the Power and Strength of a People 
t))^fi yn^nimity and Concord among themfelves : A iac- 
tipus divided People are never able to do much good 
to themfelves pr their Friends, nor any great Injury to 
their Enemies and Rivals. The only thing then that 
c^fi ^ke this Nation conHderabJe in the Byes of Fo- 
rpign^ers is, a hearty Union and Agreement between his 
Mjftjf fly and his Parliant^pnt ; this it is, that has pro- 
dpiced thj^t h^^py Tranquillity which we now enjoy, 
anid which by our Influence has been communicated to 
t)ie xfi,^ of fyrofjf^ and in a Manner forced upon fome 
of fhePrit^ces thercpf; fome 9f them had Inclina- 
tion tnough to have raifed Commotions, and to have 
diflurbcd the Peace and Quiet of their Neighbovirs, but 
lliey durftnot venture upon it, when they found the 
King of Great-Britain and his Parliament would join 
heartily in the fame Meafures againft them : It •may 
be fuppofcd^ that the fame Inclinations dill remain, 
they only watch for an Opportunity to follow them ; 
the |eaft Dif^ji^eement between his MajeAy and his 
Parliament will aiiEord them what they wim, what they 
loi^g for, and thereupon the FlaiQcs of W^r will break 
out afrdh; for preferving therefore the Tranquillity 
w^ich by our Influence has been e^abliihed, it is ne- 
ceiTiiry to continue tl^e Means by which we have been 
able to accompiiih fe good a Defign, for which Rea* 
fon I am againiit di^greeing .with what has been pco- 
poied. 

Mr. P ■ r^\Sir^ If I thought that the continuing 

the ;numbcr of Forces propofed were neceffary for pre- 
fervpng the Publick Tranquillity, either at home or 
abrqad, or for any other good End whatever, I fhould 
join moQ heartily in the Propofal. It is certain, that 
the continuing of fo great an Army in Tim^e of a pro- 
fQWiA. Pejice may be of dangerous ConTequence to our 
Bb 2 Confii« 
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Conftitiition ; and it always muft be oppreifive as well 
fld burthenfome to the People ; tlierefoi:e nothing but 
^x\ abfolute Necelfity ought to prevail upon us to con- 
tinue a Standing Army. From paft Times we may be 
able to form a Judgment of the Prefent, from what has; 
liappened heretofore we may judge whether there be 
at prefent any abfolvite Neceflity for keeping up fuch 
ft number of Regular Forces: During the whole Time 
of the late War v^ the Reign of Queen Anne^ there 
were but 6 or 7000 Men of Regular Forces kept in 
this Kingdom, and thefe were found fufficient, though 
the Pretender was then openly entertained ^t the French 
Court, and was but a few Days Journey diftant from us ; 
It was then much eafter to carry on a Correfpondence 
between him and his Friends in this Country than at 
prefent, and it muft be fuppofed that he had more of 
them than he has nov \ for by the very Nattire of 
Things they muft be daily decreafing, and will at laft 
wear quite out, if wrong Meafures at home do not pre- 
vent it; yet notwithftanding of thie fmall number of 
Forces then kept in the Kingdom, they were never 
able to give the Government any great Diflurbance or 
Uneaiinefs, therefore I muft conclude, that for pre- 
venting any Attempts from the Pretender or his Part/ 
In the Kingdom, a greater Number is now not abfo- 
Jutely necelfary, but is rather quite unneceftary and 
fuperfluous. 

As foon as that War was at an End, our Troops were 
Immediately disbanded, and the Army reduced to about 
€000 fome odd hundred Men ; it was not then pretended, 
that it was neceflary to keep our Army on Foot till it 
jOhould be fcen how the Tfeaty we had made fhould be 
reliQied by Foreign Powers, or that -there was any 
Danger of the War's breaking out sifrefh in cafe we 
Ihould, for the Safety of our Conftitution, and the Eafe 
of our People, disband our Regular Forces. Yet I have 
f) great a RefpcfiV for her Majefty> Memory, that I can- 
not believe' ibe had any Views of favouring the Pre- 
tender or his Intereft, either at home or abroad 5 and 
irith thfs fnjail' Number of Regular Forces at home, we 
found, that not on}y the general Tranquillity of Europe 
>ras preferved, biit upon the Queen's Demife the Pro- 
teftant Succefllion took Place without the leaft Difturbance 
or Oppo/ition. There was, it is true, a Rebellion broke 
out fome time after, and .thereupon the Army was aug- 
JE^enfed, buf fbat Rebellion was cruflied pyen before the 

Aug- 
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Augmentation was made; the fix or feven thoufand 
Troops we had in our Pay at home were ^ound fuf- 
ficient for fuppreffing that Infurrefition ; and ilotwlth- 
ilanding of this fmall Number of Forces we had on 
Foot, and this InfurrefiHon that juras at the fame Time 
raifed againjft his late Majcfty, yet we find that none of 
the Powers abroad cvck offerM either to difturb us or 
any of their Neighbours. Thus we find that in former 
Times, and that very lately too, the Publick Tranquil- 
lity has been preferved both abroad and at home by a 
little more than one third of the Regular Forces now 
propofed to be kept on Foot ; for what End then can 
fuch a Number be propofed, or for what Reafon ihouil 
we agree to it ? For my part, I can find none ; but ver/ 
fhrong Reafons for oppoiing it as much as lies in vcsf 
Power. 

I muft fay. Sir, that it !s not to the Diminution or 
Reduction of our Regular Forces, that aiiy Attempts 
againft us ever were, or ever can be owing ; fuch At- 
tempts, either by Invaltans or InfurreBions muft always 
arifc from our Government's purfuing Meafures by which 
I>iraffe€tion and Difcontent are fowed among- the Peo- 
pie ; when the People arc generally difaffefted, the 
Malecontents will gather Confidence from their Num« 
bers; and our Neighbours will, upon every Occafion, 
be ready to invade us, when they are fure of meeting 
^ith a powerful Support and Affiflance from the People 
themfelves. There is no one Meafure more apt to fpread 
a general Difaffe£tion among the People than that of 
keeping up a numerous Standing Army ; this was one of 
•he principal Things that ruin'd the late King yames^ 
and alienated from him the Peoples Aflfeflions almoft to 
a Man : He had to truft to even a more numerous Army 
than that at prefent demanded ; but what was the Con^ 
fcquencc ? That Army was fo far from fecuring him 

, againft tEe general Difcontent of the People, that they 
themfelves, like honeft Men as they were, joined in 
the general Defefilion, and contributed to the Overthrow 
of the Man who uiijuflly put his whole Truft and Con- 
fidence in them. I hope. Sir, that the EngUJk Armies 
will always'behave fo ; I hope they will alwavs be fo 
faithful to theirCountry as to forftke the Man who has 

' a Mind to enflave it ; but this is not to be depended 
on ; h<Jwcver, the Example fliews that any Army breeds 
Difaffeftionapong the People, and that even an Army 
pnnot be much depended on by that King, who by 

putting 
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f ttttiAg kit whole Coi>adeiice in tiaem^ hajs incur r04 the 
Dirplettfure of the People. Therefore from the fmcere 
AffeaioA i have for the prefent £ft«bli(hment^ I mutt 
aittil be againft continuiog fuch a great Number .of Rs. 
gular Forces in this Kingdom. 

Mr. IV ./f. Sir, I am ferry to hear a Parallel 

drawn by any Member of this Hoafe, between the Arm^r 
Icept up by the late K.ing James, and the Army intend- 
ed to be kept up at pi^fent. King Jamfs^e Arfny wnf 
vaifed agiaiiiQ Law, was maintained a^inft the Conftnt 
of the Peo^e, and was employed in pverturning th^ 
liberties of the Peeiple : The prefent Queftii^n is al^oitt 
ta Army which is to be kept up aciQoriiing tx> Law, 
and by and with thfi Gonfent and Approbation of th^ 
People. If we look into the Petition of Right it£plf, 
•what does it fay ? That an Army raffed or kept up. with* 
outConfent of Parliament, is contrary to theCpnAttu- 
tion ; but it was never did, that an Army kept up by 
Confent of Parliament is illegal, or any Way ipontrary 
to our happy ConAitution ; in this Refpea therefore n^ 
Parallel can be drawn between the,prefent Army, whicli 
is to be kept up only by Consent of the People, and 
maintained by them, and that Army which was raifed 
and maintained by Kingjames himfelf, and was fo far 
from being with the Concurrence or Coi^cat of the Peo« 
pie, that it was to be employed againfi them ; and I 
am perfuaded, Aat no Man her^e fuTpefts that the pre- 
lent Army is to be employed in any fuch Manner. 

I really believ«e. Sir, and I hope I am right, that there 
is but very little DL flat isfa€t ion in the Nation, and that 
the Jacobite Party is now become very incooAderable ; 
but Xtill that Party is not to be ridiculed and made a Joke 
of: We are not Q> much to dcfpife all Attempts that may 
be made by thorn, as not to take ^ny Meafurec to pnovidt 
ourSelMOB agalnft them ; fuch a Security is the he£t Thing 
they can with for, they would be glad to be def>piCed in 
fuch a Manner. Qentlemen may Giy what th^y W|U1 of 
the little Canfequenoe of .any Endeavours that have been^ 
or may be uCed by them ; but (the late RebeUion is a 
certain Teitimony that they are not to be too much de- 
fpifed. The «Fate of the Kingdom was at that Time 
brought even to the Decidan of a Day, and if the 
Rebels had been fuccefsful but at Frtfion, I'donotkinow 
what might have been the Confequences ; I dread «to 
think of them : But let them Kave been never ifo fatal, 
if the Liberties of this Nation had been overthrown by 

the 
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the Succcfs of thoTe Rebels, it would have been entirely 
dwinfeto Qur having fo few Regular Forces on Foot at 
that Time. We havft cfb^pea that Danger, but do not 
let us expoCe ourfclves every Day to fcch Dangers for 
the future, wKich muft be the neceflary Antfequence of 
reiuc'ing any tart of the fmall Army now on Foot, and 
dclired to be ciohtinue<>. 

A P^rliamlihtary Army never yet did any Hafm t^ 
this Nation, but ReduSlions of that Army hive often 
been fatal. 1 have . been altured by k Miriifter of very 
g^reat Cohftquencc at the Court 6f Trakce^ that the fc- 
♦ flucing of our Arnriy after the Peace of Ryfieich^ very 
much encouraged the Court of France to take fuch Mea- 
iurcs, and to maKe fuch bold Steps as they afterward* 
did. Thdy would have been more cautious if we had 
kept ourlelves in a Capacity of pouring in a numerous 
Army upon fhem 5 but they Taw that we had put it 
4>ut of our Power, and therefore they defpiftd us. The 
Reduction of fhe Anny after the Treaty o£ Utrecht had 
hot, by good Luck, all the ill Confequenccs that were 
ileligned, but the Jleduftion was certainly made with 
ho ^ood Intent. I have a good Opinion enough of the 
late Queen, ihe had not, perhap, any ill Intentions $ 
Ibut I am convinced that her Minivers had' laid a Schemj^ 
lor overturnin^the*Protcftant Succeffion 5 and they liad 
ho other Way of executing thisScTieme but by getting 
free of all thofe brave Olficers and Soldiers who had. 
terved their Country fo faithfully in the late Wafs 5 this 
Vras wliat made tlie Army be reduced at that Time ^ 
low as it was : The Minifters knew that thofe honeft 
XDfliccrt would not ferve thrtn in the Execution of their 
dcflruftive^chemes, but tliey took Care to tupp'ly theit ' 
^lace by a feody of abov^ '6000 "Men, wTio were private- 
ly kept in Pay, and maintained under the Colour elf 
iihelfea HofpUal.^ and tlie Confequence fhewed what Soft 
of Men thofe new Troops w-ere, for almo'ft every Man 
^f them appeared in Arms in ^e late Rcibellion 
*againft''the Government. We liave heard the Treaty df 
Vtrecht^ upon which tTiis HcduQion was made, applaud- 
led by fome 5 whether it defer ves any Tuch^Applaufe T 
'do not know, buti am certain, that /Ince that Time we 
liave been obliged to enter into 'f<?parate Treaties aifd 
*Negottaftions almoft wi£h every -Power in Europe^ 'for 
^amending or explaining the Blunders of that Treaty ; 
iRnd if we are now right, whoever afcribes our being fo 
to that Treaty, may be faid to be like a'Man, who ^fter 

breaking 
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breaking another^s Bones, and feeing them fet again very 
fight; and well cured by an able Surgeon, cries, you 
are obliged to me. Sir, for this great Cure that has beea 
performed upon you. 

After all. Sir, I would not have the Friends to the 
prefent Eflablifhment think themfelves abfolutely fafd 
and fecure ; it is not to be fuppofed but that his Mi- 
jeHy has ftiil fome private Enemies, even Sn our Owil 
Country; People may fay what they will about the 
Treatment the Petition for erefting King William's Status 
lately met with, but I look upon it as an Affront de- 
Ugnedly put upon the Revolution ; and I am fure it 
never could have met with fo much Contempt from any 
thing but a Spirit of Jacobitifm ftill fubfifting in the 
Country, which can never be deftroyed but by taking 
away from them all Hopes «f Succefs, and this can only 
be done by keeping up an Army fufficient to defend us 
againft their utmoft Efforts. 

Mr. N /faid. That he approved very much of 

h\8 Majefty's Speech to both Houfes ^t the Bcgmning of 
Seffion ; he was glad to obferve, that his Majefty thereiii 
declared, in fo ftrong Terms, his Affcftion for his Peo- 
ple, but from the Motion that had been made for fuch a 
Number of Troops, he thought the Speech ought to 
have concluded with thefe Words, That his Majefty, to 
ihew his Affedtion for his People, would quarter upon 
them for next Year but 18,000 Men. 

Sir R tW-^ le. Sir, I find theGentlemeft 

who oppofc the Motion made by my honourable Friend, 
have all along argued, as if the Number of Forces now 
propofed, were to be kept up againft Law, or to continue 
for ever ; whereas the very Deiign of the Motion made 
to this Houfe, is in drder to have a Law for keeping 
them up ; and all that the Gentleman wants by his 
Motion is, that they (hall be continued for this Year 
only. The Cafe then before us is, whether it will be 
more proper, and more for the Benefit of fhe Nation, 
to keep up the Number propofed for one Year, or by an 
ill timed Frugality to reduce fome Part of them, and 
thereby expofe the Nation to be contemned and dcrpifed 
by our Neighbours round us, and that at a Time when 
thePublick Tranquillity is but juft fettled, and before 
we can know whether fome of our neighbouring Powers 
are fatisfied or no. Nations, as well as private Mcri, ' 
xnuft accommodate their Meafures to the Times they 
live in. The CircUmftances of Europe arc now much 

altef^d 
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altered from what they wc*c in former Dt/s^ but a 
very few Ages ago there was no fuch Thing in Europe as 
-what we now call a Standing Army f there was nathing 
but the Militia in any Country, and therefore it was no 
"way neccffary for us to have any thing ellfe. If we 
quarrelled with any of our Neighbours, we were fure 
they had nothing but Miiitk to bring againd us, our 
Militia was, and I hope is. dill as good as theirs ; but 
I do not believe that any Man will fay, that the Militia 
of any Country can be made fully as good as Regular 
Troops bred up to Difcipline, and accudomed to Com* 
mand for many Years. The Thing is impoflU>le, and is 
fo look'd on by all the Powers of Europe. There is not 
now a Sovereign State in £uropey but keeps a Body of 
Regular Troops in their Pay 5 there are none of our 
Neighbours but what keep a much greater Number than 
we do ; and therefore it is become in a manner ab(b« 
lutely necelTary for us to keep fome^ we muft have 
fome R,,egular Troops to oppofe to thofe that miiy upon 
a fudden Emergency be brought againd us, and to ob» 
(Iru6t and oppofe their PalTag^ till we have time to 
raife more : The only Queftion is, how great a Num- 
ber wo ought to keep, and in what Manner they are 
to be kept up, and fo at not to be dangerous • to out 
Conditution. 

As to the preventing of any Danger arifing from the 
Regular Forces kept up, I do not think there can be a 
better Method propofed than that of keeping them up 
only by Authority of Parliament, and continuing them 
only from Year to Year ; by this Method, Sir, they 
mufl always be dependent upon, and fubfervlent to the 
Parliament or People, aiM confequently can never be 
made ufe of for any thing but for the Prefervatioii and 
Safety of the People againft all Attempts Foreign Or 
DomeAick : And while they are kept up ki this M^n* 
ner, they will always be a Terror to our Enemies, with- 
out fubje€ting us to any of thofe Misfortunes which 
other Countries have fallen into. A Standing Arn;iy I 
find is reprefented by fome Gentlemen who have fpoke 
upon the other Side of the Queftion, as not to be depend* 
ed on even by the King, whole Service they are in. I 
grant that an Army of Eritijh Subjects, whatever Way 
kept up or modelled, is not to be truHed to by a 
King who makes any Attempts upon the Liberties of 
the People \ but if fuch an Army raifed and main- 
tained without Confent of Parliament, way|We find, 

CC ^ I^Qt 
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not to be trttded to by a King who had fuch DefignA, 
how much lefs can any Man depend for the Execution 
of fuch Dc/igns upon an Army, fucK as we have at 
preftnt? An A.rpay raifed, kept up, and maintained 
by the People ; an Army that may be difmiflcd by 
them when they pleafe j and an Army that is com- 
manded by Gentlemen of fome of the bed Eftates and . 
Families amongft us, who never can be fuppofed capar 
ble of joining in any Meafures for enQaving a Country 
where they have fo great an Intereli, and where their 
Anceftors have fo often fignalized themfeives in the 
Caufe of Liberty. It is not therefore to be imagined, 
that ever fuch an Army can be of any dangerous Con- 
fequence to our Liberties, were they much more nume- 
rous than they are propofed- to be. 

It is certain, that every State in Europe now mea- 
fures the Strength of their Neighbours by the Number 
of/Regular Troops they can bring into the Field ; the 
Number, or even the Bravery of any Militia is not 
now- much regarded, and therefore the Influence and the 
' Credit that every State in Europe has, or can expert in 
the publick Negotiations thereof, depends entirely upon 
the Number of Regular Troops they can command upon 
any Emergency y we muft therefore conclude, that if we 
reduce the Number of our Forces, our Influence abroad 
will decreafe, our Enemies will begin to imagine, that 
'they may catch great. Advantages of us, or at lea(t of 
our Allies, before we can be in a Condition to affor4 
'any conHderable AfTiftance to our Friends, or do any * 
great Injury to them \ upon which Account I cannot 
think it prudent to make any great Reduction of our 
Army, before the Treaties we have made for eftablifh- 
ing the Tranquility of Europe^ are fully and abfoluteiy 
iecuried by fuch Alliances as may make the Execution 
of what we have Aipulated and agreed upon, certain 
and'indifputable. 

But even af to our Security at home, I do not thfnk, 

Sir^ that it can bear any Reduction at prefent; we do 

not know what fudden and unexpected Attempts may be 

made upon. us; and notwithftanding of the great Army 

we have (as is pretended) at prefent, it is certain that 

we could not in feverai Weeks Time bring 500O Men 

.of Regular Forces together in any Part of the Ifland, 

for oppofmg any Invafton that may happen to be made 

^pon us, without flripping our Capital, and leaving it 

; vUhout i^oy Dqfence againft its oppn or fecret Enemies. 

' Thofc 
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Thofe who teii u«, that there were but Seven Thou- 
fand Men in England during the Courfc of the late War, 
forget that we had at th^t Time four or jfive Thoufand 
in Scotland^ and had all along a great Army abroad at 
our Command, which we could bring over when we 
pleafed, and did a£luaJly bring;^ over 10,000 Men from' 
Flanders^ immediately upG|n the fifd iure Accoui^ts we 
Jiad that the French dtligned an InyaAon in Scotland^ 
which made the Number of Regular Forces then in the 
I Hand above 20,000, and (hews that we were very far 
from relying upon the 7000 Men we then had in Eni- 
iand for our fbie Defence in the Time of Danger : Be- 
Sdes, we ought to coniider, that the King of France 
was then wholly taken up in defending hi$ own Ter- 
ritories, and fettling his Son in the PoffeiTion of the 
Sfanijh Monarchy; he had, not Time to think of the 
Pretender^ lior could he fpare any Troops for making 
an Inva/ion upon us. 

Whereas, (hould that Nation, or any other begin now 
to have a Quarrel with us ; the firft Thing they would 
probably do, would be to endeavour to (leal in the 
Pretender upon us with a good Body of Regular Troops $ 
which Attempt they will always be the more ready 
to make, the fewer Regular ^Forces we have at home 
to oppofe them : We have now no Army abroad at our 
Comxnand ; our Allies might perhaps have no more than 
were abfolutely neceflary for the Defence of their own 
Territories, and though they had, we know what a 
tedious Affair it is before they can be brought over to 
our AiHAance ; we cannot therefore properly put our 
Truil in any but thofe which we have within the Ifland, 
and the Number propofed is the fmalleft we can truft to, 
till the Affairs of Europe be fo fettled, as that we can be 
in no Danger of an Attack. 

I muft take Notice, 5/>, that all thofe who are pro* 
felTed Enemies to our ConftitutionJ and to the Proteftant 
Succeifion, exclaim loudly againft a Standing Army i 
There is not, I believe, a Jacobite in the Land, but 
what appears ftrenouAy againft the keeping up fo great 
a Number of Regular Forces: I muft, &r, upon this 
Occalion, acquaint you with a Story that happened to 
me but t'other day. Some Rills having been lately fent 
over from Ireland for his Majcfty's Approbation, and 
among them one againft the F»pifii of that Kingdom \ 
Counfcl were admitted to be heard for and againft the 
Bill : In the arguing of this Matter, it happened^ that 

C c 4 th,e 
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the Couufcl for the Fafifts had Occalion to rcfcrr to the 
Articles of LmerU\^ and therefore wanted them to be 
read 5 but there being no Copy of them then at the 
Councir Board, their Solicitor, who was a Fapift^ puJled 
a Jittle Book out of his Pocket, and from thence read 
>the Articles : I fuppofed that this little Book was his 
Vade Mtcum^ aifd therefore I dellred to look upon it, and 

. found that it contained thofe Articles of LimericJi, the 
French King's Declaration agatnfl the States of Holland 
an the Year 1701, and three Arguments againft a Stand- 
ing Army ; from whence I concluded, that this Soli* 
citor was a notable Holderforth in Coffee-Houfes againft 
the pernicious Confequences of a Standing Army ; and 
I do not doubt, but that if he were a Member of this 
Houfe, he would be one of the keened among us 
againft the prefent Queftion : For which Reafon, 5/>, I 
ikail glory in being one of thofe that are for it. 

Mr. F » y . Sir, We have heard a great deal 

about Parliament£(ry Armies, and about an Army 
continued from Year to Year 5 I have always been, 
5fr, and always fhall be againft a Standing Army of any . 
Kind 5 to me it is a terrible Thing, whether under that 
of Parliamentary or any other Delignation ; a Standing 
Army is ftill a Standing Army, whatever Name it be 
called by; they are a Body of Men diflinA from the 
Body of the People; they are governed by di£Ferent 
Laws, and blind Obedience, and an entire Submiffion to 
tile Orders of their Commanding Officer is their only 
Principle. The Nations around us, Sir, are already cn- 
flaved, and have been enflaved b^ thofe very Means ; 
by Means of their Standing Armies they have every one 
lofl their Liberties; it is indeed impoflible that the Li* 
berties of the People can be f refervcd in any Country 
where a numerous Standing Army is kept up. Shall we 
then take any of our Meafures fVom the Examples of our 
Neighbours ? No, Sir, upon the contrary, from their 
Misfortunes we ought to learn to avoid thofe 'Rocks up- 
on which they have fplit. 

It fignifits nothing to tell me, that our Army is 
Commanded by fuch Gentlemen as cannot be fuppofed to 
join in any Meafures for enflaving their Country ; it 
may be fo ; I hope it is fo ; I have a very good Opi* ' 
nion of many Gentlemen now in the Army ; I believe 

^they would not join in any fuch Meafures; but their 
Lives are uncertain, nor can we be fure how long tbey 
may be continued in Command | tbey snay be ail dif*' 

miifed 
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miiTed in a Moment, and proper Tools of Power put in 
their Room. Bcfides, Sir we know the Paffions of 
Men, we know how dangerous it is to truft the bcft of 
Men with too much Power ; where was there a braver 
Army than that under Julius Cafar ? Where was there 
ever an Army that had fervcd their Country more 
faithfully ? That Army was commanded generally by 
the bcft Citizens of Rome^ by Men of great Fortune and 
Figure in their Country 5 yet that Army enflaved their 
Country, ^ The Affections of the Soldiers towards their 
Country, the Honour and Integrity of the Under Of- 
ficers, arc not to be depended on 5 by the Military Law^ 
the Adminiftration of Juftice is fo quick, and the Punifh- 
aients fo fevere, that neither Officer or Soldier dares 
offer todifpute the Orders of his fupreme Commander ^ 
he muft not confult his own Inclinations : If an Officer 
•were commanded to pull his own Father out of thi» 
Houfe, he muft do it 5 he dares not difobcy ; imme- 
diate Etpath would be the fure Confequence of the 
leaft Grumbling. And if an Officer were fcnt into the 
Court of Requefls^ accompanied by a Body of Musketeers 
with fcrewed Bayonets, and with Orders to tell us 
what we ought to do, and how we were to Vote, t 
know what would be the Duty of this Houfe ; I know 
it would be our Duty to order the Officer to be taken 
and hanged up at the Door of the Lok^y : But, ^/r, h 
doubt much if Aich a Spirit could be found in the 
Houfe, or in any Houfe of Conimons that will ever be- 
in England, 

5/r, I talk not of imaginary Things; I talk of what 
has happened to an EngUflt Houfe of Commons, and 
from an Englijh Army, not only from an EngUJk Army, 
but an Army that was raifed by that very Houfe of 
Commons, an Army that was paid by them, and an 
Army that was commanded by Generals appointed by 
them. Therefore, do not let us vainly imagine, that 
an Ar?ny raffed and maintained by Authority of Par* 
liament, will always be fubmiffive to them : If an Army 
be fo numerous as to have it in their Power to over-awe' 
the Parliament, they will be fubmiffive as long as the 
P^iriiament docs nothing to difoblige their Favourite 
General ; but when that Cafe happens, I am afraid that 
in place of the Parliament's difmiffing the Army, the 
Army will difmifs the Parliament, as they have done 
heretofore. Nor does thf Legality or Illegality of that 
Parliament or of that Army, alter the Cafj?^ for with . 

refpc6i 
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rcfpeft 10 that Array, and according to their IVay of 
thinking, the Parliament difmifled by them was a legal 
Parliament ; they were an Army raifed and maintained 
according to Law, and at lirlt they were raifed, as they 
imagined, for the Prefervation of thofe Liberties which 
they afterwards dcftroyM. 

It has been urged, Str^ that whoever is for the JPro- 
teftant Succsflion mufl be for continuing the Army ; For 
that very Reafon, 5iV, I am againlt continuing the 
Army. I know that neither the Proteftant Succeffion in 
his >4ajel)y*s mod liluftrioiis Houfe, nor any Succeffion 
can ever be fafe as long as there is n. Standing Army in 
the Country. Armies, S/r, have no Regard to Heredi* 
tary SuccelTions. The fird two Cafars at Rome did pretty 
well, and found Means to keep their Armies in tolerable 
Subjedion, becaufe the Generals and Officers were all 
their own Creatures; but how did it fare with their 
SuccefTors ? Was not every one of them named by the 
Army without any Regard to Hereditary Right, or to 
any Rigjht ? A Cobbler, a Gardiner, or any Man who 
happened to raife himfeif in the Army, and could gain 
their Afifefilions, was made Emperor of the World : Was 
not every fuccceding Emperor raifed to the Throne, or 
tumbled Headlong into the Dud, according to the meer 
Whim or mad Frenzy of the Soldiers ? * 

We are told. Ho ! Gentlemen, but this Army is de- 
iircd to be continued but for one Year longef, it is not 
de/ired to be continued for any Term of Years; how 
abfurd is this Didinaion ! Is there any Army in the 
World continued for any Term of Years ? Does the 
mod abfolute Monarch tell his Army, that he is to con- 
tinue them for any Number of Years, or any Number 
of Months? How long have we already continued out 
Army from Year to Year? And if it thus continues, 
wherein will it difFer ftom the Standing Armies of thofe 
Countries which have already fubmitted their Necks to 
the Yoke ? We are now come to Jihc Rubicon ; our Army 
is now to be reduced, or it never will ; from his Ma-^ 
jedy*s own Moulh we are affured of a profound Tran- 
quillity abroad, we know there is one at home ; if this 
is not a proper Time, if thefe Circumdances do not af- 
ford us a fafe Opportunity for reducing at lead a Part of 
our Regular Forces, we never can expert ^o fee any 
Redu£tion^ and this Nation, already overloaded with 
Debts and Taxes, mud be lo^ed with the heavy Charge 
of perpetually fupporting a numerous Standing Army ; 

and 
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and remain for ever expofed to the Danger of having 
its Liberties and Privileges trampled upon by any future 
King or Miniftry, who iliall takw it in their Heads to 
do fo, and (hall take a proper Care to model the Arm/ 
for that Purpofe. 

Then the Qucdion was put. Agree with the Motion, 
(firft mentioned) *or no, and it was agreed to without 
any Amendment, uponaDivifton, 241 againfl 171. The 
Committee came likewife to another Refoiution, both 
vhich were reported next Day to the Houfe by Sir 
pharles Turner^ Chairman of the Committee, and were 
as folio weth, viz,., 

JRefolved^ That the Number of eflFeStivc Men to be * 
provided for Guards and Garrifons in Great-Britain^ an4 
for Guernfiy and Jerfey^ for the Year 173Z, be (includ- 
ing 18 1 5 Invalids, and 5$^ Men, which the fix Inde- 
pendent Companies coniift of for the Service of the 
Highlands) 17,709 Men, Conimiffion and Non-CommiC^ 
/ion Officers included. 

Rffolved^ That a Sum not exceeding /) 5 3,2 16 /• 10 s:. 
1 d. bt granted to his Majefiy, fgr defraying the Charge 
of the fdid 1 7,709 Men, for Guards, Garrifons, an4 
other his Majefty^s Land Forces in Great^Britain^ Guerth' 
fey^ and Jerfiyl, for the Year 1732. 

The firH of thefe Refolutions haying (as before men- 
tioned) flood a long Debate in the Committee, was 
agreed to by the Houfe without any new Debate, but 
vpon putting the Quedion as to the !fecohd. 

Mr. P/— r ftDod up, and fpokc to the following 

EflFca. Mr. Speaker^ There was laft Night fuch a long , 
Debate upon tho firH of thefe Refolutions, and fuch 4 
Diflurbance upon the fecond, that I could not then have 
an Opportunity to fpeak to it. I hope the Houfe will 
now indulge me with a little time to give my Senti- 
ments even as to this fecond Refoiution. 5/r, it is 
highly neceflary for the Good and Welfare of this Na- 
tion, that every Parthing of the Charge which the 
People are put to ihbuld be publickly known, and 
fully confidcrcd by this Houfe ; the Nation ought not 
to be cheated^ and made to believe, that the main- 
taining of this 18,000 Men coft them only 653,000/. 
when in reality it cods them them a great deal more^ 
Befidcs the Money that is raifed among the People, 
^nd paid into the Hands of the Government for main- 
taining this A^my^ there is not an Innkeeper, an Ale- 
boufe, or a Brandyihop in the Nation, but what pays.a 
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very great additional Tax by Way of Quarters for tlife 
Officers and Soldiers. 

But there is ftill, Str^ a much greater Evil arifes 
from this hidden way of railing Moneys upon the People. 
It IS, Sir, an Arbitrary and an Unequal Way of raihng 
Moniey, and confequently affords^ to thofe who have 
the Management of the Army, an Ojpportunity of op- 
prefiing fome People, or fome Parts of the Nation. If 
any Country, if any Bomugh in this Kingdom difobliges 
thofe in Power, by fending Reprefentativfes to this 
Houfe, who do not Vote as the Miniilers would have 
them, it is in the Power of the Government even with- 
out any Pretence for fo doing, to fend a great Number 
-of the Regular Forces to be quartered upon that County 
or that Borough ; by which Means a much greater Sum 
Is raifed upon the People of that County or Borough, 
than is proportionally raifed in any other Part of the 
Nation ; nay, even if any private Innkeeper, or Ale- 
houfe Man in any County or Borough Ihall give a 
•wrong Vote at the Election of Members of Parliament, 
St is in the Power qf the (Sovernment, by Means of 
the Juftices and the Conftables, who are named by them, 
-to oppr^fs that Man, by quartering more Soldiers upon 
him, than are in Pioportion quartered upon any one 
e^f his Neighbours. T^jcfe are Grievances which the 
Nation jufily complain of, and we ought to conHder how 
they are to be redreifed. 

Sir W m S d. Secretary at War. &>, The Ho- 

nourable Gentleman who fpoke lad, feems, by*what he 
has faid, to bring a Charge againfl me, or at lead, againfl 
thofe who have been in the Office which I have the 
Honour to be in at prefent. For my own Part, Sir^ | 
can fafely declare, that ever /ince I came into that Office, 
there has been no Favour fhcwn to^ *ny one Part of 
the Country, nor to any one Man in the Nation ^ we 
have never fb much as thought of having a Regard to 
any thing but to that of cantoning and quartering the 
Troops into fuch Places as were moft cafy for the Coun* 
try, and moft convenient for them ; unlefs when the 
Safety and Security of th^ Nation in general required the 
inarching of a Number of them into any particular 
- Country. This, Sir, ha^ been the Method ever fince I 
came into the Office : It (hall be the Method as long as 
I continue in it ; and I firmly believe, that the fame 
Method was always obferved by my Prcdeceflbrs in 
Office. 

Mr. 
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Mr. W * r. I do not know. Sir, what Method hat 

been obfery^d in cantoning aiid quartering the Troopr, 
but I know that the Country complains heavily of t,hff 
OpprelHoni they n« under upon that Account ; it ii but 
t little Timeiiagofincerome of mv own Tenanli came 
and told me, that they fhould be ruined by the Dragoons 
that were quartered upon them ; they had nQt, they 
faid, a Lock of Hay but what they were obliged to give 
to the Soldiers % to that all their own Cattle were in 
danger of being Aarved. For, Sir^ in all Countries 
where the Soldien come, tbey and their Horfcf muft be 
hr& ferv'd, and with the beA of every Thing too ; and 
what i< dill worfe, the poor People are often obliged te 
ftrve them at their own rricet, 

Mr. f I'm. 5i>, Aa I had the Honour to ferve for 

fome Time in that Office, and particularly at the Time 
nentionM by the Honourable Gentleman who fpoke 
laft, I think it neceifary to fay fomething upon the 
prefent OccaAon. I remember very well, that Qentleman . 
did make fome Complainta to me ; but I remember like* 
wife, and he muft alfo remember it, that I told him the 
Review which was at that Tinae, was the Occafion of 
bringing fo many of the Forces into that Country, and 
as foon as that was over, they were fent elfewhere, and 
tha^ Qentleman*s Tenants in particular were relievM 
from any Hardfhip they might think they lay under 
upon that Account. During the whole time that I was 
In that Office, there was never any. fuch Complaint 
made .to me, but that I immediately ordsrM Relief to 
the Perfons who thought themfelvea aggrieved, or gave 
them fuch Reafbns why I could not give them Relief, 
as they feemed to be fatiaiied with. In fuch Cafes I 
never had any Refpeft to Perfons ; fo far otherwifb, 
that I have olten given Relief at the Defire of thofe 
with whom I never did Vote in this Houfe, nor I be« 
Jieve eVer fhall, and have orderM thofe very Troops to 
be fent and quartcr'd upon th^fe with whom I have 
always agreed in Opinion, 

Mr. fl I. I r. Sir^ I am forry that what I propofed 
only for the Relief qf the Publick, iliould be turned 
into a perfonal Dif^ute, or that Gentlemen (hould b^in 
to vindicate themfelvea before they are accufed. I did 
not fay, that the Honourable Qentleman now in the 
Office, or that any Gentleman that has been in that 
Office, ufod any unjuhifiabie Methods in that refpeft, 
to favour one Party in the Nation more than another ; 

D4 Ml 
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til that I faid, and 1 fay fo ftiU, was, that fuch Mc 
thoda may be praQifcd, fuch Means may be ufcd for 
oppreffing thofc who happen to diflFer in Qpiriion front 
the chief Men in Power; and fuch Me^ns being of 
dangerous Confequcncc to our Conftitution, they ought 
to be guarded againft, and prevented, if poffible. The 
Array, Sir, is fupported, I hope, and maintained foif- 
the Service of all, and therefore all the Subjeas of the 
Nation ought to contribute equally to the Expence of 
maintaining it. There is not a Soldier quarter^ upon an 
Innkeeper in Town or Country, but what Cofts thnt Inn* 
keeper near as mut'h as he Cofts the Government ; fe 
that if we were toraifcali the Money by Parliamentary 
Authority that is neccifary for maintaining the great 
Army we have, I amtifraid we muft raife near double 
the Sum that is propofed. 

Mr. P u . . y . Sir^ I was afraid at the Beginning of 
this Debate, that Barracks were to have been propofed ; 
I am glad to find it is not fo. I am indeed as much as 
any Perfon for giving Relief to that Part of our poor 
oppreffcd Subjeas, the Innkeepers and Viauallers; for 
ftnce I find that an Army is like to be a Part of our Con- 
Aitution, I think it very juft and reafonable that the 
Expence of maintaining them, ihould be laid as equally 
as poffible upon the whole People of the Nation. But, 
5#r, I muft obferve, that the fame Money that we raife 
for maintaining fB,ooo Men, would maintain 60,000 
Men of Regular Forces in France^ Germany^ or any other 
Country of Europe^ according to their Way of regulating 
their Armies. I know. Sir, from whence our great 
Expence proceeds : It is from the great Number of Of- 
ficers maintained in our Army ; we have fo many Regi- 
ments, and To few private Men in each Regiment, that 
really a great Part of our Army are Commiffion or Non- 
CommifFion OflBcers, which makes our Army fo expen- 
Hve to us, and at the fame Time makes it more dangerous 
to our Conftitution. I have been affurcd that 100,000/. 
Englijh Money perAnmm^ will maintain 10,000 Men of 
the Armies of France or Germany], or any other Troops 
but our own : And I have been told, I do not fay that I 
remember, or that I can depend upon my Author, that 
the 12,000 Heffians we have fo long maintainM, were 
maintained for lefs than that Sum yearly. 

Sir R 1 W U. I wiflj, 5/r, the Gentleman who 

fpoke laft, would give us his Author for the Fafit men- 
|iqji^d. Let hiii> be who he will, I know the Story to 
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be falfe. But it is the common Way of fcaitdalizfng the 
Governmcar^ to invent and fprcad faifc Reports thro* 
the Country. The Stipulation for the i2,coo HeJJiani 
•was made. Sir; upon the fame Footing that aJ I fuch Sti* 
puiations were made during tlie laft War ; thisre watf 
not a Penny Icfs ftipulatcd to be paid for them, than 
^hat was agreed to by this Houfe, and th6 whole Mohey 
was yearly advanced to them, according itf the Accounts 
that have been laid before the Houfe. 

General FF — de. Sir^ Thofe who are acquainted with 
the Method of maintaining a German Armv^^ will not 
tnvy them the Happinefii of msiintaining their Troops 
at fo cheap a rate as they do. It is well known, that 
•what they come fliort of ours in Pay, they do more 
than make up by plundering, opprelfing^ and raiiing 
Contributions upon the Countries where they are quar* 
tered. When I was in Itaiy, 5/>, I had the Honour to 
be invited to dine with one of the Germxn Generals who 
commanded in that Country : When I came to the Palace 
where he had his Quarters^ I found the Hall and the 
Avenues leading thereto full of Country People, fome 
with Wine, fome with Beer, fome with Bread, fome 
with Fowls, fome with Pigs, and God knows how many 
other Things; I could ndt imagine what all this meant; 
but when we came to iit doWn to Tabfe, I found fuch 
variety of Difhes, ftich variety of Wines, fo magnifi- 
cent Attendance, and fo fumptuous an Entertainment 
every manner of Way, (which at the fame time I was 
told to be the Generd^s ordinary Way of living) that I 
was very much furpria'd ; and after Dinner over « 
Glaft of Wine, I took the Liberty to ask ihe General, 
For God^s Sake^ Sir^ hov) are you ahle to live after this 
rate ? for it w- uld hreak any of our Englifli Generals to 
Jive in fo fplendid a Manner ; our Fay could not fufport iU 
Fay^ Slr^ fays he, Why^ I have none upon this Account 
from the Government ; all this comes from the Country 
nxhere I am quartered^ 'whicH they are obliged to furnijk me 
wth for nothing ; / have^ Sir^ /even Miles of the Country 
round allotted to the for fupporting my Tab e. Then, 5/r, I 
guefsM at the Meaning of all thofe Country People^s 
being in and about (he Hall ; I found they were all 
come with their Peace-OfFerings to the General:. At. 
this rate, 5/r, a German OiRcer does not (land in Meed 
of much Pay from tht Government) but I hope the 
Country of England will never be ferved at fuch a 
rate*

. Sir IF— ^«f W nii. Sir^ I do not know wbtt may 

be the Methods by which Iflie Germans or Fnnck main* 
taiA their Armies ; but Jet their Manner be what it 
will, I am fure that the Expence we are now at for 
maintaining our Army^ is much greater than necelfary $ 
tuy^ Sir^ much greater than was ufual, even among 
ourfelves for maintaining an equal Number of Men. I 
know that during the hiH War 18,000 of our Troops 
were maintained abroad for 400,000 /. ferAmum^ and 
botb the Oiicers and Soldiers ^ad the faifie Pay they 
have now ; it is true, It may he faid, that this Body of 
Men did not cofi fo mucb» becaufe there were no Guards 
among them ; but I know,. Sir^ that 1 2,000 Men, Guards 
and Garri<brai included, were maintained at home for 
between 3 and 400,000 /• p^r Amum ; out of which 
Sum were paid, the General's Money, Waggon Money, 
Contingencies, and all ofheir lums whatever, any way 
appertaining to the Army. Coniidering the State this 
Nation is in at prefent, and the heavy Debts it is loaded 
with, I' think no proper Method for faving the Publick 
Money ought to be negie^ed.; if we. mull matntain sa 
Army, let us maintain it at as cheap a Rate as poflible. 
Even One Hundred Thoufand Pounds per Annum would 
make no fraall Figure, if added yearly to the Sinking 
Fund : I hope, therefore, this Affair will be thought 
on, and taken into Conlideration when we meet next 
Year. After which, the Queition was put, and the 
Refolution agreed to. 

Before the Houfe received the Report, from the Com* 
mittee of Supply, Mr. F—-^ moved, That an humble 
Addrefs (ho;ild be presented to his MajeAy, that he 
would be gracioufiy pleafod to give Directions to the 
proper Officers to lay before the Houfo an Account of 
what Commiflions in the Army «nd Governments of 
Garrifons, had been kept vacant, and what Savings had 
been made thereupon . 

No fuch Account bad ever 
been kept/at the War Office 5 the Cuftom there was, 
that when any Officer died, the Commiflary certified 
bis Death to that Office, in order that the Pay might 
be Aopt;. and they never began to liTue any Money up- 
on that Account till a new Commiffion was lodged iw • 
|hat Office. ' 

Sir IT— w Y 1 9 faid, That whatever Savings 

fould poffibly be upon that Accouut, amounted to fuch 

sfmall 
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ftnall Sttm, that it wfts a meer Trifle, and was n«s 
worth being taken any Notice of by that Houfe. 

Mr. ? ^^ — '-^ivt fald. That all the Time he had been 
in.tkatOiBce, afidhehelieved it was.fo ftii]^ none of 
tbofe Commifiiaas wcrctver kept vacant for any Tinie<^ ^ 
it waf always hS» Majefty's CuAom to (ill up evtery^ 
Cwnmiffion in the Af my »mmcdiat«ly %«fter it became 
vacant, fo that there could Jbe little or no Savings <u pom 
tliat Account ; a^^ ^ ^^^^^ ^^ ^^^^ ^^^ CuHom had 
always been to leave 4t to be difpdM of by his Majeftjr 
in fuch Manner as he thought fit. . 

Mr.f - y. ^ir, I made this Motion in a Man« 

nqr by meer Accident ; but I do not think St is an>! 
Argument againft it to tell us, that the Savings amount 
to but a meer Trifle ; we fliall be beft Jod^ of thift 
when we fee the Accounts laid jbefore us ; and kt it 
itoount to what it will, if iris faved, I will not fay 
funk, (being a hard Wwd) we ought to enquire into 
the Application of it. I believe there are not a great 
saany CommlfTions kept long vacant, but 1 am fure them 
have been fome that have been kept vacant for a 
confiderable Timt^ we ought at leafi to have an Account 
of them ; becattfe I obfetve there is a Demand every 
Year l^^ught in, which is called^ an Account of Ser* 
Yipes Incurred and not provided for ^ I think the mod 
proper Way oi anfwtring this Account is, to have 
an Account of Services provided Yop and not performed^ 
I am perfuaded that in the Civil Lift Revenue there 
is not an Office vacant for a Day, but what the Sa« 
vingf thereby are brought to Account, and difpofed of 
i in the moft frugal Manner; I think the fame good 
Management ought to be obferv'd in the Army. 

General R-fs faid. He fuppofed the fame Method 
was obfervednow, that was formerly ob^rved inFUff 
. 4^s ; then he knew, that no Commiffion was ever kept 
vacant for any Time ; as foon as ever the Death of 
any Officer was certified, a new Commiffion was granted 
to fome other in his Place, and what little Savinga 
could be made that way, were always left to the Dif- 
pofal of the General, and were apply'd by him io 
fuch Manner as he thought m(^ proper for the Pub-* 
lick Service. . 

Mr. B tU, Sir, Whatever is given for the Main«* 

ffenance of the Army, is a Part of the PUblick Money, 
and it is our Buftnefs to call for the Accounts, and en- 
quire intp the Difpofal of every Farthing of fuch 

Money. 
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Money. If the Savings by vacant ObmtniiTions have 
hitherto been well and properly appjy'd, they who ad- 
-vifcd fuch .Apj)lication» will have the^ more Honoiir, 
iind if there have 'been any Mif-9pplicat1on^, thisHoufe 
•ug;ht to take a Cave to prevent any fiich for the Fu- 
ture. In paft Tirtie* the Savings upon tK\t Account may 
perhaps amount.to but a Trifle ; however, it is certain,' 
that con/idering' the great Number of Officers we main- 
tain,- a very laVgc Sum may be anniialiy ftved 5 and if 
we never call for any fuch Aca)ttnt, Cbmmiffions may 
in Time of Peace be kept vacant for a long Time, on 
Purpofe thereby to raifc Monty in order to convert it 
to Ufes that may be prejudicial to the Nation. 

Sir R t W U. Sir^ During all the Time 

that the Duke of Marlborough commanded our Armies, 
there was never any Comffiinion became vacant but wav 
immediatiely filied up: There was, indeed, generally 
about a Week allowed for the filling up of any Vacancy,' 
but what was faved that Way was generally given to 
the Colonel of the Regiment, to anfwer fomeof the cx-^ 
traordinary Expenccs he was fometimes put to, or it was 
given to the Officer that fucceeded, to defray the Charges 
lie might be at upon Account of hi^s new Commii£oh<' 
The fame Cuftomis liill obferv'd, and any little Savings 
that happen between the Death of one Officer, and the- 
putting of another in his Room, have always been dif- 
posM of by his M&je(!y in the Manner I have men- 
tion'd, or have beenapply*d to Charitable Ufes, and 
given in fmall Sums to ^hofe of the Army who Aood in 
need of any fuch. I hope this Houfe does not intend 
to take the Difpofal of fuch fmall Charities into their 
own Hands, contrary to the Cuftom that has alwayi 
hitherto been obferved ; I do not think that this Houfe 
^ can be fo gbod a Judge as a Board of General Officers in 
the Difpofal of fuch Charities; and while it is left to 
Kis Majefty, he can always have the Advice of fuch a 
Board when any fmall Sum is to be difpofed of in that 
Way. As to the Civil Lift, there are no Savinf;s by any 
Vacancies in that Part of the Revenue ; every Place 
is filled up as foon as it becomes vacant, in the fame 
Manner as it is in the Army, the Management in both 
is the fame, and in both there is as much Frugality as 
poffible.

wife by all thofe without I3oors who underftand any 
Thing of 'Trade, and have a Regard for the Profpc- 
tity j^nd Welfare of their Native Country ; and that 
all fuch may have an Opportunity of giving us their 
Sentiments upon this Occafion,! move that the Bill may 
be printed. 

Which Motion was feconded and agreed to by the 
Houfe, and the Bill was accordingly ordered to be 
printed. 

Mr. W -71. Sir^ As this Bill is of very great 

Confequence to the Trade of this Nation in general, and 
to the Well-being of our Settlements, either upon the 
Continent or in the Iflands of America^ we ought to 
coniider the particular Trade and Produce of every one 
of our Settlements ; and therefore, that we may have 
as much Infight into this Matter as polEble, I move 
that the Reprefcntations fent over from our feveral 
Colonies, and laid before the Honourable the Com- 
iniffioners of Trade and Plantations, may be laid before 
this Houfe, before we go upon the fecond Reading of 
the Bill. 

Mr. B' n. There have been, 5/r, feveral Repre- 

fcntations fent over to his Majefty from our Settlements 
in the Weft- Indies^ which Reprefentations have been re- 
ferred to the Board of Trade to be confidered by them, 
and for them to report their Opinion upon the Mat- 
ters therein contained to his Majefty : Some of them we 
liave already confidered, and have given our Opinion 
upon them ; but there are others that we have not as 
yet ha^ Time fo thoroughly to confider as to be able to 
give any Opinion upon them ; however, Sir^ in theffe 
laft we fliall make all imaginable Difpatch, and (hall 
be ready to lay them before the Houfe as foon as 
po/Tiblc. . 

Mr. 
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Mr. A— -n f y . At this i« an Affair, &>, of 

fo great Confcquence, wc ought not to be in any Hurry 
about paifin^ the Bill ; we muft wait till we have all 
thofe Materials which are neceflary for giving uf a full 
Information in the Affair before us. There is particu* 
larly in the Bill, ts now brought in, a Claufe about 
Lumber, which in my Opinion will do more Harm to 
the Trade of moft of ou^ Colonies, and confequently t^ 
the Trade of this Nation, than all the other Claufe* 
can do Good ; but I ihall have another Opportunity, I 
kope of giving my Sentiments fully upon this Head, 
and therefore I ihall not trouble the Hoiife with them 
at this Time. 

Mr. S ^ds. Slr^ This Bill wa« laft SelEon of Par- 

iiament a long Time before this Houfe \ there is no 
Claufe in the Bill now brought in, but what was in 
the former, and every one of them was then fully con* 
Udered and particularly examined into. The Committee 
that was appointed laCl Seffi^n of Parliament for drawing 
up the Bill, were no lefs than three Months about it; 
in which Time they certainly had under their Confidera- 
tion every thing that could pofTibiy be thought of for 
giving them any Light into the Affair. I believe thert 
is no Gentleman in this Houfe, but what is perfuaded, 
that fome Meafurcs ought to be taken, and fpeedily. 
taken too, for giving an Encouragement to our Sugar 
Colonies, fo as to enable them to carry on a Trade, at 
leaft, upon an equal Footing with their Rivals in the 
Sugar Trade. The only Reafon of the Bill's not pafEng, 
that was brought in lafi Sei£on of Parliament, was, that 
they had not had Time in the other Houfe to confider 
the Affair fo fully as they thought was necefTary ; I 
have been informed, that Tome of the Members <rf the 
other Houfe even complained, that it was hard that we 
did not allow them ihree Weeks to conlider of an Affair 
that we had t>een above three Months in examining into* 
As the Bill now before us contains nothing but what was 
in the former Bill, which was fo fully confiderM as to 
pafs through this Houfe, I am therdbre of Opinion, 
that there is no Occaiion to make any Delay in the 
pailing of this Bill, or to wait for any further Informa- 
tion in the Affair ; for I am perfuaded we can receive 
none, but what has been already laid before this Houfe, 
and fully confider'd in the Pafilng of the former Bill.

Time, I know of no Exactions, nor any exorbitant Fees 
that have been taken ; I have been as careful %s poi£ble 
in this Point, and have always made as dofe Enquiries 
as I could. I remember foroe Time ago, I found that a 
Guinea was ufually given to my own Secretary, upon 
the giving out the Warrant for Writs, whereas the old 
Fee was but ten Shillings ; I thereupon ordered expreQy 
that he fhould not receive any more Upon fuch Occk« 
^Hons than the old Fee of ten Shillings \ and to prevent 
all Pretence of giving or taking what is commonly called 
Expedition Money, I ordered, that even this Fee ihould 
not be charged or paid till after the Election was made, 
and the Oaths taken upon the Return of the Writ.

In our lall Regifter we gave fome Account of the 
Charitable Corporation, iince which the Report of the 
Committee has been publifhed : A^. it will bereafonably 
cxpeaed we ihould here take fome Notice of it, but the 
fame is vadly too long to be inferted at large, we ihali 
give our Readers the Subftance of it with as much Glear- 
nefs as we are able from the Materials there laid down. 

In the fird Place the Committee give an Account of 
the Foundation of the Corporation, and the Powers by 
•which they a^led'from Time to Tinie \ and it appeared 
by reading of their Charter, and their feveral Licenfes, 
that they were the aid Day of Decembar^ J?©?? incorpo- 
sated by the Name oiThe CharitMe Corf oration^ for Relief 
«/ Induftrhus Poor^ hy ajjiftini them vfith fmall Sums upon 
J^ledies at legal Interefi^ and impowered to raife a Fund 
not exceeding 30,000/. but with Power given to in- 
creafe the faid Capital by Licenfe under the Privy 
Signet, and Sign Manual.

never been Stock*jobbed as other Funds then had been, 
to the great Detriment of the Publtck Credit, a Licen(¥ 
was granted by^ his late MajeOy to increaCe their Capital 
to 100,000/. 

On the 2ift Day of June^ 1728, upon another Peti- 
tion to his faid late Majefly, alledging that they had 
^ompleated their Fund of ioo,oco/. purfuant to their 
JaCl Licenfe, and had lent the fame upon Pledges ac* 
cording to their Charter, to the great Relief of his 
MajeAy's Subje^s, and that they found by Experience, 
that fuch their Lending would be of great Benefit to 
Trade and Manufactures if their Fund was greater ; and 
upon an Affidavit oi William Oakery £fq; then one of the 
Committee, a further Licenfe was granted to encreafb 
their Capital to 300,000/. - 

. And upon the 31ft Day of 7«/y, 1730, upQn a like 
Petition and Allegation, fupported by an Affidavit made

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by Willim Burroughs ^ Efq; another LioenCte wis graiO^ed 
hy his prefent Majefty, for increafing their Capital cq

The.Committecjobrcrve a Difference between the Ap^ 
plications, made, for the iirft Liceni:c, and the two laft^ 
the firft being nwde by the Order pf a General Court,;

From 
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From the Time oT granting the faM Charter, until the 
s6th of June 1718, little waadonc; But on the faiJ 
26th of June d\wef9 Officers and Aeentf were cheftn hy 
the faia Qeneral Court, and the Committee appointed 
to fettle and regulate the Salariea of the Aid Oficerai 
and on the 20th of h(Mrck 17 18, the Committee re« 
ported, to a General Court then held, divert libthode 
lor eftablifhlng the faid Corporation $ which wef e 
agreed unto. 

Soon after, the CorporftCioH, finding their Fund nft 
fiifficient to anfwer the Purpofec of their Oharter, f6U 
liclted and obtained the firft Licenft, na aferementlonVI $ 
>ut little was done tipmk that llkewlft, until the adth 
of Ottcher 1725, when h new Committee wasehofenof 
Sir Rokert Sutton^ Sir John Merfr, Dinnh Boady lSf<|; 
ArckiM^t^ant^ETq^ now Sir/lrtfAiAtM % Jt^fiphG^itifnt^ 
Sfq; Sir Fijher Tench, Baronet, and mUlnmCMhitj &'qi 
«t which Time the Corporaticm began to enter upon fttll 
Bufincfs. 

By a General Court, of the 2d of AbvimArr 1725, the 
Powers eftabiilhM the Ibid Court by Charter, to chuiSe 
Officer^, and >o perform all other Matters renting ta 
the Corporation, were devolved on the Committee. 

[This Power ib derived, wascarry'd by them Ib'&e 
es to do many Things which ought not to have been 
done without a Genemi Court, and was the firO Step to. 
the ereat M ifchiefs that have enfued.} 

The Corporation being thus entered upon ftuiln^^ god 
LIcenfts to enlarge their Capital as above, and k «p« 
pears, that towards the Capital of doOjOOO/. there wee 
paid 553,817/. 10 s. 

The Committee proceed to lay down the Methods ap< 
pointed by the Charter, or otherwife, for pledging Goode^ 
end lending Money on Goods fo pledged. 

The Charter diregts thefeveral Pledges to beenterM 
in a Boole to be viewM Gratis, and kept and preferved 
by the Warchoufe-lieeper for that Purpde ; that the 
Corporation fliouid ftreep one or more Regifier or Bntrlng^ 
hook, wherein ihouid be ftfrly written the Names, Na- 
tures, Kinds, and Quantities of Aich Goods, Pawns, 01^ 
Pledges, aa (hail be brought by any Borrower to be 
pawnM; and that fudi Goods fhouM be caretfully pre^ 
urv*d and kept by the War^oitfe-iceeper, or Wareiioufe*^ 
keepers, in, convenient Wa/ehoufes or Places within thd 
Bills of Mortality ; and that a reafonable Valuoef feda 
Qeodf (ball be agreed and fettled by and between the 

Borrowet 
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Borrower, and Warchoufc-keepcr ; whereby it may ap- 
pear chat Aich Goods arie a fufficient Security for the Sum • 
knt upon the Pledge, together with the Intereft that 
fliould grow due. 

That fuch Warehoufe- keeper fliould from Time to 
Time give Notca in Writing to every Borrower, expref- 
iing and defcribing the aforemention'd to be the agreed 
Value of the Goods fo pledged^'and alfo mentioning the 
Sum of Mone^ which fliould be then lent upon fuch 
Goods \ and that all Notes fo given to Aich Borrower, 
as aforefaid, fliould bp enterM in £bme Book to be kept 
for that purpofe by the Book-keeper of the faid Cor- . 
poration. 

That after Aich Note ihouid be fo made, the Borrower, 
ihali bring fuch Note to the Cafl^ier of the faid Corpo- 
ration, who ^ftll file the fame, and pay the Money, 
and aiJTo give another Note for and on the Behalf of the 
Corporation to the Borrower, entitling him, or the Bearer 
of fuch Notes, to the Redemption of the Goods fo 
pledged, upon repayment of the Principal Money and 
Intcreft, 

That when any Borrower fliall offer to pay the Money; 
lent to him, and Intereft, at aforefaid, he fliall deliver 
up his Note given to him by the Cafliier, and take back 
the Note, that fliall have been firfl given by the Ware- 
houfe-keeper ; and upon redelivering the fame to the 
\Varehoule-kecper, with a Receipt thereupon endorfed, 
for what Goods ihali be then redely! vered, the Borrower 
ihall have his Goods again. 

That as often as Goods by failure of Redemption fliall 
become forfeited, they fhould be fold by Way of Auction, 
and publick Notice firfl given thereof; and if upon fuch 
Au^ion there remain a Surplus of Money,naore than will 
pay the Principal and Interefl, and reafonable Charges, it 
fhaU immediateiy be paid to the prime Owner, or the 
Bearer of '^the Note given by the Cafliier. 

That the faid Corporation fliall have Power to have 
as many Warehoufes within the Bills of Mortality, ag 
they fliall think fit. 

But thefe feveral Rules prefcribed by their Charter 
for pledging of Goods, (however well adapted for the 
Purpofe) have been either explained away hy Courts of 
Committees, without the Approbation of General Courts, 
or eife totally negle6ted, which has been one of thfi^ 
grpat Caufes of the Mifchiefs, which have enCued^

Bi/Wes this, it was ordeirM; fifft, that the Cafliier, aftcr- 
wafdii, that tlie Accoinptant, ffioujd have a Key of tik 
Warehoufej and upon the paj^iwg Money for any Pibdgfci 
of Gooids, fUould fee tUe Goods put into the Warehoale. 
aftb itot fUffer theih to be taken out tlrithout Repayment 
of tfce Money lent ujfoh them by the Corpor9t\<in. Theffe 
two Qiecks upon the. Warehoufe-keeper feem*d tb bav^ 
lien fo well dbfctriy'da tnat nb S^rejullice could, in hu- 
liaht^r'obabMity,, have aHftn to the Company, if tlicy 
l^d ])een obfcr vM. But in a Twelvcimbhth afterwards, 
Mr. dldAe tlie JtiHcy6r having given liiformation of 
tifie infuKcfency of Pledges, was dlfchat-ged at the Re- 
dtieft t£ Thomfd'ff, and no liidii Surveyor, was ever after* 
wiBk-ds appointed. fieHdes this, the Accoi^ptant vtrisis 
in (bmc T>me,ordcrM to give hU Key to the MelTenger ^ 
atid upon the Rem6val of the Corpora tion to Laurence- 
Fountney-HiU froi^i Ferictiurch-JfreeT^ no Care was taken to 
jiye tlie Mclfenger" a new one j fo that only thcfmfin haH 
a^Key to the Warehoufts there, by which Means he 
•i^as left ible Mafler of thcni, and at Liberty to do what 
Itie thought iSt ; and if he could invent any Methods to 
cheat the Corporation, the Opportunity and Tcniptatioa 
was put into his Hand^. Accordingly, he did not fail- 
make Ufc of them ; artd the Method he took to thi> 
purpofc, was as follows: 

ilie Method laid down by the Corporation to pro- 
ceed by, when Perfons came to borrow Money on Pledge^ 
of Goodis, was this. The Borrower fign'd a Bill of Sale,' 
t>y whicb (acknowledging the Receipt of the Money fo 
borrow'd) he transferred his Property in the Goods 
pledged to the Corporation, allowing them to WI the 

^ame, if they were not redeemed by fuch a Time. Thif 

....... ..... ^^^ 
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;va8 tranfa6ted with the Wareboufe-keejjer, wti<^ u]^ii 
this gave the Borrower a Certii^cate, tjiiat tbc Csoojis 
Verc a fufficicnt Security for the Sum borrowed % wWca 
Certificate being carried ito the Ca/bier, with the B^Jl 
of Sale, waa his Voucl^^r, for thp Payment of the Money 
borrowed. Th^ Money b^ihg received by the Borrower, 
and a Receipt ^af^en for t^e fame, a'Dcfeafahc^ was 
,exchanged betwcjen the Borrower and Caihicr % by wjhlq|i 
ihe latter gave a f'ower of Redemptibh of the Goods' to 
the former, provided it were done la fucb f T^Pft|P> 
and with Repayment of the ^^oney Ipnt, with Ifitprs^ 
and Charges ; arid the former gave th;e Utter a ,Po wcr to 
fell the Goods in fuch a Time', if they were fioi re- 
.decm'd, the Surplus going to tjie Borrower. Tliis was 
the Method of Procepding on thefe Occallbns. 

From this Account, it will be eafy to conceive, .t^ijit 
the Warehoufe-keeper (having all Checks taken off ^W) 
might giet what Money he pleas'd of the Corpbratipirg 
-whenever he had a Mind; For Example, 'fuppofe >e 
^had a Mind to get soo/. In this Cafe he had nothing 
to do but to take a blank Bill of Sale, of whicli he bad 
fil ways Numbers by him for Ufe, and to fill it up with tin 
imaginary Parcel of Goods, aiid to ftgn it with a .fiSUtioj^s 
Name. After this, he was to fill up a Certificate, ac 
abovemention*d, iign'dby himfclf, that be had received 
fuch Goods, and that they were a fufficient Security 
for the Money; and this fictitious Certificate hcit^g 
brought to the Cafliier, the Money was paid him, and 
the Corporation was robbed of fo much. And this very 
Thing was aQually done over and over, to the ruin pf 
the Corporation, which could not, once have happenepi 
had not thofe Checks upon Thbmfon been taken away. 

Before I proceed with the Relation, I would obferve 
iarther, that the want of thefe C)iecks, as it gave tt|e 
Warfchoufe-kceper an Opportunity to rob the Corpora- 
tion ; fo in Cafe qf a wicked Agreement between him 
and the Cailiier, it was as eafy for him to afllQ the 
Caihier alfo in plundering the Company. For thefe 
Jftftitious Certificates being the Cafhier's Vouchers, were 
capable of being made Money of to the Cafhier, as well 
as to the Warehoufc-kecper, For Example, if the 
Cafhier had nm out 1000 /• of the Company*s, upon 
ProjeQsor Expences of his own, the Warehoufe- keeper^ 
if there were an Underftanding between them, h^d 
.nothing to do but to fend him one or more of the above- 
t^entionM fiaitious Certificates to the Value of the Sum

lie wanted \ which would give the Cafhicr Credit in 
his Accounts with the Company for fo much. Money, as 
be had imbe^iled, or unlawfully laid out of theirs, 
and fet Him quite right ^ tho* it would be indeed to the 
Lofs of the Corporation of jufl fo much Money, as that 
'fiditious Certificate gave him Credit for in his Accounts. 
This alfo was a6lually done, and Co the Amount 
of very great Sums which are known, befides* others 
that ar^ unknown ; after which, it wa» no Wonder at 
all if the Warehoufe-keeper and Cafhier difappeared in 
•ne Day ; when there had been fo wicked a Delign car- 
ried on between them* 

It is true, all thefe Things could not have lafted 
long, had the Directors of the Corporation 'diligently 
and frequently examined the Accounts of the Company ; 
but this feems to have been Httie or not at all regarded 
by them. 

Other Steps, taken by the pireftors of the Corporation 
fcemM as if they were contriv'd to affift Thomfon in car- 
rying on his Defigns. For, -whereas by a former Re- 
gulation, it was ordered, that ho Sum above looo/. be 
lent upon any one Pledge ; it was order'd, November 8, 
1726, that the proper Officers, with a Warrant under 
the Hand of one of the Committee, or Affiftants, might 
'lemi above 1000/. upon any one Pledge. And thus, 
upon ah Underftanding between Thomfon and any one of 
the Dire£tors, it was eafy to draw out what Sums of 
Money they pleas'd. And in 'July 1727, it was ordered. 
That Mn thomfon might lend upon his own Authority, 
as far as 2000/. and with the Approbation of the Com- 
-mittee, a greater Sum. And thus his* own private 
Opportunities of robbing the Corporation were increafed 
Upon him; 'and with the AfTiflance of a reigning Di- 
rector, he was enabled to make as large Draughts on the 
Company's Cafll, as they fhould think proper. 

Afiother Step was taken by the Committee of the 
Corporation, which very much tended to haftcn the 
Kuin of the Corporation. • For on November 18, 1726, 1 
an Order was made, that all Borrowers might negotiate 
their Bufincfs with the Corporation, either by them- 
felves, or fuch Brokers,, as they fliould think proper; 
and Thomas Warren^ and fiichard Woolley were appointed 
"by the Committee of Accounts to be Brokers, and Ad- 
▼ertifements were made pubiick for that Purpofe. The 
"Confequence of this was, to give Ti^ow/on and his Ac- 
complices, a ftill more convenient Opportunity of fxe- 
5 cuting 
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cuting their villanous Purpofes. For, tho' b/ what 
ha« been faid, it would be cafy for them to get confi- 
derable Sumi of the Corporation's Money ; yet to have 
emptied fo large a Stock as 353,000/. could have fcarcely 
been brought about without this very Method that was 
put into their Hands. For to have drawn extremely 
large Sums at once, might have give Occa/ion to En- 
quiry, and awakened fome or other of the Directors to 
look into their Affairs. And to have found fi£!itious 
Borrowers for a great Number of fmaJl, Sums, would have 
been difiicult without running too great Hazards- of 
Difcovery, from' fome who might have thought it 
worth their while to make it. But now every Thing 
was eafy 5 for WoglUy and Warren having Powers by their 
Office to borrow what Sums they pleasM, and as often 
as they thought fit, there was nothing to d» but to let 
them into the Secret, and get them to join in it; which 
is what the Houfe of Coniraons found was actually done, 
as appears by their Refoliition in Relation to them. And 
thus fome of the Accomplices in this Deiign being qua- 
lified to borrow the Company's Ca(h, and the others as 
willing to lend it, every Thing pafs'd without Exami- 
nation, and they were all at full Liberty to play what 
Game they pleasM. And it appears by the Books of the 
Corporation, that no \c^s than 204,902 /. is charged 
therein, as lent in the Name of thefe two Perfons ; 
1 2,000 /. in the Name of John Thomfon and Qforge RoMn- 
fon^ and 4S)SS9/. in the Name of under Officers of 
the Corporation, at the Command of thofe above them 5 
for the far greater Part of which, it is fuppofed no 
lUbilantiai Security was ever pledged. The Evidence 
of all this appears in the following Examinations ; in 
perufing which the Reader will find this general Relation 
here preroifed, of fome Service for the clearer Under- 

Handing of them. 

The Committee perceiving by the General Account 
laid before them, that a very large Sum amounting to 
396,060 /. II s, ^xt was charged to have been lent on 

^Pledges, proceeded to enquire into the Reality thereof ; 
and yir. James Milne^ and Mr. Thomas Leafe^ being feve- 
rally examined, faid, that they were, upon Thomfin*$ 
withdrawing himfclf, appointed with others to take an 
Inventory of the Goods at the Charitable Corporation 
Houfe on Laurence-Fountney-HHl^ and the Out-Ware- 
lioufes belonging thereto ; and that they made a Com- 
putation of fuoh Goods as had Pledge Numbers and 

were 



•were redeemable, which amounted to about 25,000/. 
Principal Money ; and fuch Goods, for which lio Pledge 
Numbers could be found, were appraifed and amounted 
to about 1 5,000 /. 

And Thomas Leafe farther faid, that, to the beft oT 
his Knowledge, Goods had not laid longer than tw'o 
Years without being renewed, and paying the Interdit 
and Charges. "^ ' 

Thomas Warren faid, that fUchard JVooUfiy^ and he, had 
been employM by the G)rporation, as Affifiants to th« 
Warehoufe-keeper, to lott out Goods for Pjublick Sales 5 
That when he firft attended. Goods, were chleAy ^lediged 
in the Examinant's, BjiiWboUey^^ Nanies, and frcq^uerttly 
unknown to them: That they were permtttiBd by' a 
Committee of Accounts to difperfe fiaAd-Wys. imj^ori- 
ing, that Perfons applying to MeQieurs Tfoolk^ and 
Warren might have their Goods plccigeA with the v»t* 
moft Difpatch and Secrecy ; and purfuant thereto their 
.Names were made ufe of as the nominal Pledgers 5 that 
when the Examinant pledged any iipods fot ahyP'cr- 
fon, he received 5 s, fer Cent. Commiifeoh for fp'^oing, 
and delivered the Defeazance on fuch Bill of Sale to the 
Perfon the Goods belonged to ; but that N^umbers of 
Pledges have been made in his Nan[ie, whicli he knew 
nothing of, or ever faw the Goods ; t^iat he has becjn 
frequently fent for by ^r. Tenc^ to /ign Bills of Sale, 
Weeks after the Money had been received by Thomfoti j 
and at the faniie time asked Tenck if Goods were depo- 
sited for them ; Tench reply'd, he could not tell, Mr. 
Thomfon brought them to him : Upon which the Exami- 
nant asked Thomfon^ if there were Goods to anfwer fuoh 
Bills of Sale : Thomfon repIyM, they were in Warehoufcs 
abroad, that they had great Numbers of them, arid 
ihewed him a great Number of Keys labelled, which 
Thomfon faid belonged to Out-Warehoufes. 

The Examinant farther faid, that one Mr. Jones hid 
an Office likewife there, and that his (yones^s) Servapt 
llgncd fuch Bills of Sale ; That the Examinant has not 
Jfigned Bills of Sale for two or three Years paft, or ever 
gave Francis ThomfinLesive to /ign any Bill of Sale for him i 
That he did once pledge Woollen Goods on his own Ac- 
count for 500 /. which were dcpofited in the Office, but 
never knew of any fictitious Pledges in his Name. 

And faid, he pjedged for Mr. George RoMnfon fundry 
Goods in the Names of the Examinant and WooUej^ of.a 
large Value 5 but they were a fufficicnt Security for

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the Money boirrbw'd on them 5 That the Corporation 
iTad lent riibfe than tii^o Thirdt of the Value On Goods, 
afid |toft(ctihH/<:>h Plate at 5 x. /^r Ownce. 

Mr. Richk^d WtfUlley being examinM, ikid. That Hbout 
Sej^iein^er or <Moier 1747, he, ^nA Thomas Warren^ were 
appointed hf thip Comndlttee of the Charitable Corpo- 
riition to be Affiftahts to Tkomfon their Warehoufe^keeper 
lit publick or pritati^ Sftlbs: That he a€ted as a Brdkec 
for Perfohi th^t #*rtted to borrow Money of the Corpo- 
ration, itvA ^en^rftil^ took 5 r. per Cent, for fo doing, 
and has not attended, or a£ted as a Broker at the faid 
OAte fot thrfcc or four Years paft ; That he has fre- 
quently had Gommiffion from the faid Borrowers to fell 
Qodds out of the Office at private Sales ; That, when 
the Goods have been pledged in his Name, and with 
his Privity^ bi klways ga^e the Defeazanccs to the Bor- 
s^KSfrei^ ; Thki he fbldoni received any ready Money on 
Pltedgek; hut Am^tlmes his Servant, and generally the 
Vkmii he pledged for, received the fame, and his Name 
haa^Been iFH^qUently made Ufe of to fcreen the real Bor* 
fti^ets ) That BlUa of Sale have been made out in his 
Hame^ ^hen he ha# knoitii nothing of it ; he has iigned 
Bills of S^le fi'e^uiently at Tkoihfih*k Requeft ; and hat 
been called <m by the Caihietr to iign Certificates a Fort- * 
ilight or three Weeks after ihe Cafhier had paid the 
MiE)he> b Tfimjon^ as the (Taihler- informed him; 
Thkt he never took a^ay any Defeasances, unlefs the 
Goidds were pledged by him^ and remembers but few 
Ple'dges that eicceeded 4 or 500 /. That he has pledged 
Goods of his own, and his Servant received the Money $ 
That he never fcrupled Hgning any Bill of Sale or Dc- 
Iba^nce, when Thomfon required him ; but never had any 
C«nfideration for fo' doing ; That he believed Sir Archi^ 
Md Qrimt^ Mr. 5i;i^f>^; and mod of the Dife£tors, knew 
Ihat he fignM his Name.withbut feeing the Goods, par* 
tieuhri^ yLt,Squtre\ That he never fignM a Blank Bill 
0f Sale % Th^t when he has iigh'd Bills of Sale, he did 
iidtknow they were fifilitious, TAow/ow faying. That he 
had Goods fufficient to anfwer the Money lent: And 
being fhewn a Bill of Sale iigned with his Name, he 
laWj he did not know the Hand : And he further faid,^ 
Ihat he nevergave Franci^ Thomfon^ his Servant, leave"^ 
to pgn Bills of Sale in hi? Name, or ever knew that he 
did; That he the Examinantjbelievcs, that Mr. Squire^ 
Mr. Burrokih^ and Sir ArcnikAld Qrant^ rouft know, 
t^t Bills of Slale wtr^ ^Sned, for which there were 
' ' '• ' ■ ' ' - "no 
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no Pledges ( and that )\e has often aaked hAr. Squire 
(who lodged with him) whether there werc.real Pledges 
to anfwer the Money lent, who faid, Mr. Tkomfon was a. 
^ery honeft Man, and in good Circumltancef, and that 
there were fufficient Pledges in many Out-Warehoufcs ; 
That he has known Goods of David Avery 9 pledged in 
his and WarrtrC^ Names, which were not at the Office, 
at the Time of pledging, but has afterwards ^ttn large. 
QLfantities of Hollands and Cambricks brought *to the 
Office, which he believed were Avery% or the Perfon's 
lie was concerned for. 

The Committee think proper to obr«rve, notwlth* 
Handing the Declaration of the faid IVooUey. and Warren^ 
large Sums of Money appear to be lent in their Names, 
for which there are no Pledges. 

Francis Tkomfon^ Servant to BJckard WooUeyy being 
examined, faid. That in the Month ^S.May 1729, be^ 
by the Order of JohnThomfonj /igned twelve; or fourteen 
Blank Bills of Sale, Defeazances, and Receipts for Mef- 
lieurs Woolley zn^ Warren^ the (aid. IFoo/Zey being then: 
Partner with Thomfon ; and the Pretence was, :that if the 
Examinant was out of the Way, and the Perfon ikbuld 
come to rcn^w a Bill of Sale, it could not be done. He 
further faid. That he had iigned fifty more, for any Names, 
Thowifon pleafed to order him, and remembers two of! 
them were In the Names of Thomas Warren and George 
Cruikjhavksy who liyes at Feterskurgh ' ThAtWooUey has 
been in the Room, and alfo Captain Burroughs^ and Mr. 
Squire^ when he has figned fuch Bills of ^ale ; That! 
yokn Thomfon ufed to fign the Certificates to the Cafhier 
for the Payment of Money to hirafslf befpre the Bills of 
Sale wdre iigned ; and th«it Mr. Tench^ then Cafhier, ha« 
fent for the Examinant to lign the Bills of Sale three on 
four Days after thomfon had received the Money on 
fuch Bills of Sale ; That being asked, if real Goods had 
been pledged for the Bills of Sale he had fo iigned, he 
anfwer'd, he could not fay, there were real Goods 
pledged ; and feveral Receipts Hgned, being iliewed the 
Examinant, and asked, if he knew the Hand, he faid, 
it was David Avery^s. 

. David Avery being examined, faid. That he has pledged 
Goods in the Names of Woolley and Warren^ and other 
Brokers, for large Sums ^f Money, to the Corporation : 
That he has ftgned Defeazances for the Renewal of 
Goods at Thomfon'*8 RequeA, but never faw the Goods ; 
That be has borrowed to the Amount of 16. or 20,000 1^ 

upon 
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upon real Pledget, and had Defeasances for fiich Goods » 
That from thp 18th of July 1717, to the pth of Jul^f 
1729, he pledged fundry Goodf in his own Name* 
which were dep^fited in the Company's Warehoufe ; and 
Ife never made up any Account upon Redemption but 
with Thomfon ; That he never paid any Money to the 
Cafhier, or fettled any Account with him, but has rr* 
ceived Money from him ; That)ie has given Leave, at 
yohn Thomfon's Requeft, to Francis Thomfon^ to fign Bills 
of Sale, Certificates, apd pefe^zances in his Name ; and 
the faid Defeasances have been delivered to John Thoni' 
fin, and he has impowered the faid Thomfon to fell his 
Goods, or any Part of them, by publick or private Sales, 
and has left BilU or Parcels with them for that Purpofe ; 
and that the faid Tkomftm would never deliver his Good^ 
without hayi^pg Money or Bills on fuch Perfons, as br 
liked, or an Exchange for other Gopds of the fame 

' Value ; That the f|id Thomfon generally made up thi 
Examinant'f Account Qf Intercft and Charges 'on Re- 
demptions, and received the Money ; but fometimef, 
when bufy, would fend his Servant to the Accomptant, 
to make it up % but ThQmfon received the Money, ani;! 
del i vered the Goods. 

An Account being ihewn him of Goods pledged in hi^ 
Name amounting to 16,084 /. g f. 8 d. he faid. That tp 
the beft of his Kpowleflge there were real Pledges for 
that Sum, but add^rd. That he had itgned Bills of Sale 
at fhomfon's Reque(^, when he did not know that there 
were real Gpods for fuch Pledges \ and that he has bor- 
rowed Money upon PJedges in his own Name, whea 
tluf Pledge has been other People^s, and has given them 
Money, and DefeaZ^nce; That he has feveral Tiqaiea 
renewed Pledges, and has paid the Intereft and Charges 
due thereon ; and faid, that if the Goods are not to be 
found in the Warehoufe, that he pledged, they muft 
have been fold, or otherwife been difpofbd of, he often 
having left Defeazances in Thomfon s iiands to impower 
htm to fell the Goods. 

A Bill of Sale being fhewed him, he owned, he had 
iigned it, but did not fee the Goods fpecified in t^e faid 
Bin, and is not fure, but they may be the fame Goods, 

• which were about three Years ago pledgecl to ^t Swrd" 
Blade Company at 11 prCent, Charges included, the 
Defearance for which he gave to Thomfon, and deQred 
him, if he found them a Security for more Money, to 
redeem the fame, and let him have the Surplus $ and 

Gg jfcme 
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fome Time after Tkomfon told the Examinant, he had 
redeemed them ; and the Gooda were fold, but the Sur- 
plus is not accounted for.

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FRANCE. 

IN our lad Regifler we gave an Account, that an 
Arret of the King*s Council had been made for fup- 
preffing an Arret of the Parliament of Farts, and that 
his Majefty had ordered a Deputation of their Members 
to come to him, who accordiit^ly went the i6th of June 
N. S. and had an Audience the next Day. When they 
'were introduced, they found in his Majefty's Apart- 
ment the Duke of Orleans ^ the Duke du Maine, the 
Prince de Domhs, the Count d*Eu, the Cardinal de 
Flmry^ the Chancellor, the Duke de 6haroft^ the Duke 
de Bethune, the Duke de la Tremotle, the Duke de U 
Roche foucault, and the Marfhal deVlUars: The King 
faid to Ihcm, I ftnt for you to hear; the Arret of my 
Council read : Then turning to the Secretary of State, 
his Majefty faid, Maurefas^ read it: Which when 
he had done, the King added, I 'mill fufpend the 
greater FffeSls of my Refentment : I order you to con-' 
ttnue the Adminifiration of Juftlce to my Su^jeEls ; and I 
wll feverely funijk thofe 'who Jhall difregard me, and 
difaf point my teople. Then the Count de Maurepgs de- 
livered the Arret to the Firft Prelident; whereupon his 
Majefty addreffcd himfelf to him, and faid, I charge you, 
Mr. Firft Prc/idcnt, to fee that this Arret i^e tranfcribed 
at the: Foot of that of the Parliament of the i ^th Inftant, 
I defer for thh Time the Effecfs of myjufi Difpleafure 
txith my J^arUament, 'which has been difobedient to me .• 
Ga and mind your Bufmefs. The Firft Preiidcnt offered 
to make fome Reply 5 but the King faid to him. Hold 
your Tongue ; Be gone. And all the Deputies withdrew 
accordingly. ^ 

At this Arret of his Mbft Chriflian Majefty's Council 
*is fomething extraordinary, we fliaJl prefent our Readers 
with a Copy of it. 

THE 
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TH E King having thought fit f give fame Ordcrt 
to his Parliament of Fof^is the loth and i4th Days 
of May laft, which, without the Jeaft Derogation fr m 
the Rules edabliflied by the Ordinances and Maxims'^of 
the Kingdom, concerning Appeals, and without tak. ng 
the Cognizance thereof from the Parliament, was 'in- 
.tended only to oblige that Aifembly to give the King an 
Account of every thing relating to the prefent Affairs of 
the Church, before they took any Refolution thereupon ; 
to the End that his MajeAy might be in a Capacity to 
declare hit Intention concerning what he fliouid judge 
neceffary for the Prefervation of the Publick Tranquil- 
lity : His Maiefiy has heard, that the faid Parliament, 
•fter feveral ste^, which were unjuftifiable, were ar- 
rived to fuch a Pitch of Extravagance, that contrary to 
the Orders they had twice received from his Majefty^s 
own Month, they publi/hed an Arret the 13th Inftant, 
concerning the Mandate of the Archblihop of Paris of 
the 27th of April laft, fuppreifing the Church Nevus ; 
that by this Arret they admit his Majefty's Attorney- 
Geneifal as Appellant from the faid Mandate, not only 
without the Concluflons of the King^s Advocates, but 
alfo in fpite of their formal and repeated Refufal to 
make any $ and that, in Confequence hereof, they by 
the fame Arret forbid the faid Mandate to be put in 
Execution, or any Copies thereof to be fold or difperfed, 
upon fuch Penalties as tdey fhould think convenient, 
till fuch Time as the faid Court (hould give farther 
Orders in Relation thereto \ and this Arret was printed 
the fame Day, by Order of the Aflembly • 

After (Vich a notorious Difobedience on the Part of 
thofe, who receive from the King a Ray of his Autho- 
rity, for no other Purpofe than to obey it themfelves, 
and to fee that the reft of the Subje6is obey it % his 
Majeily cannot defer the demolifhing and difannuliing 
of all Attempts againft his Authority : And being 
willing to make Provilton herein, having examined the 
^rr^^ofthe T3th Iniiant, and coniiderM every thing, 
his Majefty heing in hi s Council , annulls and makes void 
the faid Arret^ declaring the fame to be null and of no 
£ffe£t, as iifued againft the King's known Intention ; 
together with- all that has been, or may be done in 
Confequence thereof: Ordains, that the printed Copies 
X)f ihtit Arret (hall be and remain fupprefled, and that 
fhe prefent Arret fhall be immediately trai^Ccrlbed into

Notwithfianding this haughty Language, yet the Par- 
liament refoJ ved to (land by and defend the Liberties and 
Privileges of their Country : On the 20th, the Great 
Chamber began to aflembie at Five oXlock in the 
Morning, and at Seven all the Doors Vrere open'd to 
give Audience, btit there appeared no Advocates to 
plead, tho' fevcral Caufes were to have cdme on, Co 
that the Firft Pre/ident ivias obliged to difmifs the Au- 
dience, which was very itumerous, and at the fame 
Time he ftnt for the Chamber^ o§ Enfuefts and Requetes^ 
who immediately repairM to the Great Chamber, where^ 
as foon as they had taken their Seats, the Fir^ Pre/ident 
^ave the Aflembly an Account of what had paifed at 
Compei^ne the 17th, the above Arret of the King** 
Council of State being firH read ; but as foon as thia 
was done, the Gentlemen of the Enquetes and Requetes^ 
without fpeaking one. Word, made their Reverence to 
the Firft Prefident and the Great Chamber, and went 
to their refpeaive Chambers. This fudden Departure 
and profound Silence were very allonifhing to the Firft 
Prefident .and the Counfellors who fhiid with him $ 
however, he executed the King's Order, by inferting at 
the Foot of the forcmcntioned Arret of the Parliament - 
6f the 13th, the faid Arret oi the King's Council t>f the 
i6th. The Five Chambers of Enquetes^ and the two of 
Requetes^ being returned to their proper Chambers, and 
liavtng taken their Seats, they took into Coniideration 
-what they had heard from the Firft Pretident, and una* 
Himoufly rcfolved to reiign their Places to the King, 
•^4 to ^arry the Inftruxneat qC their Hcfignation to the 
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Firfl Prefident. This Refolution W9S immediately exe- 
cuted ; their Aft of Demiffion waa drawn up in the 
following Wordt, wz- 

' We the Prefidents and King^i Counfellori, in th« 

♦ Court of Parliament, moft humbly bfcfcech the Kin^ to 
f bepleafcd to accept the Demiffion* which every one oC 
< the Prciidcnt* and Counfellprs make him by thefe Prc- 
^ fents, of the Office* with which it hat picafcd our faidl 

* Lord the King to honaur va. 

Thij Aft waa figncd by i66 Members, and about 
Koon thofe Qentlefticn went in a Bo^y to the Firfl Pro- 
lldent^f Houfe to prefcnt him this tbeirRe/ignation ; but 
the Firi^ Prefident told them, that he had no Orders tp 
receive their Reiignation, and therefore he couJd not' 
take it upon him to accept of it. Upon thia the Gen- 
tlemen returned to their refpe^ive Chambera, and came 
Immediately to a Refolution to deliver or fend their 
Refignation to the Chancellor by Way of Letter, without 
affigning any Reafon for fuch their ReHgnation ; which 
Refolution was. immediately executed, and the following 
Letter was wrote and fcnt to the Chancellor, vi£« .

The Preftdenfs and Chamhen of the 

ENQUETES and REQUETESL 

When the Gentlemen of the Enquetes and Rtquttei 
went to the Prelident's Houfe with their Reiignation ; 
they were fpllowed by a prodigious Crowd, which had 
got together in the Halls tff.the Falais^ quite to the Pre- 
Sdent^s Houfe, praifing and bleffing them for their Stea- 
dinefs and Refolution in protecting and* defending the 
Privileges of the People, the Prerogative of the King, 
and the Rights of the Church, and all crying aloud. 
That they followed the Parliament as. the Fathers of the 
Peopje. And the PreiidentFe/ZefiVr, and feveral Coun- 
ffUors having n^et in the Great Chamber that After- 
noon 
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noon, to hear the Reports of Caufct, the Audience wa« 
no fooner opened, than a great Number 6f People, among 
I whom were feveral Gentlemen with Swords by their 
Sides, without any Ceremony or Refpea for that awful 
Tribunal, fell a hooting and hiffuig at the Court j and 
notwithltanding all that the Doorkeepers could do to 
prevent it, they went on with their Din and Noifc, 
«Ad throwing Reproaches upon the Gentlemen who had 
aifembled, till the Court was obliged to break up. 

Among thofc that did refign, was Monficur Fortail^ 
the firft Prcfidcnt's Son, who Is himfclf a Prciident 
a Mottier^ of whom it is faid that the firtt Prelident, hi« 
Father, talking to him about the Affair of his ReOgna- 
tion, asked him gravely. Whether he intended to live 
without an Office ? To which the young Gentleman 
briskly anfwerM, It is better, Sir^ to live withoixt an 
Office, than without Honour. . - c 

Upon the 21ft of June the Chancellor prefented the 
above Aft of Refignation to the Xing ; and the fame Day 
the Great Chamber being aifembled, received very early 
in the Morning, the following Lettre de C^ehet. 

I Write you this Letter, to tell you, that my Inten- 
tion is, that ail Affairs being at a Stand, you come 
to me on Saturday the 21ft, to receive my Commands at 
$ix o'clock in the Evening ; and I forbid you to go to 
the Parliament, or to meet elfewhere, in any Place 
whatfoever, before you have received them, upon Pain 
lof Difobedicnce ; and fo, 3c. Cowplegm^ June 10^ 1732, 

In Obedience hereunto, the Gentlemen of the Great 
Chamber wont that Afternoon to Compiegne^ but had not 
an Audience, of his Majefty till next Day. Upon their 
l)eing introduced, the firft Prefidcnt made a fliort Speech 
to the King, wherein he endeavoured to cxcufe, in fome 
IMeafure, the Conduct of the Gentlemen of Erjquetes and 
i?e^Mef«, bcfecching his Majefty to fufpend the Effeas 
of his Indignation, and concluding, that asjbis Majefty 
was the Matter of his Subjects, fo he was likewife their 
Father. To which his Majefty made Anfwer^ ' 1 am 

* informed of what pafljcd on Friaay .• You did well not to 

* follow the evil Example. I fent for you, to tel| you, 

* that you fliould go on with the fame Zeal to adminiftcr 
^ JUftice. I will, at your Requefl, give fome Days Time 
^ to thofe whofe Re/ignation I have, that they may return 
^ to their Duty j which if they do not, there is no HQpe 

.' of 
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^ of Pardon, and they (hail feel the Effea of my RelbnN 
^ xnent as long as they live.* 

While thefe Things were tranfafling, there were two 
Conferences held between the Cardinal it FUury and th« 
Keeper of the Seals, (3c, on the one Part, and the Gen- 
tlemen of the Great Chamber of the Parliament on the 
other; the firfl of which was held on the 21ft in the 
Evening, and the fecond on the 2 2d in the Morning be- 
fbre the Gentlemen of the Great Chamber had their Au- 
dience of his Majefty. At the firft of thefe Conferences 
the Minifters of State launched out, and inveighed with-, 
out Meafure againQ the Conduct of the Gentlemen of the 
Seven Chambers in abdicating their Offices, and faid, 
among other Things, That they muft be treated in a 
Manner that will ferve for an Example to all Poilerity ; 
for in ihort they dcferve to be profecuted, and their 
Eftates to be confifcated. 

The Gentlemen of the Great Chamber on the other 
hand judified the ConduA of their Brethren, and peremp- 
torily infided upon Freedom in voting ; alledging, that 
that Privilege ought to remain entire in the Parlia- 
ment, and complained much that two of their Brethren 
had been baniihed, only for giving their Advice as they 
thought themfelves obliged in Honour and Confbience 
to do. The Cardinal and his AfTociate, Mon/ieur de 
ChauveUn^ denied that thofe two Counfellors were ba- 
niihed for Jp^king their Sentiments with too great Free- 
ilom, but pretended that the King had other Realbns for 
puniihing them ; however, they did not think iir to 
explain what thofe Reafons were, and in that unhappy 
Country they cannot be obliged fo to do. 

The fecond Conference was held next Morning at the 
CardinaPs, when his Eminency had the Chancellor Da* 
guejftau^ as well as Moniieur Chauvelin with him. At 
this Conference feveral Expedients were propofed, but 
they broke up without coming to any fin^ Refolution $ 
and the Gentlemen of tKe Great Chamber were then 

I conducted to the Audience of his Majedy, who made 

I them the Speech above-mentioned. 

! On the 23d they returned to Parh^ and the Firft Pre* 

fident went dire£tly to the Archbifhop of that City, to 
conferr with him upon the fame Subjed ; after which 
he communicated to the Chambers of Enquetei and Re* 
^uetes what had palfed at Complegne^ and alfo what had 
paiTed between him and the Archbifhtp of P«m. He 
told them, that his Majefty had not yet accepted of their 

Refig- 
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Refignitions, bvt propofed, that if they would refuse 
their Offices, he would, in Conljdcration of that Tcfti- 
motiy pf theii* Obedience, permit them to draw up a 
Memoria) or Manifesto, to explain thfi ^leafons of th^iv 
Conduct ; and that the ArchbiHiop propofed to put mi% 
another Mandate to expiain the former. As to this iaft 
PropofaJ, they anfwerM, that it wb« not fufficienf, an4 
therefore they infilled upon a Declaration for preventing 
the Bifhops from harraCuig or profecuting any Perfoa 
iot the future, upon Account of the Confiitution Vni-^ 
lenitMS. And as to his MajeOy^s Propofal, they faid^ 
That the Motives upo|i which they had a£led, mil ful>r 
lifting, they could not alter their Conduct, unjefs th^ 
following Conditions were previouily agreed to, <i>/x., 
I. That their exiled Brethren ihould be recalled- 2. 
That in the AflTemblies of the Parliament they might 
»give their Advice freely, without expofing themfelve^ 
tii Ltttres d9 Cachet for Banifhment, or any other £bird- 
Ibip. 3. That for the future the King (hould fpeal^ tf 
his Parliament by Letters Patents, and not by Lettrff 
de Cachet^ or fealed Letters. • 4. That the Parliam^C 
ftould be permitted to fpeak to the King dire£tly, and 
not be obliged to addrefs themfelyes to has Minidera. 
5. That the Parliament ihould be allowed to receiir^ 
Appeals without any Evocation, and Co left at Liberty 
to judge and give Sentence in jBccJefiadical Afiairs ap 
formerly. 6. That all Affairs /hould be redored to the 
lante State upon which they were before the Arret <tf 
September the sth, 1731. 7. That what has been doae 
Jince the faid Arret ihould be declared null and 
Toid; and 8. That all paft Evocations ihould be re- 
voked. 

Thereafter they drew up the following Refolution, 
which their Prefidems delivered to the Firft Pre/ident 
4he 26th, viz,. 

TR E Pre/idents and Counfellors of the Chambera of 
the Enquefes and Requetes have conHdered with 
the needful Attention, what was propofed to them by 
^e FirA Prefident : But they cannot reconcile the 
King's Orders with the Fidelity which they owe him 
as Counfellors and Judges, and with what they owe to 
themfelves. They thought they could not give his 
"Wajcfty a greater Inftance of their Submiflien and Re- 
'fpe£t, than by befecching him, as they do again, to 
accept the Refigiiation of their Q£ces, fince they are

no longer «t Liberty to difcharge the Funaioni thereof 
«ior can any longer fpeak what they think in Honour 
•nd Confcicnce, without diCpleafing the King, and ejc« 
poHng themfelvea to the fame Ufage fome of their Bre- 
thren have met with, to wit, rigorous Seizure and Im- 
prifonnMnt, without any Forna of Law, and only for 
having^ by their AJvice, given Proofs of their Attach* 
nent to the Laws of the State, and the Maxims of the 
Kingdom, for the Prefervation of the Rights and Inde* 
pendence of the Crown, for the Safety of the King's 
Perfon, and for the Maintenance of the Fundamental 
Maxims of the Kingdom : Wherefore, they perAit in 
defiring the Firft Prelident to receive their Patents, 
which they tender to him, and to obtain his Maje(ty*f 
Confent to their refigning the fame. 

On the 27th the Count de Maurepai^ . Secretary o£ 
State, dined at the Firft Prelident^a, who took that Op- 
portunity to deliver him the fi^id Refolution, and next 
I>ay it was fent to Cardinal di Fleury at JJfy. This Re- 
folution, with the Terms infiQed upon by the Gentle* 
men of the Enquetet and Requetes^ put the Cardinal 
■gain out of Humour, fo that when the Firft Preiidenti 
went to Ferfailles upon Mond^tythe laft Day of June^ the 
Keeper of the Seals told him. That Affairs were not in 
#)e Situation Men imaginM : That the King yrould be 
obey*d, and that the Chambers of Enquetes and Requeue 
had nothing to do but to fubmtt to the King^s Pleafare, 
and ask his Pardon. And when he went again to Ver-- 
failUs^ upon the id of July to wait upon his Majefty, 
who was returned thither from Compeiine^ and applied 
to the Cardinal for that Purpofe, his Eminency told 
him. That no Magiftrate of the Parliament could fpeak 
iwith the King, unlefs it were to adc Pardon for the Re* 
beliton of the Chambers of the Enquetes and Requttes^ 
and uillefs they ihould come in a Body, and caft them* 
felves at hii Majefty's Feet for that Purpose ; in whioh 
Cafe the King would aa, with. Regard to them, in 
fuch Manner as he ihould think fit : Whereupon the 
Firft Prefident told his Eminency, That the Seven 
Chambers perfifted in their Refolution, and that they 
did not think themfelyes any Way under the Predica«^^ 
snent of Rebellion and Difobedience. And going after* 
wards to the Keeper of the Seals, he told that MInifter, 
That if no Conceffion wa» made, he forefaw, that Part 
of Che Qreat Chamber would join t}xt others, and that 

H h in 
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in fttch Cafe he would be oblieed to reikn his Office 
tifo. 

After this Difappointment, the Firfl Prclidcnt returned 
immediately to tarh^ and g^ve the Great Chamber an 
Account of what had palTed, who were all fo heartily 
vexed at this Reception, which their Firft Prefident met 
with, that it had like to have determined them to have 
joined the other Seven, and the only Thing that pre- 
vented it was, that by a little longer Patience tiiey 
might ferve as Mediators between his Majefty and the 
other Chambers. The Firft Prefident having before ac« 
cjuainted the Prcfidents of the other Chambers with 
.what the Keeper of the Seals had faid to him, and the 
Pre/idents having the ift of July communicated the fame 
to thc.r refpe£live Chambers, received for Anfwer : 
That the King voas Majier of thtlr Lives and Fortunes^ 
and that they 'mere ready to Undergo the utmoft EffeQs of 
his Indignation^ rather than make any Acknowledgment of 
Eehellion or Difohedience^ of 'which they were unjuftly aC" 
cufed to his Majfjiy^ at a Time luhen they facrijice every 
Thifig in Defence and Maintencmce of the Inttre/fs of his 
Cro*von and People* 

On the 3d, the Seven Chambers of Enquetes and J?#- 
quetes met at the Houfes of their refpe^ive Prefidents, 
to prepare thcmfclves agajnft the worft that could hap- 
pen to them on the Part of the Court, feeing no Way 
to come at an Accommodation, without betraying their 
Honour ajid Confcience/ The next Day the Firft Prc^ 
fident declared to their PrefidenCs, that the King had 
come to a Ref lution to banilh ihem- 50 Miles from 
jP^rif, and to deprive them of all their Offices, unlefs 
they would go and ask his Pardon, aiid beg Leave to 
refume the Functions of their Offices < and that they 
were allowed only till rjie next Day at Three o'Ciock in 
the Afternoon to confider of it: But this threatning 
Meff^ge had no Effect, they received it with the fdmc 
Difdain they had done all the former. However, 
the Firft Prefident, accompunied by the Prefident FellC" 
tier^ andMonfif^urSoulety Counfellor of the Great Cham- 
ber, went the Day after, being Saturday the 5th,' to 
•Verfiulles^ and being introduced into the Council, Mon- 
• fieur Soulet in a fine Speech made vtry ftrong, though 
rcfpeSfuJ Reraonilranccs in Favours of his Brethren of 
the other Chambers; upon which his Majefty out of 
his extraordinary Gooduefs gave them 24. Hours longer 

Time 
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Time-to return to their Duty, (as they were pleafed at 
that Boaid to term it.) 

On Saturday the 6th, the Firft Prcfident rfturncd 
«gain to Verfetilles^ where he (laid that Night, came back 
to Farts m the Morning, and returnM to Ver failles on 
jTttf/i^y Morning, accompanied by the Prcfident a Mor^ 
tierj fix Counfellors of the Great Chamber, and the 
Gens du Roy^ or King^s Attorney and Solicitor General. 
They were introduced that Day to his Majefty, who 
received them very gracioufly, and ordered the Patents 
or Commiflions of the Counfellora of the Chambers of 
Enquetes and Requetes, which had been refigncd and 
fcnt to the Chancellor as abovemention'd, to be delivered 
io them ; laying his Commands upon the faid CounfeN 
lors to return to their refpeftive Chambers upon the 
loth, and to go on with their Buiinefs : Then his Ma- 
jefty told them, That he had rather Fardon than PuniJJj, 
and recommended it to them to continue the Functions of 
their Offices, and not toahufe hUgood Nature^ and faid, 
that His Chancellor would tell them the reil: Where- 
upon the Chancellor made a florid Harangue to them, 
extolling his Majefty's Goodnefs towards his Parliament, 
and (hewing how much he preferred the Methods of 
Gentlenefa and Mercy to A6its of Rigour and Severity ; 
after which he delivered to the Firft Preiident the 
Demiffions of the Gentlemen of the other Chambers. 

Next Day being the 9th, the Fir(\ Pre/ident and tha 
other Deputies gave an Account to the Gentlemen of 
the Enquetes and Requetes of what had been done at 
Ver/ailles^ and returned them their Commiffions; upon 
which they went and held a Conference amongd them- 
felvet, which laded fome Hours; at their breaking up, 
the Firfl Prefident difpatched an Exprefs to the Chan- 
cellor at VerfailUs^ who thereupon wrote a Letter to 
the Prefidents of the Chambers of Enquetes and Requetes^ 
wherein he declared, That the King^ like a good Father 
fardoned the Seven Chambers \ that his Majefty iMJould leave 
the Admin{ftration of Juftiee to them^ and fermit his Par* 
liament to mal^e Remonftranfet to him^ 'when Occajion re* 
mitred ; and that hif M^pfty 'would give them a favour al^le 
Hearing. This Letter occa/^oned farther Deliberations 
anong the Members of the Seven Chambers, and in 
Complaifance to their King's Commands they refolved 
to meet in general Affembly next Day, 

On the loth, the five Chambers of Enquetes^ the two 

of Requeteu and alfo the Great Chamber, met in, full 

H h 2 Aifembly 
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Affembly accordingly, and after A)ine ihort Debate, it 
was carry *d to make RemonHrancea to hit Majefty, fov 
Return of their exiled Members \ for Freedom in vo- 
ting, notwithfianding the Arret of the Qountcil of tho 
3d of M«y ; and laflly, to juflify the Parliament In all 
their Proceedings ; and a Committee of 36 Members of 
the feveral Chambers was immediately appointed, to 
draw up their Remohftrances, in order that they might 
be laid before the King with all convenient Speed. In 
the Debate about thefe RemonOrances, there was great 
Exception talcen to the Word Furdon^ fo much made 
Vfe of by the King and hia Miniflers \ rooQ of the Mem- 
bers of the Parliament inlided upon it, that they had 
done nothing but what was their Duty, and therefore 
it was refolv^d, that in the Remonftrances to be made, 
the Parliament fhould be juftify'd in all their Proceed- 
ings. Thefe Remonflrances being accordingly drawn 
up by the Committee, the Parliament met On the 17th 
and 1 8th to examine them, and it was referred to the 
Firft Preiident to digcft them into a proper Order, and 
to malce a Report thereof to the Parliament again the 
2 3d ; which Report being approvM of, and every Thing 
relating thereto adjufted, the Firft Preftdcnt, and the 
Prefidents Le Pelletier and Mnupeou #cnt to Verfailhs on 
the 4th Inftant, ivhen they had an Audience of the 
King, and deliver'd to him the Remonftrances of hit 
Parliament, who told them that he would caufe them 
to be examined by his Council, and then the Parliament 
ihouldlcnow his Will. 

No Anfwer was returned to this *till the t9th, when 
the Peputies arriving at Afar/y, they were conduced 
into two different Rooms ; and after the King's Meft, 
the Marquis </f Dreuse^ Great Mafter of the Ceremonies, 
and the Couht^^Afa»r^/^x, Secretary of State, came and 
conducted them into the King's Cabinet, where his Ma<' 
jefty was, with the Duke of Orleans^ the Cardinal it 
Fleury^ the Keeper of the Seals, the Duke de Viller^y^ 
and fome other Lords. The King having faluted the 
Deputies, faid. My CkanceHor nnill declare to you my In- 
tention : Whereupon the Chancellor ^ade the ^lowin^ 
Speech : 

Gentlemen^ 
np H E King has cauflp d the humble Remonftrances <^ 
J. hfs Parliament to be examined in his Council: 
^« Majcfty ifot |)^](ig inclined ^o eptcr i^to a pifquiQ- 

tion 
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tion of -what i$ paft, has ordered me to teil you, that 
his Majefty choofes rather to eftablilh and confirm hie 
Purpofcg for the future. The Dignity of the Sove- 
reign makea it neceiTary to prevent every thing that ie 
inconfiftent with tl^e good Order of a Society, which he 
has entrufied with fo important a Part of hia Autho« 
rity. 

It if with thefe Sentiments that his Majefty thinlcs it 
proper to declare himftlf by a Law, the only Deiign 
whereof is to revive and efiablifh the antient Rules 
concerning the U(b of Remondrances, Appeals, the 
Order of the AiTemblies of the Parliament, and the 
eflential Obligation which the Parliament enter into 
with the King, never to interrupt the Courfe of Juftlce, 
for which that Tribunal is anfwerabk to his Majefiy's 
SubjeOs. 

Thelfc are the principal Points of the Law, concern- 
ing which his Majefty was willing to give you Ordert 
himfclf, that every Thing might concur to induce you 
to receive that Law with RefpeiSt, and to execute it witb 
the trueft Attention. 

You will fee by it, that the King is far from enter- 
taining Sentiments contrary to a Freedom in voting. 
The Reafon of his ihewing fome Severity to certain 
Members of the Parliament,* was, becaufb a Series of 
Affairs and Incidehts, wherein they were perfonall^ 
concerned, did at lad provoke the King's Patience, and 
put a Sort of Violence upon his Clemency. 

You acquit yourfelves of a natural Duty in their 
Behalf, by befeeching the King to forget what they 
might have done that was difpleafinl to him: And if 
their Return is for weighty Realbns deferred for a while, 
you may neverthelefs fully confide in the fame Good* 
ntfs which you ask in their Favour, and in the Regard 
his Majefty has for your Demands. 

This Speech being iinifhed, the ^tm du Roy appfooch- 
ed his Majefty, and Monfleur Dagueffim delivered to 
them a Pacquet of Letters, containing the Declaration, 
and the King faid to them, I charge you to dufiMnd in my 
Name^ the pure and fimple Regifiritig of this Declaration i 
then turning to the Deputies, his Majefty faid, IJhalt 
judge of your Senttmimts^ hy your Readinejs to execute ny 
g^nfm§nds>. 4^fttt which the Deputies withdrew. 

XonKeuf 
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The Report of this being made to the Parliament, 
the Gens du Roy were called in, and Matter FeUr-Gilb^rt 
de Voifins^ his Majcfty's Advocate, fjpoke as follows : 

QentUmen^ 

WE bring you the King's Declaration to the Par^ 
liamc^t, which was delivered to us Ycfterday 
at Marly^ together with a Lettre de Sachet for the Affem- 
, bly. And by his Majefty's exprefs Command we have 
taken the Conclufions, which we here leave to the Par- 
liament, with the Declaration and the Lettre de Ca^ 
chet. 

The Gens du Roy being withdrawn, Counfcllor BeU 
fech de Merinilie flood up, and moved that the King'a 
Lettre de Cachet and Declaration might be read % which 
was done accordingly, and the Subflance of them was 
this : 

By f A« K I N G. 

Trufiy and Well-beloved^ 

WE fend you oait Declaration of the iSthlnflant, 
concerning which we hav6 explained our Inten- 
don to your Deputies. We order you to proceed to the 
Rcgiaring of our faid Declaration, and not to be wanting 
in that Rcfpea. Forfuch is our Fleafure, Giveu %tMarh^ 
the 19th Day of Auguft^ 1732.

The King^s Declaration^ in Anpmer to the Remonfirances of

lar Chamber is difpofed, or to Keep auy Refolution or 
Register, . upon Pai/i of Difobedience. 

VI. Every one of the Prefidents and Counfeliors (hail 
be obliged to mind his own Bu/tnefs, and to difcharge 
the Functions of his Office. They (liall not ceafe fo to 
do, without the King's PermKTion, upon Pain of Difo* 
bedience, and Deprivation of their Offices. 

VII. The King refervcsit tohimfelf alone, to make 
Rules which ihali be mor^ extenfive and more expli- 
cite. 

While thi^ Declaration was reading. Amazement and 
Perturbation of Spirit were vifibic in the Countenance of 
every Member of the Aifembly \ and a general Silence 
was the plainelt Evidence of a general Concern. At 
laft, however, the Affair was taken into Con/ideration. 
The firfl Votes were for naming Conamiffioners to exa- 
mine what there was in the King's Anfwer, contrary to 
what they thought the Parliament had Reafon to hope. 
Not a Man moved for the Regidring. Counfellor Rou- 
geault advifed, that theKing%ould be humbly prayed 
to withdraw his Declaration. Monfieur de Montagr,y^ 
of the fecond Ch;>mber of Enquetes^ was of the fame 
Opinion ; and added, that they ought to repeat their 
RemonArances to his Majeily in Behalf of their exiled 
Brethren ; and that the Chambers (hould continue fitting 
*till the King was pleafcd to give them an Anfwer. 
This Advice was approved by a Majority of 12O againft 
22 i and accordingly it was refolved, That repeated 

humble 
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humble Remonftrancet fliould be made to the King, 
concerning the Return of the abfent Counfellors, and 
mod humbly to befeech his Majeftv to withdraw hit 
Declaration ; the Chambers to continue fitting till the 
King (hall be pleafed to give them an Anfwer to their 
Reprefentation. After which the Court broke up. 

On the 2 2d the Chambers met again. The Prcfldent 
Lf PelUthr told them, that he had executed the Order« 
with which they had charged him, in Relation to the 
drawing up their fecond Remonftrances $ that the fame 
were ready ) and that if the Aifembly pleafed, they 
might fend the Gens du Roy to Marly^ to know when the 
King would be pleafed to hear thofb Remqnftranccs. 
Thereupon the Gens du Roy were again fcnt to Marly $ 
tut went twice before they could be admitted toTpeak 
with the King. On the 28th they were prefented to 
him ; when in the mod refpedful Manner they b^g*d 
the King to hear the RemonRrancea of his Parliament 
on the lad Declaration ; who told them it was a Favour 
not to be granted *till they had refumed their Fun^ions, 
in the following Words; ' Since the -Parliament pcrfift 
^ in their Difobedience, and refufe to adminifler Juf- 
* tice to my Subjcfits, I will hear nothing from them : 
^ And as for you, Qentlemen, come no mere on Pain of 
^ my Indignation, unlefs I iend for you.' The next 
Day they made a Report of the King> Anfwer to the 
Chambers aifembled ; who neverthelefs ordered that their 
Inflances fhould be dill continued. 

But on the 2d of Septemher^ the whole Body of the 
Parliament received the King^s Orders to wait upon the 
King at Verfailles^ in their Scarlet Gowns, where they 
attended accordingly. The great Guard-Chamber was 
iUted up for the holding of the King*s Bed of Juftice ; 
afwhkii the Princes of the Blood, the Peers of France^ 
(3c. attended*, according to their Summons. The Par- 
liament knew before what was to be done there ; and 
as they could not a^ nor fpeak with Freedom in fuch a 
Prefence, they entered a Proteft before they went, de- 
claring null and void, whatever ihould be done by thera- 
felvcs at that Time and Place. The Affembly being 
met, and the King feated in his Bed of Juftice, he tol4 
, the Parliament that the Chancellor would declare hi« 
' Intention to them ; and then Mondeur Daguejfeau faid as 
follows. 

* The Conduft obfervM by his Majcfty, is a better

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'Law«, TJie E.vcpt has not AnfWcrM hif Bxpeetatlon. 
The Kijig has never t^efufed to receive your Rc- 
nioii(lran€Ci s But upon thfc firft Reading of his Decla- 
ration, the Parliament took upon them to rejeft Ity 
and to put a Stop to the Dlfpatch of Publtck Bufmeft ; 
juft as if they would force his Majefty, and prefcribe* 
Laws to him.. Was that the Way to obtain the Favour 
they defired of ftim ? The King^s Pleafure more than 
once declared, .could not conquer the Oppafition, that 
unaccountat)]^ QppofUion.of ..your AHembly. Any 
Body i?ut himfelf would have, gone toother Way to 
work. The Kii^g is, notwichaandtng, inclined to give 
farther Proofs of his Qoodnefs^ by cau/ing Ms Law tc^

th^ Prciident i^ TfHetier (wfco (bppHed thePlace of 
Monfieuc. f 0r/4/7) thereupon, turned to: the King, and 
&id i We v)ijh[, Sire, that v>e.ixiuld Uy oUn th% fedlSehii^ 
mnts of our Hearts before yout Majefty., And after 'h^ 
bad touched upon the Reafonsy .which debarred the Par* 
1 lament from fpeaklng their Minds, Mon/ieur Gilbert d4 
Voifins^ the King*s Advocate, glanding at the Declara-^ 
tion of the i8t^ of Amufi^ (kid^s follows. 

^ It would be in vain for us, SWe^ to pretend to (Hfltf

- whereupon he required^ by the King** cjrpref* Com- 
xnand, the Regiflring of hi« MajeftyV Declaration. The 
CKanceilor attempted to fpeak again ; but all the Pre- 
lldents and Counfellors declared. That they could not deli^ 
heratt. Aftewardt the Declaration was -read, for the 
Continuation of the Duty of four Sals per Livre, C3cn 
upon which there was no Deliberation ^ but the Ch^n« 
ccUor faid, ' His Majelty having always at Heart the 
^ VVeif«re and^ Advantage of his Subjects, v^^uM have 
< been heartily glad to eafe the antient Burd&ns of the 

* the' State ; but the prefent Pofture of his Affairs will 
^ not permit hihi to take off as yet any confiderable 

* Part of them.' ' ' 
Whereupon Monfieuf G^i^ert dc Veifins faid to the 

King: 

' We cannot Ibrget, SSre:^ your Majefty's Intention fpv 
^, the Eafe of your SubjeQs : An4 whilft you declare to 

* lis the Impofltbility of 'your taking off. the antient 
^ Duties, we are convinced of the Gobdnefs of your 

* Wiihcs. Go on, Sire^ to give us Proofs thereof, when 
^ your Affairs will permit; Had more Zeal beeh (hewix 
^ for your Majefty's Service,* at this Time when the 
^ People are fo loaded with Taxes, your Majefly would 
< now have reaped the Fruits of it.' 

Then he demanded the kegiflring of that Declara- 
tlon. 

Whereupon the Chancellor ordered the Regiftcr of the 
Parliament to regifter the fame ^ and while it was doings 
he laid to the Parliament : 

^ The King being deftrous to clofe this Meeting in 
^ the fame Spirit with which it was opened, his Maje- 
^ fly has commanded me to tell you, that h^ looks upon 

* the Neceffity of admlniilring Juftice to his Subje5^s, 

* ss the firfl arid moft important Dut^ annexed to Kis 
' Grown. He has fecn, not without great Surprize, 

* that you have refolvcd, that the Chambers Ihall con- 

* tinue affembled. He therefore charges you to do Juf-^ 

* tifce to his Subje^s; and he forbids you ever to flop 

* the Courfe of it, under any Pretence whatever.' 
One would have expe£t^d this Confcnt of the Parlia- 
ment, in getting which the King perfonally exerted 
his full Authority, fhould have abfolutely concluded 
the Parliament, ei]pecially in $ Country where the 
King's Power, «s to Life and Death, or other Punish- 
ments, 
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menu, if uncontroulablc, and can fo ealily revenge all 
Difobedience. Neverthelefs, the contrary happened $ 
for the very next Day at their Affcmbling, they renew 
tlieif Profeftallo^, and declare null and void whatever 
3#fl» donfe the- Day before ^tFerfaiiles. The News of 
this un^xif>ea'ed Firnincfs fdoii flie» to Court j where 
they refolv* to a6l: with Moderation, if the Parliament 
upon fccemd'Thooghta would cbmply 5 but withal, in 
Cftte of farther Difobedience, 142 Uttres de Cachet 
verc made out 'for banifhing the chief Oppoferg to 
4liflaiit Place*.- The Lettrts de Cackef were penn'd with 
the fi^ltowlng Impcritorial Brevity.

' While thia was doing, a Meffagc was fent, fignifyfng 
the King's Orders to the Parliament for holding the 
Chamber of Vacations, in due Execution' of his above* 
inentioned Declaration. But the Members having deli- 
l>erated cathe to this Concluilon ; That the Gens du Roy 
Aould go to Court, and ihew to his Majefty on their 
Part, that they cbuld not hold the Chamber of Vaca- 
tions without their Brethren, who had been fo long ab* 
fent (meaning the Members in Exile.) After this, they 
adjourned themfelvesto the i ith of November^ and then 
immediately fepa rated themfelves^ fome of the Mem'* 
^rs going that very Day to their Eftates in the Coun- 
try. This was on the 6th in the Morning. But it was 
no fooner heard of at VerfailUs^ than another extraordi- 
nary Council was called, in which it was refolved to 
permit the Lettres de Cachet to go out ; by which two 
only of the Great-Chamber, and iz^oof the other Cham- 
|>er8 were exiled. Accordingly, they all retired to the 
Places of Banifhmcnt appointed for them, as Chalons^ 
Sotjfons^ and other Cities and Towns. 

This Step put all Farts under a ConHernatlon ; and 
the Marefchal de Villars in particular is faid to have 
cxprefled great Refentment about It. Here tht Matter 
refls at prefent ; only the U^ Advices brought Word 
that the Court had allowed thetoi a little more Liberty 
than at firii, as of changing their Places of Exile, and 
even allowing fome of them to return to Paris.

(i^A who was Governor of Or an at present, and fcrfook 
it without ftriking^ Blow, was thefitoe Man by whofe

^'This rapid Succ^fs, ftmck Tcfrror into'all flic nefgh- 
IStouring' f'fecea for fomc Timcj and it was reported^ 
'thftt the AJferhes thcmfelvea were trembling foe Pear, 
,tnd riwidy* to abandon their Ctty, and many of the In- 
-liabkafita began to remove tlicir Effefts. But tht Pi*6. 
greft oi tYi^'Sfanidrds was interrupted, partly by the 
vfolent^lRats^ tofthe Country, which brought a great 
Sfckn^ft arid Mortality among, the Soldiers ; and part^y 
' by the Want of fVefh Water, * wKiph is very fcarce qn 
that Coffft^f Africa \ lb that .they xou Id not make any 
'jdlftanf Marthe*. Befides this, ths Hfbori having reco-

'An Account of the Glorious Succefs of the Army and Fleet 
cfS^tLWy'MHck fiiled from AA\c»nt^J\xne 15, N,S. 173Z. 

HIS CathoHck Majcfty's Fleet, which rcndeiivouaU 
in the Bay of Allcant^ and the Troops defign'd for 
the projected Expedition, fet fail the i $th of June^ to 
the Number of 50Q Xranfporis, twelve Men of War of 
Che Line, two" Fregates, two Bomb-Galliots, fevcn 
Galleys, eighteen GaUints^with Oars, and twelve Barca- 
hfiia^s. This numerous Fleet was obliged by contrary 
Winds, to lie <5ven Day a under Shelter of Cape de Fahs, 
from whence they weighed Anchor the 24th, with a 
fkit Wind, ftcering towards* the Streights, and on the 

25th, 
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2s3i, they made the Coaft ot Oran. The Wind being aU* 
foitttely contrary, they could pot get to $hore 'till tfae 
iBthy tho' they did not lofe one Ship in ail that Time;, 
neither wa« there any fcparated from the Fi^ct. 

Orders having b^en givea by the C^ptfin-General 
Count de Montemar^ the Tranfporta began (hp JOefcenC: 
the 29th at Break of Day, upon the Sbotre A^'eaguej^p 
the Weftwardof the Caftle of ^w^ra^tf, or M^%Mqui^tP^ 
under Cover of the Fire of the Men of War and GaUcyf . 

While the.Tropps were ranging themfeive^in {propor- 
tion at they were fet on Shore, a Body of 10 or 12,000 
Turks and Moors appeared in Sight, 'divided int6 feverai 
Plattoona^ but the Fire from the Men of War and Gal- 
leys kept them at a Diftaiice^ and the Standard of the 
biggeft Plattoon having been iHot away by the fii^ Can- 
non the St. Jofipb Galley fired, they retired .farther off. 
The Troops took the Opportunity of thjs RfBtreat tp 
make an End of their Landing, and to^j^tjihemrelvef 
in good Order, which was executed by all, the Fppt an^ 
moftof the Horfe, notwithftai^ding the continual Skirr 
miihes of the Moors^ who did us no other Damage, tlmn 
wounding a few of the King^s Soldiers. .) Wh^n the 
Moors perccivM that they could not hinder our Landing, 
Ihey endeavoured with fomc Plattooi\s of .{lorfe to fi|i^- 
round a Fountain at a little Diftance from the Army, 
where feme Spantjh Soldiers had been ordered to poll thenip 
felves. Their Defign being. difcoverM, .the Captain- 
General detached 16 Companies of Grenardiers under 
the Command of Don Lucan Fernando dt JftftiftkOj a Mar 
jor-General, and 400 Horfe cqipmanded by the Nfaquefs 
de Mina^ alfo a Major-General, to cut off their Retreat, 
and at the fame Time to poflefs themfelvesof an advan- 
ced Pott, which wa8 very advantageous ito cover the 
Right Wing of the Army. NotwithftJinding the Dan- 
ger there was in landing near that Fountain, a Troop pf 
Soldiers of the Regiment of the Prince of Afiurias of- 
fered to run the Hazard, and by good Luck they charged 
the MoQrs^ and polTefled themfelvesof that Pott, which 
contributed very much to make the Moors retire to the 
Tops of the Mountains. 

On the 30th there was a general Engagement between 
the King^s Troops and the Moors : It was a very brisk 
one, and altogether to the Advantage of the former* 
We began that Day to build a Fort upon the Sea-fide, at 
the Foot of the Mountain del Savto, to fecure our Com* 

niunication

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munication with the Fleet, and to covc^: thp landing of 
Cur Proviiions. 

The Detachment which covered the Workmen, found 
theitifelvcs unexpe£tedly engaged with the Moan^ who 
came down to diAurb them, and vigoroufly attacked 
th^t Detachment, which had a Communication with 
the Line, and with the advanced Pods ; fo that the one 
Aiccoured the other. The Captain-General hearing the' 
Fire of the Muskets, haflenM thither with fome Com- 
panies of Grenadiers, to maintain the advanced Poft ; 
but that Handful of Men not being able to withiiand the 
Impetuo/ity of fo many Moor/^ Troops,' the whole Ar* 
slxy was put }n Motion to falj upon them. The Count 
df Montcmar difpofed his Left Wing in iiich a Manner, 
as to withAand the Enemy ^s EIForts, and at the fame 
Time to gain with fix Columns the Tops of the Moun- 
tains from whence they came down ; Which was execu- 
ted, notwithdanding the. Enemy's ReSdance, and the 
advantageous Situation of the Place, which is in the 
Form of an Amphitheatre ; fo that they were puflied 
from Height to Height, till they were obliged to take', 
to their Heiels. This Succeft was owing to the Courage 
of his Catholick Majefly*8 Troops, and to the Conduft 
of the General Officers, who were always at the Head 
of their Columni, driving the Mbors quite away from 
the Mountain delSanto^ on which they had pofied theiQ* 
f(;^ves, arid which commands the important Fort "of Al" 
niatTia ; and from thence they drove the Enemy from the 
contiguous Heights. 

In the Afternoon we could not continue the Charge, 
becaufe the Troops were fatigued and wanted Water,. 
They (laid upon the Mountains 'till the next Morning, 
^uly I. arid the Barbarians not appearing, the Army 
marched in queft of them. Advice was brought us, 
that all their Troops, having the Bey at their Head, 
with his Guards and 200 Camels, loaded with his befl 
Furniture and Effefits, were retir'd by Favour of the 
Night, abandoning the Forts and Town of Oran. 

The Army purfued their March with Speed, and 
found the Place deferted ; but in ihe Bey's Houfe were 
fome of his Goods, which in the Hurry he was in he 
could not carry off. The Magazines were full of Am- 
^lunition, and we found a Camp they had formed be- 
tween Oran and M^nLalquivir^ with all- their Tents filled 
with Provifions, Ammunition, Arms, Money, Equi- 
page, 0r. 

The 
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The Day of Afition the Army of the Barbarians coiir^ 
filled of 22,000 Arahs^ and 20CO Turlks of the Garrifoii, 
of Maz^alquivir, who could not get b^ck again, becaufe' 
the King's Troops had poffcffed thexnfelves of the Mouii-. 
tain del Santo, 

Wc cannot tell cxafitly tlie Number of the Enemy V 
Killed and Wounded, becaufe they take away all they' 
can of them, according to the Maxims of their Rcli- 
gion : But if a Conjecture may he form'd from the 

Quantity of Spoils, fucb as rich cmbroicfered CJoaths^ 
rms inlaid with Silver, Money, and, other valuable 
Effedfs, which were found by our Soldiers, their Lof* 
inuft have been very confiderable, tho' in the KirtgV 
Attny we had only 30 Men killed, and ipp wounded,* 
and there were but two OHicers among the former, afil 
iix among fhc latter, 

" It is very remarkable, that during the three Days^ 
which the Landing and the different Skirmiflies of the 
Enemy took up, they never once thought of retirfng^ 
into their Forts and Caflles, nor of taking with them^ 
tieir Equipage, Tents, Arms, Ammunition, (3c. There 
wer^ found in thofc Forts 138 Pieces of, Cannon, to wt^ 
87 Brafs, and the reft Iron ^ fcven Mortars, all Sorts ot 
Utenlils, and Proviilons and Ammunition for a long t)e- 
fericet But they were in fuch a Fright, that they did' 
not fo much as niake Ufc of the 12 FicldrPicces, whicK 
■were ready to be carried wherever they, plea l<£d, and 
were found under Fort St. Philip. They alfo abandoned' 
in the Shallows/ a large Galliot and five Brigantines, 
with which they ufed to infeft the Coafls of Spain, . , 

Thefc confiderable .Advantages. have reftored to fii» 
Catholick Majefty's. Dominion the important Town o^- 
bran^ encompaffed with good Walls, 'and defended by 
five Forts or Caflles,' fituateupon the Heights, among 
which i« that of Santa Cruz^^ which is reckon'd impregr^ 
nable, and covers the Bay of MaTLahiuiviry the Caftle 
whereof is built in a Rock, and can neither be battered 
nor undermined. Th^ Conqucft will deliver the Inha- 
bitants of jhe Coaft' of Spain from the Vifits of thofe. . 
l^yraes and Barbarians.

Thomfon^ being examined, faid, That he 
was employed by the faid Thompfon to fill 
up Bills of Sale, Certificate*, and Dc* 
feazances ; and when he was olit of the 
Way, the fame were filled up by Tkompfin 
and Leafe ; and has feen but few Bills of Parcels for 
large Sums ; that he has known Goods, brought in, on 
which looo/. or 1200/. has been lent, particularly 
Cloth ; that Thomfon has given him Notes of the Sum, 
Perfons Names, «nd Quality of the Goods, from which 
he filled up Bills oF Sale, Certificates, and Defeasances, 
and from thence entered them into the Pledge-Book % 
and Leafe ufed to do the fame. The Exa mi nan t further 
faid, Thaf, when he had made out fuch Bills of Sale^ 
bv Order of Thompfon^ the faid Thorn ron has fent for

hin), he had nothing to do to trouble himfelf with Af-

Bread. Being as^ed, if Pledges had not been fuftcient j 
tie faid, that after the laftSale, when People brought ill 
their Defea2:anccs, in order to receive their Surpiuffes^ 
lie made out an Account pf their Pledges,, and fome of 
them proved deficient % that Tkomfon had asked the E;c- 
aminant to iign Bills of Sale ; but he refufed. 

Thomas Leafe being examined, faid. That David ^very 
was with Thomfon three or four Times a Week, an4 
ttfed to pledge great Quantities of Goods to the Corpo- 
ration, which were depoftted in Warchoufes, of which 
Thomfon had the Keys 5 and believes Avery generally 
lodged Goods for the Money he borrowed : That WoolUy 
and Warren were great Borrowers, but does not know 
whether Goods were pledged for the Money fo borrowed 5 
that when Pledges were taken in, Thomfon was always 
prefent \ and when the Borrowers have come to redeem 
them, they i^ere brought down by Faikney ; that he has 
filled up Bills of Sale by Order of Thomfon^ in the Names 
of WooUey and Warren^ but never itgned fuch Bills without 
their being* firll filled up ; that the Bills of Sale were filed 
11^ Thomfon's (Cilice, and the Certificates and Defeasances 
fent to the Cafhier, and sot to the Accomptant ; and 
Ihat, whilft the. Affair of the Corporation was depend- 
ing in the Houfe of Commons lali Selfion, it was in- 
tended to change the old Method of their Bills of Sale, 
Certificates, and Defeazances, becaufe they would not 
tally with the Alteration of the Intered made by the 
iaid Houfe, which the Committee defigned to follow ; 
at which Time large Sums of Money were lent upon ' 
Pledges, for. which no Defeasances were given, and the 
Certificates ; were cut from the Bills of Sale, witho^t 
marking the Number on the cheque Side by Thomfon 
hinjfelf, or by his Order, whom he looked upon to have 
the Management of the Corporation ^ that he has figned 
DefcaXancec, as if the Goods were his own, by Thom^ 
/oys.Order, it being the Method of the Office^ but. 
iK>ttld not fay, whether there were Goods pledged or 
not ; that Plate, Linnen, and other Things, have been 
pledged in his Name, particularly fix hundred and eight 
Pieces of Dowlas for one Jenkins^ a Goldfmith, by the 
Order, of Tkqmfon ; but he never received any Mono/ 
.HUfifA his Own Account from t}ie Cafliier. 

And 
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And he further faid, That in looking over Mr. Tenck'n 
Cafli-Book, he faw feveral Draughts on Robinfon for 
large Sums of Money, and belie vea they were drawn by 
fi^itious Certificates figned hy Tkomfon^ and fuch 
Draughts have amounted to near 200,000 /. and fome- 
timea the Certificates have been fent up to Rohlnfon^ 
who gave Thomfon Credit for them, and debited the Cor- 
poration, by which Method thofe large Accounts arofe; 
The Bxaminant believes the Directors did not knov 
of fiftitious Plcdjges being made 'by Thomfon until he 
'•rent away. He likewife faid. That upon looking over 
Mr. Tenchh Cafh-Book, he obferv'd when Payments of 
large Sums of Money had been made on Shares, fi6tttibuf 
Certificates had been iigned by Thomfon^ as if there were 
real Pledges, and carried to nie Caihier ; upon which, 
large Draughts have been made on RoHnfin^ and fre- 
quently fuch Certificates have' been fent up to him, 
by which Means RoHnfon has been enabled to pay in 
the Money on his Shares. * 

That Thomfon has frequently given Certificates to 
Kohinfon to enable him to make up his Account with 
Tench^ and he believes feveral fiStitlout Pledges ha^e 
been made in his {Leafe^sJ Name, and he has iignM the 
fame by Tkomfin^s Order.; and does not believe all the 
fictitious Certificates made by thomfon were fent to R^- 
tiffin^ but other People had fome of them 5 thai he hat 
lieard Capt. Burroughs fay, that Robinfon had drawn but 
large Sums of Money, and had employed the fame in 
the Copper Works with Sir Thohtas Mackifoottky and be- 
lieves he meant the Corporation's Money. 
• That Avery and Leahe borrowed of Thomfon 4537/. 
17X. gd, without any Pledge, for which they were to 
pay lo/. fer€ent. and that large Sums have been lent 
to tFoolley and Warren in the fame Manner. 

That Fiffow/^w advanced 12,000/. on the Moro/fw Minet 
in Scotland^ and 4000 /. on the Mines in Nortmy \ that 
there was an Account between Sir y^rrA;^<i/^ Granf and 
Thomfon^ in which Sir ArchiMd had biit fmall Credit 
for feveral Years, and the Debit-fide amounted to up 
wards of 10,000^^ and no Interefi charged for the 
fame. 

And the Examfnant, upon a farlther Examination, 
feid. That Mr. Squire^ Mr. Burroughs^ and Sir Archibald 
Grant and believes Mr. Teneh^ knew of fuch fi£tttious 
Pledges; and believes not any other Gentleman in the 
Direction knew of it.

would brihg in a con/iderabie Sum of Money to pay the 
dividend. C^pt. MoUfimrth carried the faidx Book ta 
Thomfon^ ^nd left it with him ; and the faid Tknnfou 
promired the faid Pledges fhould be redeemed or tty 
neved aocordingl y. 

That he ufed to enter it he Piedges generally from 
Mr. Temh\ Book, and exaniinpd the fame monthly, with 
^r. Tench by U^e Certificates ;x tiiat^he did £o until. the 
End of ^/rii lail ; that there were 'Certificates for all 
the Pledges >to that Time ; that he never took Notice of 
.the Receipts on the Back of fuch. Certificates not being 
iigned (he looking only on the Face of fuch Certificates) 
tiil Ance TAaw/owwentaway, whjcn they were examined 
jn the Prefence. of Mr. Gr(^9^ .one of the Infpe£lors, and 
a Notary Publick. 

Thames Leafe being again examined, faid. That for' 
.three Years paii there has been wBnt of Money at tha 
Corporation Houfe at different Times,, and /Ince the.ob* 
taining of the laft Licenfe fonthe Enlargement of* their 
Capital, Money has been fcarcer than formerly 5 and 
l^as heard it often faid among{V the Officers, that there 
' was. not Money fufficient to fupply the Borrowers. 

That in the Year 1727, when hihinfon came into the- 
Corporation, Money was begun to be drawn out by 
Thomfon on fi6^itious Pledges. 

Thomas Jones ^Aid^ That he. did go to Sir ArcMald 
Qranfs on the Monday bcfo/e the City Petition was prc- 
fented to Parliament againft the faid Corporation, at 
.JTarrfw's Rcqueft, and* acquainted Sir Archibald th^t he 
ynA% drawing a Cafe of the Mlfmanagements of the Cor- • 

porationj 
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poration, and the Abufe of their Charter. Sir Archibald , 
was furprized, and told him he hoped, he, farmt^ woiiid .. 
afTiQ them now all the World was upon them ; that he 
had put them In a Method, and they had had good 
Succefs. The Examinanc replied. That he did not know 
iwhat^uccefs they had had, but he had a Paper in hfs 
Bofom^ he was going to Print ; that he would not affift 
them,' but would appear, againft them. Sir Archibald 
reptied. If he had any Demands on the Company he 
ih' uld apply to them, and de/ired him not to print his 
Cafe. That then one Mr. Waller came into the Room^ 
in whofe Prefence he gave Sir Archibald feveral Hints, 
Vfx. That the Corporation waskbufed by private Sales; 
that their Warchoufe was a publicic Shop ; that a great 
deal of Money was lent on fiQitious Certificates ; that^ 
if the Warehoufe-keeper ^ certified he had Goods to the 
Caihter, he could receive the Money dire^Jy : Sir Archi' 
bald told him it was a Miftake, that he was fure it was 
sio ftich Thing. The Examinant infiaed that a Com- 
anittee fhould be called^ that he might acquaint them 
therewith : Sir Archibald faid they were fn a Hurry, 
and it could not be ; but there was one called that Even- 
ing^ and he was Aimmoned to attend it; at which were 
prefent Mr. Molefworth^' Mr. Bgnjantin Robinfin^ and 
Mr. Langton^ a Proprietor, but not in the Direction : 
He produced a Cafe, and read Part of it;, and then told 
'them the feveral Mifchiefs that attend the Company by 
the Porwer repofed in Thomfon in Concert with Capt. 
^rroughs^ Mr. Squire^ and one or two more, and how « 
they might remedy it ; for that it was in ThomJon*Sy and 
one or two of the Diredor's Power, to run away with 
the Company ^s Cafli. 

That the Exatninant did meet Mr. Burroughs and 
Squire at Sir Flfiier Tenehe*s Requeft at the Fofe's Head 
Tavern in Cornhill^ and ' read to them his Cafe ; they 
faid there was nothing in it ; but Burroughs likewiib 
faid,'he had Commiffion from the Committee to com- 
-promife all Matters with him, and appointed to meet 
at the Bell Tavern in Nkholas-Laihe in the Evening^ 
which he did 5 that a Bond of 4000 /. was prepared for 
the faAdiBurr^ughs to enter into, that the Corporation 
ihould abide by an Award mentioned in the faid Bond ^ ( 
that Burroughs rfefufed ^o iign the fame, but gave the 
Examinant a Note of his Hand for $00/. in Part oP 
Satisfaction for his Demands, which he promifed to 
redeliver to him upon performing feveral Conditions 

mentioned 
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mentioned in a Defeazance figned by him at the fiime 
Time, that he ha* received the faid Note. 

Thomas Warren faid. That when the Corporation wat 
before the Parliamitit laft Year, he believes Capt. Bur- 
rouihsy or Sir ArchihaU Grantj^ fent him to Mr.Jonety 
mrhom he found to be their Enemy ; and he told them 
of it ; but he heard afterwards they had made him eafy, 
and to the belt of his Remembrance, Capt. Burrouihs^ 
or Sir Archibald Grant told him fo. 

Another very mifchievous Step talcen by the Com- 
mittee of the Corporation was the iffuing out a great 
Quantity of Notes and Bonds, to the Amount of loi, 1 1 5 /• 
JLn Notes, and of 44,000 /. in Bonds, which was done 
\Rrithout any Order of a General Court, which ought 
to have been aifembled on that Occafion, and confenting 
to the fame ; whereas on the contrary, this being done 
without their Privity, the Proprietors became liable 
to fo vaft a Debt without being previoufly informed of 
the Matter, or of the Reafons for doing fp. The Mo- 
tives that engaged the Committee of the Corporation 
t^ a£t after this Manner, feem to have been, among 
others, the two following : Firft, It was for the Con- 
venience of Rohinfon^ Thomfon^ and their Accom- 
plices to have fuch Notes IfiTued ; for the ready 
Calk of the Company being drawn out fo faft by the 
Methods above-mcntiop^d, it Was neceffary for* them to 
fupply and conceal the Want of Money by getting Notes 
to be received inliead of it, to keep their own' Roguery 
from breaking out. Secondly, They hoped to make a 
gainftil Traffick out of thofe Notes ;, and by purcb<i/ing 
the fame at an under Rate, and then rai/ing the Credit of 
them by thofe Artifices that Men in Buiinefs under- 
fland, to fell them at an advanced Price \ and the Prof- 
pe£t of this Gain feems to have had Weight with fome 
of the Directors wlio were not thought to have been 
Accomplices in the great Scene of Iniquity. 

It appears farther by the Report, that Dividends 
were agreed to be paid every half Year /ince Nove^» 
her 14, 1727, firit of 3 s. then of ^s, then of 5 j, per 
Share ; which the Committee and Afllftdnts declared in 
the General Court they found themfelves able to make 
upon a careful View of their Affairs and Accounts, and 
an exafit Calculation of the Profits ; whereas on the 
contrary, not one of them had ever looked into the 
Warehpufcs, to fee, whether there were any Pledges 

for 
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for the fevrral large Sums that had 'hecn lent out ; nor 
had they fomctimes even fecn any Account whatfocver. 
. Mr. John Venahles^ AccQmptant. to the ..faid Corpora- 
tion, being examined, faid^ That ht was appointed to 
the faid Office the 13th of July^ i7Si ; that he never 
received any Dire6lons from the Committee or AfTinanttf 
to make up any Account^, but irat told by Mr. Wain^ 
'von^htj the Cafliicr (who had formerly been Accomp- 
tant) that it was his Duty .to* .ixialqc'^ out. an 'Account 
Half-yearly, in order that a Dividend might be de- 
clared, and that the faid Mr. Waininriiht gave him In- 
ilrufitions for that Purpofe. Accordingly he or his Clerk 
did take out of the Books the principal Sums lent, firft 
dcduSling what was received by Sales, or paid in Part, 
and caft up Intereft on the Remainder, after the Rate of 
10 /• pr Cent, for all Pledges to.the firfl of April^ ^73^ 
as they appeared upon the Books, and that he never 
had any Doubt of the Reality of fuch Pledges: That 
from the firft oi April he calculated the Pledges above 
500/. at 61. per Cent, under 500/. to ico/. at 7/. per 
Cent, under 100 /. to ip /. at 8 /. per Cent, and 20 /. and 
under at 10/. per Cent, That this Account he made in 
order for a Dividend in October 1731, and brought it 
to Spring-Garden^ in order to lay before the Court of 
Committee for that Purpofe ; but the Court of Com- 
mittee and General Court were up before he arrfv'd, 
and had declared the Dividend 5 that he met Capt. 
Molepworth and Mr. Beake in Spring-Garden^ and fhew'd 
them the Account, and declared to them his Apprehen- 
fions, that the Account was not to be depended .upon ; 
for that he had carried on Intereft for above 3000 /. in 
that Account mentioned to be in Thomfon'^s Hands on 
Account of Sales, and had been fo fomc Years : And 
. alfo for 6000 /. Thomfon had received on Account of Sales 
above a Year ; and alfo, that iince the firft of /4/Wi laft,

that Money could anfwer no Charges : IJpon which the

It farther appears by fome of ThomforCt l.ettera„t pujif 
Hfhed in the. Report, that this Mifchief br^ai^ii^g- ^u^ 
upon the Corporation was forefeen by fome. . of tii* 
Directors, who, neverthelefs made no Endeavour towardf 
a Remedy.) but the Letters are too long to be inferted i» 
an Abflrafit. Only, it may be- obferved, that in an £xa» 
minatton relating to them, there feems to be a Difcover^ 
tirade that gives great Ught into this whole Ajiair : Fo« 
Tho. teafe (mentioned above) being examined,^s to a Pafo 
ftge in one of thofe Letters, wherein Tkomfon fays that 
l^afe knew what iinlucky Accidents, made hi«i abfent 
himfelf, declared that it was owing to great Lofles which 
Eobinfon^ Tkomfon^ and tbme of the Directors concenveil 
with him, had fuilained by meddling with York Build* 
imfi Stocky, which they t^ook all Methods to keep up the 
P>ice of, by buying and continuing the (ame by Pre^^ 
miumayto which. End they made Ufe of the. Corpora* 
Uoii'a Mpney, < and when they had begun, were force4 
to go on : Thattbefe LoHcs amounted (o above ioo,ooo/. 
and that Mr. fi^Kroftf^^f and Mr. iS^(i/r< were privy t9 
the Lofspf the-faid Money, and poifibly Sir Archibt^ld 
Grant.

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What follows in the Report, it the Examinations of 
fuch of the Directors as were brought before the Com* 
mitteft ; of which we fhali endeavour to give the prin*^ 
cipafP^rts of fome, and the Sabftance of others. 

Sir RpBert Sutton^ in his Excufe and Vindication, 
alledged,' that he never meddled with the ordinary Bu* 
finefs of the Corporation for his own Part ; for being 
himfelf ignorant of Accounts, he left the Examination 
of thofe of the Corporation to others of the Committee, 
ixrho were mp(t -of theni Merchants, or Men bred and 
"verfed in BuAnefs : That he never heard of any Com*^ 
plaint or Information, but he took Pains to have what 
vas amifs refkified \ and that he never heard of, c^ 
fufpe£ted the great Embezzlements that have been made 
of the Company's Effects : He acknowledged that he ha4 
a Part in obtaining the Licenfe in 172S, and that while 
it was foUiclting he orderM Stock to be bought for him^ 
as believing it would rife ih Value; but that he di4 
net know that the obtaining the fame was kept as 4 
Secret: That he alfo interpofcd ih the obtaining Xht 
third Licenfe, but was alfo ignorant that any Conceal- 
ment of. the fame was propofed or intended ; he alfi> 
contradicted cxprefly the Account given by Sir John 
Ideres^ pag. . above v >i^ '^^ denied that he knew oif 
any Money or Shares given to any Perfons fbr their 
Affirtance on any Account whatfoever. 

Th^ Hon. Walter Moitfwarth; Efq^ one other of the 
Committee, being examiiied, faid. That he did not 
know of any Mifmanageipenta in die Corporation till 
Roh't^fon and Thomfon were gone away -; but that fomc- 
time before, finding that Thomfon was confiderably in* 
debted to the Corporation, he preffed him fo clofely to 
make up his Accounts, that having put it off for ^ 
X)ay on Pretence of Sicknefr, he went away the Night 
after ; that he thought when the lad Dividend was de- 
clared^ an Account had been laid before the Committee, 
and that he knew of ho Money or Shares given to any 
Perfons ibr obtaining the two Licenfes 5 to any Pferfott 
whatever, or upon any Account whatever, to forward 
the Buiinefs of the Corporation while the fame depended 
in Parlkment. ' 

> He farther faid, that he has taken Notice of the large 
^ums of Money which were in Rohirjfon^g Hands, to Sir 
Robert Sutton^ Sir Archihuld Grant^ Mr. Burroughs and 
Squire^ at a Committee, and could not imagine what 
Reafon could be given for the fame, when the Corpo- 
ration 
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ration were to give him i L fer Cent, for circulating 
their Notes : That he was anfwered by Burroughs and 
S^tt/re,. that it was impoffibie for Rohinfon U negotiate 
the fame without a conOderabie Sum of Money always in 
his Hands ; but hoped it would be but for a (hort Time, 
for in their Judgment their Notes would be taken like 
the Eankot South Sta Notes, and at a* Premium : That 
when he has contended for having the Warehonfes in- 
fpe£ted. Burroughs and Squire have pleaded againlt it, 
«nd Sir Archikald Grant ufed to nod, as aflenting to 
what they had faid ; that he repeated the fame Motion 
of having the Warehoufes inrpe£led a fliort Time before 
the General Court, which was held in Septemher laft, 
find before Thumfon and Ro^infin went away ; giving it 
for a Reafon, that the Proprietors ihoiild have that Satis- 
faction $ it was argued by Burroughs and Squirey that if 
any fuch Thing was to be put in Execution, it would 
run down the Stock ; and reprefented, that Roi^infon 
having fo iarge a Share in the Capital, it would be cut* 
ting the Qrafs under their own Feet, and -be of great 
Detriment to Ro^infin .* And he alfo faid, that he has 
often perfuaded Sir Robert Sutton to exert himfelf, and . 
not to be governed by Burroughs and Squire^iic, but took 
little Notice ; and when he was at the Committee, fre* 
quently took the News Papers and perufed them, ne» 
glebing the Bu/inefs for which they met ; that he hat 
often gone beyond Decency with Sit^Rohert^ to engage 
Ihim to give more Attention to the Bufinefs of the Cor* 
poration. 

He further added. That he thought a great Indolence 
reigned among the Dire3ors. for fome Time paii ; 'Mr, 
Burroughs^ by a£tlng as Chairman and Secretary for near 
12 Months, having a great Opportunity to obllru6t or 
divert any Motions he difliked. 

Sir Archikald Grant^ Bart, one other of the Committee, 
being examined, faid. That he was concerned with Tkom^ 
Jon in ti»o Minerals, one in North Britain^ and the otlicr 
in Norivay ; and had acquainted the Infpeftors and Com* 
miffioners of Bankruptcy with the fame, and knows not 
•f any other Partnerihip ; was alfo concerned with jRo- 
iHnfon in buying York Stock, who managed the fame, 
and has accounted for the fame with the Examinant ^ 
that thamfon has frequently bought Shares for the Exa^ 
minant, and patH for them, which the Examinant ac» 
counted for ; and does not remember that Robinfon ever 
bought any for him, and had iikewife paid ail or more 

i M m 2 ^ tham 
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than bis Proportion of the Charges expended abovt car- 
ryijtg on the Minea ; and likewile ooncerned with the 
i'^t'td rtorrtfon in a Leaie from Lord Ushtrne of Grounds in 
WxUs^ for which 200 Guineas were paid ; and the Exa- 
mtnant has paid his Proportion of that and all Chaises; 
and in a Glafs Work in North Britain ; a fifth Part of 
two £(hing Bufles ; and has paid 350 I. part of the Ex* 
pence due from him, and remains unpaid 192/. In 
ajiother Leafe of Grounds in Wahs^ in which was a 
Copper Vein, but paid nothing except ic/. or 15 I. for 
Charges, which was laid out for making Trial of the 
fame, and is clapfed for not working the fame ; and 
h^s had Money Tranfaftions with Thomfon from the 
Year 1724; and an Account current with him for Bills 
of Exchange remitted to Scotland^ and from thence to 
London ; and when the fame was dated in May laft, a 
Btfllance of 437 /• 4^. 6d. \ was then due to Tkomfan^ 
for which the Examinant gave him a Note, of whicli 
56/. 6x. is Ance paid, fo that he is now indebted to 
Thomfon 380/. or thereabouts ; and does not recoiled to 
iiive had iny other Dealings with him,' excepting fome 
Bills of Exchange, which were paid ^t due, and did not 
enter into Account ; and perhaps fome inconHderable 
Loans of Money, which were foon repaid, and did not 
therefore enter into the Account ; and aJfo a Sum of 
3120/. which the Examinant raifed upon his Shares, 
and paid to Thomfon in 1728, and the Beginning of 1729, 
^nd had not Credit in his Account for it, Thom/bn ai* 
Jedging in 1730, when the Ohiiffion was challenged^ 
that he did not give Credit for it, becsufe be was ready 
to repay it when called for ; and accordingly did repay 
it about Novemher, 1730. And the Examinant faid, he 
fllfo had fome Tranfafitions with Rohinfin in 1724, in 
Jbrfc Stock, which Rokinfon bought and fold for him, 
|ind accounted i^ the Difference : He alfo borrowed 
Money of him on Loans, which were to the Value of 
the Money fo borrowed, and was preifed by the faid 
ILokinfon^ that if the ^Examinant had Occafion for Money 
lie hoped he would make ufe of him ; and as the Exa- 
minant paidlntcrcft, he thought he might be of Service 
to Kokinfon with Regard to his Principals, who, as the 
Examinant has heard, were con/iderable Perfons; and 
the Examinant apprehended that he never borrowed 
fXiy Sums of Money of Thomfon or Robinfon^ but what 
l)e thought the faid Thomfon or Koblnfon were able to 
i^nd out pf ^t\i own f ortunest M4 in ttte Years 17^9 

w4 
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^nd 17x69 the Examinant had two Tran&£tionf with 
Thom/on^ cine for % or 4000/* York Stock bought for Time^ 
by which the Examinant loft 80/. and another /ince 
that for fome few Thoufands of South-Sea, bought for 
Time, and not taken in $ and by that loH 200/. and 
docf not remember any other. And the Examinant fur* 
ther faid, he had an Account with Capt. Burroughs^ 
which if ballanced \ and never had but one Tranfaftion 
with Mr. Squin, and then Jent him 400 /. for which 
Mr. Burrouiks gave the Examinant Credit in hit Ac* 
count with him \ that be never had any Adventure but 
what hit own private Fortune could fatiafy, were it 
never fo unfuccefsful. 
And the Examinant further faid, that he does not 
. know of any Money or Sharei in any Shape given to an/' 
Perfon for obtaining the Licenfca , but only the Feei s 
And when the fecond Licenfe was apply*d for, the Exa* 
snfnant was In Scotland, but came to Town befpre it 
waa granted \ but believei Eurrouihs iblicited the fame : 
And further faid, that Mr. Burrouihs folicited the laft 
Licenfe, until he went into Scotland with the Exami* 
nant \ and the fame was obtained during their Abfence. 
And the Examinant faid, he had never Reafon to fbf- 
pe£t thnt Embezzlements were made of the Corpora* 
tion's Effefils, or of any Perfon that was acquainted with 
it s but Jrom the Improbability of fome Officers doing; 
fo extraordinary a Thing by themfelveff, there is Reafon 
to believe that llich Embexzlen^ents could not have 
been made without fome Perlbn in the Dire£tion*i 
Knowledge, but cannot charge any one : Being asked, 
if he knew of any Copartnerfhlp for buying up Shares | 
The Examinant faid, he did not know of any ; but that 
Thomfon and Rokinfon had bought Numbers of Shares | 
and the Examinant has had Shares o£ Thomfon^ for which 
he paid him. 

jDennhBond^ Efq; one other of the Committee, bein^ 
examined, faid, that he was In the Country when 
Thomfon went away, and heard of it by Letter the firft 
Pon after ; and about lix Weeks after he was gone, at 
the Examinant was coming up to Town, he met a 
Gentleman, who told him the Corporation was ruined \ 
and the Examinant faid he was informed, and did be- 
lieve, the Money had been made Ufe of in Change^AlUy^ 
'and did not imagine it (could be made Ufe of any other 
Way ; that he beared it talked of, when the Corporar 
fion WAS' before the Parliaipent laA SeffionS) there had 
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been great Dealings in YbrkStock by fomc Pcr]R)ns be- 
longing to the Corporation, but had not the lead Suf* 
picion of any Embe2Zlementii ; that for three Years he 
did not attend but very little, and was not at one Gene- 
fal Court during that Time, .and had but little Stock; 
that he never wias one of the Committee of Accounts ; 
but when he was at the Eioard, always called for a. 
General Account to be laid before them ; and acquainted 
the Gentlemen, who were the mod a^ing Men of the 
Committee, that, if he knew they divided Six-pence 
more than could be, he would leave them* And the 
Examfnant (aid, that he never heard of any Complaint 
againCl Tkomfon^ and did not know it was in his Power 
to make away with the Corporation's Effects ; or that 
Jdwff ,ever informed the Examinant of any fuch Thins> 
or about a Surveyor to infpeSt the Value of t\^t Goods 
in the Warehoufcs. The Examinant has heard that 
there were frequent Quarrels between Thomfon and 
Ciaficy who was the Surveyor of the Value of the 
Fledges; that fome Gentlenien faid, that as no»^n bad 
g^iven Security, and as they could notagree^ Clarkif 
ihould be difcharged, and another got in his, Room ; 
That the faid Clarke came ^nto the Corporation a (liort 
Time after they begun tp dp Bufinefs ; that the Exami- 
nant remerabevs but little of their Affairs ; and believe^ 
an Agreement was made with Clarke for eleven Months, 
and thought a Surveyor was neceffary ; but belicvce 
^fterwar^s an Order was inside fur the Difcharging of 
the faid Surveyor, he being a Charge to the Qorpora* 
tion ; and the .Con^mittee of Accounts was looked upon 
to be a ptoper Cheque upon Thomfon ; that being asked 
)f lie knew that Rpbinfon or Thomfon took la any of the 
Corporation Shares for any I^erfon In their own Namea, 
or in Trufi for them, or that Thomfon or Robinfon p^id in 
any Monej^ oh augmented Shares, or of anjr Money or 
Shares given to any Perfo;! to forward the obtaining any 
of the Licenfe^ ; the Examinant faid he did not. 

WilUflw Atjlabie^ Efq; que other of the Committee, 
being examined, faid, . That he was <thofen into the Di« 
reSlion \n 1720, and became a Proprietor t^t the Inters 
cefEon.of 'Robinfin^ and ^hat he feldom attended ; And in 
the Year 1 7 30, the E^xaminant deftred he might not be 
chofen in i^gain, but was, and knows nothing of the 
;Corporatior?V Affairs, or of th<? Emb^zz\cmen\s whicb 
have been made ; . that, when the Corporation w.as be- 
fore the Parliament la(l Sef^ons, the Ej^ai^inajit ^Ue^ded 
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at two or thiTC Meetings, to fettle t,he Briefs for Counqll | 
•nd when the Affair was over in Parliament, Che Sara* 
minant attended no tnore, as not liking th^ Report! 
I]pread of rAom/on> Trading, and complMned thereof tQ 
Sir ArchibiUd Grant, and Co|d hiffi, be thought it wa« 
proper the Warehoufei iho^ld be infpcfted $ Sir -rfr^AiV 
kald faid, That Thmfon ^as going to quit thef £AtAt\ *n4 
then he would give a^ Apcownt of ever/ Thing 1 ft$ 
the fame Tin^e faid he bQljieved him to be atf honeft 
Man. 

R^^trt Uann^ Efq; one otjher of the Committee^ bieing 
examined, faid, he w»f cjhoXcn. of: the Commtittoe ii> 
Dectmittr^ 1726, and appeared amongfl them the firft 
Time on the fourth of January feilbwing \ thi^the knew 
but little of the Corporation Affairs, and DQt of an/ 
Embezzlements that had been xnade ; but was |ferfAf deft 
by Rohinfin to buy Shares, and become e Prdpctetor^ and 
to lend Maiey on Shanes from Time to Tim^ « Being 
esiced whether he waeconceraed in obtaining ihe .fecond 
Licenfein 1728, the£xaminant faid he wae net, but 
heard that Mr. BurroHiht fhllicited the fame, and faid, 
that he complained of JRof^iir/in to Mr. T^¥riathi by way 
6f Letter, of not knowing of the Lieenfe being gnnted, 
and produced a Letter from Mr. Torriano^ w]>ich was 
read ; and when the E^amlnsnt cime to Town, he pur- 
chafed feventy Shares, aifd believes the fame were 
bought of Mr* Torri^no at \oh lof^andthe Aid Li- 
cenfe was kept a Secret from him \ and meeting' vitb 
Siiuirt at the Coffee-houre^ complainM of the Cime be- 
ing kept a Secret ; Squirt damnM him, and Aid, If we 
had let you know of i(^ yen would have boyight too 
xnanv.^, thathe.had heard iYitX Eurr9uihs foliieititd the 
laff Licenfe, but does not know of anf Money ortSharee 
given, or Steps tftkep fpr obtaining either lif the faid 
Licefnif^a^ or <fver heard of any Debates about lAfpeAing 
the Warehoufes. 

WUUnm ^rrwghf^ EPqi dne of the Gommitttoef being 
examif^e^, faid, that h& doeft not know ^of any Bqibettla- 
ment made of Sums of Money ixlonging tft the Corpo- 
ration, ,bvt what he ajpprehends to have bee^ committed 
by R^iinjon and Thcmfyti^ [ and roannof fdy (br wkoft Be- 
Jie^t.the fame was appilied 9 and further ftid^ ihftXs- 
i'infof^ and T^mj^Hi h'Avt bought end <bld Sharet for ai- 
moO «I1 the Pirtaors, andi' paid for xhett \ Hhd ikid, 
that Shares .have been boitgnt 6»r. tW Jejnt-eccoimt of 
Sir Ar^»4il4 Qrm^^ the Sxt«|iia>it^ £ff iff, fykh/ok, 

and 
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tsid Tkomfan ; and the faid RoBinfon and Thomfan have 
paid in on the Exa1binant*f Sharet, but cannot rccoIIcO^ 
that they paid in on any others. Aiid the Cxaminanf 
aifo did, that to the beft of hia Knowledge he never 
knew or heard, that any Money or Shares, or any Pro* 
mifet were given for obuining of the Licenfes ; and 
«1fo faid, that he never Icnew or heard ofThomfon malrins 
fiftitiotttGertiftcatef, until he went away ; and appro* 
lienda thcfe Mitfortunei could not have happened to the 
Corporation, but by the Connivance of their principal 
Servants, who were Thomfin^ Robinfon^ and Mr. Tenck^ 
their late Cafhier : That he did not apprehend th6 
Badneft of the Corporation Affairs but Unce Tkomfin 
and RoMnfon went ; and it never came to his Knowledge 
that Th^mfon could draw out the Corporation Money as 
he pleafed ; and never knew he was concerned or carried 
on any Trade, except that of the Mines in Scotland and 
JNofwaj^ and that ThomfiH had taken «n Oat'K before the 
Affair was in Parliament, that he had not traded for 
1 2,000 /• during the Time he had b^onged to the Cof^ 
poration ; And furthelr faid, that there was an Account 
of Shares bought between five Gentlemen, vhu Sir Ar* 
-chihald Grant, the Examlnant, Squire, Rokinfon and 
Thompm, which Account Rokhfin was to have kept, of 
which he fometimes had Memorandums; that there 
was alfo another Account between fouf of the before- 
named Genttemep (Sir Arohihald Grant excltided) iti 
pufchafing of Shares ; and that RjoHnfon hds nev^f given 
any Account for any Part of the fame ; that a Memo- 
Tanduni of Shares bought- was figned by four of the Gen- 
tlemen, and the fame were k^pt by Thomfon ; and the 
l*aid five Gentlemen were concerned In the Mines, ami 
nfed frequently to meet once a Week at Mr. Leafe't or 
at Fontac*9, to confider of them ; that the faid Shares 
.were purchafed in Hopes of a Rife, and never had any 
Tranfaftions of Confequence with i^^ifi/o»^ but' in Y9rk 
. Stock and Shares i and do«s not remember that ever Ro^ 
hlnfon paid in on any Privilege Shares for the Atcouift 
-of fi^t, or that any Dividends were received on the faW 
«Priviieges$ that there ' was « Tranfa^tion of- 90,000 J. 
I^rXt Stock bought at 1^ i half for Time, wherein 
•K® 5 were concerned, tho* not equally, and ccftild ha v^e 
•pledged it for 15 before it came due, and could /Ince 
, have fold it from 35 .to 39^; which Rohfnfim has /incte 
fold, and doet not recoiled that ever any great Lofs 
^happened to them, but on the contrary great Advantages 
; 3 have 
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have accrued by Aich Tranftaioni : Being aiked, if It 
wAi never debated or talked of at a Committee, to give 
Shares to procure an IntcreH, while they were before 
the Parliament, the Examinant f^id, that he believed 
fuch a Thing in general waa mentioned ai agreeable 
tnd neccflary, but by whom he could not Ay, and alfo 
beJIevea It waa never put in Execution. 

miliam Burrouihi^ Efqi being further exAmined, fuid, 
That he doea not know of any Embctzlemcnta made of 
Suma of Money belonging to the Charitable Corporation 
by any Perfon or Perfoniy except by Mr. Hiigt the 
Secretary, and one Rock^ formerly a Warehoufe-kcepcr \ 
but the Examinant hai had Money from Thomfon, and 
Imagined it waa hia own \ and hat, Ancc Thom/on went 
tway, imagined, that hem^de fi£titiouaCeriificatea, and 
purchafed befeazancea of the real Borrowers, and haa 
Ibid the Gooda, and applied the Money to hia own Ufb | 
tnd being asked to explain the flime, he fald 1 Suppofe 
a Pledge made for 12 Months, at the Expiration whereof 
Thom/on might call on the Borrower to redeem them 1 
and the Perfon not being capable to redeem the f^me, 
might take 100 /. more than what he pledged them for, 
by which Means Th^mfm obtains the Defeazance, and 
fells the Goods without the Knowledge of the Corpo- 
ration. 

And the Examinant further fald, That he does not 
know of any Sums of Money, or Charitable Corporation 
Shares given to any Perfons abfolutely, or only upon 
their Notes, whild the Corporation Affairs were depend- 
ing In the laft SefSon of Pariiament : Being asked, if 
there was not an UneaAneft among the Committee, or 
if they were not apprehenflve of the large Ballance \ix 
EobhforC§ Hands before he went ; the Examinant faid^ 
they were uneafy about the Ballance duo from KoNn/on^ 
and called on him to fettle with the Corporation | and 
that Roblnfon made over his Shares and Eflate to Sir Ro* 
kcrt Sutton^ in TruA as a Security to anfwer the fald 
Ballance, and foon after gave a Bond and Judgment of all 
his Effeas to Sir Archibald Grant and Mr. Uoltpmrth : 
That before Thomfin went away there was an UneHJlnera 
among the Committee with ref)pe6t to their Warehoufei % 
and they called upon the Mdthomfon to lay a State of 
the fame before them, which he promifccl, but never 
did, and that they had no Ap|prehenl)on that Rubin/on 
was Indebted to Thomfin.

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And the Examinant further fdid, that in May laft It 
vas agreed on at a Committee, that new Notes to the 
Amount of 6o,coo /. ihould be made out, with which 
it was defig^ied to take up the old Notes at that Time 
due, or would be due in a Ihort Time ; and accordingly 
tSotes were mad« out, and made to bear Date before the 
I>eterminat]on of Parliament ; that no more Notes 
ihould be iffued, and were /igned by Tench^ and not 
by any other Pcrfon, and were then locked up, and af^ 
terwards deflroycJ ; and Bonds were created, as bein^ 
more acceptable, and were to take up due Notes, or as 
they Ihould become due ; and an Order was made for 
f^obirtfon to have 4000/. in Bonds for the fame Pur pofe ; 
that when Pledges have been renewed, new Notes have 
been ftryck, and to the beft of his Knowledge no En- 
quiry was ever made about Pledges fub/ifting upon Re» 
newals \ and believes, their Ruin is in fome Mcafure 
owing to that. 

John Tor riano, Efq; one other of the Affiftants, dc*- 
glared upon his Examination, that he had vigoroufly op- 
pofed thofe ill Meafures which occaAoned fo much Mif- 
^hief ; that he had propofcd vtry often a Vilkation of 
the Warehoufcs, and Survey of the Pledges ; and that 
the Ple^Ige- Book (hould be always laid before the Com -r 
mtttee for their Infpeftion, which would have prevent- 
ed any Embezzlcjnents by the Warehoufc- keeper ; That 
fic oppofing jhe IfTuing of the new Notes, which occa- 
f^oned a great Lofs to the Corporation, there being the 
Sum of 50,000/. in the Cafhier's Hands, fufficient to 
prculate the old ones ; as alfo the lending of large Sums 
which was another Caufe of the Ruin of the Corpora^ 
tion : That he had charged Thomfin to his Face with 
carrying on a Trade (the doing which with the Corpo- 
ration's Money was probably one great Caufe of thefc 
Misfortunes of the Corporation) though Thomfin denied 
it ; but that in all thefc Things he was oppofed by 
pther Gentlemen, of whom he named Sir ArchiMd 
Crant^ Burroughs, and Squire^ and fomctimcs Siri^o^irr^ 
Sutton ; and that he had even been unhandforocly treated 
by Burroughs and Squire upon Account of his Oppofition 
to the Meafures taken. 

GeBffeJachfiji, Efq; one other of the AiEftants, wai 
|>ext exammed, who declared in Subflancc that he was 
utterly a Stranger to any Mifmanagcmenfs, and never 
fufpfiaed any ^t^l after Thomfin was gone j that he wa« 
ftOt prefect w^Cn %h^ pividppd of 51 ftr Share was 

declares 
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dtclared without feeing the Book*. That he fpoke fe^ 
veral Times againft the keeping fo great a fialiance of 
Money in Rohinfin the Cafhier^s Hands | and that he 
was prefent at the coining of 60,000 /• new Notes, buC 
conceived it to be done with the Approbation of all 
the Gentlemen, and that he himfelf had no more Con- 
cern in it than any other in the Direction, 

Mr. John Moody, another of the Afliflants was alfo 
examined, but his Examination contains nothing ma- 
terial. 

Mr. Benjamin Eobtnfony another Afliftant, faid, that he 
hfmfblf had little or no Share in the Dire6lion $ buC 
that he often attended, and fpoke againft many of th<^ 
Neglects and ill Managements which caufed fo much 
Harm ; and that he was but a Anall Proprietor in the 
Company *8 Stock, and was chofen AfHRant the lad 
Time when he was abroad in Sjain^ and contrary to his 
Delirc. 

The Examination of CharUs Waller, Efq; is to the 
fame Effefit, as to his having no Share in the Direction, 
and is in no other Refpe£t material. 

End of the, ABfiraSi of the Report.- , 

Since our laA, a Paper of Propofals from Thomfon has 
been made publick, but nothing having yet been done 
upon it, we think it hot fo fuitable to our Defign to in- 
Ibrt it, till we have fome remarkable Confequences to 
add thereto.

Italy: That his late MajeHy had granted him a Patent 
for the fole making and uHng the faid Engines for tic 
Term of 14 Years 5 but that feveral Years of chc f^ia 
Term was expired before he could finlQi the faid En- 
N A 2 ginc> 
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j^flc, tad by fcafiwof odier DHiraitirg die vbolc Tc 
wts aliDoa expired befare be could bffiB( the ManvfiK- 
fttfetoPerfeakm; and tbefcftiepnyiiigditttbeBmfe 
would teke bis Cafe into Coofidentioii, and pant faim 
a fnitbcr Tenn ef Yeirs for tbeUe aalnn^ and nfii^ 
the laid Enginet, or fucb other Rccompcnce or Relief 
as to tbe Houfe flumid feem meet. 

This Petiiion net with very little Oppofitkn, many 
Gentlemen fpeaking in the Bcbalf of It; we think it not 
necefiary to infcrtall die Speecbet at length, whidi were 
made upon tbuOccalion ; but we believe it will be accep- 
table to the Reader to fee that of Mr. Aid ■■ n F y ^ 
as it gives a very particular Account oT die Methods 
%y which this nfcful Invention was brought into GrrsS 
Britain. It was to the following Effeft : 

Shr^ The Petitioner happening to have a Erofher 
whofe Head is estremely well turned for the McchM" 
flicks^ and both of them being well infonned of the 
great Charge this Nation was yearly put to In the 
Purchafe of that Sort of ItdUan Thrown Silk . callM 
OriartJJne^ and that the fame was all made within the 
IX>minions of Savoy ^ by the hfeans of a large and cu* 
rious Engine which had been fet up and kept at work 
far many Years in that Country, but had been kept fo 
fecret, that no other Nation could ever yet com^ at the 
Invention ; they refolved to nuke an Attempt for the 
bringing of this Invention into their own Country; 
they knew that there would be great Difficulty and 
I>8nger in this Undertaking, becaufe the King of Sar^ 
dinia had made it Death for any Man to difcover this 
Invention, or attempt to carry it out of his Dominions c 
However, the Petitioner's Brother refolved to venture 
his Perfon for the Benefit and Advantage of his Native 
Country, and Sir Thomas was refolved to venture his Mo- . 
ney, and to fumiih his Brother with whatever Sums 
ihould be neceflary for executing fo bold and fo generous 
aDelign. His Brother went accordingly over to ///t/y, 
and after a long SUy, and a great Expence in that 
Country, he found Means to fee this Engine fo often^ 
and to pry into the Nature of it fo narrowly, that he 
made himfejf Malier of the whole Invention, and of all 
the different Parts and Motions belonging thereto. Af- 
ter his Return to England^ Sir Thomas^ who knew the 
Excellency of his Brother^s Genius, and could depend 
upon his Word, was convinced that he was fully Mafler 
•t ihe Things and therefore be chearfully agreed to 

fuppljf* 
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fupply whatever Expence (hould be neceffary for fettins 
It up in Efiiltmd^ but that he might have the fame Ad« 
vantage that other Perfoni have and are entitled unto 
upon fuch Occafiona, he applied. and got a Qrant of % 
I'atent from his late Majeity In the Year 1718. The 
Engine is fo large, and there are fo many Wheeit, Mo* 
tiona, Spindlei and othet things belonging to it, that it 
vas three Years after he had obtained his Patent, before 
lie could poflibly finifh the Engine. After the finifhing 
ihereof, he could make no Benefit thereby, till he had 
procured and in(lru£led a fuiKcient Number of Perfons 
how to work the fame; and before 'he could do this, 
his Sardinian Majefiy had got an Account that the En- 
gine was fet up in England^ and he was fo fenfible of 
the Difadvantage it would be to his Country, to have 
that Sort of Thrown Silk made in any other Part of 
the World, that he immediately prohibited the Expor- 
tation of Raw Siik out of his Country $ and before Sir 
Thomas could fall upon any way of getting a fufficienS 
Quantity of Raw Silk dole out of that Country, fb as 
to make any Advantage of his Engine, the Term of 
his Patent was within a very few Years of being ex- 
pired, from which we may conclude that it is impof- 
flble that he could as yet have got a fiiificient Recom- 
pence for the Hazard and Expence *that he has been at« 
There might have been before, there may be ftill fomc 
other Sorts of TwiA Silk made inEniUnd^ but there 
never was any fuch as OrganrJni made, nor was there 
ever any fuch Engine in EniUnd^ as this that has been 
brought in and fet up by the Petitioner and his Brother. 
Thofe who are expert in the Silk ManufaChires know 
Well the Difference between the OrianxAnt and any other 
Sort of TwiOed Silk, but^Gentlemen who have not nar- 
rowly examined into the Affair may be midaken; 
but as to the Engine, the Difference between it and any 
other may be eafily difcovered : It is a very large En- 
gine, which ia^firft moved by Water, by the Means of 
which firft Motion a great mi|ny Wheels and Spindles 
are fet a moving, and thereby great (Quantities of Silk 
are twifled in a much finer Manner, and by much fewer 
Hands,, that can poflibly be done by any Engine that 
was ever yet invented* 

Another Gentleman obferved, that lince the fetting 
up this Engine, our Exports of Gold and Silver Lace 
have increafed to a very great Degree, that Sort of 
Twift or Thrown Silk which is made by this Engine,

men be/ides Members had come to hear the Debate^ but 
to the DifappoinlmciU of all, the Bill was read a third 
time, and pafled without any one Speech being teade 
«gainft it ; and Mr. Satjdys was ordered to Cjarry the Bill tp 
the Houfe of Lords, and de/ire their Concurrence. 

On Wednefday the oth Day of Fehunry^ tlvr Houft 
refolved itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houfe, 
to conflder further of Ways and Means for raifing the 
Supply granted to his Majefly $ and the feverai Papere 
and Accounts relating to the Salt Duty having been laii 
before this Committee, a Motion was' made by the 
Eight Hon. Sir R. W, That towards raifing the Supply 
granted to his MajeHy, the feverai Duties on home- 
made Salt, granted to the late King William and Queen 
Jdary^ by an A6t of the 5th and 6th Years of their 
Reign, for a Term of Years, and afterwards ipade per- 
petual ; And alfo the additional Duties on Salt, granted 
by an Aft of t^e^ 9th and icth Years of his faJd late 
Majetty King William, which by an Aft of the 3d Year 
of his prcfent Majefty's Reign, ceafcd and deierrainM 
on the 25th Day of Decemi^r 1730, be revived and 
gratited to his Majefly, his Heirs and Succeflbrs, for the 
Term of three Years, from the z5th of Manh next, 

1732- 

As this Motion occafionM manv and long Debates in 
the Houfe of Cop^monf, we fl^aU firft giv^ th<; HJHory of 

ilf 
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itf CcMirft dinmi^ tbc Hemic of GMnmoBSy and then we 
ftaU give the moft icaarkabk Speedies that were awle 
Ibr and ipinfi it. 

Notice having been taken in the Committee, that bjr 
the Motion, as it was woided, the ReviTai of the Salt 
IXity would not at all extend to Scothmdj the Ri^ 
Honcurable Gentleman who firft made the Motion, 
thereupon amended it as fellows, tmu That towards 

raifing the Supply granted by an Aa of the 9thi 

and icth Years of his laid Majefly King WtUiam ; and 
all the Duties chargjcable on home-made Salt in Grent 
BritM ) which by an Aa of the 3d, I3c. 

Then after a long Debate, the Quefiion was put. 
Agree or Difkgree to the Motion, and pafied in the 
AfirmatiTe, 22$ againfl 187. 

Next Day upon the Report of the Refolutions of the 
Committee, and the Motion made for agreeing to them, 
another long Debate enfucd ; and the QuefHon being 
at laft mit, it was carryM in the Afirmative 205 to 176, 
and a Bill or Bills were orderM to be brought in piu>> 
fuant to the Refolutions. 

Upon the 2Sth of Ftbruarjy Sir CluarUs Tunur prc- 
fented to the Houfe accordingly a Bill for reviving the 
Duties on Salt, for the Term therein mention^ ; which 
was received and read the firft Time, and orderM to be 
read a ftcond Time ^ and a Motion being made for read« 
ing it a fecond Time on Thurfday Morning then next, 
the fame was ftrenuoufiy oppofed, as being too (hort « 
Time for coniidering a Bill of fo much Confequence ; 
but upon a Divilion, it was carry'd in the A£rmative, 
206 to 180. 

Upon the faid Day, vix^ the 2d of March, the faid 
Bill was accordingly read a fecond Time ; and upon the 
Motion's being made for the committing thereof^ a new 
Debate enfu*d ; but at laft upon (Jie Qiieflion^s being 
put, it was carryM in the Affirmative, 209 to 1 54. ; and 
it was refolved, that on the Wcdnefday Morning then 
next,. the Houfe would refolve itfelf into a Committee 
of the whole Houfe upon the faid Bill. 

On the 8 th, after the Order of the Day was read for 
the Houfc*s rcfolving itfelf into the faid Committee, it 
was moved and orderM without any Divifion, That it 
fliould be an Inftruftion to the faid Committee, that 
they fhould have Power to. receive a Claufc of Credit. 
Then the following Motions were made, viz^. Firfl,

Upon every eiieof thcfe Motions, the Q^ieftioa was, 
after ftveral Debates Ibverelly put, but 9)k carry'd in 
the Negative. 

' Before the making of the 7th Motion, it was orderM, 
%rithPiut any Debate or Divifion, That they ihould have 
Power to receive a Claufe to make void all.Bargatni 
then fubftfling for the Delivery of Salt a( any future 
Thne. And the Houfe did accordingly refolve itfelf 4nto 
Che farid Comipittee ; and after long Debates, Mr. Speaker 
refum'd the Chain After whidi it was re folvcd, that 
the Houfe ihould again refolve itfelf into a Comii>lttee 
of the whole Houfe on the Friday thevflefter, to confi* 
der further of the faid Bill. 

On FVIday the loth, the Aid Ordee being read, a 
Motion was made. That it ihould be an InftruAion te ^ 
the Aid Convmittee, that they Ihould have a Power to ' 
ivcefve a Claufe to exempt from the Duties to be laid 
by the fkid BUI, Salt ufed in drelfing end curing of 
ILeather 4 and another hfotion was made. That it ihould 
be an (jifli}iatqn to the i^dd Comn^letcl) te eye^pt 
' " O ^ ireo^ 
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from the Duties to be laid by the Ikid Bill, Salt ufed 
in niftlcing Gkfs and Qlafs Bottles. Upon both which 
there were Debates % but upon the Queflion's being fe*. 
veraliy put, it was carried againft both. 

Then it was.ordered without a Diviiion, That they 
fhoutd have Power' to receive a Claufe, for allowing 
Fifh cured with Scots Salt to be brought from that Part 
of Qrtat Britain called Stotland^ intu that Part of Great 
Britain caUed England^ the Pcifon or Perfons who fhali 
bring the fame, paying fuch Duties upon bringing in 
Aich Fifh, at the Port It is brought to, as, added to the 
Duty payable upon Salt made in Scotland^ fkould amount 
10 the full Duty, payable in England for. the Quantity- 
of Salt ncceflary for curing fuch Fiih. • After which the 
Houfe refolved itfelf into the faid Committee, in which 
were many Debates $ but at lali they went through the 
Bill, and the Speaker having reftimed the Chair, the Re- 
port was ordered to be received on the Monday following % 
which Report being accordingly read on Monday^ and the 
Amendments made by the Committee agreed to, the Bill 
with the Amendments was ordered to be engrofled. 

OnTviefday the iift Diy of March^ thisiamous Bill 
was read the third Time, and a Motion of Courfe made 
for its being pafTed, which again renewed the Debates ^ 
but -at jaft the Qucftion was put, and carried in the Af- 
firmaiive, 207 to 135. 

Tbe Right Honourable Gentleman who made the above 
Motion for reviving the Duty upon Salt, introduced it 
with a Speech to the following £ffe&, vix.. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir^ As there is nothing his MajeAy 
has more at Heart than the giving all poiiible Eafe to his 
Subjeas jfo whenever he is neceflarily obliged to defire 
AffiOatice from them for the immediate Support of the 
Government, he defires that they would choofe thofie 
Ways and Means for railing the annual Supplies, which 
are leafl burthenfome to the People, and which make 
the Load fall equally upon the Subjects in general. 
When Money is to be raifed for the Publick Good, and 
for the Security of all, he thinks that every one ought 
to contribute his Share, in Proportion to the Benefit that 
he is thereby to receive. In Purfuance of thefe his Ma- 
jefly's Inclinations, and in Puriliance of wlut I look 
upon as the mod Equitable Rule for railing Contribu- 
tions, I fhaM take the. Liberty of propofing to this 
Botife, a Method for railing fome Part of the Supply for 
this prefent year, which by falling equally upon all, 
• ' X - will 
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vrill be burthd^fome. to none ^ and by. which tkafe who 
have Hood the Brunt of the Day, thofe who have been 
oppreflcd for many Yeara, ipay in fome Meafure b^ re? 
Jieved. 

This, 5/r, is the only View I have \fi making th^ 
Propofal ; after it is made^ the Houfe may then take it 
into their Condderation, and each Member cerUiniy wiU 
judge of it as he thinks proper. If it is approved of, 1 
Ihaji rejoice in having been the Author of a Meafure 
which I think will contribute fo much to the Good of 
my Country in general, and to the Relief qf il)ore wh) 
have for many Years borne tpo great a Share of the 
Publick Burthen ; and if it happen^ not to meet with 
the Approbation of this Houfe, I fhall ha.v6 theTeitli- 
inony of a good Confcience for my Comforter -, for fmce 
I have no other View but only a ftncere and an hoaeft 
Intention to give Relief tp my Fellow*Subje6isy I ne- 
ver can have O^caiion to rcptrnt, nor do I ^ny way dread 
thofe Reproaches which may be un{ujRly< thrown upoA 
me, or upon the Meafure I am to propofe : Xhefe are 
Things which in all publick Tranfaftions every Man 
muA expert : ^ publick Meaftire can be propofed, but 
what may be againit the Private Intereil and Selfiih 
Views of fome particular Men \ but I fear not the En-^ 
mity, and I defpife the Revilings of thofe who prefer 
thtir own little felfi(h Views to the general Good and 
Welfare of their Country. 

I have, 5/r, with the deeped Concern obferved how 
heavy and how unequal a Burthen has been long borne 
by the Landed Qentlemen of this Kingdom : I have 
long had it in my View to procure them fome Eafe as 
foon as poffible. and am pleafcd to think that an Oppor- 
tunity now offers itfelf for doing what I have fo long 
had much at Heart ; and I hope I Aiall have the good 
Luck to fiifd that my Sentiments are approved of by this 
Houfe, and the Approbation of fuch an Aifembly I 
fliali always look upon as a great Honour done to any 
Propofal made by me. As to the Manner, Ar, of railing 
Taxes upon the People, it is a certain Maxim, 'that that 
Tifx which is the moft Equal and the mofl General^ it 
the mod Juft, and the lead Rurthehfome \ where every 
Man. contributes a fmall Share, a great Suxn may. be 
raifed for the Publick Service, without any Man> 
l^eiog fenfible of what he p'tys ; whereas a fma^ Sum 
railbd upon a few, lies heavy upon ^ch particular Man^ 
i\nd ia the mere grievous, in that it is unjuft : for where 

' ^ 2 th« 
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ttke Benefit \h tnututfl, the EitpeAce ouelit to be in c6m- 
ifion. Of ail the Ttjces I ever tould think of, thttt Ik 
fiot one more general, nor one lefg felt, than that of thif 
Duty upon Salt. The Duty upon Salt it a Tax that every 
Man In the Nation contribute* to according to his Cir- 
cumflances and Condition iii Life ; every SubjeS contrl* 
butes Something ^ if he be a poor Man, he eontHbut^a (b 
fmall a Trifle^ it wiJl hardly bear a Name % if he be rich^ 
he lives more Itixurioufly, and confequently Corttdbutes 
more; and if he be a Man of a great Edate, he keeps a 
great Number of Servants, and muft therefbrO contribute 
a^ greaf deal. Upon the other hand, there is no ttx that 
ever was laid upon the People of this Nation, thit is 
more uhjuii and unequal than the Laild-Tait. The Land- 
Ifolders bear but a fmall Proportion t^ the People of thit 
Nationor of any Nation $ yet no Man Contributes any 
the leafi Share to this Tax, but he that is poffeflTed of t 
land Eftates and yet this Tax h^sbeen Continued ^ith- 
dut Intermiffion for above thefe 40 Yeaf s : It hits contl- 
liuedfo long^ tind has. lain fo heavy, that t tti^y v<;nture 
to fay, many a hnded dentleman in this KiHtidom, hat 
thereby been titterly ruined and undone. 

This ConflderatiOn, 5i>, has prompted me toertfleaVout 
Co procure them (bme Relief, a6d for this End I fliall verl* 
i^tt to make this Motion {here he made the ItothH a^ve- 
wenthttd^ and ^ken tjw^f oh) If I have, 5/f • the good 
Luck to fucceed fo far in my IViftes, as tO have thit 
Motion approved of, I ihall then beg Leavie to move, 
that the Sum of One Shilling in the Pound, and m tuore, 
^eraifed for this Year upon Lands; but if this Rouf^ 
does not agree to the Motion I now make, I muH fit 
tltat Caib move for a Land Tax of Two Shillings in the 
]^nd ; for fb much tK^ill be abfolutely neceflary for the 
current Service of the Year. This, ^/r, iswhatafln- 
tttt and a hearty Dcfirc to do Service to my Country, 
end Jufifce tp itiy Fellow-Subjeas, has emboldened me 
to projpofb. I declare t had no other View, but that of 
ptoturlng fome Eafe. . . . fome Relief to the Landed 
Intereft. If this be agreed to, fome MeHns Ihay be hU 
IWi upon to relieve them of the whole again next Year ; 
and I ihall always look upon it as a great Honour, thtt 
after a Continuance Of a Land Tax of four, three, or 
two Shillings at le^ft In the Pound for 4^ Years toge^ 
ther, it i^as at lai^ reduced to One, at a Time wlketi 
I had a Share ih the Adminiflration of the Affairs of 
this K^oni IMird leave mt Subjedr^ I iduft intreat 

every 
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every one tliat hears me, to confider hOiV man;^ Land, 
ed Gentlemen o£ ancient Familief there are \n Bntain^ 
whfj have but fm»tl Bliates, how maiw of them have 
gr^at tafnilicf to.fuppprt^ and many Children to pro* 
vide for, and how marty even of thofc wh^o have large 
feftatcB in Land are fo charged with Mortgages, Joiiv 
turcs or Rent- Charges, that it is hardly poiTiblc for 
them to fupport their Character in the, Country where 
they live, though they mete not to pay one Shilling t*- 
Awards a Land T^x. . ^ v^ . 

Our Nobility and Gentry were once famous for Hou 
pitaliiy and Generofity % if the unavoidable NcctiStiea 
of State have obliged them for fo many Years to abridge 
their ^xpence> and contraft their Manner of livings let 
iis do at leaft what is in our Power to reOore them te 
their former States. by relieving them of a Part of that 
Burthen^ which they? and they only, have for fo man/ 
Years been charged with. 

' this Motion being. fe^onded, Mn ^/.. , .r roC? up 

and fpoke in Subftanee as follows. Siry 1 aerce with 

the Right Boil.

the Land Tax is not 'the only Tax that has been heavy 

vpon them, but every other Tas falls at laA upon thena 

with its grcateft Weight: It is indeed high Time that 

fome of the Burthens Ihouldbe taken off of their Sheui" 

ders, and it was reafonable for them to have expected 

from his Majei^^s molt gracious Speech, that in thie 

$efion of Parliament they would have met with fbuM 

ftelief ^ . but how much furprixed muft they be, when 

they hear, that all the Relief that has been propofed if, 

to take off one Tax which lies heavy upon them only^ 

and in the Room thereof, to lay on another which will 

lie equally heavy upon moil of them, and at the ihnM 

Time will be a moA infupportable Burthen upon ever/ 

one of their Fellow^ubjeds ? The propoiing this as « 

Aelief for the Landed uentlemen appears to me in fo 

odd a Light, that I cannot well comprehend how U can 

be expeS^, that any Gentleman in inghni iliould be fo 

Impofed on. It ia fo ihort a Time ago, that we muft all 

xemember how this Ta;c upon Salt came to be taken off: 

Bis Majefiy by his moA gracious Speech from the Throne 

only two Years ago ihewed, that he was Ahflble haw 

tmch the Trade andManufadures of th^ Nation Aiffer** 

f4 b/ tht XQtiny Taxes the poor Tradefmen end Labourers 

were 
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were fubjcA to ; he therefore recommended to lu, thn 
taking off fome of thofe Tixes which were mofi bur* 
thenfome upon the Poor ; and at that Time, Sir^ it 
was the Opinion of this very Houfe, that this Tax upon 
Salt was the mofl burthenfome upon t{ie Poor, and the 
snoft pernicious to the Trade of this Kingdom, of all 
the Taxes we are liable to. This, 5/r, was one of the 
many Reafons for taking it off, and why we fhould lb 
fuddenly alter our Opinion, and refblve to grind thp 
Face of the Poor, in order to relieve a few of the Rich^ 
I can fee no Reafon ; I fay. Sir, a few of the Rich, for 
It may be eafily made appear, that the Relief propofed 
will be no Relief at all to the Landed Gentlemen o^ 
fmall Fortunes, and even to the Rich it will be but ^. 
fmaJl prefent Eafe, which will be' attended with moft 
lieavy and tuoft fatal Confequences, 

I had the Honcrur, Sir, to be one of tbofe who were 
infirumental in getting this Clog upon our Trade re« 
moved ; I hope I (hall have the Honour to be one of 
thofe who ihall be inflrumental in preventing its being 
forced upon ui again ; for if this Duty be revived, I de-; 
fpair of ever feeing it again taken off. It is not alwayi^ 
« Certain Maxint, that thefe Ta^es which are XQoit Gc: 
fieral are lead Burthenfome: Upon the contrary,' It 
holds true in all Countries, and at ail Tipcs, that thofe 
Taxes which are laid upon the l^uxuries of Mankind 
are the leafV Burthenfome; and I believe in the moft 
Luxurious Country u^fin Earth, I am fare as to thif 
Country, it canpot be fa!d that they are the moft Genc« 
ral : After a Nation is brought to that woful pafs, that 
they rauft extend their Taxes further than the Luxuries 
of their Country, it is certain, that thofe Taxes which[ 
are raifed with the leali Chs^rge to the Publick, are the 
mod convenient and the eaiieft to the People ; but in 
all Cafes j)articutar Care ought to be taken not to taj^ 
thofe Things which are neccffary for the very Subfidance. 
of the Poor ; fuch Taxes always occaf^on Murmurings 
and Sedition among the People, and in fuch a Country 
as this, which fubfifts by Trade and Manufacture, fuch 
Taxes bring fure and inevitable Deftruflion ; for they 
enhance the Price of all Neceffarles of Life, the Wages 
•f the Tradefnoan and Manufacturer nioft confequentiy 
rife high, and where the Wages of the Workmen arc 
high, the Mann failures of that Country never can be 
Ibid fo cheap as'the Manufactures of other Countries ^ 
l)iis mufi at laft deftroy their whole Trade^ and I am 

convmccf) 
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Convinced that no Landed Gentleman in England 'wili 
chufe to ikve a Shilling in the Pound as to the Land Tax, 
even though he were to pay nothing in Lieu thereof,, 
when by fuch a Saving he bringa Ruin upon the Trade 
and Manufactures of his native Country. 

I have) Sir, always appeared, and I hope ever ihaJl 
appear zealous for the Support of the prefent Royal 
Family ; as a Friend to our moft happy Conftitution, as 
a faithful Subjea to his Ntajeliy, I muft declare againft 
reviving this Tax upon Salt ; for granting that the re* 
ducing of a Shilling in the Pound upon the Land Tax 
by the Revival of this upon Salt, were a real Relief to 
the landed Qentlemen (which is very far from being 
tihe Cafe) yet we muft allow that for one that is eafed 
or obliged by the reducing of the Land Tax, there wilL 
be 99 difobiiged by the Revival of the Tax upon Salt ; 
this muft occalton fuch a general DilTatislaftion, and fo 
much Grumbling amonglt the People againft his Ma« 
jefty,' that the keeping up of a Standing Army will be- 
come necei&ry for fupporting him agsiinft the Difaffea- 
cd ; and by Experience we know, that where the Dif- 
affeCtion becomes very General, even the Army is not 
to be depended on, for in fuch Cafe ipoft of them would 
probably join with the Difcontented : It would become 
^neceffary for the Securit/ of his Majefty's Perfon and 
Government to bring in an Army of Foreign Troops to 
prey upon the Bowels of our Mother- Country \ 
. I have, ^iV, as much Sympathy and Compaflion as 
any Man, for the great DiftreiTes that have been brought 
upon many 6f our Landed Gentlemen ; and I flattered 
myfelf with the pleaiing Hope, that they were now to 
be relieved ; now when there is a profound Tranquillity 
eftabliihed both abroad and at home, I could not fo much^ 
as inugine, that it would be neceifary to continue all 
our Taxes, and I could far left imagine that any Pro* 
polal would be made for relieving us of one Tax by 
laying on another much more grievous. No Man can 
exped that the Landed Gentlemen in Enilard have fo 
little Senfe as to be cajoled in fuch a Manner. The Land 
Tax, it is true, takes from the Landed Gentleman a Part 
of his Rent yearly, but the Salt-Tax being a Ch^rg^ 
upon our Trade and Manufa6tures, will at kft difabie 
Ills l^enants from .paying him any Rent; and.befides, it 
makes the maintaining even of his^own Family much 
^pre expenfiye, -fo that a| the End of. the Year he will 
find himfclf no Gainer upon the^ai^i^ andhisfTenatits 
. ^ ' being 
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being ruined and undone, t\^ Rtfttf and Ihe Value of 
his E(Hte will be decreafing yearly. I only defire t\Mb 
every Landed Gentleioan that hearaoie, would confktor 
wKat he could make of hia Eftate if we had no Trade^ 
no ManufaCturea, nor any Number of populoua trading^ 
Towns in England. . Whoever coniiders thia, mud con- 
clude, that iA mod Parts of EngUnd the Landed Bftate# 
would not in that Cafe, brinj in yearly to thehr Land* 
lords near the Rent they do at prefent ; no, nor one- 
Quarter thereof. Who then will be ftich a Pool an to 
deftre to be relieved of One Shilling |n the Pound upon* « 
the Land-Tax, when he muft pay as much in another* 
Vay, to wit, ibr the Salt made UFfe of in hIa Family, and 
when at the fame Time lie dimtnilhea the yearly Value 
of his Gftate much more than one SMIHng in the PoumI ^ 
xny^ much more than any Land-Tax ever amounted t^ 
in England. The Land-Tax, ift>, ia but an annual Di- 
minution of a Qentleman^B E&$.w $ he may be free of 
ft, or of a Part of it thr^cct«ding Yoar : But if by 
the Decay of our Trad«,and the Charge that is laid upon 
the poor Farmer, he be obliged to lower the Rents of 
hia BHate, that will be a Diminution- which I am aA«kl 
will endure for ever. 

Before I have done, I mu^, Sk-, take Notice, that thd 
$alt-Duty, or a conAderable Part thereof, was fbritierly 
appropriated to the Sinking Fund ^ yet this Duty wae 
but two Years ago thought ft grievous and ib prejudir 
eial to our Trade, that we tiien made no Scruple of en* 
croaching a little even upon that Sacred Fund, in ordef I 

to eafe tne Peoj^le of fb pernicioua and bnrthenfome e I 

Tax : I am Ibrry to fee tlia Opinion of any Gentleman, 
af to this Tax, fb much altered in fb fhort a Time ; but 
If we do alter our Opinion, and revive this Tax, It 
certainly ought to be appropriated again to that u<^fai 
Fund 5 if we do revi*?* it without any fueh AppropHa** 
tion, we make a moft dangerous Precedent $ whenever 
any of thefe Taxes that are now appropriated to the 
Sinking Fund, are wanted for anotftier tJi^, It it but 
taking them off for one Year, and laying them on the 
next for a new Purpofe ; thua the Sinking Fund may be 
at lai^ entirely exhaufled, and our Debts reihaiji forever 
unpaid, without lefTenlng ony of our Titxcs. ' 

Capt. V^ — » roft up and fpoke in SiiMlance aa M' 
]owst Mr.^^Ml^^, i7lr, I hopeova^y (SentlenMn Inthia 
iBfolife has perufed the ftort Accoufft of the Money 
W&ic^ haa been bought inlou hie- ftfa^^V EHcht^Mv^ 
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by the Prbduca of the Sait Duty from that Part of 
Qreat Britdtn^ cMed Scottand, for the iaft ten Years; 
I have looked for that Account, but can find but one 
Article, and that Article is nothing. In the Space of 
ten Years, aot one Shilling was ever brought into the 
Exehtquer^ from the Salt-Duty in that Country ; Hotw 
then can this Tax be faid to be an equal Tax, when 
fuch a con/iderable Part of Dhis Kingdom never paid 
one Farthing towards it 5 even by the Propofal now 
made, they are not to>pay near fo much as we are lo 
pay in South Britain. But of that fmall Proportion that 
is to be laid upon them, it is probable no Part will 
ever come to the Publick Account : This Tax muft 
therefore be unequal, becaufe we in England are to bea^ 
the Whole of the Burden ; Scotland is to bear no Part^ 
and yet they are by the Articles of the Vnion obliged to 
bear their proportional Part of all new Taxes, mote 
^fpecially thofe which are raifecitforthc Current Service 
of the Year. If it be faid, that the People in that 
Ceuntry are not able to pay this whole Tax, it is a 
good Argument againft the Tax in general ; for no Tax 
ought to be laid upon the People, but thofe to whith 
they can'all contribute their Share : The People of 
England ought not to be charged with a Duty, and (he 
People oi Scotland left free ; fuch unequal Charges will 
foon make every Man in England wifh that the Union 
bad never been made. 

•Tis true, 5ir, I cannot but applaud the Gentlemen 
of that Country for appeapng in Favour of the Tax 
upon Salt ; It is (hewing a laudable Zeal for the proper 
Intereft of their native Country : It is laying a Tax 
upon us, to which they contribute nothing, in place of 
a Tax, to which they have always, contributed an equal 
Share. This, 5/r, may juftify their Conduft as to. the 
Queftion now* in hand, but I hope, the Gentlemen of 
the South Parts of Britain will iliew the fame Concern 
for the Intcreft of their Part of the IJland^ and I am 
glad to find that fo many of them do ihew fuch a Con- 
cern ; for it appeared to me Ycflerday^ that ihe Qucflibn 
was carried againft the South Parts of the IJland^ by 
the Votes of thofe Gentlemen, who come from the 
JNorth. (Here he was called to Order, after which he 
went on) 5/r, I deflgn no Reflexion upon any Man, 
but the Affair before us is of the utmoft Confcquence to 
the Intercft and Trade of the whole Kingdom ; our Li- 
berties, our Properties, and every Thing that is d^^ar to 
P p u» 
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. <tt8 is at Stake. Thw feems to be s Step tovardt intro- 
dttcing a ^enefal Excife, ^kich is incoDftftent with the 
Liberties of a free Peopk, and, Sir^ when Life, Liber- 
ty, or Properly is concerned, it will be found that every 
Man will fight ; a Country^ CJown in Huddon Gray may 
perhaps Aiew as much Cotinge, and fight as well as a 
Soldier in Red : What! do vre think, becaufe a Fellow 
is a Beay, and dieiics'^ himfelfvp with Powder and 
EfleAces, that therefore he has more Courage than ano- 
ther Man i Ifufpe6t there are many of thofe fine Gen- 
tlemen, who are afraid of letting the Wind blow upon 
them, for fear of blowing the Potrder out of their Wige, 
that cotddnot, perhaps, bear the Smell oftGun-powder. 
As the Affair before us U of the utmoil Goniequenoe, 
fo it ought to give us theinpre Concern, that if it paflcs 
• in thts'Houfe,* there are; no Hopes in the other : - 
In jthe other Houfe we know, fi/r, there -is a peculiar 
BeR«:h, which will (Here he was again trailed to Order, 

and was' told by Mr. *Sp r. That no Gentleman 

was to throw Railcifttons upoa- any Body of Men, nor 
was any Member of that Houfe, In any Thing he fatd, 
' to take {Notice of what was done, or whatnaigi^ be done 
in the other, then -the Gaptain^went on> Sir^ It was not 
poflible I could make:«ny Refiefilion upon any Man, or 
Upon any Sett of Men, lor- 1 hsd drawn no. Conclufion. 
But let us do what we will, let both Houfcs (if they 
have a Mind) pafs this Bill, it is fo dirc£lly oppoUte 
to the Intereft of the Nation, and to the Intereft of our 
prefent happy EQabliihisent, that I am convinced .his 
MajeAy will reAife giving It the SanSion of his Royal 
Aflent. 

H ee W tt. Sir J I find fome of thofe Gen« 

tiemen who have .fpoke upon the Al^ir in hand, arc 
quite mifiaken as to the Motion that has been made. If 
mny new and unheard-of Tax had been thereby propoftd, 
they might have fome Reafon for thofe Fears, which 
they have reprcfented to 'us in fo firong a Light; 
Murmurings and Grumblings among the People might 
be apprehended ; but the Tax propofed is no new Tax, 
It is only propofed to revive a Tax which was raifed 
upon the People of EngUnd for 34 Years together, and 
was always paid by them, without the leaft Grumbling 
or Complaint, By Experience, Sir^ ' we are convinced 
that it is no way burthenfome upon the People ; and 
indeed, it is fo UttJe felt by them,- that even fiuce it 
was taken off, there it hardly a Man in thejKngdom 

that 
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that has been fenJible pi tfm Ba£t^ or has. ia Amy Mnnr 
i(er expreifed hia SatUftdioA thcrevitk : Thia fliewf 
that it nmy be revived without any Danger of over*, 
charging any particuUr Manv or afty SartofirMem. Bwe* 
ry Man, I believe, that tomtrifautca Cawarda the Land* 
Tax, iriiiliy fenfibfe of the.Biuthen that la thereby, 
laid upon him $ but wk^ ia it that ever wMrfenfiiile- of. 
ii^hat he paid towarda tbe^aJt.Dutyi, or hat i^lt anyv 
Bafe fmce it was taken off ? It ia a. Duty that ia paid fa^. 
i^ch a Multitude of People^ that Jio fingie Man can any 
way feel what he pay* thereto, which ia a moft evideac 
DtmonAration that it iaonr of the molt eafy Waya wo 
can chufe for railing Money fpr the neceffary Supplier 
of the Government. 

Thofe Qentlemen who talk fo much of Ut being de*^ 
ihrudive to our Trade and Manufa^urea, ought to come 
to Particulars ; they ought to .(hew what Trade or M«n 
nu^i^re waa loft or injured during the 34 Yeanr that 
the Tax continued to be paid, by the ]^e»ple of Engfand ^ 
they ought to ibew what ManufaHturea have Income 
dieaper, or what Sort of Tradefmeoa Wages have been 
lowered finc6 the abollihing. of this Tkx: If, any onet 
fuch Efied could be made appear^ I (hould believe they 
had fome Reafon lor what they, iky ; but when the 
contmry Fads appear to be true^ I cannot join in Opi- 
nion with them. During the whole Time, that thia 
Tax continued,- there never waa any one Manufa^urQ 
thereby loft, our Trade never flouriftied more than it 
did in that Courf* of Time y and ftnce the Tax waa^ 
taken off, we all know that no Trade or Manufa6lura 
haa been thereby improved, nor have the Wages of ona 
Workman in the Kingdom been diminifhed ; the pre* 
tended fktal Coniequencca of thia Tax muft therefore be 
all imaginary. 

As this Tax upon Salt ia one of the moft. equal andl 
eafy Taxes to the People, fp there ia not any one Tax» 
can be propofed, that may be raifed with lefs Expence 
to thePublick : The Method of railing it coOs but very 
little mare than the ral/ing of the Land Tax will coft : 
Whatever Difference there may be, is much more thaiv 
attoned for, by the Juftice and Equality of the Tax upon 
Salt, and by its being fo general, that it becomes alto* 
gether innmftble ; whereas the LaAd-Tax iaone of ths 
moft Unequal, and one of the moft Grievous upon tho e 
who pay it, of any Tax that ever was raifed in thi« 
Country, It is a Tax that, ia wholly charged upon a. 
P p 1 verjF 
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^royfirv of die UitbitetB of ttii Umd, wh 
tecaftir BtBx Ycm obliged to bar Ae gpotcft Put 
of the Pablick Cfanse, and btve mamj oT tfhm bccm 
fvlBcd and ndoBC ibr tbe Bodk sod AdvaotaK^ of 
•Chen. IfvebatoaccfierioalljCMfikr, vbatwictcbcd 
CtfcamflaBcei ouity of tbe LaadboUen im Bwhmm ne 
atpfdbit iA^^iecanot Indy anke the kiftHelkft- 
tioo In givins <**» Rdkf fima Che Oppfefioao they- 
have fo long gfoancd vnder^ hj lajiag on aaodier Sort 
ofTaZy wbkh aercr waa, oor ever caa be idt by anjf 
Man breathing : ATax which is lb jufl thrt evay Maa 
contribntca to it in PropoitioB to the Beaeit he ffc- 
•eiTca, in Place of a Tix, by which a few arc obliged 
to contribute the whole of the Charge, thon^ the/ 
flcceive but a hundredth Put of the Benefit. 

We have likewife, Sir^ been ftightned with the 
Name of a General Excife, and with the Lola of oar 
Liberties and Properties. Aa to die laft, die Bugbear 
will Tanifh, if we but reflca vpon the Great Men that 
were at the Helm .of AlEdra, when die Salt-Tax was 
firft laid on. It was firft laid on in the Reign of the 
late King William^ the glorious Refiorer of die Liberties 
and Properties of this Ration : In his Time it firft had 
its Being, and was contrived and advifcd by a Sett of 
hiiniftcrs, who will for ever be refpeOed for thdr great 
IVifdom, and whofe Memories will for ever be lacrcd, 
for the great Attachment they always fliewed to die 
Conftitution and the Liberties of this Kingdom. As 
for a General Excife, I never heard of any fuch Defign, 
I am fore no Man that I know had ever any luch Thing 
in his Thoughts, nor can die Reviving of the Salt-Tax 
any way contribute to fuch a Defign. I muft lay, that 
I think many of our Cufloms are heavy upon Trade, 
and very tronblefome to our Merchants ; and therefore, 
if fome of the moft grievous of them were turned into 
an Excife, it would be of great Advantage to the Na« 
tion, and might, I believe, be eaflly done without en» 
dangering in the leaft, our Conftitution, :or incroaching 
ppon the Liberty or Property of the Subjed : But as 
there is atprefent no fuch Propofal before this Houie, 
we have no Occailon to take fuch a Thing into our im- 
mediate Coniideration. 

Sir JFr— — * ^r-- «• ^'r, I could not indeed 

but fufped from the Manner of introducing this Mo« 
tion, that iometbing very ^traordinary was to follow. 
I ftsid f am not difappointfd, for in xpy O^iniofi, it is 

onf 
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one of the moft extraordinary Motions that ever va0 
made in this Houft. Under the fpeciout Pretence of 
giving an immediate Eafe to the Landed Gentlemen,; 
ve are to revive a Tax, which will lie aa heavy at thf 
I«and-Tax upon mod of them, and which ia not only 
deftruaive to the Trade, but inconllClent with the U- 
bertiea of thia Nation. I agree mod heartily with the 
Qentleman vho made the Motion, That many of our 
Landed Gentlemen have been reduced to moft mifera*. 
ble Circumllancea, by the heavy Burthena they have 
borne for fo many Yeara; but their Mifery la not tlik 
be afcribed to the Land-Tax only, every one of our. 
other Taxes contributes it« Share, and no Tax contri- 
buted more to the general Mifery of the whole Na* 
tion, as well as of the Landed Gentlemen, than thie 
very Tax, which is now propofed to be revived. It ia 
indeed become neceilary to continue the Land-Tax up- 
on the former Footing, or to impofe fome new Tax in 
Room thereof; but from whence does this Neceflity 
proceed ? Why, from maintaining a greater Nuibber of 
Land-Forces, and putting ourfelves to much greater 
Charges, than we have in my Opinion any Occaflon 
for. It has always been the Cafe, it always will be 
the Cafe, Sir\ One wrong Meafure muft for ever give; 
Birth to another, that h a Third, and fo on till Pub- 
lick Ruin becomes inevitable, if no Redrefs be offered 
In Time, which never can be effectuated, but by alter* 
ing the former wrong Meafures^ inftead of fupporting 
them by worfe. 

I am forry, Slr^ to find, that we are reduced to this 
Extremity, that we muft either lay on a Land-Tax, 
which feems to be agreed by all to be heavier than 
the Landed Gentlemen of this Nation are able to bear, 
or otherways we muA lay on a Tax, which in the Opi- 
nion of, I hope, the Majority of this Houfe, ia of much 
more fatal Confcqucnce. How fatal, 5/r, is this Necef- 
ilty ? . Our Landed Gentlemen muQ be ruined, or the 
whole Nation mud be undone ! It is certain, Sir, that 
every Tax is an Evil, and an Evil that ought to be 
avoided, if poffible ; the corrupt Nature of Mankind 
has made fome Taxes neceffary for the Support of So* 
cictv ; and we find to our Colt, that Taxes, like other 
Evils, are fruitful in the Begetting of one another: But 
when we come to make a Choice betw^een two Taxes, 
of the two Evils we certainly ought to chufc that which 
is leafl ', and f\n^e wc have b^ our former Kcfolutions 

fliadc 
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ifttde one of the Two now under Confideration necel^ 
Ary, we ought now to examine fitiftly which of the 
two 19 the Jeaft Evil. 

I have, I hope, 5fV, at deep a Senfe of the Miferies 
t^6 Sufferings <^ my Fellow-Countrymen as any Man 
in thts HouAr, and when I ffeak of charging Land in 
|>lace- of charging Salt, I am certain, and I believe every 
Kfan that knows me, will think, that 1 fpeak againft' 
jny own Privatelntereft ; and thereft>re I flatter myfelf^ 
that thoCb who hear me, will think I am /incere in 
what I fay. It is very trutf, 5/r, that the Reducing of 
the Land* Tax would he a great Relief to the Landed 
Gentiemen, if it could be done without taking as 
much from thtm in another Way. The Land*Tax is in- 
deed a heavy Charge upon the Landholders of this 
Kingdom ^ but that is tjie only Evil attending it ; i 
cannot gran| that it is fo nneqiiai as feme Gentlemea 
llave been pieafed toreprefent; every Man ought to pay 
to the Publick Charge in Proportion to the Benefit he 
receives theretom ; a Poor Man who has no Property, 
ought not certainly to be charged for the Defence of Pro- 
perty ; he has nothing but his Liberty to contend for, 
«nd for the Defence of that only he ought in Judice to 
be charged ; whereas a Man who has an Eftate, has 
Property as well as Liberty to contend for, and for the 
I>efence of both he ought to be charged. Liberty may 
he equally des^r to every Man, but iUrely he that has 
the largefi Property, ought to contribute moft to the 
Publick Expence. 

The heavy Weight that lle&itpon the Landholders, is 
I fay. Sir, the only Evii attending the Land-Tax, but 
in conitdering the Evils tllat neceflarily attend a Tax 
upon Salt, the Land-Tax will upon the Compariibn be 
found to have many Advantages : One of the great E- 
vils of 41 Salt Tax, I may fay the greatetft, bccaufe it 
i>rikes at our Connitution, is the great Number of 0^ 
ficergwhkh aftid be emplo>«d in colle^ing that Anail 
Branch of the Revenue. TKeie Oftcers are ail named 
by the Crown, and being fpread all over the Country, 
mult have a great Influence in Elections : This, Sir^ 
throws a greater Power into the Hands of the Crown, 
than is in my Opinion con iiitent with the Liberties of 
this Nation. If it ever fliall happen to be the Misfor- 
tune of this Nation, to have a Sett of wicked Miniflere 
In the Admihtflration, and a weak, or an* ambitioue 
Prince upon the Throne, the great Number of Officers 

eipployed

employed in colleCling; the PubHck Revenue, muA be of 
the moft dangerous Gonfequence to our happy ConQltu- 
tion; ^^^ therefore we ought not upon any Pretence 
whatfoever, to increafe the Number of thofe Slaves <)f 
en Adminiftration.. At to thiis Evil, the Land-Tax has 
t>y much the Advantage of the Salt-Tax ; in the firfl 
there are few or no Officers employed; the laft wiU 
make an Addition of fix or feven Hundred to the Num- 
ber of Officers we had before. This Tax upon Salt is 
likewife a dangerous Precedent ; it is one Step towards 
a General Excife ; from this which is really an Excife 
upon Salt, we may come to have an Excife laid upon 
every thing we can either eat or drink. It would be dan- 
gerous to begin to raife even the Taxes we now pay by 
the Method of Excife, both becaufe it would be a bad 
Precedent, and beckufe of the Uncertainty of the Pro- 
duce : If the raifing them by Excife ihould produce 
jefs than they now do, they could not anfwer thofe 
Payments for which they are appointed ; and if it raif- 
ed more, it might (conHdering the prcfent Edablifh^ 
ment of the Civil Lift) throw more Money into the 
Hands of the Crown, than would be confident with the 
Freedom of the People. 

Another Advantage which the Land-Tax has over the 
Tax how propofed, is, that the Rai/ing of a Shilling in 
the Pound, cofls but a meer Trifle, and is fubje£t to no 
Frauds 5 the Whole, I may fay, that is raifcd from the 
People, comes to the Ufe of the Publick, and to the 
Benefit of the People ; the Cafe is ^uite different ii^ to 
the Tax upon Salt; it is impoifible to. raife the Salt 
Duty without employing a great Number of Officefs, 
they muft all have Salaries, bciides the Perquifites and. 
Gratuities which always have been, and always will 
be given to Men in fuch Offices : The honeft Part of 
Mankind cato never get common Juflice from, them with^ 
out paying the Perquifite, and the fraudulent Part ^of 
the Nation will always purchafe their Connivance by 
laiige Gratuities 5 thus a very large Sura will be raiftd 
upon the People, and but a fmall Part thereof will ever 
come to the Ufe of the Publick, or to the Benefit of the 
Nation. This was formerly the Cafe of this Duty upon 
^ Salt ; there was always a great Difference betwixt the 
Grofs and Neat Produce thereof, and there never was 
any Tax in this Country that gave fo much Occafion 
to Frauds and Perjuries^ the Tax is To much above the 
proper Psicc of the Commodity upon which it is raifed, 

that 
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that it always was, and always mud be a great Temp- 
tation for People to perjure themfelves, and cheat the 
Publick. 

I am furprized, 5/r, to hear any Gentleman doubt of 
this Duty upon Salt being heavy upon Trade, and pre« 
judicial to the Manufactures of the Nation. It is fo eafy 
in this Cafe to come to particular Inftances, that I defy 
any Man to name one Trade or Manufadure that it If 
not prejudicial to : Can any Man fuppofe it does not en- 
hance the Price of all Provi/ions, and by enhancing the 
Price of them it becomes a Charge upon every Manu« 
fafture in particular ; but upon our Navigation it is in* 

.fupportable ^ every Ship that fails from this Kingdom, 
muh pay dear for her Salt Provif&ons, or mud go to 
(bme other Place to take them in : Do not we know, 
5/r, that many of our Merchant Ships for thefe feverai 
Years lad pad have gone to Ireland to take in the Salt 
Provifions necclTary for their intended Voyage? If thi« 
Tax had been discontinued for any Number of Years, 
they would probably have returned to vi£ilual in our 
own Ports, as they always did before the laying on of 
this Tax upon Salt. Even the ihort Time it has been 
difcontinued, has fliewn what a Bifadvantage the re- 
viving of it will be to the Improvement of Land. Since 
the Tax was taken off, feverai Experiments have been 

' made for the Improvement of Land by the Means of 
Salt, and they have all anfwered to Admiration. The 
Revival of this Tax cannot therefore proceed from any 
Compaffion for the Landed Gentlemen, fince we thereby 
prevent the Improvement of their Lands ; and a very 

' fmall Improvement of the Rent of an Edate is worth a 
great deal more than one Year's Land-Tax at a Shilling 

. in the Pound will amount to even upon a very large 
Edate. 

But in the prefent Cafe, Sir^ we not only prevent the 
Improvement of Land Edates, but we really take as 
much from almod every Landed Gentleman in another 
way, as he faves by the Diminution of the Land Tax ; 
and at the fame time we take fo much from every one 
of his Tenants, as to difable them, or feme of them at 
lead, from paying the fame Rent they forn\erly paid. 
In all well-regulated Countries great Care is uken, that 
the poor Farmer fliall not be overcharged. Where i^r 
there a more flour ifhing, or a better cultivated Spot of 
Ground in the World, than our neighbouring Country 
Flanders ? Yet what Ravages, what Defolations has 
3 tHiit 
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that pbor Country fuffered by contending Armies ? Wha^ 
Is this^to be afcribeiil to? certainly to tliat wife Poll*' 
tick of the Landlordli eflabliftied a^ a Law in thai 
Country, that whenever any Farmer futfered any Lofll 
in his Farm by the Incaivprnents or Depredations of an 
Army, he paid no Rent for that Year to h|a Landlord ! 
By that he was enabled tQ fupp6rf the Lofs, and to re- 
pair the Damages f0r the Benefit of hiir Landlord as weli 
as himfelf. Do we not fee the Effeas of a contrary 
Politick in Folofiii ? Thete, the poor Tenants are racked 
andopprefled, and for that very Reafon one Half of 
that Country^ which is naturally one of the mod fertile 
In Eutofe^ lies wafle and uncultivated. This will al- 
ways be the ConfequCnce, when a Landlord charges hif 
Tenant for ttle Sake of a fmall Eafe to himfelf. 

Wc have already, Sir, fo many Taxes, fo many Im- 
pofitions ; the Price of every Thing is thereby fo much 
enhanced, that none of our Manufactures can be fold id 
a Foreign Market €0 cheap as the fame Sort of Manu- 
faftures are fold by otu* Neighbours. To this only^ 
the great Decay cf oitr Trade is to be imputed ^ and if 
it had not been for fome ' natural Ad vantages, it would 
liave been before now emirely loH and gone. It would 
ftave been happy for this N^^tion, if they had always 
taifed the Supplies within the Year : We ieVerely feel 
the Effe^s of this Error in Pditfcks committed by the 
Generation before us i And yet ihall we with out 
Eyes open go on in the fame Track, and doubly load 
our Poflerity fer a fmall prefent jEafe to ourfelves? We 
tre tdid) that this Tax is 10 cominue but for three 
Years; but I plalaly fte, that it mull be continued 
longer : By Computi^ton it is allowed that 500,000 /* 
may be raifed by tins Tat, in the Space i)i two Years 
and a HsKf, from whence I Ibrefee, that at the End of 
three Years we ihall be fold, that there being Half a 
Year good in Hand, the continuing it bxft for two 
Years longer^ will faift Aich ^another Sum. I do not 
doubt, but that at the find of this three Years, we 
fhall be iM^der a much gtmtet NeceflUy of railing fuc^ 
a Sum* by evtraordlnilry MeanI, than we are at prefenf^ 
at the End of fi«e Yesdrs it may be. the fame, and thus 
it may fbr ever centinue. . 

Even the landed Gentlemen, if they conAder cfielr 
ownlnfier^, ne^er will deiire to be eafed as to the 
Land-Titx, , by laying on any other Tagi, in Place 
thereof, la fiich a £afe Ifce Luidcd GiBntlcmen will aV 
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ways find, that wbat they fave by thU Eafe as to the 
Land Tax, it more than exhausted by what they pay out 
of their own Pocketf, towards the Tax laid on in Its 
Room ; and at the fame Time the poor Tenants and 
Parmc|"s are oppreifed, and the Trade of the Country 
undone. Let us but fuppofe, that the Sum of five Mil- 
lions were to be raifed, and this I believe is as large a 
Sum at the nett Produce of all otir Taxes will amount 
to. If this Sum were to be all raifed by a.Ltnd-Taz, 
it would amount to ten Shillings in the Pound : This 
indeed would be a moft grievous Tax, but let any Gen- 
tleman compute what he now pays under the prefent 
Method of Taxation, towards the Land-Tax, towards 
the Malt-Tax, towards the Window Lights, and by the 
advanced Price of all the Neceifaries aiid Convcniencies 
of Life, which he either makes Ufe of in his Family^ 
or Is obliged to call and pay for when he is abroad \ I 
believe he will find, that in the Year's Time it amounts 
to more than if he were to pay a Land-Tax of ten Shil- 
lings in the Pound, and at leaft to as much again upon 
the reft of the People. This, S/r, is the unavoidable 
Confequence of our prefent Method of Taxation. \The 
Charge is fo* great, and the Advantages taken by the 
Merchant and Retailer are fb extravagant, that one 
Half at leaft of what is raiikl upon the People^ never 
comes to the Ufe ^Utit Publick. It is fo far, Sir^ from 
being laid out^ or expended for the Benefit of the Peo- 
ple, that it may fome time or another lie turned towards 
the enflaving of them. From whence, ^/r, I think it Is 
as demonftrable as any Propofition in Euclidy that if we 
a^ual^y paid a Land-Tax of ten Shillings in the.Pound, 
without paying any other Excifes or Duties, our Liber- 
ties and our Properties would be much more fecure, and 
every Landed Gentleman m^ht live at leaft in as much 
Plenty, and might make a better Provifion for his Fa- 
mily, than under our prefent Method of Taxation. 

I fhall conclude. Sir, with obferving that as this Tax 
falls mod grievoufly upon the Poor, and as they are by 
far the Majority of the People, it muft of Confequence 
raife a general Murmuring and Difcontent againft the 
Adminiihration : By this the Government for. their own 
Security^ will be obliged to keep up a numerous fiand- 
ing Army ; thi^ will be a new Ground of Complaint 
among the People : Th^y will at laft begin to think^ 
that their Liberties and .their Properties are really in 
J Danger ^ and I hope the People of this Nation wUl 
2 r . . always 
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always have Courage enough to dif^ute fo facred, fo 
^aluabfo. aiPrize; but curfed inuft the;^ be, vhofe Mea- 
Aires ihall occa/ion Aich a Conteft. 

Mr. J)^"^^fs fpoke to the Effca as folio wt. 5/r, We 
have heard a great deal of the Inequality of the Landr 
Tax, and great Complaints, that notwithftanding of its 
being ratfed for the Good of all,^ yet there were but a 
fmallPart of the Nation that contributed any Thing 
thereunto ^ I grant, Sir^ that it is fo far unequal ; bu^ 
then as m M^n contributes but he that has an Eihte, it 
cannot be faid, that it is infupportable to any Man ; 
and k mud be allowed, that the reft of the Nation ate 
quite free from that Burthen. But this Tax upon SaJt 
;is as unequal as the other, foV there are a great many 
Gentlemen in this Nation, the greateft Part ofwhofc 
Eftates confifls in Salt-Works, and by this Tax there 
will be^it leaft one fixth Pert, I may fay one fourth 
Part of thefe EUates taken from them* The Inequality 
therefbreis as great with refped to this Tax, as with 
refpeft to that upon Land \ but no Man, no Perfon in 
the Nation can be free from this l*ax upon Salt, it muft 
be burthenfome upon all, and infupportable to a great 
many. I have the lefs Reafon to be againft the re* 
yiving of this- Tax, becaufe by the Articles of the lA 
fikn^ that Part of the Country which I come frpm Is 
to be free therefrom, or at ifeail from the greatefi Part 
thereof:: Nor can I think that the taking off of a Tax, 
for one Year, which Scotland is by the Articles of thp 
Union to. be free from, anti laying it on the very next 
Year; will ever afford a Pretence for the charging of 
the People o{ Scotland with the Payment of fuch a Tax, 
otherwife it would be eafy to ftibjeft them to all thofe 
Taxes and Duties which they are declared free from^ 
by the Articles of the Union. This, Sir^ is my Opi* 
nion, but .1 (hall be very forry ever to fee t^ny Thing; 
brought into this Houfe^ that may poffibly bring any 
one of tile Articles of UffJqn.lntoQueftlon, or fo much 
U9 raife a Doubt about the Meaning and Intention of 
any one of them : Explanations in that Affair will al» 
ways be dangerous, «nd every Man who wiflies well, 
either to his King or his Country, will endeavour as 
much as he can to avoid coming to any Aich. If there 
were no other Reafon, Sir^ for my being againfl this 
Duty upon Salt, this one is enough to me, that there 
appears to be feveral Centlemen in this Houfe, who are 
Qf « different Sentimtnt from me, wUb refpeQ to t^e

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Meaning cfid Intention of thit Article of the Uiiiefliy

ft is well known how many Frauds and Perjufief 
^ere committed during the Time that theie was a iluty 
upon Foreign Salt, and Drawbacka «llow*d upon die 
Exportation of Fiih cured therewith. How (many Sbi|^ 
were fent out with Pifii, pretended to be ib cured, 
which nerer carryM any to a fbreign Market? l>o bo| 
we know, that fome Shipahatre been enter'd, oret ieaft 
pretended to havebcten entered, and the I3faiH)ackB fmt 
' Ae Cargoes tf fudi pretended Ships, ha^e bw^ pot 
only allowed, but pftid, and yet it was aUterwarda dlf- 
coverM, that no Aich Ship was eter built? One Gctttle- 
man was obliged to fly his Onintry fofc Aich Pindlces ; 
-'tis true, he afCerwards got a Pardon, and Ibon after, a 
^mmiifion in the CuHoms: Bow he came lo definrue 
Ibch Favour and (Udh Preferment, la nmre than I can 
tell 9 but'I aib fitre no Man ever'was, or ^\X\ be de- 
terred from being guilty of fuch Cvimee, by the Seve- 
rity of the Pttinfement he met ^ith. The Multitnde 
of thoib Frauds committed* bytkt Eyportera, or^oten* 
ded Ezportsfrs of f ifli cutett with foreign Salt,' waa fp 
great, that the Government was obliged ' at laft to take

The Journals of this 
Honfo nay afind as many Examples of Petitions pre- 
ISmted, and a moft viforDusOppofition made, to Thinsr 
that have in their own Natnie appeared to bean iuiive& 
fol Benefit to hfanUnd. Thofo who live by the Nccef* 
.fitia of Mankind, will for ever oppofe what Is propor 
fod for their Relief 9 Irani hence it is, that we always 
fte nreat Oppofition auale to all Attesqiti for improviag 
the obivigiticm of Rivera,' or of wafle- Lands and Com* 
snons % we are therefoie, Sir^ never to conclude asainft 
the publick Benefit of any Propofitioii,. bccaufo we fee 
It violently oppofed. 

. t^nvy and Malice will often prompt Men to oppofo 
what Is apparently for their own immedbte Benefit, air 
. wall as &r the Benefit of their Country. Every Man, 
I believe,, even in a private Station of Life, has 6a^« 
mies ; but thofe who are in any publick Station, have 
always a ^eat many. Thofe who envy them, will al- 
ways grudee them the Gloiy of doing any thii^ for the 
publick Good, and .will endeavour .to defeat, or to give 
a wrong Turn to whatever they p«opofe for the Benefit 
of their Country, or for the Eafe of the People. I do 
not believe that any Gentleman in this Houfe oppofes 
what I have moved for from any fuch .Motives. I am 
perfuaded that the Oppofition made thtfeto proceeda 
entirely from their miilaking the Cafe Ecfore us, and 

therefore 
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therefore I ihall endeavour tl much aa I can, to remove 
thofe Midakta, and (hall thiii^ the Pains I am at well 
beflowM, if I can thereby convince any one Gentleman 
of this Houfe of the Error he has been in. 

The Influence to be added to the Power of the Crown^ 
by the Addition of fuch a Number of Officers, as mufi 
be employM in the colle£ling of this Revenue, is, I 
find, a mighty Obje£iibn again(l the reviving of this 
Duty upon Salt. I am forry, Sir, to find that any 
Gentleman fliould thinftc to meanly of his Native Coun- 
try. Our Liberties and our Properties would indeed be 
In the moft imminent Danger, if an Addition of 4 or 
}00 Officers could add iUch a terrible Influence to the 
Power of the Crown. But, Sir^ we have the Expe*- 
rience of above 30 Years, to convince us of the Unrea- 
fonablenefs of fuch Apprehenflons $ and during a great 
Part of this Time, the Crown had, befides this Number 
of Salt Officers, a much more numerous Army than it 
has at prefent ; confequently the Power of the Crown 
mud have been much greater than it can be made by 
what is now propofed ; and yet it was never found to 
be too great % but on the contrary, the Crown was al- 
:ways obliged to fue for, and to fubmit to the Inclina* 
tions of the People. While the Power of the Crown it 
sroperly apply'd, and made Ufe of only to deftnd tht 
liberties and Properties of the SubjeA, the Crown will 
always have the Inclinations of the Majority of the 
People in its Favour. This is the natural and ju0 ln« 
iluence which the Crown ought to have, and I hope it 
will never have any other in this Kingdom. We know 
that the FaQious and Difaffe^ted have always exclaimed 
againfl the Number of Officers, and have alledged that 
the Difappointments they met with, in their Oppofi* 
tion to the moft Juft and the mofl reafonable Meafuree 
propofed by the Court, proceeded from the Influence of 
Jnich Officers ; but it is evident, that the People of this 
Nation never could be brought by fuch Influence, to do 
any thing that was inconfiftent with their Liberties and 
Privileges : And as there is no greater Nu^iber of Offi- 
cers now propofed, than what was before empioy*d 
when this Duty was fubfifling, it cannot be prelUmed, 
that this Influence will now be greater than it has been 
in Times pafl. Do not therefore let imaginary fears 
and vain Apprehenflons deter us from giving a Relief 
t« the moft dlitrtSed Part of 9ur Fellow Subjeds.

would be, I lee no manner of Reifon why we fliould 
be frightncd by thefe two Woids. Ctneral Emifi^ from 
changing the Method of railing the Taxet we now pay^ 
and chttfing that Method which is mod convenient for . 
the Trading Pftrt of the Nation. The laying of an Ex« 
cife upon one Commodity, or upoA one Sort of Prov!^ 
liont, can no more be a Precedent lor t Gcnetal Excllb^ 
than my giving a poor Man half a Crown, can be a 
Precedent for my ^ving hidi my whole Eflate. We 
£nd that the Method of rat/ing Taxea by Way of Excifc^ 
is net abfoltttely Inconfiflent with Ubetty ) we find it 
if the Method by which moft of the Taxes are raifed in 
HtUtatd ; and their Method is reckonM much more pre* 
fetubk to ours, 1^ all tbofe who underHand any Thing 
of Trade \ yet no Man can fay but that the Dutch are a 
free People, and are as jealous of their Liberties as any 
Peof^e cug^t in Realbn to be. 

There are at jprefent no Thoughts of converting any 
Duty into an Excife ; but if all of moft Part of our 
Cufloms were converted into Excifes, I am perfuaded it 
would be beneficial to our Commerce in general, an^ 
tiieroiaao great Fear of its adding fo mueh to the Civil 
1.1ft (• ^jv notwitblUnding the great Clamours that have 
been rsifcd upon that Bead, it appears, that from his 
Ma]pefty*s Acceflion, to the Year 1731, even including 
the 11^,000/. granted by Parliament to make up the 
Deficiency of the Civil Lift Kevenue, the Produce of 
all thofe Duties appropriated to the Civil Lift, has not 
inrChe whole amounted to Soo^ooo /• far Ann, which ft

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the Sum that hat been Judged by Parliament to be necef* 
fliry fbr f\ipporting the Charge of hlf MaieAy*« Civil 
Lift \ fo thAt if by the Method of Excl(b thefe Dutlea 
fhould produce a little more, and it ii not to be pre^^ 
Aimed that they can produce a great deal more, they 
will only make up that Sura, whicK the Prtrllaroent 
have thought themCelvei obliged in JuHice to make 
good to hit MajeOy. 

I rouA fay, Sir^ I am ftirprized at the Propofal that 
hae been made for laying thia whole Tax upon Salt made 
in Scotland \ I am per(\iaded the Gentlemen Hre not 
ferioua in what they proDofe \ I reckon it was m»de only 
to divert the Principal Queltion, and to oblige the Qcn- 
tlemen of that Country to be againQ it, not becaufe they 
«ilfapprove of it in the Main, out for fear tlieir Country 
fliould be by an After- Refolution charged with a Duty 
which by the Articlea of the Union they arc declared 
free from for iver. The Salt Duty now propofed to be • 
revived, waa granted at two feveral Times | one was 
for but I s. per Bufliei, the other waa ibr a x. 4 </. per 
Buihel. At the Time of making the Union, the Scotch 
CommiiTioners were willing thnt their Country ihould 
after a certain Term of Years be fubjc£t to the 1 x, per 
Buihel ) but they declared that their People could not 
poiTibiy afford to pay the additional is, and 4^; and 
therefore they infii^ed upon their being free from it pr 
fver^ which of our Side was agreed to. The k^ oC

Stipulation between the two Nations at the Time the 
Union was made. Hdw captious then muft it be to fay, 
that the Exemption can only bear a Rektion to the Duty 
impofcd by tlut AQ ; and cannot be claimed with re- 
fpea to the lame Duty now to be impofed by a new 
Aa ? If fuch a Pretence were to be admitted, if taking 
off any Duty impof^ by former AQs, under which the 
People of Scotland were entitled to an Exemption, and 
laying on the fame Duty again by a new Ad, were ad« 
mittedof as an Avoidance of their Claim of Exemption, 
of what Force can any fuch Article of Agreement be I 
Have we it not in our Power at this rate to defeat every 
Exemption which tht Scots are entitled to by the Union ? 
For it is but repealing that Ad under which they claim 
9n Exemption,, and then in a Year or two afterwards 
impofuig the fame Duty by a new Ad. Thus the Scots 
might be at once fubjedcd to thofe Duties which they 
are not «ble, which they ought not to bear. But would 
it be fair, would it be candid in us to make Ufe of 
fuch a Subterfuge, againft a Nation that has trailed fo 
much to our Honour ? 

This Tax cannot therefore be ftid to be unequal, be- 
caufe Scotland does not pay as much as is paid tn Englmnd* 
The People in that Country are to pay u much as they 
ought to pay, and as much as we can in Juflice or Equity 
demand. Nor does it iignify whether the Share they pay 
be fent up here or not : They have an equal Right to be 
proteded and defended ; the proteding and defending 
the People of that Country is a Part of the Publick 
Charge : It is a Part of the National Expence, and muft 
be defrayed out of the Publick Revenue ; and the ap- 
plying of the Money raifed in that Country towards the 
publick Expence in that Country, is the fkme as if It 
were fent up to the Bjcchequer here. We ought to be 
the more careful of that Part of the lAand, becaufe we 
have found by Experience, that there can be no Invafion 
upon, nor any Commotion among the People in that 
Country, but what mull foon come to affed ourfelves. 
For our own Safety then we are obliged to be at the 
Charge of defending them, and confequently it can be 
no Objcdion againft any Tax, that the Produce thereof 
ariftngin Scotland^ is applied to the anfwering of fuch a 
Pnrpofe. Nor is this Tax unequal, becaufe of the Lo(^ 
that the Proprietors of Salt Works may fuflain, for none 
of their Eftates can be thereby diminifhed. The Tax is 

not 
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not paid by the Maker, or by the^Seller, but by the 
Confumer; and the Charge comes to fuch a Trifle upon 
every particular Man, that it cannot be pretended that 
any Man will confume lefs Salt than he did before; if 
there were no fuch Tax, no Man would make Ufe of 
more Salt than he had occallon for, and the Tax makes fo 
fmall an additional Charge, that it will never oblige any 
Man to make Ufe of lefs. 

The great Charge of railing this Tax, has been made 
Ufe of as a weighty Argument againft it ; but when we 
come to make a Coroparifon between this and the Land* 
Tax, the Difference will be found to be but inconfider- 
able. If proper Allowances are made, it will be found 
that the railing of this Tax upon Salt will not coll the 
Government above 22,000 /. fer Annum. The Land Tax 
we know cofts the Publick by Parliamentary Allowance 
and other neceffary Charges of Management, at leafl 
13,500/. fer Annum \ beHdcs this, there is an Office 
kept in Commiifion on purpofe for fuper intending it, 
which cods above 4000 /. fer Apnum more ; fo that th# 
Land Tax really cods the Publick about 18,009/. fer 
Annum* Thus the Difference between the Charge of 
raifmg the Salt Tax, and that of railing the Land Tax 
appears at lad to be but ^000 /. fer Annum^ which is 
not Half a Farthing in a Year to every Perfon that is to 
contribute thereunto. Shall we then for the Sake of 
faving this 4000 /. a Year to the Nation in general, or 
this Haifa Farthing to every pai'ticular Perfon $ ihall 
w^, I fay, for this Reafon continue to opprefs the 
Landed Gentlemen, contrary' to all £quity and Judice, 
and refufe to approve of, a Meafure by which they are 
to be relieved, without throwing any fenlible Charge 
upon any one Man in the Nation ? If the Difference 
were much higher than what it isy is it not with re* 
fpe£t to the Nation in general amply repaid by this, 
that in continuing the Land Tax at Two Shillings iri 
the Pound, the Nation is obliged to raife the whole 
Sum wanted within one Year ? whereas if the Land Tax 
is put at One Shilling in the Pound, and the Salt Tar . 
laid on in Place of the other Shilling, the Nation has' 
three Years to raife that Sum, which otherways is to be 
raifed in one. Every Man in common Life, would ra- 
ther chufe to have thi;ee Years for the Payment of a . 
Debt, than to be obliged to pay it in one : Every Man 
would be glad to pay fomethingfor fuch an Indulgence, 
and a great deal more in Proportion than the Difference . 
Rr I cf 
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of the Charge in nifiDs thofe two Taxes can ever a- 

iDoont to. 

Tbe great Difference tliat always appeared betweeit 
Che grol^ and nett Produce of thisDnty, has been made 
Vfc of as an Argument to fliew the great Charge of colled- 
ing this Revenue, and to convince us that there was al- 
ways a gre^t deal more railed from the People, than 
ever came to the Benefit of the PuUick ; but this Argu- 
ment will quite vaniih when the Matter is fet in a clear 
Light ; it will then appear, that thofe Gentlemen are 
in a very great Miftake: They have always called that 
the grofs Produce, which never was a*y thing but the 
grjfs Charge ; thefe are two Things of a very different 
Nature, and therefore they never ought to be confounded 
by thofe who have a mind to form a right Judgment a- 
bout any Branch of the Revenue. We know that while 
this Duty was fubfifting, the grofs Charge was generally 
reckoned, communHnts annis^ at about 470,000 /. fer Ann, 
but then there were a great many Articles charged to 
this Branch, which never were really produced or paid 
to it, and confequently they never can be reckoned any 
Part of its grofs Produce. I ihall take Notice of the 
moft confiderable of thofe Articles which were charged 
and brought to the general Account of this Branch, 
without ever being produced or paid by any one Perfon, 
and therefore it is certain that they never could be look- 
ed on as a Charge or Burthen upon the Subjcds of this 
Nation. 

In former Times, while this Duty was fubiifting, 
we know that all Salt was charged with Duties when 
ibid and delivered from the Works, and confequently 
from that Inftant it became an Article of the grofs 
Charge of this Revenue ; but then whatever Salt wa» 
bought by an 5^ Perfbn who had a mind to export the 
ft! me, he paid no Money for the Duties then charged 
upon the Salt he had bought, but entered into a Bond to 
pay the Duty, which Bond was cancelled upon a De- 
benture made out, certifying the Salt to have been e*- 
|)orted. From hence it appears, that for all the Salt 
that ever was exported, there never was One Farthing 
of Money nflually paid by the Sqbjed ; and by the Books 
jc appears, that this one Article alone at a Medium, a* 
^ouilted to i20,coo '. per Annum, A» no Part of thia 
Sum was ever produced or paid by any Pcrfon, thet«- 
fore it cannot be reckoned as a Part of the groff Produce, 
though it wai always reckoned as a Part qf the groft 
0^T§^ • N .j^npthcr 
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Another confidetable Article arofe from what wat al- 
lowed for the Fifliery ; for Curers of Fifh paid no Duty, 
neither did they give Bonds for whi)t Salt they ufed in 
curing of Fiih ^ but the Quantities which they took up 
for that purpoft, were all entered in the Accounts of 
the Office, as a Part of the grofs Charge of this Duty, 
but were all difcharged upon due Proof given, that the 
$alt had been ufed in curing of Fiih ; and this Article 
amounted as a Medium to 51,000/. fer Annum^ whicli 
|8 liltewift to be deduced from the grofs Charge. 

Rock Salt was charged with the Duty at the Pits, and 
a great deal of this Rock Salt was afterwards melted 
<)own, and rnade into White Salt, which was alfo char- 
ged with the Duty, and both thefe Duties were charged 
in the Accounts of the Office \ but the Refiner or Maker 
had an Allowance for fo many Bufhels of Rock Salt, for 
which the Duty had been charged, as he had melted 
down and made Ufe of in miking White Salt. This 
Article generally amounted to about 36,000 /. fer Ann^ 
«nd is to be deducted from the grofs Charge. 

It is well known that the whole Sums payablo for Da- 
tics were always charged in the Books of the Oifice \ 
^nd ytt there was always a Difcount for Prompt- Pay- 
ment allowed, which amounted to about 20,000/. year- 
ly ; and befldes this, there was another Allowance for 
Waftc on Salt carried Coaftwife, which one Year with 
another came to 11,000/. fer Annum. There was like- 
wife an Allowance for Salt lofi at Sea, and an Allow- 
ance or a Drawback upon Salt Beef and Pork exported, 
both which amounted to 1650/. fer Annum, All thefe 
Sums added together amounted to 239,650/. and as 
they never were raifed upon the Subject, or if raifed 
were always returned, therefore they muft all be de- 
ducted from the Grofs Charge, and the remaining Sum 
only, which is 230,350/. is to be reckoned the Grofs 
Proiduce, From which if we deduft the Charges of 
Management, to wit 25,000 /. there remains 205,35c /. 
which is the Nett Produce. And if from this we dc 
duft the Bounties paid annually to the Exporters of Fifh, 
and which mull be paid whether we revive this Tax 
or not, thefe Boqnties amounting yearly to the Sum of 
19,000 /. the remaining Sum will then be the Kett 
Siim to be paid into the Exchequer^ to wit 186,350/. on 
the Credit of which 50O3O00 /. is now |)ropofed ^0 bf 
raifed. 
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By thU (hort Abftrta of tlie Account, it wiJl, I 
think. Sir, moft evidently appear, that there Is no- 
thing in that Argument fo much Inllded on, that there 
if a great Deal more^^ifed upon the People than ever 
can come to the Benefit of the Publick. There is no 
evading of Fa£ls, and upon the mod exa€l Examination 
of them it appears, that every Shilling that if aflually 
raifed from the People, comes to the Ufe of the Pub- 
lick, except thifSumof 35,000/. per Anmm^ allowed 
for the Management of this Revenue. And even this 
»5,ooo/. is all to be given to our own People j many 
Families may be thereby nuintained who would other* 
wife be a Burthen upon their Country ; and thus the 
greated Part even of that Sum will come to be ufeful to 
the Nation in general, and may therefore be properly 
faid to come to the Benefit of the Publick. . 

Great Complaints have been made, and a great Cla- 
mour raifed, that this Tax will always give great Oc* 
cafion to Frauds and Perjuries. I am perfuaded, 5<r, 
that ho Excife whatever is attended with fewer Frauds 
in the Management than this Tax now under our Con- 
iideration. What is generally prefumed to give Ocean 
iion to Frauds and Perjuries in all Methods of Taxa- 
tion, is, when great Sums of Money are t% be paid by 
the Subje6t, and returned to them again upon certain 
Events. Let any Man but examine the Articles of the 
Grofs Charge of this Revenue, he will iind, that there 
U no Money paid and returned. In all thofe Articles 
by which the Grpfs Amount is made to exceed the 
Grofs Produce, the Accounts of the Office are carried 
on by way of Debtor and Creditor \ there is hardly 
ever any Money paid by the Subje6l, that is to be re- 
turned either to him or to any other upon any Event 
whatfoevcr; we muft therefore conclude, that in thij 
Method by which this Tax was formerly, and is now 
again propofcd to be raifed, there can be nothing to 
tempt the Avarice, or to encourage the Frauds of Kna^ 
viih Dealers. 

I fhall now, Sir, examine fome of thofe particular 
Objcfitions that have been made to this Tax. The only 
one that I think has any Appearance of Reafon in it, 
i«, That with rcfpeft to the Navigation of Great Bri* 
tain, it is pretended that it will be a great Burthen 
upon the victualling of our Ships : But unluckily it 
happens, that the Navigation of Gnat Britain never 
flourifhed more than it did under the Payment of this 

Tax; 
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Tax; in a Courfe of Five an4 Thirty Years that this 
Tax continued, it cannot be faid, that ever our Ship- 
ping or our Navigation fufered in the leaH ; on the 
contrary, there is not, I believe, any fuch Term in ail 
our Hiflory, in which the Namber of our Seamen, and 
the Number and Tonnage of our Ships encreaH^d fo 
much as it did in that Time. This is of itf^lf a clear 
Proof that this Tax can be no Difcouragc ment to our 
Navigation. But in Faa it is plain that the Additional 
Expence occalioned by this Duty is fuch a meer Trifle, 
that it never can be any Burthen ; by Accounts from 
the Vidualiing-Ofice it appears, that the Charge for 
io,cx)o Men in the Service of his Majefiy's Navy, was 
as a Medium but 2,600 /. fer Annum extraordinary Ex- 
pence occaHoned by the Duty upon Salt^ which is no 
more than five Shiiiingi pit Man ; fo that if we reclcoa 
30,000 Men employed in the Navigation carried on by 
the Merchants of Qrut Briuin^ the Duty on the whole 
Confumption of Salt in that Service will not exceed 
7,800/. fir. Annum^ and Airely no Man will imagine 
this to be a grievous and an infupportable Load upon 
the.whole Navigation of Great Briuin. But tbofe that 
Know any Thing of the Merchant Service, can teliify, 
that Salt Provifions are not the only ViAualiing made 
Ufe of in that Service. Their Ships are often in fume 
Port or another, and then the Sailors live moilly upon 
freih Provifions; even when they are at Sea, it is well 
known, that the greateft Part of their Food conlifts in 
dried Fi(h, frefli Fiih catched at Sea, Flower, Rice, and 
other fuch Provifions. Aboard of Merchant Ships they 
never confume near (b much Salt ProviHons, in Pro* 
portion to the Number of their Hands, as they do 
aboard any of his Majefly's Ships of War. And our 
Merchant Ships which trade to IreUnd or to the Plan- 
tations, generally take in their Salt Provifions in one 
of thofe two Places, becaufe of the Chqipnefs of Meat 
in thofe Countries ; fo that the Expence brought upon 
our Navigation by this Tax, efpecially in the Merchant 
Service, will at lad be reduced to fuch a Trifle, that 
it will become altogether infenlible. And as to the 
Exportation of Salt Provifions this Duty can never be 
any Difcouragement to fuch a Trade, becaufe the Ex- 
porters are allowed a Drawback in Lieu of the Duty 
they have paid. . 

If Salt be of fo great a Benefit as has been reprefented 
fn the Manuring of Lands, , it is certain that foul Sajt 

may 
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miy do as well for that Purpofb as any other Salt 
whatever, and any Quantity of Aich Salt may be had 
iratis for carrying It off from the Pits, no Duty was 
ever j^aid or charged for fuch Salt, the Pcrfon who 
took it away to manure his Land, having an Officer 
with h!m, was always entitled to ufc it Duty free \ if 
the Tax be revived, it will ftill be the fame, and con* 
fequently the Duty can never be a Hindrance to the 
Improvement of our Lands, iince the only Salt that it 
proper for ttat Purpofc, is always to be had Duty free. 
And as to the Farmers and Graziers of Great Britain^ 
this Duty can never bt any great Charge upon them * 
whatever Salt they ufe in making up any Goods for the 
Market, is paid for at the Market by the Buyer, and ib 
comes at laft to fall where all Duties ought to fell, 
upon the Confumer. In their own Families there is 
but very little Salt confumed, and therefore the Dutj 
cannot fall heavily upon them. If upon Computation 
\t be found that the Duty cofts but Five Shillings fer 
Head at Sea, it cannot coft above half that Sum at Land; 
even if we were to ftippofc that there arc as ipuch Salt 
Provifions made Ufe of at Land as at Sea, becaufe wc 
know that there is not half the Quantity of Salt made 
Ufe of in curing Provi/wns for the Land, as in curing 
Provifions for the Sea Service: But we know that for 
more than half the Year, the Country People live en- 
tirely upon the Produce of the Dairy and the Garden^ 
and even for the other Half of the Year, they live 
more upon Cabbage, Roots, and fuch Things, than up* 
on Salt Meat, confequently we cannot reckon that this 
Duty will ftand thcFatmer in above one Shilling per 
Head for thofe Perfons that live in his Family. It is 
indeed impoffibic that it can coft fo much ; we may mo- 
deftly reckon that the whole People k^ England amount 
to at leaft Eight Millions of Perfons; every one of 
whom contributes his Share to this Duty 5 if then, Sir^ 
the Sum raifed which is 230,350/. be diftributcd among 
Eight Millions of Perfons, it will not amount to f d. 
fer Man; and if from thence we deduct the 19,000/.' 
which ths People of England are obliged to p;iy, whe- 
ther this Tax be revived or not, we muft conclude that 
no Pcrfon in England contributes more than 6 i, thereto 
for his own Perfonal Confumption. He that keeps a 
great many Perfons in his Family, jnuft indeed pay for 
each of them, but whoever does fo, muft either have a 
good Eftate or a good Trade, and confec^uentiy may veiv 
3 ^t\\ 
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well aflFord to pay ; and this, 5/r, is the Excellency of 
the Salt Tax, that every Man is thereby obliged to con- 
tribute to the Piiblick Charge, accbt>ding t» his Condi* 
iion in Life. For I think lio Man will fay but that he 
who has a good Trade, or 1 great deal of Mbney, out at 
Intereft, ought to contribute U much to the Defence 
of Property, as he that has a Land £(tate that brings 
in no greater Yearly Revenue. 

I hope, Sity I have now made it aopear to the Coii* 
vifition of every Man that hears me, that the Salt Duty 
IS no Burthen upon the People of England^ or upon an/ 
Part of them ; that it can be no Hindrance to the Im« 
proveinent of our Land EClates, nor any Pfej.udice to 
our Trade 6r Navfgatibn : And it is, I niay fky, Self- 
evident, that it is a more jtift and a more eqiiaL and a 
better proportiohed Tax, than any that is raifed, or 
can be contrived to be raifed upon the People of thia 
Nation. The Land- Tax upori the other Hand, is the 
inofl unequal, the ihoft grievous, and the mod oppref- 
iivc Tax that ever waa raifed in this Country ; it is a 
Tax which neyer ought to be raifed biit in Times of 
the nioft extreme Neceffity. The beft Judges, the 
trueft Patriots in all Countries, have been of Opinion^ 
that Of. all Taxes, that lipon immoveable^ Qbods, that 
iipoh Lahdl and Houfea ought to be the laft Refource. 
In fuch a Cafe there are but a few of the People that 

' contribute to the Publick Expence, and even among 
that few the^e will always be a great Partiality as to 
the Value that is put upon Mens Edates. This we arc 

. very fenftble of in England ; there are foitle Landed 
Gentlemen that piy a Land Tax e^ual to the full Value 
of their Eftatef, ^hile others do not pay e^qual to a 
third Part of the real Value; and ' generally thofe 
Qehtlemen who fuffer inoft by this Partiality, are thofe, 
whofe Anceftors were a Sort of Knigfht Errants for thii 
Revolution. They gloried in that happy Event^they 
thought themfelves, in Honour and JuAice^ obliged to 
^ay their equal Sliare for th<^ support of fo glorious a' 
Caufe, in Proportion to the Veal Value of the Eftates 
they poiftfled ; and therefore they gave them in at the 
full Value. This was Juftice, this was a laudable Zeal 
for tlie Happinefs of the Nation, and ibr the Liberties 
and Privileges df the PeopIiB : But their PoHerity have 
iUffer^d feverely for it ; and as they always will be the 
gi-eateft Sufferers by every - Land-Tax, * ought not the 
Merit and the honeO Zeal of their ForefathcrS| to plead 
S f ftrongl;^ 
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firongiy for their Relief, at lead with all thofe who arc 
Friends to our prefent happy Efiablifhment. 

Tu pretend, Sir^ that the taking off a Shilling in 
the Pound of the Land-Tax, and railing the Salt-Tax 
in the Room thereof, will be no Eafe to moft, or to 
any of the Landed Gentlemen in Er-iUnd^ appears to 
sne to be really a Sort of Paradox. 1 belieTe there are 
few Landed Gentlemen in En^Iand^ whole Eftates do 
fiot amount to lOo/. fer Annum \' I am furt that the 
Landed Gentlemen of fuch EHates, or^ of any Land 
Eftate from lOO/. to looo/. per Annum^ are the great- 
eft ObjefU of Compaflion, and deferve mod the Con- 
lidera.tion •f thia Houie ; becaufe thofe who have le€t 
.than icx> /. a Year in Land, are generally either Fariirers 
or Graifiers, or have fome other Buiinert ds a Help for 
the Support of their Families. A Gentleman then Of 
too A a Year in Land, if hia Eilate be rated at the full 
Value, ,favei 5 /. a Year hw the Abatement of i 5. in 
the Land -Tax : Let us fee if it be poflible that this can 
' again be drawn from him by the Salt Duty, t believe 
it will ealily be granted me, that no Man of 100/. a 
Year and no more Land Eflate, without any other ^ufi- 
nefs keeps 16 in Family ; but fuppoling he does^ yet at 
6 d. ptr Head the Salt Duty cannot amount to more 
in the w^ok three Years than 24 s. How then U it 
|K>fiblc to pretend that this is not a Relief to fuch a 
Gentleman ? To pay bift 245. in three Years, and at a 
Thoufand (I may fay) different Payments, is furely bet- 
ttr, and much \t^t grievous, than to be obliged to pay 
5 /,. in one Year, and at mod at two Payments. Hut 
fuppofe that fuch a Man's Edate is rated at the lowed 
Value that any Lands in England are prefumed to be 
raijed at ; fuppofe fuch an Edate to be rated but at one 
third of the full Value, yet flill by an Abatement of 
I i. in the Pound Land Tax, he faves above 3 j r. and 
therefore fuch an Abatement mud be a Relief even to 
fuch a Man, of at lead 9 s. beddes the Advantage he 
has of having a much longer Time to pay a IcCs Sum. 
Thus wc.fee that what is now propofed mud be a very 
great Relief to thofe who are oppreHed with Mortgages 
and Rent Charges, and mud be fome Relief to every 
Landed Gentleman in the Kingdom, who has nothing 
but the Rents of his Edate to depend on for tl)e fup- 
porting of his Family, and providing for his Chil- 
dren!

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If there were any Danger, Sir^ that the revl-ving of 
this Ti^x voiild occafion Murmurfngs among the People, > 
I ihoiild be as much againft it as any Man in this {ioufe \ 
but the Tax is in its own Mature (b equal, sitd p.iia 
by fuch a vaft Multitude of People, and at fo many dif- 
ferent Payments, that it becomes quite infenfible to 
every particular Man, We know by Experisnce, that 
during the long Time it was paid hy the People, ie 
never occafioned the ieaft Uneaiinefs ; and we find that 
the Remiffion of it gave no Eafe; it occa/ioneJ no }oy. 
among the People, nor were there any good Effefis of 
it felt, either as to the lowering the Price of Qoodis 
or Provifions at Market, as to the railing the Vi^ue of 
Lands, or as to the reducing the Wages comm(>nl)f.^ifveft 
to Jorneymen and Day Labourers. Thofe therefore who 
have a Regard to the Intered of his Majedy, or ^o the 
Eafe and C^uict of the Kingdom, cannot maice the leall 
Scruple in preferring a Tax that lis felt by no Man, to 
a Tax that is inf^ipportable to a great many of thofc 
that are obliged to contribute thereto. Sucli a Meafure 
can breed no new Enemies to our prel^nt happy Efta- 
blifhment, but mull convert a great many of the old^ 
and infure the Affections pf the mod confiderable Pari: 
of his Majefty's Subjefts. 

Iii this, 5i>, as well as in all the other Motionc 
which t have ever had the Honour to make to this 
Houfe, I have always a^ed according to my own Judg-^ 
ment for the Qood of my Country, and therefore, ^r^ 
I have no Reafon to be afraid of the Curfes and Impre^ 
cation^ of ^ny Man. I do not think it altogether Par* 
liamentary to ufe any fuch Expreffions in this Houfe ; 
every Man ought in common Charity to be preCumed 
to a£t according to what he thinks bed, and mod cou" 
ducive to the Intered and Happine& of his Country, 
I have always done fo, and while I continue to do fo, 
I fhall defpife any Outcries that may be groundledy 
raifed againd me, or againd any Meafure I propofe. 

To conclude, Sir^ the only Thing I had in View, 
was, to propofe what I thought the mod eafy and the 
mod convenient Method of relieving the Lande4 Qea- 
tlemen jn Part at lead of that Tax which has fo long 
lain heavy upon them, and upon them only ; I am 
convinced that every Gentleman in this HouCb will 
agree with me iii this, that a Land-Tax, even of Two 
Shillings in the Pound is a mod grievous Tax upon all 
the Landed Qentiemen in the Kingdom \ more efpe- 
Sfn clail/

clearly (hewn, that the Duty upon Salt is no way in- 
confident with our Conflitution, is no way burthen- 
fome either upon our Navigation or our Trade, and f 
am fure it cannot with any Appearance of Reafon be 
Ikid to be grievoui upon any particular M^n.? ^^ upon 
any Set of Men within the Dominions of Grtttt Bri" 
tain. Let us then, for God^s Sake, Gentlemen, have 
fome ConAderation for the Freeholders, who have fui^ 
fcred fo much for many Years ; let us have fomc Cojxi- 
pifion for thofe Gentlemen whofe EHates are deeply 
charged with Mortgages and Annuities, occalioned by 
the heavy Land-T|ixei which their Forefathers have 
been obliged to pay. I( is but reasonable that the Cre- 
ditor ihould contribute to, the publick Expence as well 
as his Debtor, and the raoft proper Method for effeChia* 
ting fo jnft a Defign, is in my Opinion, the reviving 
the Duty upon Salt. If any Gentleman can propofh a[ 
better, I (hall mod heartily join with him, and whoN 
ever thinks he cannot, will, I hope, agree to what t 
have propoled.

Every Genrieqian in this Ho^fe muft remember, ^ow 
this Tax upon .Salt came to be. taken off. pnly'twp 
Years ago his Majefty was pleafed to jppen the Se/Eon 
with a moft gracious Speech, in which he expreffed a 
compa(C6nate Concern for the Hard fhips of the p^qr 
Artificers and MahufaQHrers. From whence we muf^ 

conctu^le^ 
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[ ponclude, that his Majeft^^^s Opinion then was, that 

t Ihkt Sort of People laboured under the greatefi Hard<» 

&]ps^ and were the firfl who ought to be relieved. The 
Circumdancea of the Nation are not much altered fmce 
that Time ; the Landed^ Gentlemen are pot, I hope, 
^rownvery mucfi poorer, or lefs able to bear Burthens ^ 
the poor Artificers and Manufa£turers, are not, I am 
fure, grown richer, and therefore I mud think, that 
his Majefiy has not altered his Opinion, whatever fomc 
Gentlemen iii this Hoiifemay have done : It is certain 
fome of them have, becaufe at that Time there was 
not fo much as-one Man in this Houlb that differed in 
Opinion from his^ Majefty. Every Man agreed that 
the poor Artificers and Manufacturers were the firft 
who ought to meet with Relief from the happy Si* 
tuation of our Afiairs ; the only Difference was as to 
the Manner of giving them Rdief,' and even that did 
not bear a Queftion ; this Tax upon Salt was then 
thought fo grievous upon the Trade, the Manufadures, 
and the Poor of this Nation, that it was given up even 
by the Right Honourable Gentleman who has now made 
the Motion for reviving it. I wi(h he had given us 
ibme Reafon for his being now of a different Opinion 
from what he was of at that Time, for it muft pro* 
ceed from fome Fa£t,'or'from* Ibme Circumilance that 
has either happened /ince that Time, or is foon to hap* 
pen* If he forefces any Extraordinary Event, I wifh 
he had been' fo good as to communicate it; for my 
. own Part, 1 can fee none that can poifibly induce me to 
change my Opinion \ but on the contrary^ I forefee 
many for confirming me in the fame Sentiments I was 
then of, and. which I think ought to confirm every 
Man who confiders the Confequenves of Things, and 
has a ftronger Regard for the Liberties of his Coun* 
try, and the Happinefs of Poflerity, than he has. for 
his own immediate In te red. 
f J *m very ready to beJieve, that every Man \aQs 

^fom the juHefl Motives, arid from a fincere and hearty 
Regard for the IntereO <)f his Country, and for the 
Happinefs of his Fellow-Mibje€)s j but as the true Me* 
tives of a Man^s ading or freaking cannot be with any 
Certainty difcovered by another, therefore we are tosre* 
{iard only what he does or fays. A Man may a£t ho- 
neftly, may argue juflly from very bad Motives, and 
91I the other Hand we know, that many wrong Ac- 
jions and fooliih i^rgumcnts have proceeded from Mo* 

tivc9 
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tires cbflC wore in $hew£(W^ fcnerom and good. Let 
Hi then in ChtrHy. M&cYe, that whoever differs from 
iii Is in « HiMft^ tfid that whoever agrees with ue 
sAe from the fa^ne gpod Motives we do ourfeWes ; 
TliM wie AmU examine eoe another's Arguments with 
Caadear; then Is Truth molt likdy to prevail. 

Let ue not oovifoiiiid the Matter in Hand, and believe 
that the Qiiefijon now hefone ys, is, whether or ho a 
Relief eq^ht to he graated tp the Landed Intereft : 
That ie no way tt prefent the Qiiefiion in Debate. 
By the ReMulions of this Houfe upon the Supply, 
Ihereif 500^000 /. to he raiftd for the Current Service 
tff the YeMT ; th« raifing of this Sum we have already 
aiade sieceflaty ; e«r Seroliition is not to be recalled, 
lie ere now in a Connmattce of Ways and Means, 
ead the eniy Qiiefkion before us, is. Whether {we are 
te malls thie Snjm of v^fiool by laying a Shillij^s 
m^ti Lead, or by reviving the Duty ufKHi Salt Nei- 
llter 0f Atm can be a Relief to the Landed Gentle- 
wien ; wp*n the cantrary both mufi he burthenfome to 
the«. fitit ihe ene er the other we have made ne- 
eeflery^ aftd therefiaae the only Q}»e(lion now before 
lis, if, by tiliich ef theie Ways we ihall raife this 

This beiag Umh the true State of the Queftion, we 
et« to cooMtr which of (bele Methods will be moft 
oowrenient €or the Natieii in generaJ, and that we are 
ii» chitfe -withDiit iiny Rtfy^ to who Is, or who U not 
to eontvlbnte iheneto } for we are never to do an In- 

ry to our Country iisr the Sake of any private Man, 
of ftsy paitlcuiar Sett of Men. The Thoughts of 
nffih>g a :gMieral Excife, I find, have been dirdaimed 
1^ ev^ry 'Gentleman who has fpoioe in this, Debate ) I 
liofe t\M Matfton wiJl never be in fuch ilavilh Circum- 
llaneea, ae tSuii any Man dare ol>enly avow fuch a De- 
figa ; but I wifhthat every Gentleman that has talked up- 
iipn thk fitibje£t, had explained to us what he meant by a 
Oentral £xciie .; for if any Gentleman thereby means, 
that the People ere to ^y Excifes upon every Thing 
they <afe eltlMrr for Food' or Raiment, he will find that 
there ie no iuh GeneraJ Eecife in the moft Arbitrary, 
the tnefi Siavtih Country upon Earth. I believe there 
is no Country uoder the San,, where the People pay an 
Cscciic i^r the Water they drink ; and yet in fo^ie Coun- 
tries it will he allowed, thttt are fuch Thln^ as Gene- 
ral EKdfes. . I therefore take jt, that the pi;oper Mean- 
ing 
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ing of a General Exclfir relates not to the Thingi upoa 
^hich it U raifed, but to the Perftnt from whom |..aiUi 
every Excife is a General Excife, if the whole Boiy of 
the People, the Poor, the Needy, the moft Wretdwd^ 
ire obliged to contribute thereto. If thia be the Mcaf^ 
ing of a General Excife, the Excife no>w propofed to be 
rtiftd upon the People of this Nation, la aa gieneraJ as 
tny one that can be, or ever wai invented under the 
molt abfolute Tyranny. And if thie be granted^ miA 
tamely fUbmitted to by the People, it may be an Em 
eouragement to ambitious and wichcd Minifters in iW* 
ture Times, to proceed a Step furthefi, and lay another 
Excife upon fome other Commodity ufed by the Qene» 
rality of the People $ that again will give Eftcoumge*' 
nent to a third Attempt, ,and fo on, Hill at Aatt the 
People of this Country be ilibjeaed, as well aa fame 
•f our Neighbours, to tt General Excife in t^e moft ejc- 
fenilve Senfe ; that fs, an Excife upon every Perfon, 
and upon almoft every Thing that c&n be converted id 
the Ufe of Man. 

Such a General Excife wae never eftalbUihM at once in 
any Country, it has every w4iere bwn Introduoed by- 
Degrees, and in all the Countries w^tiet e fttch an Excife 
has been efhblifhed, we may generally obferve, that the 
ftrR Step miidetoFards it waa, the inCredncifng this very 
Excife now proporf^ed to be laid upon the People of this 
Nation. Wfam we were involved 4a a heavy and ex- 
penflve War, when we were fighting for every Thing 
that was rieer and dear to us, when our Land Tax wat 
Kt four Shillings in the Pound, when every Thing we 
could think of was loaded with Duties and Cu(lott«, 
it was then a Sort of Neceffity upon us to fabmit to 
i\ich ah Excilb ; but if wd agree to k now, durlng^a 
Time of profound Peace, and when no NeceiTity calls 
fbr our Submiifion, will it not then be a Precedent fbt 
every Excife that in future Times may or caii be in- 
vented ? And a few more Excifes would, I fear, render 
our Liberties precarious, and entirely dependent upon 
the Good-Will and Pleafure of thofe who ihall happen 
to be enttufted with the chief Power of coUeaing the 
Publick Revenue. The giving a Man half a Crown it 
Indeed no Precedent for my giving him my whole E- 
flate ; but if I repeat my Generodty too often, and con- 
tinue it too long, I may liappen to put it in his Powtr 
to take the ReHdue from me, whether I will or no ; and 
In Aich Cafe, I am afraid, it would be too late to al- 

/edge, 
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led^, that the one is no Precedent for the other ; for if 
by my Simplicity I reduce myfelf to fuch CircumfUn- 
ces, I mufi fttbmit to whatever he may be pieafcd to call 
« good Precedent. I Jiope no Project will ever be fet on 
Foot, for converting any of our prefent Taxes or Cudoms 
Into Excifes ; but if ever fuch a Projea be fet on Foot^ 
I (hali then, I believe, be able to (hew, that no Dutch 
Cuftom can in that Refpea be a good Rule for ua. The 
Nature i>f their Government, the Situation and Condi- 
-tion of their Country, and the Nature of the Commerce 
<arryM on by them, ia fo vgAly different from ours, 
thiit what may be fafe and eafy in one Country, may be 
grievous to the People, and InconAltent with tne Liber- 
ties of the other. 

I am very far from thinking, that four or five hun* 
dred Officers at the Difpofal of the Crown, can at any 
Time be of dangerotts Confequence to the Freedom of 
£ie£tions, or to the Libertjef of the People \ but I can- 
not be perfuaded, that I thinlc .meanly ot my Country, 
when I declare that I am jealous of fuch tde Number aa 
fevcn or eight hundred, added to a vaft Multitude of 
Tax-Gatherers we had before among us. When the Bal- 
lance of Power comes near la its juli Equilibrium, « 
fmall Weight thrown into either Scale overfets the Bal- 
Jahce, and the Equilibrium can never be rc^eflabliflied 
without a great deal of Danger and Trouble. It is cer- 
tain, that a Multitude of 0|&cers at the Beck of an Ad- 
minillration, and fpread over all ^ne Counties, Cities^ 
and Boroughs of the Kingdom, may have a vaft Influ- 
ence at all Eledions^ and if ever they ihould happen to 

, receive Qrders for that Purpofc, we may judge what 
XJfe they will make of the Influence they may have : I 
believe it will be generally agreed, that if ever we 
ihould haye an Admini Oration wickea enough to make 
Ufe of fuch an Influence, it will not be converted to- 
wards the Prefervation . of the Libefrties of the People. 
The Chara6|er of thofis great Patriots, who fird contri- 
ved this Duty, was no Argument for the Continuance 
of it, much lefs is it an Argument for the Reviving it 
They did not out of Wantonnefs contrive fuch a Duty \ 
they were conflrainM by a faul NeceiTity, to lay it upon 
the Nation at that Time. They made no bad Ufe of it, 
but we are not from thence to infer, that no bad Ufe 
will ever be made of it : From our own Hiflory we 
may be informed, that a very badJUfe has been made of 

. fcveral Things, whkh for many Years after the lirft fn- 

flitutio» 
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fiitution had never been converted to any unlawful Pur- 
pofes. Wherever there is any fuch Danger to be fear*d^' 
we ought hot willingly^ we ought not prefumptttbudy . 
to expofe oUrfelves theretinto. Such Evilt may be eafUy 
avoided, but are not ea/ily removed^ One of the chief 
Reafonk urged for the abolifhing of th\t Duty, wat, the 
Number of Officers employ^ in the collefiing thereof, 
fuch a Number of Officers was then faid to be inconiiHent 
with the Liberties of a free People. This Argument 
was then made Ufe of, and was then admitted to be t 
good Argument ; how it tomes now to be fuch t trifling 
one, I cannot aj^prehend. But if it is not now admitted 
a]i a iUffident Argulnent againft the reviving of this 
Duty for three Years, I much f)ifpe€t, that at the End 
of this Term of three Years, neither thia Argument^ 
nor any other, -will have Weight enough to prevent the 
continuing of it for a much longer Term. 

I mufl Iky, ^if , that I am aftonifhM to hear any Man 
who has ever read the Articles of Union, or is in the 
leaft acquainted with the Tranfaaions of thofe Times^ 
pretend that the People of Scotland are any way intitled 
to an Exemption from the Salt Duty, or from any Part 
of it, when it it to be laid on for thfe current Service of 
the Year. It is very well known, that it was laid down 
by the Commiffioners of both Kingdoms, as the Ba/is 
and Foundation of the Union, that there fhall be an 
Equality of Excifes, Cufloms, and all other Taxes 
throughout the united Kingdoms. There was at that 
Time ;io Thought of eftabliibinjg any Proportion to be 
raffed in Stotland^ with Refpea to any Tax or Excifb 
then railbd, or thereafter to be raifed in England^ except 
only as to the LanA-Tax. There was before the Union 
a Land-Tax raifed in ScotUnd as well as in England ; but 
In the two Kingdoms it was raifed in a different Man- 
ner : In Scotland it was laid on, and levyM by Way of 
fo many Months Afleflments : In England it was Ikid otk 
and levy'd by Way of fo many Shillings in the Pound'; 
and therefore it becantf neceiTary to coniider the Pro-^ 
portion-between a Month^s Afleifment in Scotland^ and 
a Shilling in the Pound in England ; and the Proportion 
was eftablifhM at the Rate df two Months AffeiTment in 
Scotland^ for every Shilling in the Pouhd, that was there- 
after to be raifed in England. Thus the Settling a Propor- 
tion as to this Tix was neeeitary ; but as to the othec 
Taxf s,efpecially the Tax upon Salt, there was no futh Ne- 
cdfit/^ and therefore it was never fe mncb as thotight of.

I nnft fay, Sir^ that the Reafoning of Ibne Gende* 
men upon the SubjeO In hand, appcarvto me a^tftclein- 
eonfiflenf. This Salt Doty with rcf^wa to Em^muL^ ia 
a Tax that ia altogether inftnlible \ wiih ftTpca to &or- 
IvmI, it ia a Tax that ia altogether infopporUhle : In 
Imglemd^ the Tax is raifcd upon foch a great Multitude 
of People, and at A> many dyferont Paymenft, Chat no 
Man can feel what he pay»x In Seoilmidj though it be 
vaiftd upon the fame Multitude of People, and at the 
lame different Payments, yet if the whole weie laid 
upon the People of that Country, every poor Man would 
not only feel what he paid, but would be utterly inca« 
pable to comply with the Payments requited : In fa^- 
hnd^ it can raife no Grumblmga, no Murmorings, noc 
•ny Complaint among the People: In Sc^imid^ it would 
raife fuch terrible Difcontents, as might difturb the 
Feaceand C^let of the >Kiii||dom and endanger the Con* 
ilitution. How inconliAent is this Way of Arguing $ 
What an Infult ia thia- hptm the People, who quietly 
Ibbmit to the LoadI that ire laid upon them ? 

The Diftinaion that has been made between the 
Grofs Charge and the Omfs Produce of this Duty, ftema 
to befbmethiife new; There is certainly aa much Rea- 
fbn lor this DiAlnaton alfenoft in every Branch of (the 
Cuf^oma or Eaclfe, as there -is for it in the prefbnt Cafe \ 
knd yet t never hetfrd i^made Ufe of by any of the Of* 
Aters of the RevemWi; But fuppofing this Plftihaioh 
to be reafonable,. yet if 'we examine the Particulars of 
ttc Aceotintthat haa been given us, we Ihallfind that 
ftiierai Articles have 'beeti put to tlie Grofs Charge, 
which really ooghtico ito put to the Qrofa Pnxiuce, be* 
ciyf^they are A^fuafty^r^iftd upon the People, thongh 
they ^me.fiof to.the Utt of the Publicfc^ but to the 
Ufe of. the Merchants and Deoleit in. Sah. I am^fiirpri* 
Md to hear it preleiid|pd^'tiktt the AUb.wance for Prompt 
|^>mtnt ought not so'be ncfconed «f n Sart of fhe Groft 
^-?vl i J ' Protfiice, 
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Proittce, or that the Sum allowed ibrthat Difpount !• 
not. raiCed upon the People. Does any Man fuppofe^ 
that the wealthy Dealer pays his ready Money for the 
Beitefit of his Cuilomcrs, or that the Conlbmer pays 
the' lefg for his Salt, becaufe the Merchant from whom 
lie |)urchafei, paid the J>ities In ready Money ? Does 
not every Man koow, that thefe prompt Payments are 
jaa je by the rich Dealers, only for their own Account ; 
jndthat notwithOanding of their being allowed a Dif* 
coufit of lo fir Ce^ty yet they fell as dear as if they had 
paid the full Duties I The Article then of 20,000/. for 
prompt Payment, is not to be deduQed, but is to be 
looked on as a Part of the gropi Produce. 
: The I i^oop /, allowed for Wafte on Salt carried Coaft- 
wifeis likewife an Advantage only to* %\it Dealer : It li 
no Advantage to the People, for every Farthing of that 
Sum is raifed upon and paid by them. This Allowance 
arofe from a Prefumption thatt there was a WaAe^on Salt 
carried Coadwife ; and therefore Three Pence fir Bufhel 
on all White Salt, and Three Halfpence ^erBufhelon 
all Rock Saltxarrkd CoaHwife, was allowed to the Dea- 
ler in Salt. But it is certain, that In Aich Cafe there can 
be no Wafle, there is always rathev^ an Increafe, becauft 
ofite being very dry when put on board, and afterv 
wards made (0 fwell and become mm'e weighty by the 
>loKlure of the Air^ t6 which it is expofed in the Rer 
moving of it from Plape to Place t : Since there can be 
Ao Wafte, we muft prefume, that' the Whole is bought 
and confumed by the People; and we know that they 
always paid for it the fame Price as if the full Duty had 
betcn tpaid by the Dealer. This Allowance did not even 
!*• much as induce the Dealer to fell Cheaper^ for th6 
ConAimer always paid for the CarriBf^f^, as well as for 
the Duty and firlt Coft,. and the longer the Carriage 
.was, the Con(\tmer always paid the higher Price. Thif 
^i;oooi is therefore to be confidered, a« a Part pf the

. The Aiiowanctfor Rook Salt melted, is of .the fame 
^Nature. This arofr:frdm a Suppofttion, that in the 
Melting of Rock Salt, and Refining it into White Salt;, 
thet^eT wae a great Walie, and therefore ten Pound 
Weight in Sii^ty (ve was allowed. Duty free. But I 
Juve been informed^ and the Fa€t ai^ars reafonable, 
that Rock Salt diffolved in frefh Water, will produce 
^tf own Weight in White Salt, and when diifelved in 
$f 4 yfli%tt It will froduee one fourth Part more. If wc 
' . ^ 1 . , , only

Salt Duty for three Ycara, we make the People rcalljr 
pay i,aoo,oco /. out of which there U but 500,090 /♦ 
fcou^t clear into the Publick Revenue. If thii be 
Publick OEconomy, If tbis be common Prudencp, If 
thia be a Reliefer an Eafe to the Peaple of £;i;^/4»4» 
I l^ve the World to judj^. I think that I can now 
avert, that when I argue againft the Salt X>u^y, I plcail 
the Caufe of my Country, X plead the Caufe of the 
whple Body of the People of Znghni: I do net indeed 
plead bt a Relief to them, I find there is no Relief to 
be given % but I plead againft laying a new, a heavy, 
an intolerable Burthen upon them.

Miifi not we likewife add the 20,000 /- fir Annum al- 
lowed for Ptompt I^aymclit ? for at tHir is no Benefit to 
the Conforoer, it is a real Etpence to the People, as 
much as the 25,000/^.1/, whicfi U paid for Manage^ 
ment. Tbefe three Sunu added together, makes the 
real Difference of tiie. Yearly Expence between the Salt- 
Tax and a Shillihg in. the Pound Land-Tajt, amount 
Yearly to 34,100/. This, I Oiy^ Sir^ Is the Yearly 
Difference; but I hope no Man that confidert it, wiil 
pretend, that this^ of even iliree Tiihes this Suih, Is 
the whole Difference of the Expence the Nation is to 
be at, in rai/ing 500^000 /. by a Salt-Duty in Three 
Years, in place of raiAng ^oC^oco /. by a Shilling In 
the Pound Land Tax in one Year ; for the Difference 
will then be a great deal more than three Timea thii 
Sum. We muff then reckon the whole Expence of the 
Salt Duty for Three Years, and from that dedua the 
Expence of railing i f. ill the Pound Land*Tax for one 
Year only : The Salt- Tax will then cod us three Timet 
25,000/. or 75,000/. for Management; three Times 
2,600 I br 7,8o3 /. for extraordinary Expence in the 
Navy; and three Times 20,000/. or 60,000/. for 
Prompt Payment ; which three Sums added together, 
amount to 142,800 /. And from this we are only to^, 
dedua 13,500/. to wit, one Yearns Etpence of railing' 
a Shillihg in the Pound upon Land, the remaining 
Sum will then be 129,300/. This is the real Diffc* 
rence of the Expence which the Nation is to pay for 
the raifing of this 500,000/. in Three Years by a Salt 
Duty, in place of raifing it in one Year by a Land 
Tax. This is near Six and Twenty fer Cent, and if w^ 
add the additional Expence in Scotland^ and the Inte^ 
red which the Publick mud pay upon borrowing this 
500,600 /. for the Current Service of the Year, it will, 
I am furej amount to above 30 fer Cent, which, I miift 
fay, is a pretty con/idcrabie Premium for Three Yeart 
forbearance of Payment, even if the Nation werc-not 
to pay a Shilling of the Money till the full End of the 
Term. How conliftent it may be with the Publick 
Good of this Nation, to pay fo high a Premium for For- 
bearance, I (hall not determine; but I am fure it will 
be incl^nfident with the private Good of any 1\oneft

' every Penny he laya out Again, at to the Salt deli- 
vered Duty-free for the Flftery, there is ^11 a greater 
Temptation, fince it depends entirely upon the Honefly 
of the'Curers themfeives; none but themfelves can tell 
what Quantities they have made Vtt ofi If they can 
but fell their Salt privately to Dealers or Confumers, 
they may get free of the Duty by fwearing that the 
Whole was employed in curing of Fiih ; and coniider- 
Jng what little Regard is had to what is now by way 
of Proverb called a Cuftom-houfe Oath, I am afiaid this 
Sort of Perjury will be by much too frequent : Sot is 
the Lofs fliftained by. the Revenue, the only Difad van- 
tage ; thefe Baits and Temptations that are thrown in 
the People's Way for perjuring 'themfelves, may really 
at lad dedroy all Sort of Morality and- common Honcfiy 
among them, and may (6 much dimiaiik duit Regard 
which ercry Man ought to have for an Oath, that no 
Man's Life or Property can be ibcure, againft the Plots 
and Perjuries of his Neighbours. 

As to our ManufaAurers and poor Labourers this 
Tax certainly will be a Charge upoM every one of^ them 
In general. It will be a Shtfling at lead to every An- 
gle Man or Woman that is fit for Labour ; and if we 
fVippofe a poor Man to have a Wife and three fmall 
Children, we can hardly fuppofe him to make Ufe of 
lefs'tban a Buihel of Salt a Year for his Family ; to fuch 
a Man this Tax will amount to at lead 41. 6d. per An* 
num. Such a Thii% as a Shilling, or a Crown may be 

■ looked upon as a Trifle by a Gentleman of a large £- 
flate and eafy Circumflances, but a poor Man feels fome- 

- time« feverely the Want of a Shilling ; many a poor 
Man has for Want of a Shillifig been obliged to pawn 

. the outy whole Coat he had to his Back, and has never 
been able to re^dccm it again. Even a Farthing to a 
poor Man is a con/iderable Sum ; what Shifts do the 
Frugal among them make, to' fave even a Farthing? 
Let us but imagine ourfelves in the Condition of a 
poor Labourer, with a Wife and three Children, almcKl 
the ^hole of the Wife's Time taken up in looking after 
the Children, and the Husband working for a Shilling 
a Day, and we fhali ealily fee how hard it is to make 

'- fuch a poor Man pay a Tax of Four or Five Shillings 
a Year for the Salt be mult make Ufe of for tht fcanty 
Supi^ort of himfelf and Family. 
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This Tax mult therefore be a Charge upon ail our 
Manufaauree in general, I (hall Aippofb it iinali at any 
Gentleman pleaftf, yet it muft be feme ; for if it be « 
Charge upon the Manuftaurera, they muft lay it upon 
the Manufaauree they deal in 1 and if we confider how 
narrowly the Merchant, efpectelly the. Foreign Mer- 
chant, . goea to work in the Bargains he m^kes, we muft 
fee what a Difadvantage this Tax may be to our Ex- 
port of Manufaaures. If any of our Neighbours can 
ttW but one tenth Part of a Farthing in a Yard cheaper 
than we can do, they will at lafl turn us entirely out of 
the Builnefs. This holds us to all our Manufaaures. in 
general, hut as to fome particular Manufaaures, fuch as 
Glaft. Leather, Earthen Ware, I3c, it is dill more grie- 
vous becaufe Salt is one of the Materials made Ufe of 
In their very CompoAtion, and therefore I am hopeful 
if this Duty be revived, there will be an Exception 
as to them. 

I find it is granted by all, that the making Ufe of 
Salt is an Improvement to Land % but it is ikid, that 
this Tax eannot injure fuch Improvements, becaufe 
every Man may hjive aa much foul S^lt Dutyfree at 
the Pits, as he pleafes, providing he has an Officer along 
with him. But does not every Man fee, that this can 
only be of Advantage to thofe, whofe Lands lie near 
the Salt Pita? even as to them, this Duty will be an 
additional Charge, for they cannot get an Officer to at- 
tend for nothing; we all know that when a Man la 
once got into an Office, he has many Ways of fqucezing 
a Perquifite from thofe who are obliged to apply to 
him, and to him only. And as to sli Lands that lie at 
a Diftance from Coal-Pits, it muft be allowed, that the 
reviving of this Tax will be a full Bar to any future; 
Improvements of them by Salt, which is an Improve- 
ment that has been fucceftfuUy made Ufe qf, through 
all Parts of England^ ever iince the Duty waa taken o£ 

It has I think in this Debate been admitted by all^ 
that tluLPutv upon the Salt made Ufe of in Curing 
the SSiftProviftons neceffary for a Ship of i $0 Tons foe 
a Six Month's Voyage, will amount to Forty Shillings ; 
and yet it hu been aiterted by fame, that the reviving 
of this Duty will be no Burthen upon the Navigation 
of Gr9Mt Britain, Thofe who reafon in this Manner, 
do not furely confider the Frugality and Sparingnefs 
that mufi be obferved in Trade. I am fure there is 
pox a Merchant In Et$rof€^ that has Occafion to freight a

In ibcb a Cift^ I believe, our 
landed Qentlenien will not get much by the Relief that 
it Qow pretended to be g^ven them. But beHdet thia 
Additional Family Expence upon the Farmera, we 
know that thry make Ufe of a great deal of Salt for lb- 
iieral Ufea in Husbandry : The Advantages made there- 
by, they muft |iow give up, or otherwife the^y mnft 
pay dear for the preftrving or them. 

I hope, Sir^ I am ai IbnQb^y touched at any Man with 
the Difkultiea that many of the Landed Gentlemen in 
tMlltmd labour under. I ihall always be as ready as any 
^fan to apprave cif any Meaflire Ibr giving them a real 
Kelicf I but I fliall never pretend to amufb them, or to 
ImpoTe upon their good Senfe, by calling that a Relief, 
widch la only taking a Burthen off one of their ShouN 
dera, and putting it upon the other ^ and that this la 
Af only Relief now propofed for them, I can, I think, 
dei^ionArate as clearly aa ever any Thing was demon* 
flKatod by Numbers. I believe no Man will pretend 
that any Gentknun (^ a free Eftate of 500/. a Year iit 
land, or upwards, is in the prefent Cafe an Object of 
CoinpaiEon, or that the Relieving of fuch Men from 
the Payment of a Shilling in the Pound Land-Tax, can 
have any Weieht in the prefent Debate ; and aa for thofe 
Gesitlemea who have large £(htea in Land, but heavily 
charged with Mortgages, if they will, for' the Sake of 
Grandeur, and the Name of a great EAate, continue to 

^y the Land-Tax, and the Intered upon the Mortgages, 
is certainly their own Fault, and therefore they do 
Dot deftrve the Confideration of this Houfe. The lan- 
ded Gentlemen then, whofe Elates are iinder 500/. a 
Year, are the only Pcrfons whofe Condition and Cir- 
fumftancei can in the prefent Cafe be of any Confe- 

Suence \ and as to {Uch, let us ex'imine whether, what 
\ now propofed, will prove to be of any Relief to 
them. It is well known, that there are many landed 
jpentiemen in t^ngUni^ whofe Eflatea fitc valued fo 
40W, that they do not pay above a Groat of the Shilling 
in the Pound Land-Tax ; it is certain, th.it there are

dulent Dealers, or to idle and profligate Tax-Gatherers ? 
I hope every Man that hears me, will allow his Pity 
and Companion to exert itfelf to its utmoft Height. I 
hope every Man will confider upon which Side of the 
prefent Queflion are the Cries of the Poor and the 
Wretched, and the Rielflngs of thofe that are yet un- 
born. The Happinefs or Mlfery of Poftcrity, the Flou- 
rifhing or Decay of our Trade and Commerce, the Pre* 
fcrvation or Loft of our Liberties, in my Opinion, de- 
pend in a great Meafure upon the QueAion now before 
us ; and therefore I am perfuaded that every Gentleman 
will conftder it thoroughly, before he determines what 
he is to do.
